The object of the present Handbook, like that of the 
editor's other works of the same description, is to render 
the traveller as independent as possible of the Services of 
guides, valets-de-place and others of the same class, to 
supply him with a few remarks on the progress of civili- 
zation and art among the people with whom he is about 
to become acquainted, and to enable him to realize to the 
füllest extent the enjoyment and instruction to be derived 
from a tour in Italy. 

The Handbook is, moreover, intended to place the tra- 
veller in a Position to visit the places and objeets most 
deserving of notice with the greatest possible economy of 
time, money, and, it may be added, temper; for in no 
country is the traveller's patience more severely put to 
the test than in some parts of Italy. The editor will 
endeavour to aecompany the enlightened traveller through 
the streets of the Italian towns, to all the principal edi- 
fices and works of art; and to guide his steps amidst the 
exquisite seenery in which Italy so richly abounds. 

With a few trifling exceptions, the entire Handbook is 
framed from the editor' s personal experience, acquired at 
the places described. As, however, infallibility cannot be 
attained, the editor will highly appreciate any hond fide 
information with which travellers may favour him. That 
already received, which in many instances has been most 
serviceable, he gratefully acknowledges.

The bridge ictosh tbe Volturiio , reeiored in 1756, is adomed 
rith a Statue of Nepomut; beyoud it is an inscription W Ihe 
itemory of the emperor Frederich II., Ihe stalne belonging to 
«bkb hu disappeared. The Torrt Mignana Tritbiii, and tbe Cap- 
ptUa äe' jtforli without the town commemorate tbe sanguinary 
»ttack made on Capua by Cssar Borgia in 1501, on which oi^casion 
5000 litee «ere saciiflced. 

On the Volturno, in the vidnity of Capua, liiug Francie II. 
SS defeated by Che PiedmoDlese , Ott. 1860, after wbich tbe 
fortrese nas Btitrendered.

[ideiiB for tbe wild animals and Bnbtertanean receptaclea , is, like 
" t of Pozzuoli , beller deflned than that of (he Colosseum at 
ne. The titgbt of steps foi tbe use of (.he gladiatoiE is still 
IttO he Seen. Capua coDtained great numbera ot tbese unhappy 
, and it »as bere Ihat the dan^rouB war of Ibe gla- 
;e out B. C. 73 . »birh was wilh difficully quelled Vi-i 
pnCraeEUB two yeaiB later. The halls of tivfc ain^tiVAifcaWe r.oi«»a» 
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fra^ments of the ancient ediflce, basreliefs ete. Nsar the entraace 
tb6 visitor may aseand to the upper portion of the gtractnre, 
whence the ruins thams^ves, as well as the spaeioas snrroonding 
piain, may be aur^eyed. In the viclnity, on the road to the 
modern Capua (l^s M.; cair, 1 1.), are the ruins of a Triumphal 
Arch. Above Capaa Mon» Tifaia is visible, once the site of a 
temple of Japiter, now sarmoonted by a chapel of 8. Nicola. 
At the base of the monntain , about 3^2 M. from S. Maria , lies 
the andent and interesting chureh of 8. Angtlo in FomUs, oc- 
cupying the site of a celebrated temple of Diana, around whioh 
a viUage hat established itself. 

The high road from Gapoa to Maddaloni (p. 11) by S. Maria 
and Caserta presents a scene of the most animated trafflc; ex- 
cursions by carriage through this garden-like distriet are Üiere- 
fore preferable to those by railway. The road to Caserta, 3 M. 
distant (one-horse carr. 2 1.), passes by two handsome Roman 
tombfi. Near Capua the spacious plains of the ancient Campania 
begin to expand, now termed Terra di Lavoro, like the Campagna 
dl Roma of yolcanie origin, but incomparably superior in f!MrtiUt>- 
and admirably cultivated — a perfeet garden, one of the moit 
Inxuriant districts in Europe, whlch, in addition to the prodace 
of the dense plantations, yields two erops of grain and one of 
fodder in one season. The railway turns to the 1. to 

CaMrta (*Albergo Vittoria; Villa ReaU near the Station, deax; 
CroetlU, well spoken of ; *8tdla d' Italia; Cafe d' lUüia), the 
Versailles of Naples, a dean and well built town (11,000 inhab.), 
with several palaces and handsome barracks, and an epi8C(^l 
lesldenoe. It was founded in the 8th cent. by the Lombards en 
the slope of the monntain, but the modern town is in a lower 
Situation. The railway^station lies opposite the palace, permiaeion 
to Visit which (9 — 4 o*dock, gardens open tili sunset) shonld be 
obtained from the royal Intendant at the Palazzo Reale Q». 43) in 
Naples, although not absolutely essential (attendant 11., sacristan 
of the chapel 25 c). 

The * Royal Palace of Caserta was erected in 1752 by kiog 
Charles III., under the superintendenee of VanviUlU, in the 
riebest Italian palatial style. It forms a rectangle. The S. aide 
is 780 ft. long and 125 ft. high, with 37 Windows in each story. 
The courts of the palace are traversed by a colonnade, from the 
centre of whieh the staircase ascends. The Chapü is lavishly de- 
corated with marble, lapis lazuli and gold. It contains a 'Tresen- 
tatioB in the Temple^ by Mengt, five paintings by Conca and 
sn alUr-piece \>y Bonito, The Theotrc U adoTTkoa^ mlk 16 OqcIa- 
iäUa ooiamaa at AfHcan marble {lom t\ke t«n^\ft oii ^«tv^S& %\.

12 Route i. AVELLINO. From Rome 

SUt. Kola (a poor Traitoria in the Piazza), an ancient Campanian eity, 
almost the only one which successfully re^isted the attacka of Hannibal after 
the hattle of Cannee, B. C. 216., and nnder the command of the brave H. 
Marcellus repulsed the invader in 215. Here the Emperor Auguatns died, 
Aug. 19th , A. D. 14 , in his 76th year , in the aame houae and apartment 
where his father Octavius had ixeathed hia last. In ancient timea Jfcla 
was not les8 important than Pompeii. It is now an insigniflcant place and 
devoid of interest. In the 5th cent. , 8t. Paulinua , an erudite poet and Bi- 
shop of Nola (b. at Bordeaux in 354, d. 431), is said to have invented 
church-bells here , from which the ivord campana is derived. On the 26th 
of July a festival , accompanied by characteristic processiona and gamea , is 
celebrated to his honour. In the middle of the 16tb cei^. tbe free-thinker 
Giordano Bruno was born at Nola^ on Feb. 17th, 1600, he terminated 
his chequered career at the stake in Rome. Oiovanni Merliano, the celebra* 
ted f culptor of Naples , known as Giovanni da l^ola , was also born kere 
in 1478. 

Kola is celebrated as an ancient cradle of the plastic art. The magni- 
ficent vases of yellow clay, adomed with chestnut-brown figurea, v^ch 
form the principal Ornaments of the museums of l^aplea and of <^her pla- 
ces, were executed here , the art having Leen introduced, as it is believed, 
by the Corinthians Eucheir and Eugrammos, B. C. 600. Kumerous coins 
of Nola with Greek inscriptions have also been found. About ^2 M. to the 
K.E. of the town is situated the Seminar}', where several Latin inacriptionB 
and the so-called Cipput Abellanut, a remarkable inseription in the Oican 
language , are preserved. Above the seminary Ol* H.) lies the Franciacan 
monastery of 8. Ängelo^ commanding a view of the fertile and luzuriant 
piain; to the 1. Monte Somma, behind which Veauvius is concealed; to fhe 
r. the mountains of Maddaloni. To the E. of the monastery another of the 
Capuchin ordcr is situated , above which the ruined castle of Cieala pictu- 
resquely surmounts an eminence. 

Stat. Palma, a small town on the slopea of the ränge of hilla 17. of 
Vesuvius , is picturesquely situated opposite to Ottajano. It possesaes an 
ancient feudal castle , now the property of the State , and is commanded by 
the remnants of an extensive fortress on a nei^bouring eminence. 

Stat. Barno, a place of some importance , situated on the Sarno, whicb 
flows from this point in the direction of Scafati and Pompeii. Above it 
towers a ruined stronghold, where Count Francesco Cuppola long main- 
tained himself during the conspiracy of the barons against Ferdinand of 
Arragon (1460), a favourite subject with artists. 

The view now becomes more limited. Stations Codola and San Qiwrgit; 
then San Bererino (poor inn), where the line at present terminates. It will, 
however be continued towards the r. to Salemo, and to the 1. to Benevento, 
Avellino and Foggia. The principal church contains the tombs of Tommaa o 
da San Severino , high constable of the Kingdom of Naples in 1353 , and of 
several princes of Salemo. A good road leads from S. Severino to (10 M.) 
Salemo by Baronisi , acene of the death of Fra Diavolo , and another to 
Cava and Noctra. 

To Avellino (11 H.) the road ascenda the valley of the Sarao (to the 
r. on the mountain slope Montuoro), traverses the hills which separate the 
Samo from the Sabato, and deacends by Cehi, Contrada and JBellizxi to 
ATellino {Alber go Jtalia; Alber go delle Puglie)^ capital of the province 
Prineipato Ulteriore , an epiacopal residence , vrith a population of 24,000. 
The ancient palace of the Caracciolo family is now the custom-houae. In 
the vicinity are extensive plantations of hazel-nut trees , mentioned by the 
ancienta as ^'nuces Avellanse". The name is derived from the ancient 
Abellinum^ the ruins of which are 2^1* M. distant , near the village of Atri^ 
ffaida. 

From Avellino a visit may "be padd to Monte Tergine^ ». cCVs^^c^Xa,^ t^

2. From £oiae to Naples. 
By tbe FonCiiiB Hsnhei, Terrocina, Oaeta and Cap 
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to Naples. CISTEKNA, 5. Route, 17 

In consequence of the opening of thc railway thU road ig now lued for 
the local traffic only. Although tne joamey by carriage from Rume to Na- 
ples is in many respects preferable to the railway. and renders the tranttitiuii 
trom the one city to the otber leas abrupt, yet it ean hardly at preseut be 
reconimended on account of the unsettled f täte of the country, especially as 
tlie lonely mountainouB districts of the Boman State and the vicinity of 
Gaeta have always been a fevourlte haunt of banditti. The diliirtrnce cum- 
monication ii, howerer, stUI maintalned. To Velletri (p. 2) by railway; 
thence daily a diligence to Terradna in 8 hrs. (fare 1 Scudu) , from which 
anüther diligence runa bv Mola di Gaeta to itat. SparanLü : thence to Xaple» 
by raOway ; lat cl. 6 1. 60 c. ; 2nd cl. 5 1. 30 c. ; 3rd cl. 4 1. The pleasan- 
test way of perfonning the joumey (after due enqnirj' as to the aecurit?- o( 
the road, and with an escort, if necesaary, for the 8iux>ected portions) ia 
when a party of 4—6 pers. engage a vetturino. The vetturini niake t%vo 
halts on the way , the iirst ni^t at Ciatema , the second at Mola di Gaeta 
or S. AgiUa, and airlve on the third day at Sparanisi in time for the last 
train to liaplef. At Terracina and S. Agata a halt of 3 hrs. is made für 
breakfast , allowlng ample time for the inipection of these places. A four- 
horse camage, accommodating 6— 7 pers., from Rome to Kaples costs 15— 2l> 
Napoleons. The cbarges are higbett in sjpring, during the grand ceremonies 
at Rome , and of course depend on the contract with the vetturino , whu 
usually includes hotel accommodation in bis hire. The ordinary travellini^ 
expenses of a tingle trareller by carriage from Rome to Naples have hitherto 
been 11 scudi , or 60 1. , and 1 sc. gratuity , inclnding hotel accommodation 
and meals. Good inns on this route. The malaria which prevails in the 
marshy districts in summer is considered especially noxious during dleep. 
The papal conriers when traversing this distnct are accustonied tu smoke 
incessantly in order to neutralize the poison of the atmusphere. — Ku risk 
need be i^prehended during the c(dder seasons. 

The traveller quits Rome by the Porta S. Giovanni and tra- 
verses the Campagna by the Via Appia nuova, which at fir^it 
mns parallel to the ancient Via Appia. then unites ^ith it at 
the llth mlgl. by the Osteria Le Fratocchie and leads to Albano. 
Thence to Ariceia by the great viaduct; the palace of Chigi is 
left to the 1. ; two more viaducts are crossed and Genzano and 
Velletri reached. Here, 31 M. from Korne, the railway turns to 
the 1. towards the mountalns, whilst the high road descends to the 
piain to the r. and, 11/2 M. from Cistema^ again unites with the 
ancient Via Appia. The extensive oak forests here were once 
notorious for robberies. On the height to the 1. are perceived 
the villages of fori and A'orma, frequently visited from Velletri. 

Fnrther on, below Norma, Stands Sermoneia on an eminence, 
with an ancient Castle of the Gaetani family, who thence derive 
their dncal title. Towards the sea to the r. rises the isolated 
Monte Circello (p. 19). Cistema (*La Posta) , 91/2 M- from 
Velletri, is a small town with a Castle of the Gaetani, situated 
on the last hill before the Pontine marshes are reached. It was 
called Cistema Neronis in the middle ages and is believed to 
occupy the site of the ancient Ire 8 Täbemae. 

Tone tre Ponti, 14 M, from Cistema, is a solitary post- 
house, whence Sermoneta, 6 M. distant, mvj \i^ nSssXäÄl, ^\!4_^^.

In (he 
njipei pari of tbe toirn \i an ancient monastery, on tbe aummit 
Ol the bill Ibe pictutesqne remaine of the paUre ot Theodorie 
the Obirugoth. ^1 
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The *Cattedrale S. Pietro U believed to occupy the Site of 
the temple of Jupiter Anxurus. The vestibule rests on 10 ancient 
columns, at the bases of which are recumbent lions. To the r. a 
large antiqne sarcophagas, which, according to the inscriptlOD. 
was once employed in torturing the persecuted early Christians. 
The beantifol fluted colnmns of the canopy in the interior once 
belonged to the ancient temple. The pnlpit with its ancient mosaics 
rests on colomns in the early Christian style with lions lat the 
base. To the 1. in the W. comer of the chorch a stair-case 
(94 Steps) ascends the * Clock Tower, which commands an exten- 
sive prospect over the sea as far as the Ponza Islands and Ischia, 
to the r. to Monte Circello, to the 1. over the marshes. 

Beyond the inn rises a pictnresqne mass of rock on the road- 
side, formerly inhabited by a hermit. 

Above the town are the considerable remains of Pelasgic walls 
and reservoirs. The * Palace of Theodoric , on the summit of the 
rock , is especiaUy worthy of a visit (ascent 3^4 hr. ; not withont 
guide; boy 1 p.). The view embraces the sea, with the Islands 
of Ponza and Ischia, and the expansive piain as far as the Alban 
mountains. 

The Harbour of Terracina, of great importance during the 
Roman period, still recognized by the break-water, is now almost 
entirely imbedded in sand. The Palace of Pius VI. affords a 
magniflcent prospect. 

From Terracina the course of the Via Appia, bounded by 
remnants of ancient tombs, is pursued, skirting the mountains, 
wMch approach so closely to the sea that at the pass of Lautuktt 
the Space left for the road is extremely limited. Here, B. C. 316, 
the Romans fought a battle with the Samnites, and in the 2nd 
Punic war Fabius Maximus here kept Hannibal in check. On a 
hill about 1/2 M. to the 1. is situated the monastery of Retiro, 
on the Site of the villa in which the emperor Galba was born. 
Then to the r. the Lake of Fondi, the Lacus Fundanus or Amy- 
clanus of the ancients, so called from the town of Amyclae which 
is said to have been founded here by fugitive Laconians. 

The papal frontier is at Torre delV Epitafia. The tower 
de" Confini or La PorteUa, a gateway at which offlciala of the 
Itallan douane are posted, is reached 4^2 M. from Terracina. 
On a height to the 1. the yillage of MorUicelli; by the road-side 
fragments of tombs. The traveller now enters the Terra di Lavoro 
(p. 10), one of the most beautiful and fertile districts in the 
kingdom, The next place is (14 M. from Terracina) Fondi 
(oOOO inbab.)j the ancient Fündig wYieie B.otÄ,cö ^«^ää^ ^^^tää 
of a civic ofücial '*with broad purpVe boi^ex wv^ ^^iX.-'^XiQ^iäS?

This is left to the r. ; the carriage drives past the church 
Carmine, crosses a sma]l Square, and by the Porta del Ccm 
reaches the harbour. Here a yiew is obtained of the S. sid 
the bay, of M. Somma and Yesuvius, at the base of whicl 
Portici, Resina and Torre del Greco, so close together as aU^^ 
to be united; beyond is the peninsula of Sorrento, whioh s^ 
rates the bay from that of Salerno to the S. and is traversec^ 
the lofty Monte Santangelo; opposite the harbour lies the grc^^ 



quely-shaped rocky island of Capri. In front of the travelle 
extends the long line of building which skirt the hatbour, boundei 
by the hlll Posilipo and commanded by Fort S. Elmo. The car 
riage now proceeds along the Strada Nuova, on the animatei 
shore. Further on, diverging to the 1. and passing round the Port 
I Piccolo or small-boat harbour, the traveller reaches the PorU 

Grande, enclosed by breakwaters. Contiguous to it, separated b] 
a molo, is the naval harbour with the arsenal and Castel Nuovo 
Thence to the r. , through the broad Strada del Molo , enclose( 
on the 1. by the fort and to the r. by a number of theatres 
booths etc. The Pianza del Municipio (formerly Largo del Caatello 
is next traversed in its entire length. Contiguous is the Stradi 
8. Carlo , with the royal palace and garden in front of It , an< 
farther on is the theatre of S. Carlo. The square in front of th« 
latter is the focus of the trafflc of the city: in a straight di 
rection from it runs the Strada delUi Chiaia, to the r. the Toledo 
the principal street. To the 1. the large Piazza del Plebiacii 
(formerly Largo del Palazzo Reede) is entered; to the 1. the pa 
lace, to the r. the church of S. Francesco di Paola surmountei 
by a dorne and approached by a semicircular portico; in front o 
it the equestrian statues of Charles III. and Ferdinand I. c 
Bourbon. Hence by the Strada del GiganU, below which to th 
1. is the arsenal, the shore is again reached (to the 1. Hotel d 
Kome). The picturesque Strada 8. Lucia, above which towers th 
rocky height of Pizzofalcone, is now traversed, leading to Chiata 
mone at the foot of Pizzofalcone, where to the 1. Ccutel deW Ov 
projects into the sea. Thence to the Largo della Vittoria, nea 
which is the entrance to the Villa Reale, the principal promenad 
of Naples, extending a considerable distance along the coast. Tb 
«treet parallel to the promenade is the Riviera di ChicUa, usuall

Xatches. A box of vestas (cerini, 10 c.) is a desirable acqoisltion, as 
matches are never provided at hoteis. 

Yendora of ieed water (acquaiuoli) carry on a very animated traflle in 
Summer. They are usually provided with two large tubs filled with anow, 
in which the water is cooled, and a supply of lemons etc. Iced water 2 c 
per glass ; with lemon or anisette 5 c, with amarena 10 c. — There are also 
several mineral Springs in the town, containing sulphur and carbunie add 
gas; the best known in 8. Lucia. Women and girls offer a draugtat to 
passers-by (5 c). The water has a slightly medicinal effect, but the aied) 
is disagreeable. 

Carriaf es. The distances in "Kaples are so great, the charges are fO 
moderate, and Walking in the hot season is so fatiguing, that there ia little 
inducement for pedestrianism. A private two-horse carr. for excursioBS 
costs 15—251. per diem; in the town 151. and gratuity. They are to be 
hired at the hoteis, at S. Lucia 31 etc. The fares of the public vehicles are 
considerably lower: two-horse carr. per drive during the day 1 1. 20 c, fttw 
midnight to sunrise 1 1. 50 c. ; by time: 2 1. for the flrst hr., 11. 40 c. for 
each successive hr. ; at night 8 1. for the first, 2 1. for each successive lür. — 
One horse carr. (earrozzellä) per drive 60 c, at night II.; by time ^nerally 
disadvantageous) : 1 1. 40 c. for the first, 1 1. for each successive hr. ; at 
night 2 I. and 1 1. 40 c. respectively. In hiring by time, any fraction above 
an hour is chargedas ijs hr. In order to avoid imposition, the best course 
is to pay the strict fare, and not a Single soldo In addition. These wlio 
are disposed to pay liberally are sure to be victimized. In case of dispute», 
application should be made to the nearest policeman. 

At the same time it is desirable that the stranger should be acquainted 
with the principal boundaries of the town : in the line of the Chiaia as ür 
as the commencement of the Mei^ellina and beyond it as £ar as Vlrgtri 
Tomb at the entrance to the grotto of Posilipo ; towards the N.W., 8. Gen- 
naro dei Poveri (catacombs), crescent with the stairs of Capodimonte (Tondo 
di Capodimonte) farther on, S. Efremo vecchio, Albergo dei Poveri in the 
Str. Foria, and on the sea-shore Ponte della lladdalena (beyond the 8ebeto). 
Tariff, for one-horse and two-horse carr. respectively, for the followiaff 
excursions : Villaggio di Posilippo 1 1. 50 and 21. 25 c. ; Villaggio di Fuori- 
grotta 1 1. 20 and 1 I. 75 ; Bagnoli and Lago d'Agnano 2 and 3 1. ; VomerOb 
Antignano, Arenella, Villa^o di Capodimonte 1 1. 50 and 21. 25 c. ; Portica 
1 1. 75 and 21. 50 c. ; Resina 2 and 3 1. ; Torre dei Oreco 2 I. 50 and 3 1. 
75 c. ; Barra 1 1. 75 and 21. 50 c — For longer excursions, an agreement 
should be made with the driver beforehand. He should be informed of 
the distance and duration of the drive. In answer to his demand, the hirer 
offers what he considers a fair sum, and if the driver attempts to remon- 
strate. quietly withdraws. This course seldom fails to prove satisftictory. 
On Sundays and holidays the fares are somewhat higher. 

Onmibusea afford a convenient opportunity, especially to a Single tr»> 
veller, of visiting the Museum and of making short excursions in the en- 
virons. Principal lines: A. 1. From S. Ferdinando by the Palazzo Heale 
(fare 15 c, after dusk 20 c.) every 10 min. by the Toledo to the Museum, 
and beyond it to the Albergo dei Poveri in the 8tr.

Batea. The domeetic arcbitectuie of Naplea, the naiion', ding; 
stTeets, the high, canäned and badly conatructed houses, wiä 
bolconiea in front of oveiy winjow and flat roofs, are far btmi 
atttaütive. The never-ceaaing noise, the inlerminable iittling af 
wheels a( all hours of the day and night, the craclüug of whipa, , 
braylng of donkeya and ehrill shoating of hawkers lendec Naplei 
eitremely dlstaeteful , cspecially to those whoae stay is limited. 
To thesa annoyances are added the Insolent iniportunitiea of dil- 
vers, guides, slreet-vendora, beggars ett., who often «»mblne the 
nioat cringing manners with the groasest altempts at estortfon. 
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In justice, howevet, be it faid, tbal of l»te yearä ttiere hss been 
)me üligbt impiotemeiit in iheee lenpectB. 

With respect 10 llie duratian of tbe vieitorB eUy i[ ie dlfäcult 
1 ofTer t euggeetiDu ; the tasle and JDdinitian of the Indlvidatl 
lu^t beie niuce thui iu almost any othei locality dedde th&t 
questioD. Soffioe it to obsarve tliai withiii » period aC 10 diys 
ftU the most interesting point« may be Tislted, -wbilst muiy 
monthE may be liellghtfully spent in esploring the incomparable 
beautiea of tbe environs. Wheie time 19 limited, it ehould be 
devoted almost eiclurively lo the latter, as the town contaiiis 
Ibv objects of inceceEt. with the exceptioii of the Museum und 
Ol tvo of the chiuches. Those to vhom the town Ib insap- 
poitably distsstefui may eueceed in obtaiiiing accommodatidn in 
the viciuity. Tbe mOBt agreeable eeason a( Ifaples is ipring >nd 
the early part of smmner, wheii the freahnesa of the Vegetation 
imparts a most fascinatiiig cbaim to the sceuety. Match ia nM»- 
sionally a pleasant moiiüi, but «Intet ehould nevet be the eeaBOu 
Eclected , tot in few places is bad weather a gieater trial of pa- 
lieoce than at Naples. In bot summers it is tbe pleaaantest of 
bS tbe Italian capltals. About 10 a. m, a cool Boa-bteeze geae- 
raily (ises, tempeiing the paruhed aUnOBphere irtth a gralefiil 
freshnesa.

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Nieeolo Porpwra (1687~17e7) and Leonardo Leo (1894—1743), the flnt mMler 
who made connter-point his foundation, a Step which was foUowed up by 
Francesco Durante (1693— 17ÖÖ), director of the Conservatorio, and hls pupiU 
Leonoardo Vinci ^ Oiovanni ßattista Pergolese (1710—1736; the young aad 
talented originator of the Stabat Mater), Nieeola Piccini^ Sacehini^ JonuUi etc. 
Kaples has since Uien ei^oyed the reputation of being the flrst sehool of 
musie in the world, whence in the 18th cent. emanated Domenieo CimturoM 
and Oiovanni Paesiello^ and, influenced by the mighty genius of Gluck «ad 
Mozart, the flrst composers of the grand opera, Tritta^ Ouglielmi^ FioravmUi 
and the grave Nieeolo Zingarelli (1752—1337), director of the Conservatorio. 
The most celebrated names of the 19th cent. are Rossini^ Bellini and Mtr~ 
tadante.

The city of NaplQS lies on tbe N. slde of the bay, which ei- 
tends for a distance of 32 — 37 M. from the Capo die Miseno, iis 
N. W. boundary, to the Punta della Campanellay its S. E. limit, 
and is separated from the open sea by the Islands of Procida 
and Ischia towards the N. and Capri towards the S. The 8. E. 
side consists of Monte Santangelo, a bnttress of the Apennines, 
4680 ft. in height; its geological fortnation is similar to tlut of 
Capri, with which a rocky ridge connected it. At its base lie 
the viUages of Massa Luhrense^ SorrentOj Vico Equense and Caa^ 
teUamare near the ancient Stdbiae which was overwhelmed by an 
eruption. The other sides of the bay are enclosed by the Cam- 
panian piain, the sarface of which has nndergone numerons 
changes in conseqnence of volcanic agency. Between the chain 
of Santangelo and the hilly district N. of Naples, in the middle 
of the piain, rises Mount Vesuvius, separating it into two distinct 
districts , of which the S. is intersected by the river Samo , that 
to the N. by the Seheto. The piain, as well as the slopes of 
YesuTins itself , is laxnriantly fertile and one of the most den- 
sely popnlated districts in the world. In the direction of Castel- 
lamare and beyond the Sarno are situated the Ruins of Pömpeii^ 
and, among nnmerons other villages, the populous Torre deü' 
AnnwnzicAa^ Torre del OrecOy Reiina on the site of the nilned 
Herculaneum , and Portici. The N. W. side of the bay has for 
ages been the scene of powerfal volcanic agency. Naples, whioh 
extends E. towards the piain, nearly to the Sebeto, is in a great 
measnre situated on a slight volcanic eminence. This is identl- 
cal with the Campi PhUgraeiy so freqnently mentioned by the 
ancients, which extended from Naples to Comae. They commence 
with the hüls of the Madonna del PiantOj Capodickino and 
Miradois towards the E. and continne in those of Capodimonte, 
Scutillo and S. Eremo as far as Pitzofalcone and CasteUo dell* 
Ovo, and beyond these to Vomero and the eminence of Posüipo. 
Tnfa, mingled with fragments of lava, trachyte, pamice-stone etc.^

I. Naples, sitnated in the latitude of 40« Ö'i'. has a mean tem- 
fOiatatH of 600— G30 Faht., tha eitreme heat uf äumnier rarely 
f laUaining to 100" and the eitieme cold of wlnlet being 2äu. 
The higheat surameT tempeiatura , aboot 90", usaally prevafla 
betwfi^n June 22nd and Aug. 22nd, tha greatest <M>ld, aboiit 30", 
between Dec. 12th and Maroh 20tb. From Octobei to March 
S. Tinda are the most preTalent and are aeeompanied by nin, 
(rODi April to September N. or N. G. winds. dnring whirh the 
■weather ia generally brigbt and clondlesa. Autamn and wioter 
are the lainy seasons; the anmineT dronght is extremely pr^u- 
dlcial to the Vegetation. Fag» are rare, hail ocvasionally falls In 
ilolent showera of yery brief duration, anow almost unknown. 
Sptlng-water is neither abundant noi good. The ancients acrot- 
ditngly conslnicted aqueducta fot the aupply of the Inhabitant«. 
At tfae presetit day a number uf reservoirs, tolally inadequate 
for the snpply of the city, are employed. The conätinfrtfon of 
iraterworks ia conlemplated. 

The Fity iFea at the baae and on the slopes of aeveral 
■light emtneDCes, lising impbitheatre-like from the sen. It ia 
diiided Into two anegual portiona by the prnjectiiig angle of 
1 Capodimonte . S. Elmo and Pizzofalrone , which terminatea in the 
toanow ridge aurmounted by the Castello dell' Ovo. From Capodi-

The road between Pizjofakone and ihe Castel dell' Ovo, passing 
a flmall garden. now belonging to the New York Hotel, leads to

Troved, so as to form a broad and pleaaant qoay. In January, 
868, a monntain-slip destroyed a uuinber of honses sitoated at the 
foot of Plizofalcüue ; the reilerallon of sipiilai dlsaalen, it ia to be 
hoped, will be prevenled by the meaanres of tbe lacaJ inthorltieH. 
SceneE of Neapolltan llfe may bere be vitaeKied in pertection. 
Tba temale members of tbe coauuunity votk chiefly io the open 
aif. go Ibmugh their toilette and perform divers acts of de*otion 
to ttaeii chtldren unpleaiii^ to the Eiiglish eye, raganUeea of 
public gaze.

At the extremity of S. Lucia the Strada del OigarUe is a»- 
cended to the 1. ; on the r. side the traveller looks down on the 
atores of cannon and ammunition in the courts of the anenal, 
which is connected with the Castel Nuovo and occupies the entiie 
Space between S. Lucia and the public harbour. 

In a straight direction is seen Fort S. Eiroo, riaing above 
the town, and a few steps farther the finest square in Ni^les 
is reached. 

The Largo del Palax&o Reede, since 1860 termed Piatta dd 
PUbiscito , assumed its present aspect in 1810, after the demo- 
lition of four monasteries. 

To the r. is the Royal Palace, opposite is the Foresteria, a 
public bnilding, on the other side the palace of the prince of 
Salerno, and on the fonrth side, which forms a semi-circla , tiiie 
church of 8. Francesco with its dorne and arcades. The equestrian 
statues in the square are those of Charles III. and Ferdinand I. 
of ßourbon, the two horses and the statue of Charles by Crmowi, 
that of Ferdinand, in a Roman toga, by CocPi. 

S. Tranceieo di Paola (PI. 48), an imitation of the Pantheon 
at Rome, was constructed by Ferdinand I. from designs of Bianehi 
di Lugano in 1817—31. 

The lonic vestibule is supported by 6 columns and two buttresses. Tlw 
interior contains 30 Cnrinthian columns of marble from Mondragone whieh 
Support the dorne. The hi^h altar , transferred hither trora the church of 
4he AposÜes , is entirely inlaid with Jasper and lapis laxuli ; the two pUlars 
at the sides are of rare Egyptian breccia from S. Severino. The tribone 
above is for the reception of the royal family. The statues and pictnrN 
are by modern masters. To the 1. of the entrance St. Athanasius by Amft^ 
Salaro ; Death of Joseph , Cammillo Oiterra of Naples \ St. Augustin , a ata- 
tue by Tommaso Arnaud of Naples; Madonna della Concezione, Canrnro 
Landi; St. Mark, a statue by Fahris of Venice; St. Kicholas, Natale Carla 
of Sicily ; St. John , Tenerani. In the choir : St. Francis de Paula resna- 
citating a youth, Camueeini; St. Matthew, a statue by Finelli; Last Cool- 
munion of St. Francis of Castile, Pietro Benvenuti of Florence; St. Luke, a 
statue by Antonio Cali of Sicily; St. Ambrose, by Tito Angelini of Kaplet; 
Death of St. Andrea da Avellino, Tommaso de Vivo ; St. Chrysostom, a atatae 
by Oennaro Cali. 

Palano Saale (PI. 21), the royal palace, adjoining the CasteUo 
Nuovo, erected from a design by the celebrated Domenico Fim- 
tarui, was commenced in 1600 nnder the viceroy Count de Lemof, 
burned down in 1837 and shortly afterwards (1841) restoied. 
The fa^ade, 520 ft. in length, exhibits in its three stories tbe 
combined Doric and lonic styles; most of the arches of the base- 
ment, howeret, are fliled ap wltlk maaonrv loi \\i« %^« ^1 >nr> 
ereasing tbe strength of the bnildifig. 
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Tba magniHfeut sUtroa^e In the hlteriot. adorned mt the fnnt 
vith sUtaea of tha Ebro ui') Tagus. wia construcled in 1651.

Towards S. Carlo, In a amall apartment ÜUed with planta, 
Btanda the Status of It'dia. erectod In 1SG4 in i^ommemorittan of 
the univetsal suftrage ot Oct. 2lBt, 1860, which added the king- 
dom of Napleä to the domlnions of Tirtor Emanuel. 

Connected wlth the Palace is tbe Thealre of Bui Carlo, faun- 
ded by Charles III. in 1T37, and erected by the Nespolitati 
aichltect Angelo Caraiale from designa by tbe Sicilian Oiovanni 
Mcdrana. The lnt«tior was destroyed by fire in 1816, but bas been 
restored in harmony with tbe original plan. It ia one of tbe taigest 
opera-honses in Italy, in vhleb the choiüeat «orka of ancient and 
modern Itallan eotnposers are admlrably executed. Many of the 
celebrated c/tnipositions of Rossini , Bellini . Danixetti and Meri:a- 
dante were here performed fot the flrat tlme. The fa^ade, resting 
on an arvade, is aurmounted by a series of colnmna decoialed wttK 
baa-rellefs.

Steps ascendfi to the top of the tower. A covered gallery con- 
iiects the fort "with the palace, destined for use in c&se of an/ 
sTidden emergency or rebellion. In the vicinity is the Aratnäly. 
erected in 1577 by the -viceroy Mendoza, with the dockyaid etc., 
which are connected "with the govemment harbour. 

The Porto Xilitare, commenced in 1826 under Francis I., 
5 fathoms in depth, is enclosed by the old Molo on the N. and 
a strong breakwater on the S., which in a S.E. direction extends 
1100 ft. into the sea. A number of vessels of war, some of them 
iron-clad (corazzate), belonging to the Italian navy , which of late 
has made great progress, are frequently stationed here, and may 
be inspected by strangers. 

As the Molo is approached, the government harbour, shut olT 
by a gate, lies to the r. and to the 1. the commercial harbour 
Porto Grande, constructed in 1302 by Charles II. of Anjou at 
the same time as the Molo Grande, and provided with a light- 
house about the end of the loth cent., which was altered to its 
present condition in 1843. The harbour was enlarged by Charles DI. 
in 1740. The animated and busy scene characteristic of a southern 
clime is here beheld. Boatmen Invite foot-pas sengers to make 
an excursion on the bay, which in flne weather is extremely en- 
joyable (previous understanding necessaryl comp. p. 31}. 

The Molo is terminated by a battery. The ascent of the 
«Lighthoufe is strongly recommended, aps it enables the yisitor 
to form a Tery accurate idea with regard to the topography of 
the town (fee 1 1.). A commodious marble stalr-case of 142 Steps 
ascends to the gallery. The view embraces the government and 
commercial harbours; to the W. the Castel dell' Ovo, Pizzo- 
falcone, Palazzo ReaJe with the dome of S. Francesco behind it, 
Castello nuovo, Strada del Molo, the city imposingly commanded 
by Fort S. Elmo with the monastery of S. Martino, numerouft 
domes and towers, in the background the palace of Capodimonte, 
to the E. the tower del Carmine. The four red buildings which 
lie higher up, beyond the precincts of the city , are barracks and 
magazines. Then the Campanian piain, bounded by the Apenninet 
above Nola, Vesuvius, the bay and Capri. 

At the extremity of the Porto Grande, to the 1., is situatei 
the Porto Piccolo, now employed for small boats only, because 
half-buried in the sand, once a portion of the most ancient har- 
bour of Palxopolis, and where traces of a lighthouse still exist. 
On the Molo Piccolo, in the vicinity, is now situated the Imma."

With legatd to their original desllnation It has bcen satisfactoiily 
proved that they were eicasated by the eaily Christianä «9 burial-

On the V. alope sUnds Ibe *TiUa Segiu Iiabella or VIHa 
Ballo, founded tn 1609 by the Duca di Gallo, BDbaequently ths 
properly of the queen froni whoni iC derives Its name, now in 
the posseBsion of ber second husband the Conte del Balio. Um 
summit commands a remarkablj flne prospect of tbe city and b»y. 
A pleaeant walk ia from the Villa Gallo tbrougb Ibe valley be- 
tween CamaldoH and Ihe Vomero Co the Lago d'Agnano, o 
1. to Fuotlgrotta and tbe road to Bignoli on tbe coaat. 

Tbe Strada Nnava dl Miano skirta tbe park of Capodim< 
I «ith tbe Capua road at Seeondigliano, QuittiQj 
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park and turjiing la the 1.. thä Iraveller iiisy pioceed by tl 
skills of the eUy to the Porta S. Gentinro. Qr still f4Tthei 
Campoaanlo at tha Porta Capuanii, in exeursioii njost agreealily 
inade by «rriage (dnraüon of whole escurrfon, intl. viait lo the 
palace and groands, about 5 hrs. — Two horse cair, 5—6 \.}. 

The summit o! Capodimonte, ^/^ M. tc the E. of the palaoe, 
is gccnpied by »he Obierratoi? {l'OucTualorio Sealtl, popnlarly 
calied La Sperola , termed .Viradois by tbe Spauieh, founded in 
im2, and enlaiged in 1820 from plana by the celebiated Piaai. 
]t <;ainiDandB an uiiohatrocted horizon in all dicections. and under 
PiBüii (d. 1826] attaiiied a European reputation, The praaeut 
directoi M. De ÖdSparis , haa recently diatiiiguished himself by 
the dlseovery of «everal amall planets. 

Faither off, at the baae o( Capodlmoiite , ate viaible the reii^- 
nants of the 'Aqua Julia, iiow termed Ponti Roiai , tbe grf^it 
aquedact constrocted by Augustas. One braacb suppISed the uiiy 
of Naplea, the other croased Ihc Vomero to tbe i. , whence ae- 
veral ramilicatioiis direrged, some lo the villas on the Posilipo, 
anotbei by Monte Olibaiio to Balte and Misenum , nhere it ler- 
riiioated in the Piscina Mirabtlla. 

Tbe city at present derives its drinkable natec from two 
^outces, the Afqua di Carmigmmo, condncted abont the year 16D0 
from S. Agata, 24 M. dlstant, and in 1770 oniled with that 
fiom Coserta, and the ahoiter j4<:;ua dclla BotUi, fed by Springs 
on Monte Somma, aud aupplylng the lower quarteis of the dty, 
bot both inaofBcient, Aitesiao mells, which have been boted in 
recent times, have yielded no watei Dt to diink. 

Turning to the i. by the Museum, the trareller enters the 
spaeiouB Largo delle Pigne, and pcoceeds by tbe broad Slrada 
8. Carlo IUI' Arena to the Slrada Foria, to whicb oinnibusea luu. 
Hete, to the 1., is the BotanU Garden, eatablished in 1809, ex- 
teaded in 1818. Contiguoua In the Str. Foria is the extensive 
poor-honse Albergo de' Poi'tri oc Btcluiorio, beguu by Charles lU. 
in 17d1 from a deaign by Fugs, uid intended to compriae foar 
L-ourts, bearing the inscriptlon; "Btgium totiue regni puuperum 
hoipitliim". Tbe stiuctuie, of -which one side is deatined for 
men , the othei for vomen , Is stUl Ilttle mnre than half com- 
pleted. In thia establisbnieiit and its dependenciea about 5000 
persona are maintalned. The city contalns numeioos uther charl- 
table institutions, about 60 in all, many of them richly endowed. 
The croas streets to tbe r. lead from the Str. Foria to the Porta 
Capuana (p. 59). 

Naples contoina about 300 Churthe» , moat of them devoid of 

interest.

23), 
erected about l&OO by Ferdiiisndo Oreini, Duu dl tinvlna, frani 
dBaigns by Gabriele d'AgTioto. (iotwllh Standing it haa been die- 
figuied by modern improTement, and lulTered fnim a coiiQagiation 
diuing the revalution of lti48, IbU la Etill the tinest edllice in 
Naples. It once boie the giaceful iiiscription oC the CouiideT- 
"Sibi saisque et amlcia ODinibns". 

An aicent fiom tbis polnt in Ihe 1. leads to *S. Anna da' 
LombftTdi or Honte Olinrto (PI. 66), in the »qnare of thal nune, 
onre B Benedictlne monastery, erected in 1411 by Guereiiu Origlia, 
Ihe favonrite of lliiJg Ladlslaue , fiom the desigils of Andrea 
Cleelane. The monasteiy U now the property of the municipallty; 
the gaiden , wheie in 1368 the poet Taaio was kliidiy raceived 
vhen 111 and in distress, is now a market - place , whence the 
Toledo [ji.

Retncing his sleps from tMs poiut, »ni ^tweaKttvft \» »■ 
trsigbt direction tlirough Hib Cilata TtiiilÖ. W»%^(«ft , *i* «»•- 
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veller now reaches the Square of that name, adorned with a lofty 
Statue of the Virgin in the barock style, erected in 1748. To 
the 1. is situated G^iii Kuovo , or 8. Trinith Maggiore , in the 
form of a Greek cross, built in 1584, containing frescoes by 8o- 
Umena^ Stanzioni^ Spagnoletto and Corenzio , and overladen with 
marble and decorations. A furniture-magazine opposite the church, 
Largo S. Trin. Maggiore 19, 20, contains the old refectory of the 
former monastery of 8. Chiara, adorned with a flne Fresco by 
Giotto, representing the miraculous feeding of the 6000. 

Nearly opposite is * Santa Chiara (PI. 42), originaliy a Gothic 
ediflce erected by Bobert the Wise in 1810, almost entlrely 
rebuilt in the Romanesque style by Masuecio in 1818, and flnally 
in 1752 richly and tastelessly decorated. At the same time Gioiio's 
celebrated frescoes were whitewashed, with the Single exception 
of the Madonna delle Grazie mentioned below. 

The lofty and spacioas interior of the church resembles a magnificent 
hall. To the 1. of the principal entrance ig the monument of Onofrio di 
Penna , secretary of king Ladislaus (d. 1322) , with a relief of the Madonna 
and hermits by Bamboccio ^ converted into an altar. Above is a Madonna 
on the throne and the Trinity , by Franc€»co\^ son of Maestro Simone (about 
1300). — Of the principal paiutings on the ceiling the first is by Bonito ; 
the second, David playing on the harp, by Seb. Conca; the third, S. Clara 
putting the Saracens to flight , by Franeeso di Nura. By the latter is al50 
the high altar -piece (the Sacrament) and the painting over the principal 
entrance (king Bobert watching the progress of the building of the church). 

The Sanfelice Chapel, the 8th to the 1., near the pulpit, contains a 
Crucifixion by Lanfranco , and an ancient sarcophagus with figures of Pro- 
tesilaos and Laodamia which serves as the tomb of Cesare Sanfelice , Duca 
di ßodi (d. 1632). — The following chapel of the family Longobardi de la 
Cruz Ahedo contains on the 1. side a monument of 1529, on the r. one of 
1853. The last chapel to the r. is the burial-chapel of the Bourbons, where 
six children of Charles III. are interred. 

At the back of the high altar is the magnificent " monument of Bobert 
the Wise (d. 1343), executed by Masitccio. On the summit the king is re- 
presented seated on bis throne , beneath in a recumbent posture , on a aar* 
pophagus in the garb of a Franciscan. The inscription : '^Cernite Bobertom 
regem virtute refertum" is ascribed to Petrarch. On the r. side is the 
beautiful Gothic monument, also bv Masuecio^ of his eldest son Charles, 
Duke of Calabria , who died in 132Ö , before his father. Still more to the 
r. that of Mary of Valois, his queen, sometimes crroneously supposed to be 
the monument of her daughter Johanna I. ; historians of that period , how- 
ever, record that the latter, murdered by Charles of Durazzo in 1382, was 
interred in the church of St. Clara in an unknown spot, without any marks 
of distinction. To the 1. of the high altar is the monument of their second 
daughter Mary, sister of Johanna I., empress of Constantinople and Ducheas 
of Durazzo, adorned with her imperial robes. By the wall to the 1., the 
tomb of Agnese and dementia , the two daughters of the latter , the former 
also consort of a titular emp. of Constantinople , Giacomo dcl Balzo , prince 
of Taranto. In the 1. lateral wall , the tomb of Mary , infant daughter of 
Charles the Illustrious, who died in 1344.

From the Porta Capuana the broad Strada Carbonara leads to 
the r. (as the town is approached) to S. Carlo all' Arena, whence 
to the 1. beyond the Largo delle Plgne the Museum may be 
reached. Where the street contracts, to the r. rises * S. OiOTanni 
a Carbonara (PL 54), erected in 1344 from a design of Mcuuceio 
and enlarged by king Ladislaus, whose *monument, the master- 
piece of Andrea Ciccione , erected by his sister Johanna II. in 
1414, Stands at the back of the high-altar. Above is the eque- 
strian statue of Ladislaus ; in a recess beneath , a sarcophagus 
with the king in a recnmbent posture, receiving the benediction 
of a bishop; underneath, Ladislaus and Johanna; the ^hole is 
supported by statues which represent the virtues of the deceased. 

The Chapel de! Sole, behind this inonument, contains the ^Toinb of 
Sergianni Caracciolo, favourite of Johanna IL, murdered in 1432, also by 
A. Ciccione. Inacription by Lorenzo Valla. The frescoes, seenea from the 
life of Mary, are by Leonardo da Buticcio of Milan, one of the laat pupila 
of Giotto. — The chapel of the Caraccioli Rossi, 1. of the high-altar, a cir- 
cular temple from the design of Oirolamo Santaeroce^ contains statues of 
4 apostles. The monamenta of Galeazzo to the L, and of Colantonio Carac- 
ciolo opposite are by Scilla and Dom. d-Auria respectively . — The Sacristy 
contains frescoes of New Testament scenes by Vasari^ 1546. The chapel of 
the Somraa family at the opposite end of the church, now depository of 
archives, is adomed with fine frescoes. — Near S. Giovanni a Carbonara 
was once the arena for gladiator-combats, at which in the time of Johanna 1. 
and king Andreas Petrarch was a horror-stricken spectator. 

And now back to the Tribunali and to the r. through the 
animated Str. de' Tribunali , which running parallel with the Str. 
Trinitk Maggiore and its prolongations , also terminates in the 
Toledo. The small square of S. Gennaro on the r. is soon reached, 
the column in which was erected after the appalling eruption of 
Vesuvius in 1631 (p. 108). On the summit is the bronze flgure 
of the Saint by Finelli ; beneath, the inscription : "Divo Januario 
patriae regnique prsestantissimo tutelari grata Neapolis civi opt. 
mer. excitavit.''

The cloisters contain the tomb of Ludovico Aldemoresco, by 
Bamboccio (1414). In the chapter-house are represented al fresco 
all the saints of the Franciscan Order.

She is believed to have been 
Maria, natural daughter of king Robert. 

In the direction of the Toledo, to the 1., is situated S. Fxetro 
a Maiella (PI. 69), In the Gothic style, erected by Giovanni 
Pipino di Barlettaj favourite of Charles II. (d. 1316; his tomb 
is in the 1. transept). In the adjacent monastery is established the 
Conservatory of Music (PI. 6), founded in 1537. It has pro- 
duced a immber of celebrated composers (e. g. Bellini) and is 
now presided over by Mercadante. A number of MSS. of Pae- 
siello, Jomelll and other eminent masters are preserved here. 
From this point the Largo Mercatello (p. 48), adjacent to the 
Toledo, is reached. 

The ** Museum (PI. 9). In the upper part of the towii 
beyond the Mercatello, in the Piazza delle Pigne and the new 
Strada di Capodimonte, rises the Museo NazionaU, formerly ter- 
med Museo Reale Borbonico , or gli StudJ. It was commenced 
in 1586 by the viceroy Duke of Ossuna as a cavalry-barrack, 
in 1615 ceded to the university, which was established there 
until 1780, when it was transferred to the Gesü Vecchio. Since 
1790 it has been fltted up for the reception of the royal collec- 
tion of antiquities and pictures, to which in 1816 Ferdinand I. 
gave the name of Museo Reale Borbonico. 

Here are united the older and more recent coUections apper- 
taining to the crown, the Farnese coUection, those of the palaces 
of Portici and Capodimonte, and the excavated treasures of Her- 
culaneum, Pompeii, Stabiae and Cumae. This aggregate collection 
is one of the flnest in the world; the Pompeian antiquities and 
objects of art in particular, as well as the bronzes from Her- 
culaneum are unrivalled. 

The Museum is open daily 9 — 3, except Monday; adm. 1 1., 
Sund, and Thursd. gratis. Gratuities forbidden. 

The present director, Commendatore Giuseppe Fiorelli is now 
engaged in re-arranging the collections. Alterations are there« 
fore constantly taking place, so that perfect accuracy in the sub- 
joined enumeration is at present unattainable. To add to the 
difflculty, there is no complete catalogue. Custodians statloned 
at different parts of the building readily give Information when 
applied to; most ot them speak French.

The veMibuIe, as well as the principal hall, contains a vaiuahle 
collecUon of Latbi inseriptions and a few Ctacan ; also muriil inacriptiuna 
from Pomp«ii, Mm« inciaed {graßti)^ others painted (dipinti). The whole 
coITection is arranged geographically in aecordance vi-ith the principles laid 
down in the admirable work of Blo'mmsen (Tjeipzic, 1852), which has con- 
fltituted a new era in the acience of epigmphy. Besides Iheae, tho the 1. by 
the Window, a statue of Tiberius; by the wall opp., to the 1., Atreiu with 
Ihe son ot Thyestes (?). Farther back\ I., tho celebrated group uf the "'^Far- 
«ese bull^ the wtirk of the Bhodian sculptors ApoUonius and Taurisc us, once 
the property of Aainiua Pollio , fuund in a luutilated state at the Therm» 
of Caracalla at Bome. The restoration was superintended by Michael An- 
(elu. Tlie new portions are the head of the bull , the Antiope with the ex- 
«e];)tion of the feet, the upper portions of the Dirce, and a great part uf the 
Ämphion and Zethus. The two sons of Antiupe, Aiuphiun and Zethus, 
avenge the wrongs of their mother by binding to the homs of a wild bull 
Dirce who had succeeded in withdrawing the allegiance of Lycus fruin An- 
tiope. Tlie latter, in the backgruund, exhorts them to forgiveness, aml not 
in vain. The boldness and life of the group , originally cut from one solid 
block of niarble, is equalled in no other sculpture of the same charactei'. 
Opp., on the r. side of the room, Stands the so-ealled *''* Farnett Hertule$^ 
also from the Thermse of Caracalla; at flrst the legs were wanting, a defi- 
ciency supplied by della Porta; 30 years later the genuine niissing portions 
were discovered , presented by Prince Borghesc to the king of Naples and 
restored to the statue. According to the inscription , it is the work of ihe 
Athenian Glycon and ynk% executed under the early empcrors.

Kgyptian Antiquities.

nseus, date 1311), and Latin (e. g. Charisios ars grammatica, the halfbomed 
MS. of Festus, a mass-book with beautiful miniatures of fhiit and flowers, 
termed la Flora); catalogues for the use of visitors. In the principal hall 
the custodian awakens a remarkably fine echo. Books may not be removed 
from the library, bat within its precincts the use of three at a time is per- 
mitted. Beaders enter from the exterior (not through the museum) by the 
last door reached by the stair to the r. in the museum buildings. MAny 
•coiiiplaints of defectivenes of the arrangements are made.

CHtel BMf XImo (82'2 ft,), farmeily Sant Kriumo . was 
erected by Oiacomo de' Sauctis under Robert the Wiae. Under 
Feidinand I. (1458) it was termed CaaltUo di S. .tfurlim . after 
tLe ueighbouring iDonaatciy, aijd consldtrsbly eiitended, la the 
16tii teilt, it was altered to iia preaeiil form by Don Pedro de 
Toledo, and in 1641 eome additions were made by the Duke oC 
Medina. The vaat nalle. tbe CosHes hewii in Üie solid tuffstnne 
Toek, its sobtenanean passages and ample dietem formarly ob- 
tained fdl it the lepatation or impregnability . wbicb it has long 
ago ceased to enjoy. The fort haa beeil dismantled under the 
aev regime and is employed as a military prison. A nalk oti the 
ramparta affords a apleudid panorama of the town aud bay , and 
particularly uf the distiict towards Miseuam and lachia.

Near the harbour a marble pedestal, adorned with bas-reliefs 
xepresenting 14 towns of Asia, now preserved in the Museum at 
Naples (jp. 70), was found in 1693. 

The CatUdraU 8. Proculo , in the upper part of the town, 
occupies the site of a temple of Augustus, erected by L. Oal- 
purnius. In one of the lateral walls 6 Gorinthiau columns from 
the ancient temple are still preserved. The church contains the 
Teiles of St. Proculus and two other saints, and the monuments 
of the Duke of Montpensier and Giovanni Battista Pergolese of 
Jesi, the talented composer of the original Stabat Mater, who 
died in 1736 at the early age of 26. 

At the .W. extrarnUy of the town a narrow street (bearing 
the inscriptien ^Bagni e Tempio di Serapide'') leads from the sea 
to the * Tempi« of Serapif, or Serapeum (fee 1/2 ^'\ known as 
early as 1538, but not completely excavated tili 1750. It con- 
«isted of a Square court, enclosed by 48 massive marble and gra- 
ulte colonins, and adjoined by 43 small Chambers. The portico 
rested on 6 Corinthlan columns (3 of which remain), bearing a 
rieh frieze. In the centre of the court stood a circular temple, 
surrounded by a peristyle of 16 Corinthlan pillars of African 
marble, which have been transferred to the theatre of the palace 
at Gaserta, so that the bases alone are left. The interior was 
approached by 4 flights of steps. The pavement declined in- 
wards towards the centre , where the statues of Serapis , now in 
the museum at Naples, were found. Two Inscriptions found here 
mention the restoration of the temple by Marcus Aurelius and 
Septimius Severus. The lower portions of the ruins are ander 
water, but the level of the ground has recently been ralsed, in 
Order to prevent unhealthy exbalations. In the course (rf cen- 
turies a species of shellflsh (lithodomus, or modiola lithophaga, 
still found in this vicinity) undermined the bases of the central 
columns, whilst the upper parts remained intact. Interesting 
observations may here be made with respect to the alterations 
which have at different periods taken place in the level of the 
«ea. That it had risen considerably , even in ancient times, is 
proved by the fact that mosaics have been found 6 ft. below the 
present level of the pavement. After the dedine of heathenism 
the sea continued to rise, as the different watermarks testify. 
Subsequently the lower part of the ediflce was buried to the 
depth of 12 ft. , probably by an eruption of Solfatara , and thtts 
protected against the farther invasions of the erustacea. These 
extend to a height of 9 ft. , so that at one period the sea-level 
must have been at least 20 ft. higher than at present. This 
irreat alteration was occasioned by the convnlsion which resulted

At s Short dlftauce inland, enclosed on three siilee hy r.htstnnt 
and vtne-clad hüls, lies Ihs celebrated *Laona Atbiuiii, regsided 
by the ancients u th(? piitrince to the Infernal regions ou sccount 
of ite somhre Situation and enTirons, Tr»dition alleged that no 
bird fonW fly acioss it and live, owing to the pdisonous e\hal»- 
tions. and that the neighbouriiig rsvines were the abodo of äie 
ghastly aiid sanleag Cimmerii, mentioned hy Homer fUdysa. XI.'), 
Virgil, too, reprSBent! this as the seeiie of the deaceiit of jfineaj, 
condtii^ted by the Siby] , to tbe internsl reginne. AuguatUB , by 
the CDiiBtrnMIoD of the Julian harbour ind by connenting Ihls kke 
irith the Lacut Lm^rinaB, vas the flTst to dispel these gloomy 
legenda. Horace and Virgil Mfordingly eitol the harboor is a 
prodigy, althoiigb the Roman fleet more freguently lay in the 
Lucrine than the Averniaji lake. The canals and wharfB of 
Agrippa were still In exlstem^e In ibSti. btit the apheaval of the 
Monte NuDTo destmyed eiery Teetige of them , half lUIed the 
Lucrine lake, and so altered the conflgnration of tha nPighbonrhood 
that the tno lakes are now entirely eeparated and the inlervening 
spac-e completely o?ergro*n with underwood. 

The Laras Aveniua is of a drctilar form, now about l'/j M. 
in eirciimference , 4 ft. aboie the level of the sea and 200 ft. 
in depth. 

In 185B, the plan of voimecting it with the bay of Bain by 
means of cands, in order to aflord a seoure harbour for vesaels 
of war, was again reiiied. but two years later abandoued. 

The grottoes and euttings observed in the S, aide of the lake, 
hewn in the tuffstone rock, were probahly coiinecled with (ht 
works of the Purtua Julioa. One of theee üa<erna ia now termed 
the eiotto of tke Bibyl. It is entered hy a gateway of briek 
and consiata of a long, damp passage liewn in the roijis and 
«entilated by »ertifal apertures. About midway between the two 
lakes a narrow pasaage to the i. leads to a small aquare cham' 
bei, the "Entranee ta [hr rn/brnnl regions". Kear jt is a Cham- 
ber with Mosaic paTement and the arrangements for a wann 
bath. It containa luke-wann waler, 1 ft, jn depth, wMch Qdws 
Crom a spring in a iieighbourjug vhamber, and is termed by the 
guidea the '■Bath of iht SibyC The entire grotto is 280 papes 
in length and hlackened with the smoke of tha lorehes. Another 
entrante in the vifinily is now ohsttncted. [ViBitors to theae by 
no meana attracHya watej-grottoes are cariied by the gnidea. 
Torchea necesaary, the proilmily of which ia disagreeable , 1 1. 
Bach; adniission to the grottoes 1 V for eatb per».:, iptelimiiiary 
btrgtintng nei'Msary,} tln the "W, siAe qI Vte V.acm ^ietoms is 
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another long passage, which served to connect the lake with 
Cum» (p. 98). On the £. side tre the interesting rninB of 
once magniflcent Baths, »ometimes termed a Temple of Apollo^ 
or Pluto^ or Mercury. 

We now retarn to the high-rotd to Bais. Beyoud the Lncriiie 
lake are situated U Stufe di Tritoli, the ruins of ancieiit baths. 
In the immeditte vicinity a path on the slope of the nionntain 
leads to the Bagni di Verai«, a long, ntirow, dark passage in 
the rock, at the farther extremity of which several warm spring» 
take their rise, termed Themuie Neronianae by the ancients, and 
in modern times sought by invalids. The water is sufticiently 
warm to cook eggs (for which 11.; access to the baths V2 1- )• 
These passages contain no object of interest, and are so satura- 
ted with water and of so high a temperature that a \isit to them 
is anything but pleasant. 

As Baia (Hotel della Regina, poor, no llxed charges. Giosa- 
fatto de Lucio is recommended as a guide, IV2 — ^ 1- for the 
afternoon , according to arrangement) , the ancient Baiae , is ap» 
proached, innumerable fragments of ancient masonry, passages, 
halls, mosaic pavements etc. are observed on the hill to the r.^ 
now overgrown and buried in rubbish. 

The splendour of Baiae rapidly declined after the fall of the 
Boman empire. In the 8th cent. it was sacked by the Saracens 
and in 1500 entirely abandoned by its inhabitants. Shortly after- 
wards the viceroy Don Pedro de Toledo erected a Fort here, to 
which a lighthouse on the promontory was subsequently added. 
Bais as a Roman watering-place is very frequently spoken of in 
the time of Cicero, Augustus, Nero and Hadrian. "Nothing in 
the World can be compared with the lovely bay of Baiae", ex- 
daims thü wealthy Roman in one of Horace's Epistles (I. 85), 
who is desiroiis of erecting for himself a magniflcent villa there. 
Ab a foundation for such ediflces vast piers were thrown out into 
the sea; of these traces may still be distinguished. Luxury and 
profligacy soon took up their abode here, of which the desolate 
Tudns which now alone encounter the eye point the usual moral. 
Three of the larger halls belonged to different Baths. 

First, to the r. of the road in a vineyard Stands an extensive 
circular building, with a vaulted ceiling open in the centre, and 
4 recesses in the walls, evidently a bath, but styled a * Temple. 
of Mercury, and by the peasantry il trogUo (trough). There is 
a remarkable echo in the interior (fee 30—50 c. ; old weirds here 
offer to dance the tarantella for the amusement of travellers, an 
entertainment which may be with safety declinedY

termed the * TempU of Venus. (As this is a public thorough- 

fare, no gratuity need be given.) 

The third ruin , in a vineyard to the r. , a massive octagon, 

circular in the interior and with four recesses and traces of a 

water-conduit, is now termed a *Temple of Diana (fee 30—50 c). 

From the harbour of Bai« an excursion may be made by boat (3—4 1.) 
<o the Cento Camerelle (see below), Piscina mirabilis and Miaenum. 

The high read skirts the bay and then ascends a slight emi^ 
mence, passing the fort of Bai» to the 1. 

Between the fort and Gapo Miseno, 1 M. from the former, 
above the Mare morto, lies the village of Baooli (^Trattoria dd. 
Monte di Prociday good wine from the Monte di Prodda, see 
p. 100), the ancient Villa Baidi, the foundation of which was 
ascribed to Hercules, notorious as the place where Nero planned 
the murder of his mother Agrippina, March, A. D. 59. The 
horrible crime was afterwards perpetrated at her villa on the Lu- 
crine lake. The tomb of Agrippina, of humble pretensions as 
Tacitus informs us (Ann. 14, 9), was situated on the height by 
the road to Misenum, near the villa of CaBsar. The spot can no 
longer be exactly determiued. What is commonly termed tbe 
Sepolero di Agrippina^ on the coast below the village, a semidr- 
cuiar passage with vaulted ceiling, reliefs and paintiugs, is realiy 
the ruins of a small theatre. Extensive ruins near this, partly 
under water, belong, it is said, to the villa of the eminent orator 
Hortensius, and may be visited by boat. £ven the pond in which 
he reared his favourite muraenae is alleged to be visible. In this 
villa Nero is said to have . sanctioned the Suggestion of his tieeA- 
man Anicetus, Commander of the fleet, to drown his mother Agrip- 
pina by submerglng her in a ship. The attempt, however, fai- 
led, as she succeeded in escaping in a small boat. 

The Villa of Julius Caesar ^ on the height near Bauli, was 
afterwards the property of Augustus and was occupied by his 
sister Octavia after the death of her second husband M. Antony; 
and here she lost her hopeful son the youthful Marcellus, whom: 
Augustus had destined to be his successor. It is believed by 
inany that subterranean Chambers, known as Cento CamerelUj er 
Carceri di Nerone , or the Labyrinth, were portions of the base- 
ment story of this villa. 

On the height between BacoU and the marshy Mare Morto j 
^4 M. trom the formei, to the 1., is situated the ^Fifdaa Mixa- 
-Äüjfir /jTee % l), a reservoir at the extiemit^ ol \\üb JtiUoa A<^ma- 
^'^z, 220 ft. in length , 83 ft in wLdih , mt\i % Na-vü^ftdi wJCau^ 
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«upported by 48 massive colamns, admirably preserved. Somewhat 
higher a fine view is obtaiiied, but inferior to that from the Capo 
Miseno. Ou the r., as the Piscina is approached from Bacoli, is 
the dweiliug of a dealer in antiqoities, of whom vases etc. found in 
the envirous may be purchased. On the Punta di Pennata , a 
iiarrow promontory which bounds the harbour of Misenum on the 
N.. are situated ruins, believed to have pertained to the Villa of 
Cornelia^ mother of the Gracchi, who died here. Her predecessor 
in the proprietorship of the villa was Marias, her successor Lu- 
cullas. Augustus or Agrippa caused a double Channel to be cut 
through the Punta di Pennata, with a view to diminish the ac- 
cumulation of saiid in the harbour. A quay resting on pillars, 
three of which are visible under water, was also constructed. 

The harbour of JCiienum was constructed by Augustus in ac- 

cordance with Agrippa's design, and destined for the reception 

of the lleet in the Mediterranean, as that of Ravenna for the fleet 

in the Adriatic. It consisted of three basins , two external . on 

either side of the promontory of Fomo , and one internal , the 

present Mare Morto, which was subsequently separated by a pier 

from the other and thus partially converted into a marsh. From 

the reign of Augustus to that of Titus the lleet lay here. At 

the cxtremity of the quay already alluded to, rises abruptly the 

pyramidal Capo Miseno (268 ft.), a conspicuous object from a 

distance, where according to Virgil (Mn. VI. 232j, Misenus, the 

trumpeter of ^neas, was buried. The ascent requires 3/4 hr. 

from Bacoli; ♦view celebrated. The town of Misenum was de- 

stroyed in 890 by the Saracens.' Remnants of a theatre may be 

distinguished on the small promontory il Fomo , and some scanty 

ruins on the height are said to have belonged to the celebrated 

Villa of Lucullus, afterwards the property of Tiberius, who expl- 

red here, and of Nero. The Orotta Dragonara, a long subterra- 

nean passage to the r. of the promontory of Miseno, ^vith vaul- 

ted ceiling resting on 22 columns, is regarded by some as a na- 

val magazine, by others as a reservoir. Nearer the sea stand two 

picturesque raediaeval watch towers. 

To the W. of Capo Miseno and the Mare Morto rises the 
Monte di Procida, a volcanic rock, covered with vineyards, which 
gield excellent wine, and fragments of ancient villas. 

The long, narrow strip of land between Capo Miseno and the 
Monte di Procida, which separates the Mare Morto, or old har- 
bour, from the sea, is termed Miniscola or Miliacola^ said to be 
contracted from Miliiis sehola^ an "exercising-ground for soldiers".

21 tiers of eeatg, paitially coneealed by eartb and nndeiwood. On 
1>oth aidea of tbe nwd and at the foot of the rock of Cuma nu- 
meruiiB tombs have heen dlscovered, many of vhich nere exa- 
mlned by the Couut of Spacuse artd yielded a valuable uoUection 
of Tasea and preciouE relics of every description, Some of these 
are now pieserved in the nniseum at Naples (rai'colta Cnmaiia,

NotwitbHlanriing the long eeries of works on the sabject 
«hieb have appeared sincp 1631 , tbe canae of these rcdcanlc 
phenomena Is still to Eome extent based on mere conjeeture.

water of ihe sea. near which all the principal voleaaoes ore 
aituated. There is reason le belleve ihat (be enormous dnods of 
aleani generated during emptSons are due to some temporary 
conimunication of Ihe waler wjtb tbe burning liquide of tbe in- 
terior of the earth, and that tha preraonitory earthquakea are oe- 
<'apioned by tbe vapouie and gases ag Ihey eipand «nd endea^our 
to Und an outlet. The red-hot Huids eipelled from the TOli-ano by 
menna of theee vapoor» are teimert la^a.

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phureous vapours and occasional showers of stones. Thus in 1854 
a young German , incautiously approaching the aperture of the 
active cone, lost his footing and "was precipitated into the interior. 
The guides are in the habit of making impressions on the hot 
lava with copper coins , roasting eggs and exhibiting other ex- 
periments. The only risk in approaching sufflciently near to imitate 
their example is that of damaging the soles of the boots. 

The ascent is most interesting when the mountain "labours" 
or ejects scoriae etc., which may be observed from Naples, being 
indicated by the smoke during the day and the reflection of Are 
at night. Even if its State is that of perfect repose, which is not 
often the case, the fatigue of the ascent is repaid by the imposing 
appearance of the crater and the extensive prospect commanded 
by the summit. 

The ascent of Monte Somma (3450 ft.) is also interesting» 
especially to geologists and botanists, and affords a fine view, but 
has of late years been considered hazardous on account of the 
occasional appearance of banditti. 

Hercnlaneüxn. Those who ascend Yesuvius from Resina may 
conveniently combine a visit to the remains of this ancient town 
with their excursion. One additional honr only is required. 

The town, the fferacleia of the Greeks, Herculaneum of the Romans, 

derived its name from the worship of Hercules peculiar to the place. 

Tradition attributed its foundation to the hero himself, who during his 

wanderings in the west visited this district. It was inhabited by Oscans, 

the aboriginal natives of the country, by Tyrrhenians and by Samnite« 

l)efore it became subject to Rome. On account of its salubrious Situation 

on a height, between two rivers and near the sea with the harbour of 

Resina, it became a favourite site for Roman villas : thus that of Servilia, 

sister of Cato of Utica. The spot retained its name even after the total 

annihilation of the town by the eruption of 79. A number of poor families 

took up their abode here, but in 472 their village was again destroyed by 

an eruption, which altered the configuration of the entire coast. Subsequent 

eruptions increased the depth of ashes and lava, beneath which the old 

town was buried, from 70 to 112 ft., the latter being the depth of the 

remains at the present day below the level of the soil on which Portici and 

Resina stand. The discovery of Herculaneum took place in 1719. Prince 

d*£Iboeuf of Lorraine, whilst erecting a casino at Portici, caused a well to 

be dug to supply it with water. At the depth of 90 ft. the ancient theatre 

was attained where a number of statues were found. Two of these, beautiful 

Portrait- statues of an old and a younger woman are now in the museum 

at Dresden. During the nezt 30 years the excavations were discontinued, 

but in 1737 Charles III. , when engaged in erecting a palace at Portici, 

recommenced Operations which were unfortunately directed by unskilful 

hands and led to no satisfactory result. Nor was it an easy task to remove 

the huge masses of tuffstone and lava which covered the ruins, the mcre 

so as the buildings and streets of Portici and Resina were thereby under- 

mined.

Torre del Greco» a flourishing town of 
15,000 inhabitants, erected on the lava-stream of 1631, which 
destroyed t\vo-thirds of the place. The lava-streams of 1737 and 
1794 also cau€ed great damage. The more recent earth quake of 
1856, and especially the emption of Dec. 8th, 1861, proved still 
more destructive. A series of 11 small openings were formed 
immediately above the town , whence vast showers of ashes were 
precipitated , whilst the shore in the vicinity was upheaved to the 
extent of 3 ft. , causing the ruin of many houses. The entire 
base of Vesuvius as far as Tone dell' Annunziata is replete with 
traces of similar catastrophes, yet the inhabitants appear never to 
be deterred from rebuilding their habitations, a circumstance which 
has given rise to the jesting saying of the Neapolitans: '*Napoli 
fa i peccati e la Torre li paga.^^ 

The line intersects Torre del Greco (to the r. a small har- 
bour), then skirts the sea. To the 1. the monastery of Camal- 
doli is visible, standing on an isolated volcanic peak at the base 
of Vesuvius and protected by its Situation from the invasion of 
lava-streams. 

After passing another stream of lava, the train reaches Torre 
deir Annimziata y a prosperous town with 15,147 inhabitants, 
situated on a small creek. Here a beautiful glimpse is disclosed 
of the bay of Castellamare with the town, commanded by Monte 
S. Angelo , the summit of which is crowned by the chapel of S. 
Michele; beyond it Vico Equense, in the distance Sorrento. 
ßeyond the town, the line skirts the shore, frequented by nume- 
rous flshermen; the line to Castellamare then diverges to the r. 
(the trains to which may be taken as far as Torre dell' Annun- 
ziata, as the latter Station is not above l^/^ M. from Pompeii; 
one-horse carr. 1 1.). The Pompeii line now proceeds inland; to 
the 1. the partially overgrown heaps of ashes thrown up by the 
excavations become visible. 

About 200 paces from the Station the high road is reached, 
opposite to the Hotel Diomede (p.ll3). Crossing the road and 
aseending the steps to the r. of the hotel, the traveller soon 
reaches the ticket-offlce , and after paying for admission is pro- 
vided with a guide on entering. 

Those who prefer to commence with the Street of Tombs pro- 
ceed to the 1. by the Hotel along the road for 8 min. , diverge 
to the r. by a small house, after 4 min. ascend to the r. by two 
cabarets, and in 3 min. more attain their destination. 

The guide should be informed of the points which the tra- 
veller contemplates visiting, in their consecutive order. The most 
i'/jteresting ohjects are indicated by the larger print.

Under the Bourbons the excavations were continued in a very unsatis- 
factory manner. Statues and valuables alone were extricated, whilst the 
ruins were either suffered to fall to decay or covered up again. To the 
reign of Murat, however, we are indebted for the excavation of the Forum, 
the town-walls, the Street of Tombs and many private houses. The pulitical 
changes of 1860 have likewise exercised a beneficial efTect. The govemment 
has assigned 60,000 1. annually for the prosecution of the excavations. 
Under the able superintendence of M. Fiorelli, instead of the former 
predatory Operations, a regulär plan has been adopted according to which 
the ruins are systematically explored and carefully preaerved, thus producing 
highly satisfactory results. A local museum and library have been in- 
stituted, a dwelling-house erected for students supported by government, 
and a railway constructed for the removal of the dtJbris. Tbe work is 
prosecuted chiefly in the winter months and occasionally occupies several 
hundred labourers. 

Foxnpeii was once a prosperous provincial town, with a popu- 
lation computed at 30,000. The original Oscan iuhabitants had 
at the close of the republic become completely Romanized, and 
after the earthquake of 63 the town was re-erected conformably to 
the new principles of cosmopolltan - Roman culture, based on a 
Union of Greek and Italian elements. Although Pompeii, there- 
fore , represents but one deflnite epoch of antiquity , yet on the 
other hand it is the most important and almost only source of 
our acqualntance with ancient domestic life. To investigate the 
varlous phases of this life , even in its minutest details , affords 
a pursult of inexhaustible interest. 

The town is built in an irregulär oval form , extending from 
E. to W. The circumference of the walls amounts to 2925 yds. 
Tt possesses 8 gates , to which the foUowing appellations have 
been given : Porta di Ercolano , della Marina , di Stabia , di No- 
ceroy del Samo, di Nola, di Capou, del Vesuvio. In consequence 
of the prolonged peace, however, the walls had entirely lost their 
importance. Towards the sea they had been demolished, and 
without the Gate of Herculaneum a considerable suburb had sprung 
up, termed Pagus Augtutus Felix after the settlement established 
by Augustus.

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part of the town. The great number of these shops is a gtriking 
proof of the animation of the retail trafflc at Pompeii. Where 
the Street was not thus enlivened, it was enclosed by bare walls, 
adorned here and there with a painting. The aiicient want of 
glass constitutes one of the principal differences between an an- 
cient and modern habitation. The ancients therefore concentrated 
their domestic life in the interior of their houses, which presented 
to the Street a blank wall with as few openings as possible, and 
these covered with an iron grating. A distinct idea of this mode 
of building, so different from that of the present day and without 
parallel except in some oriental districts, is best obtained in the 
more recently excavated and better preserved streets between the 
Forum and the Stabian Street. 

The habitations of Pompeii are of very various sizes and have 
obviously been modifled in their fltments by the nature of the Si- 
tuation , the caprice of the proprietor and other circumstances. 
Their chief peculiarity is the internal court which provided the 
surrounding Chambers with light and was the medium of commu- 
nication between them. Most of the Pompeian houses, such as 
belonged to the wealthy middle class, are entered from the street 
by a narrow passage (yestibulum) which leads to the couit .Qitrium), 
surrounded by a covered passage , with the impluvium , or reser- 
voir for rain-water, in the centre. Beyond the atrium is a large 
apartment opening on to it, termed the tablinum. This front 
portion of the house was devoted to its traflfic with the external 
World; here the patron received his clients, transacted business etc. 
The other portion of the house was destined solely for the use of 
the family. Its centre also consisted of an open court, enclosed 
by columns and thence termed the Peristylium , the middle of 
which was laid out as a garden. Sometimes beyond the peristyle 
lay a private garden (Xystos) , surrounded by columns. At the 
back of the peristyle were sometimes several business rooms, ter- 
med Güci. Round these principal apartments, in which the 
magniflcence of the house is concentrated, are situated the slee- 
ping and eating-rooms , slaves' rooms, kitchen, cellar etc. The 
Upper floor was destined principally for slaves. Most of the 
dwellings are extremely contracted, a circumstance explained by 
the absence of glass. 

Marble is rarely met with in the public er domestic architec- 

ture of Pompeii, the columns are invariably constructed of tuff- 

stone or bricks, Consolidated by mortar. These were then covered 

with stucco which is here made to take the place of marble, and 

aflforded ample scope for decorative painting. It is in fact scar- 

ce//' possible to imagine a gayer or externally more decorated 

totrn than Pompeii.

A niche at the extremity contains a 
marble basin for washing the hands and face with cold water; it 
bears an inscription recording that it was erected at an expense 
of 5250 sesterces (44 1.). At the other end is the basin for 
warm baths. The apartment had double walls and floor, between 
which the steam diffused itself. — The baths also possessed an 
extensive colonnade, now converted into a garden, besides several 
other Chambers and baths for women, all of which are inaccessible 
to the public. 

Nearly opposite to the Therm» is situated the *Honse of the 
Tragic Poet (PI. 38) , one of the most elegant in Pompeii , so 
called from two representations found in the tablinum, a poet 
reading and a theatrical rehearsal (these, together with beautiful 
paintlngs of subjects from the Iliad , are now in the museum at 
Naples); but more probably the house of a goldsmith, if we may 
judge from the trinkets discovered in the adjoining shop. This 
is represented by Bulwer in his "Last Days of Pompeii" as the 
dwelling of Glaucus. On the threshold was a dog in mosaic, 
with the inscription : "Cave caneni''. The peristyle of 7 columns 
is closed in the rear by a wall, on which is a sniall shrine of 
the Lares. In a room to the 1. of the latter, Venus and Cupid 
flshing and the deserted Ariadne. In the triclinium on the r., 
Leda presenting Tyndareus with Castor, PoUux and Helen in a 
nest, Theseus abandoning Ariadne, and two unexplained figures. 

We now pursue our route through the Str. delle Terrae. To 
the r. the House of Pansa (PL 37), one of the largest in 
Pompeii, occupying an entire insula, 331 ft. in length , 125 ft. 
in breadth. It comprises 16 shops and dwellings, facing the 
diflferent streets. On the threshold was found a mosaic with the 
greeting SALVE. This house affords a normal specimen of a 
palatial residence of the imperial period, complete in all its ap- 
pointments: atrium, tablinum, peristyle, oecus (to the 1., conti- 
guous, kitchen with the snakes); finally the garden or Xystus. 

We now proceed hence towards the Porta di Ercolano, diver- 
ging to the r. At the picturesque corner opposite is a tavern, 
to the 1. in front of which the street leads to the gate. This 
was an animated commercial street and contained few superior 
residences. 

To the 1. is a house titted up for a library and the reception 

of students supported by government. Farther on is a small 

room on the same side , containing in glass cases the * casts of 

four bodies found in a narrow street in 1863. When they were

The fo.lawiiig dooi leads to a Br^-Kouee, viith oienn and 
differeut lia tid-mills tot grlnding tha uofd. 

At the conier of tha utieeC. a fauutain; behlnd !t a cistarii. 
The Btieet of Maicissa baie di^urges to the r. , leadiog to tbe 
tonn-uuU, but conlaina nä object of inteiest. 

The bouses in tbe 1., on tbe slupe of tbe eminence oii wbicb 
tbe town sluüd, frequeiiüy possesäad saveral atoriea and exteorive 
vaiilts, employed ns magaiinea. 

A large, open ball to tbe r. wa« a epecies of custom bouss, 
where a numbei of weigbis and measurea weie fnund, one of 
whicb had beeii ätamped in tbä Capitol at Rouie. 

A Itttle farther. 10 the T. , is ailuated tha Hotat of the Sur- 
gton, ao called froin the diecoiery ot a coniideTable tiumber of 
Burgical instrumenta. It is distingniahed by iU massive con' 
structloa of limestoue blacka (tom the liier Samo, and is pio- 
bably tbe most ancient houäa in the to»». To tha r. tha axieii- 
aive Hoiuie of Ihe Veittüa (PI. 25) is ueit reacbed. 

To the 1., opposite, Stands a spaoioua Torem, with a Phallus 
tonaids the street, nlth a ilew to avett the avil eye, Jt poaseaBes 
2 niua-tables and also an entrance for naggons. Front tbe chsoi- 
bera in the rear, aa nell as from the preceding and foUowijig 
bouses on tbis aide, a chanuiug glimpse is obtained of the hay 
with tbe ialand of Capri, uear tba land tbe pinluTcsque litUe 
TOelij- Island et Rovigliano, to tbe i. Tone dell' Auiiuiiziata. 

To the r. a tavern , theu the Porta iJi ErcoUao, to the i. of 
which a staiT-CBse ascends to the * Town-tcaU whicb should be 
viaited for tbe sake of tbe view. Thia wall, the moat anci«nt 
strticture of Pompeii, is ^S2!> yda. in uircumferenco, and conelsti 
of an eitemal and iutacDal wall , the intervening spaee being 
äUed with earth. Tbe helgbt of the exteinal walla variea aucot- 
ding to tbe giound ftom 27 to 34 ft. , tbat of tUe \\Amv>:^ Sa 
uüifarmly 6^/4 ft. giealer. Oiigiuallv touallvicVei rS \a\sa \i\fwN 
Ol Java and liniestune. it waa subsenuentVv stsen^tXicnei, ^Kfti> 
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during the Social war, by the addition of towers. It must then, 
whether from the siege of Sulla or other causes, have been con- 
siderably damaged, and was hastily restored about the time of 
the war between Caesar and Pompey, the gaps being fllled with 
concrete. The difference between the ancient and more recent 
mode of building is well illustrated by this portion of the wall 
by the Herculanean Gate. During the undisturbed peace of the 
imperial period, the walls on the side towards the sea were pro- 
bably removed and btiilt over. The Gate of Herculaneum is one 
of the most recent structures. It consists of 3 series of arches, 
of which the central and largest has fallen in. The depth of 
the passage is 60 ft. 

Without this gate lay a considerable suburb, the Pagus Au- 
gustus Felix, named after the military colonies of Augustus. Of 
this one street only has been partially excavated , from which, 
however, several others diverged on either side. This is the so- 
called * Street pf the Tombs, the great military road from Capua 
to Naples, Herculaneum, Pompeii and Reggio. The ancient Ro- 
man custom of burying the dead by the side of a high road is 
well known. Investigations have proved that rows of graves, 
similar to those discovered here, exist beyond the other gates 
also. The Street of Tombs is with respect to the environs the 
most beautiful part of the town. To the r. Stands a large pedestal 
in an unfinished State. 

To the 1. the Tomb of Cerinius (PI. 22), a recess with seats. 
It has been alleged that this was a sentry-box and that the skele- 
ton contained in it was that of the sentinel who expired at his 
post; but this must be regarded only as an interesting flction. 

To the 1. a semicircular seat with the tomb of the duumvir 
A. Veius. 

To the 1. the * Tomb of Mamia (PI. 20); in front a seat like 
the above , with the inscription : ^^Mamiae Publii fiUae sacerdoti 
pubticae locus sepulturae dattis decurionum decreto". In the rear, 
enclosed by a low wall, is the columbarium with the niches for 
the cinerary urns. A solitary cypress adorns the tomb. The view 
from this seat of the bay and the mountains of Castellamare is 
singularly beautiful. 

A Street diverges to the r., by the side of which is the Tomb 
of Terentius (PI. 18). Beyond it, to the r. , the Tomb of the 
Garlands (PI. 16), so called from its decorations; name unknown. 
To the r. a tomb with open recess and seat. 

On the 1. is the so-called Villa of Cicero (PI. 13), agaln co- 
veied ujo. The buttresses visible belong to a colonnade which 
Jay parallel to the street. 

To tbe r. 2 sbopSy then the Houst of the Mosak Columi»^ 
jn a very dilapid&ted State. The entiance \eaÖR \ii\Ä a «a.^«ii^ 
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inlo the InCerior snii tno Ute the Uliatsd pirly eiideavoured 1 
oacape. They wuce found with their häads wnppiid up , h^lf 
buried by the aabes. Tha iinpniaaioa made du the nibes b7 a 
giil'B breast Is iiow in the museum nt Naples. The prolwbla 
propdetOT of the hause vis found neu the gardeo-dooi (uow 
walled up), with the kej In Ms hand; beside liim a alave with 
money uid valuableä. 

We now cu-asüenii the Stiaet of Tümba tu tha Gala of Hot- 
culaileum, and return theiic« by the Virolo di l^ereurio, tha Atst 
tranaveise street to the 1. The third street, inteisecting ths latter 
aC righl angles, !s tha importaut Stfada di Mtrcurio, leadiag fiom 
the town wall to the Forum. 

In the direction of the lüwii-wall: ß., Noa, 10, 11, Hoim t>f 
Castor and Follur (PI. 26). two distulct houäa» but coimectoij. 
No. 10 19 aimple and homely. It la connected with the aeigh- 
bouring houee by a laige periatyle, adarued with palntingj au 
round; at the eitramity a baslii destined tot a fountaiaj beyoad 
it a hau. Froffl the periatyle the atrium af the oth« hoiue Is 
enlered, behind which aie the tablinum and a garden wtth lara- 
rium.

44> Within the dooi^ 
vay, ta the t.. Mercuiy handing a pursa to Fortuna. The ricUy 
decnrated atrium contains a marble table, aupported by gcifins. 
Coutrary to the u;jual arrangament , the paristyla doea not lie 
behind, but ta the I. of the atrium.

To the r. is au 
adjolning court , at tba ond of which a haudsoiue aleeplag-cham- 
ber (forSbeds); ou the extern al wall a landscape with a Bacchs- 
Daltan, and a mosaic of Achilles In Scyioa; among t 
which Dlysaea offen bim U a shield, an which Ächillea 
are represelited.

We naw retiace our Steps At Che LOrner which Che StI. di 
Merruno forrns with the Vioolo dl Mertuno, to the r., the fnuntün 
wich the head of Meruniy whence tbese straetä derive their name. 

L., >'o. 9, a 'Timern; towaids the street s table inlud wlth 
juaihle and a dre-plaae. A door leada from the ijhop b> the 1. 
iiito a SDtaU ruom adorued »ilh vanoua allusiona to diüikiug: 
s waggoa wlth a wine-cask. player^ and driiikers, eaUiblert etc. 
lu the Corner to the l. a soldiec is beiug served ; aboTe bim is 
süiibbled; "da fridam pnsillum" (a glass of cold). To the r. 
1 otber Chambers, out of the flrst of nhluh a. door leads to the 
iieighbouring house No. 8, the Ciiäu dei S Seheteiri (so called 
froiu Iho Ü skelelona found here), wliich perhapa served as a 
lad ging hause.

HavJng reached the arehway of Ihe Str. di Merotirio , we Low 
tniD to the 1, inte the Sti. della Fortuna, a proloHgation of the 
Str. deUe Teime and leadin^ to Ihe ÜMe of Nola. 

L., No.-fiß, •Hou»e of the raun (Tl. TiOJ, discovered in 1830 
In preeante of Goethe'a ?on , snd entirely eslriiafed during the 
twD subseqnent yearä. The name l9 derivcd ftoia the bronze atatue 
of a danciiJg Faun fouiid here. The bouse occupies an entire 
!nsula and is the largest in Ponipeii, 270 Tt. long, 118 ft. broad.

At the corner here is the buttress of an aqueduct. To the 1. 
farther on is the Casa dei Diadumeni , with a small platform in 
front of the fa^ade and a handsome atrium with 14 columns. 
Within it is a lararium on the r., bearing the inscription. ''Genio 
Marci nostri et Laribus duo Diadumeni liberti". Towards the Forum 
this handsome street, in which numerous shops were situated, was 
closed by means of stone piUars, in order to exclude Waggons. 

L., No. 15, *House of Cornelius Rufua (PI. 72). The atrium 
contains 2 handsome pedestals for tables and a bust with the 
inscription : C. Cornelio Rufe, whence the name of the house. 

In the Str. dell' Abbondanza , to the r., No. 23, is the prin- 
cipal entrance to the *Stabian Thermse (PI. 69), so called to 
distinguish them from the Therm» at the back of the Forum. 
A spacious court is entered, enclosed by pillars on two sides, 
which was employed for palaßstric exercises. On the wall on the 
1. stucco Ornaments in relief. Here 2 rooms are situated, perhaps 
destined for undressing. Then a basin for cold baths, 16 paces 
long, 9 paces broad, 5 ft. deep. Then another vaulted room. In 
the wing opposite, which has a side entrance from the street, to 
the 1. 4 baths for Single bathers. 

In the Upper part of the wing to the r. the women's bath. 
By the door above a vestibule is entered, into which the dres- 
sing-room opens to the 1. ; from the street two separate entrances. 
The vaulted haU contains niches on every side for the dress: in 
the corner a basin enclosed by masonry. Adjacent is the warm 
bath, a vaulted saloon with double walls. Then the sudatory, the 
vaulting of which has fallen in; at one end a marble basin, at 
the other a fountain for cold water; the walls double. Behind 
these Chambers the stoves were placed. 

The men's bath, to the r. near the entrance, is similar. From 
the large dressing-room the Ist door to the 1. leads to the cold, 
the 2nd to the warm bath; beyond is the sudatory. The two 
latter greatly dilapidated. 

L., No. 4, *HonBe of HoIconinB (PI. 70), with handsome peri- 
style, rieh in paintings, but somewhat faded. In the oecus to the 
r., Ariadne and Bacchus; 1., Hermaphrodite; in the room to the 
T. , Rape of Europa; in the room to the 1., Achilles in Scyros 
and Judgment of Paris. 

A few paces farther the Street of the Theatre diverges to the 
1., to the r. the Str. del Lupanare^ which we now follow. 

R., No. 16, *Honse of Sixions (PI. 71). On the thresbold 

the inscription : ^^ Salve lucru (mf ; to the same proprietor the 

large adjacent bake-house, No. 17, also appertained. To the 1. of 

the atrium a room with flne paintings, to the 1. Neptune and

To the 1. at the taraei of the 2ud laue, the Vieoto del Bal- 
ront fauiU, ig No. 2f) , the Lupanare; at the etdes 5 äleepirg 
places; oppasile, the aeat of the hosteas. A separate entrance 
üom the atreet ascended direet to the npper Soor. 

From thia point to the 1. , thiough the Vicolo del Bakojie Feiisile. 

R., No. 7. with fliie frescnes at th« back, to the I, 

R., No. 9, *Eaiue with ths Balcony, or Cata del Ealcone 
Paisllt [PI. M). l'he atrium to the r. contaiijs ■ fountain with 
marble flgarea. In thia houae the atteiapC hae been aucceasfully 
made, allhough an arduoua and CDStly undertaking, to preaetve 
3 rooms of the apper floor, the charred woodwork having been 
carefully replaced bj new heams. The prnjectiTig woniieu atructnre 
1b aimitai to thst frsquently seen in old kontinental towng, and 
appears to have heen common in Pompeii. 

The Vicolo del Baicone PenaUe terminatea in the ViroUi di 
Ev,miiehia , whlch extends hehiiid the buildinge of the Forum. 
flDtering thia atreet we proceed to the 1, , towards the Str. dall' 
Abbondanüa. 

L., in the Vicolo, Wo. 9, Howte of the nev CAn« , wtth well 
preaerved freacoea; iu the tabliuum, to the r. , Bacchus fluding 
the aleeplng Ariadce; in the periatyie, to the 1,, animal piecea. 

At tbe coinei of the Str. dell' Abbondanza a fountain witb 
head and cornucopia of Abundantia, whence the name of the 
«tieet, The wall of the Chalridicum waa employed for public ad- 
TeitisemenU which were here paiated (album), of whlch, howecer, 
Uttle remaiiis. 

On the Dpp. aide, No. 8, Houae of Iht wild boitr /lunl, deriWng 
Ita appellation from the moaaic in the passage : Soai attaaked by 
2 doga. The periatyle contains 16 lonic colnrnns. Tbe beider of 
the large mosaic in the atrium lepresents an ancient town-wall. 

Oll the wall of No. 10, in the direvtion of the unexcavated 
Tlcolo, aie lepreaented the 12 gada with their atcributes, almMt 
effaced. 

We now contlnue to deacend and enter the Slteet of the 
Tkeatre to the r., leading to the forum Trianguläre. In front of

It was doubtless oierthrown by tbe eirtbqualte al 63, 
and probably uo idea of restoiing it in oiasEive and simple dlg- 
tilty ever occurred (o the inhabitanta, ai it would bave preaeatsd 
too niarked n contrast witli tbe Mucizoed bnildings of the Impsii^ 
period. 

In front of Ibe templa, an anclosed space prubably emplayed 
for the slaoghter of the victüns. To the 1. 3 altarä. 

In the rear a * Bidentai , a lelic perfectiy uiilque oI its kind, 
IC consi^ts of the latge emhoucbuie of a founCaiii (putiial), servlng 
to encloae a spat atcocli by lightniag, ^hich was deemed sattMl 
and called for atonement. Round iC was erected a amall, ciiembr 
temple with Ü Doric coluiuns, IÜI/3 ft. in diameter, 

On Che otber aide of tbe temple a Bemidrcular seat witb a 
snn-dial , ngw miicb diälntegrated. 

Below the Theatre (a Btad descenda from tbe Forum Trian- 
guUre) lies a Bafrark, elther for gladiators or soldiera. Tbe couit 
is auiToanded by a porticus of 74 columns, lengCh 350ft., breadtli 
11d n. Around It a nnmber of detached cella. The ediflce bad a 
aecond floor, as the Imitation on the S. aide iltnatrates, whlcb 
contained apartmenCa for tbe cuatodiatia and a small chapel. In a 
Chamber employed as a priäon 3 slseleWns and Iren atocks for 
the feet were found ; 63 bodles In all were discovered in thU 
bailding. 

A^olning the Forum Trianguläre is tbe *8rMit TheBtrg 
(PL 77), the enclOBing «alla of whitb projected from the mbbiah 
evon before the dis«0'ery. It is sitnated on riaing ground , aod 
waa restored after the earthquake of 63 by tbe archltect M. Ai- 
torius, at the expense of M. Ilolconiua Ruf^s and M. Holconlua 
Celer, The reatoratlon, boirever, «as far finm complete st the 
time of the final eataatrophe. The Space for the apectators con- 
slatB of 3 ranka fima, media and aamma cavea); the flrat con- 
5 tiers for the chairs of the peraona of rank, the aecond 
ind the third 4 only. Coiridors and staira led to the dlfferant 
of the bniidlng. The riumber ot apeeta 
*ceommodated is osttmatei at WW. Seb^ni 
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long and »arrow slige , in front of nhich iä »n opening io 
ground foi the risliig and fsUing of the cucUit). Tlie poiteriot 
nail of the stage, once sdorDsd wich statues, is provided wllh 
3 düora , acrording to the culoa of the ancient diaiua; behind 
them the Ktorä' room. Oo the aummit of the encloäing wsll sre 
Seen ths stone cings fnr the poles nhkh supporled the awning 
employed ss a protection agaitist tiie suji. Behind tha tkeatrü a 
sqiiaiB reaerioir, the water of whjch was employed in bot weatlier 
for refrashing the spBctators by meaiiä Of a älight äpiiiikling. 

The rontignoue 'Small Thsatn {VI. ~^) 19 better preserved 
tlian the above. An in^ilptlon Tecords that it was rooted in 
(thoatrani tectum, probably a vrooden n»f). Numbec of specta- 
tors 1500. The niarbie paiemeut o( Che orcheatra waa, accarding 
to an Insciiption, presented by M. Olconius. a duumvii. 

From the Small TheatK the vlaltot eoieigea ou the ÜU. SCa- 
biana, ra-aicending nlilch he next reaehes, 10 tlie I., at the coinec 
of the Street of lais, the 'lempla Bf XMuUpiu (PI. 79), ths 
amalleat in Pompeii, 81 ft. long, 23>/{i tt. bioad. The anterior comt 
containa a peculiar altar of tuffstone. lecalling the utcophagll« 
of Sdpia in the Vatikan. The cella Is approarhed hy 9 Steps. 
Whether the lemple was really dedicated to jGscutapiiia is uot 
cleariy ascerCained. 

We now enter the Street of liis to the 1. 

Heie, to the 1., Stands the "Tample of I*ii (PI. 73), whiub. 
as the copy of the inscriplion over the entraoue inüorms 09, was 
TBitored aftet the earthquake of 63 by K. Popidius Celsinu», a 
boy C years of age, ut bis own eiJieiiBe, who waa in recogni^H 
«f this Service teceived into the raiih of the decuriones. Length 
101 tt., width 621/4 ft. The court ia surroanded by a porticm; 
between the eidiiniDa are aeieral altare, allo au auuieuE aperture, 
deatined for the ceceptioti of Ihe lemnaiits of sacriBce«, now 
employed as an air-shaft of the Sarno tunciel. To the 1. 3 «mall 
ahrine , the so called Purgatorlum , In which ablutlons were per- 
foimed; a stalr-uiBe here descended to a well; the walld are la^te- 
fally adoined wlth reliefa tu etucco. Wllhin the temple itself an 
Image of Isla, now in the tuuseum , was found. The i:hamberi 
Adjaüiing the wall on the 1. aeried aa a dwelliag for the prieatSj 
several bodiea weie here foiiiid; un the Hre-place remnants of food, 

By the neit door In the Street of Isis, to the 1. , a coort U 
«Qtered, aorronnded by colnrnns, witb a rurioue baluatrade in the 
eentre, the objeet of which is involved in mystery, Ancording to 
soine it was a court of justice. 

We now returti to tlie Stabian Street, crosa it aiid proceed 
to the last important relic of aiicieut Pompeü, Che *Am7Ut)iM.tx« 
(PI. 81), situaCed at Che S. W. esWemitv ot Wie Vran i-ad ft^ 
LicJied from tlie ülher ruliis. FroLn tlie Sti\i\M\ &\,tea\. '\t \.^ •j.' Jiii'CT M 
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in about 8 min., the route traveralng (he still uneicavated qiw- 
wr» of the lowQ , the surtace aboie whith is alill employed *s 
■rafale lan'l. Tbe guides are generally averse lo underCaking this 
addltiontl walk, hat tho»e whoae time and strength pertoit ghould 
not allow theinselves to be dissaaded. l'be eiternal asp^'t af thfr 
amphlthestre fs somewfaat insigniflcaut . as. in Order to fadlltate- 
the coiiatnictioii, a cuiisidecable poitlon of it, as high ae tbe 2nd 
gtory, VK formed by eicavating the earlh. An uiicosated gallery 
lans ronnd the exterior, to »hieb ataii-cases ascend far tbe mm«- 
of the BpectatoiE in the apper places. The prinzipal entranre 
deaceads conaiderably. Entiie length 146, «idih IITi yds. Nntnber 
of spectalon accommüdated, 30,000. Threa diflerent seriea o( aeiti 
are dlstinguisbed, tbe firet «tth 5, the seeond with 12. and the- 
third with 16 tiere; above theee -was also a gallery. Tbe wats- 
are cut out in such «. mannei Ihat tbe teet of tbe spei^tilors tn *a 
Upper tier dld not inconveuiance those below. It was toiistrnoted 
ahortly betöre the birth of Chriat, and in TU hail not completely 
recovered troia the effects of the earthquake of 63. 

Excavations of tlle preceding nentury led to tbe discOTBry of 
otber Important buildings near the aoiphitbeatre, biit vrhich. 
»coordiiig to the irregulär inanner of ptosaculing the work at that 
period. were agäin covered. 

From the A mphitbeatre the traveller niay relnrn to modern 
Poropeii either by the high road or by traver.sing the mouoda of 
asbes and skirting a portlan of the towii -wall. The ataCion is 
reached in 1/4 br. Those who make the eicursion by cairiage 
bhould Order their tonveyaiice to wait for them at the Amphitbeatre.

Other Short excursi ns to Oragnano (1/2 hr.) and Lettere P/4 
hr. farther), beautifuUy situated on the slope of the mountains 
ivhich once bore the name of Monies Lactarii, with ruined Castle 
■and magniflcent prospect. Finally to the summit of the 

* Monte Sant Angelo, the ancient Gaurus (ascent 4 hrs. ; guide 
■and donkey 5 1.), 4690 ft. above the sea-level, the highest point 
near the bay, commanding a noble prospect extending from Monte 
Oircello far into Calabria and to the Abruzzi. 

Monte Sant' Angelo is clotlied to the summit with wood, chiefly 
chestnut-trees. Fragments of pumlce-stone (rapilli) from eruptions of 
Vesnvius are oucasionally observed. 

The ascent (not without guide) requires 4 hrs. (donkey 3 hrs.)' It 
should bc expressly stipiilated that the guide conduct the traveller to the 
highest peak surmounted by the chapel. If not, the guide will ascend 
another peak, where extensive snow-depots are situated, the view from 
which is partially intercepted by the higher summit. From the chapel an 
uninterrupted panorama is enjoyed. The path leads past the chäteau of 
Quisisana, through the park and by 31. Coppola to the mountain village of 
Piemonte (i^ja hr.). whence the ascent of the M. S. Angelo commences. The 
traveller should not fail to Start early, so as to return to Castellamare 
before dusk. The excursion occupies 7— 8 hrs., but is nccasionally regarded 
as unsafe (comp. p. 156). 

From Castellamare to Amalfl by the lesser Monte Sant' Angelo 
see p. 156. 

The route from Castellamare to Sorrento (71/2 M. ; by 
carriage in IY2 l^r-)' ^V ^*'^^ ^^ ^®^ ^^ ^V water, is one of the 
most beautiful excursions in this delightful district (two-horse 
carr. 5, one-horse 3 1.; see p. 136). The traveller proceeds be- 
low the monastery of Pozzano to the Cixpo d' Orlando. The three 
xocks on the coast are termed / tre fratelli. The small villages 
of Vico and Equa, together called Vico Equense (the Vicus 
JEquensis of the Ancients), are next passed. Vico was erected 
by Charles II. on the ruins of the ancient village and was fre- 
quently visited by him. The Cathedral contains the tomb of the 
celebrated Jurist Gaetano Filaugieri (d. 1788). Beyond Vico a 
deep cutting. traversed by a vast bridge ; then to r. by la Marina 
dl SeianOy a village with handsome campanüe, between vineyards 
and Olive plantations, to the summit of the Punta di Scutolo, 
whence the road descends to Meta. Here begins the celebrated 
Piano di Sorrento^ a piain sheltered by the surrounding mountains, 
and intersected by numerous ravines, remarkable for its salubrity 
and luxuriant Vegetation. Orange groves, olive plantations, mul- 
berry-trees, pomegranates, flgs and aloes are beautifuUy intermin- 
gled, and abundant. This was a favourite retreat of the noble 
^/jd wesdthy even in ancient times. Aug;ast\L%, M. A^\\ki^«.^ Au«

Sir Hudson Lo'ne was eiibse- 
qaently the conimandaiit. In October, 1908, however. (hc iitlanil 
was recaptured by Mural by a blllliant coup-de-maiu.

After B slight ascent tbe * Villa di Tlberio is attained , the 
ruiue of «hieb aie now employed as s stable for cows. On the 
path , to the I. , is a species of corridor adorned with mosaic, 
whetioe atepa ascend. On the higbest potut in the eroalt ühapel 
of 8. Maria dtl Soeeorso -wiib tbe cell (rf a bennit, wbo in returu 
for a trifiing donation allowd the lisitoi to inscribe bis testinio- 
nium prieseutitF. This point also commanda a noble prospert of 
the iHlaud and the blue sea. 

In retaining the tra<el1er sbould seleet tbe path which direi^ 
gee to the 1. after 10 min., and In lö min. leada through the 
amall so-called Val di Milrotnania to tbe funta di Miiromania, 
sotnetimes termed ilfaMnonio by the isUndeis. Here a magni- 
fleent natural t^ening in tbe rock, the A-n:o A'ufurai«, rises froni ' 
the sea{ a flne rlew of tbe imposing and lUgged clilTa is also 
obtained. A Visit to the GroUa di Mitromanitt beneath (guide 
neoessary) doea not repay the Irouble. — The ruiiia on the Tuoro 
Orunde are supposed to belong to the second Till» oE TiXjc^'i's. 
The conapicuuus «nd most pktuieäque^Y loimei tQtVj ^NiA* Vi- 
vitds tbe S.E. are the Fiimglionl. On fte ctia.?.^ ste i>\niitt'ä^i's 
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ruins under water; among others, to the S. of Gapri by the Ga- 
marelle, a long series of arches, perhaps pertaining to an ancient 
road. — To the S. of the village the Certosuj founded in 1371, 
iiow in ruins. 

Anacapri is reached by a steep path, ascending by means of 
o35 Steps. On the summit Stands the ruin of a mediaeval Castle, 
il Caatello di Barbarossa, so called from its having been destroyed 
by the pirate of that name in the 16th cent. Roman ruins are also 
in the vicinity, especially at the village of Damecuta; remnants 
of mosaics, coloured plastering, marble pavement and columns. 

The ^Grotta Azzurra (Blue Grotto) is situated about midway 
between the landing-place of Gapri and the Punta Gradelle on the 
N. W. side of the Island (boat thither, see p. 142). The boat 
skirts the base of the precipitous rocky shore, where numerous 
seastars (stella marina) are observed. In 15 min. the ruins of the 
Baths of Tiberius are reached , where a fragment of an ancient 
wall and part of a column in the water are seen. In 30 min, 
more the entrance of the grotto, scarcely 3 ft. in height is attai- 
ned. Visitors must stoop or lie down in the boat on entering 
(not accessible when a breeze blows from the N. or E.). In the 
interior the height of the roof increases to 40 ft. above the water, 
which is 8 fathoms deep. Length of the grotto 165 ft., extreme 
width 100 ft. The effect of the blue refraction of the light on 
every object is indescribable and at first completely dazzles the eye. 
Objects in the water assume a beautiful silvery appearance: The 
diminutive boatman , who during the voyage does not fall to de- 
scribe the astonishiug effect which his body in the water and bis 
sunburnt face above it will produce in the grotto, now offers to 
bathe in order to verify his Statement. For this exhibition he is 
sufticiently rewarded with 1/2 !•> although he generally makes the 
exhorbitant demand of 2 — 3 1. ; the experiment may be more 
agreeably made by the traveller immersing his own arm. The 
most favorable time is between 10 and 1 o'clock. Near the middle 
of the grotto is a kind of landlng place, leading to a passage 
with broken steps, but closed at the upper extremity, probably a 
former approach from the land to the grotto, which was once con- 
nected with the Villa of Tiberius at Damecuta. The grotto was 
known to the ancients, but feil into oblivion in the middle ages. 
Since 1822, when it was discovered by fishermen, it has been a 
favourite resort of travellers. — A.nother, far inferior to the above, 
the so-called Green Grotto, on the S. side of the Island , was dis- 
covered in 1848.

Salemo, the aiicieiit Salemuni, de]%httully aitiiated at tbe N. 
exCremity of the bay , bonnded on the E, by fertile plaina , pos- 
sesses a popalatiou of 20,977, or wlth the contiguons vUlages 
29,031, an archblshop, theatre, uninentuB residenoes oi the aristo- 
ciacy etc. The oid town , rising on the slope of the so-calletl 
Apennine, wlth narrow and iuegulai atieete , lecalle the pedod 
when in the 9th and lOth centuries the Lombaiiig, in the 
llth Cent, ttie Normans, and tinally the hoases of Hoheristaufen 
and Anjoü were roasters ot tbe place. On an eroinence Bland 
the rains o( the ancieot forteess of Ihe Lombard princes, reduced 
by Robert Guiscard only after a siege of 8 months. 

The quay, or Marina, l'/i M. in iength, uow tenned ' Coraa 
Garibaldi, afTords a beautiful walk, eipedally on Eummer evenings, 
Tbe huboui, once of some impoTtanee, ig now almust entirely 
choked Dp wlth eand. On the Marina atands tbe mouunienl of 
Carlo Fiaacana, Duke of S, Giovanni, "ptecuraore di Garibaldi", 
■who in 1857 partiripated in the attempts to Tt^oVAiöwNi« "VAl, 
1 .Imded in Calsbri» and perished whiUt atterapling \n w.i:».'«*- foa 
Ljtrge baililing belHeen the two aeTilry-box.es, AioiA \vß ^jW** 
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farther, is tbe Prefettura, past which to tbe 1. a nanow stieet 
leads to the 

* Cattedrale 8. Matteo , erected in 1084 by Robert Goiieaid 
and adorned with works of art from Paestum. Tbe restoiatlon of 
1768 bas deprived tbe ediflce of mucb of its simple gnndenr; 
it still, bowever, merits a visit. Tbe Steps ascend to a oouit, 
surrounded by 28 antique columns. In tbe centre tbe gianite 
basin wbicb is now in tbe Yilla Reale at Naples formerly stood. 
By tbe lateral walls are placed 14 ancient Sarcophagiy employed 
by tbe Normans and tbeir successors as Gbristian burying plaoBi. 
Tbe bronze doors were erected in 1099 by Landolfo Batromlle. 

The nave contains two ambones or reading dealu and the arcbiepiacopil 
cbair, richly decorated with mosaic by Oiavanni of Froeida. To tbe r. two 
antique aarcophagi with Bacchanalian representationa, serving as restii^ 
places for archbishops. The ^Crypt beneath, richly decorated witb marlde 
and mosaics, contains, it i8 8aid, the remains of the EvangeUat St. Matthew, 
brought here from the East in 930; also the tomb of Margaret of Aidoa, 
wife of Charles of Durazzo and motlier of Ladislaus and Johanna IL7_yüen 
the tombs of Sigelgaita, second wife of Robert Guiscard, of their aon Bofer 
Bursa, and of William, son of the latter, with whom the direct llne ofuie 
Norman dukes became extinct. — The chapel to the r. by the bigh-altar 
contains the tomb of Hildebrand, afterwards Pope Gregory VII., ndio died 
here May 2öth, 1065, after he had been banished from Rome by HeniT JV. 
The monument was restored in 1578 by Archbishop Colonna and tanaäbed 
with an inscription. On the monument of the Archbishop Carafa a vdUef 
from Psestum : Bape of Proserpine. In front of a side-altar the stonip of a 
column, on which three saints are said to have been beheaded. Tbe choir 
contains a pavement and balustrade of ancient mosaic and two coliimiki of 
verde antico. On ihe altar in the Sacristy (in the I. transept): *Hiatory 
of the Old and New Testament, on numerous canred ivory tablets, datbtt 
from 1200. 

P 8B 8 t u m. 

An excursion to Psestum is most conveniently undertaken fh>m Salerno, 
where the previous night has been spent. Distance about 24 M., wbieh aie 
traversed in 4 hrs. If the traveller start at 4 or 5 a. m. and apend 4 or 
5 hrs. at Psestum, he may return in time for the last train to Kaplea. Tte 
traveller who desires to return to Naples in the evening effects a MTing of 
lijs— 2 hrs. by availing himself of the train at Battipaglia, inatead ol at 
Salerno. A three-horse carr., accommodating 4 — 6 pers., costa 25 — 80 L 
This Chaise ought to include the ferry of the Sele and the inevitable boona 
mano, to which a trifling addition will nevertheless be ezi>ected at tbe ter- 
mination of the joumey. The vetturino Stefano Avalone can be recom- 
mended. Refreshments should be taken from Salerno, aa the oateria at 
Psestum is extremely poor, and the drinking water bad. In May, 1866, 
English travellers were here attacked by banditti, but in tbe aommer of 
1867, in consequence of meaaures adopted by the authorities the whole ex- 
cursion was regarded aa safe. The environs of Salerno are in fact oon- 
sidered to be more infeated by briganda than any other part of Italy. Aa 
far as Battipaglia the traveller may avail himself of the railway (p. 175); 
in this case, however, a carriage must be ordered firom Salerno to meet 
him at the Station, and the drive cannot be commenced before Sa.». 
Here the officer in command should be communicated witb, who, if danger 
Is spprehended, providea tbe traveller ^rUb »u «scot^ ccma\ft\&?D% q1 \r-% 
mounted canbineera, eacb of wbom recelve» b\. t!\io« yjVio ^««&x^ \ß

tbe r. , trsveising maiahy and deeolaCe plaine and cioesing the 
river 6tlt (the ancient SiUrus) hy ferry, ae the bridge eiected b; 
Murat and another subsequenily constrncled of iion have been 
deetroyed iy inandatione. Thas far fiom BattipagUa 9</l M. 
AbOTB tha road to the l. , Capaerio Vecchia and Nuobo , whew 
in the piain half-wild hoTaes and buffaloea are watched by Sera- 
cious dogs. 

TEBitiim was (arroiding to Sttabo} founded hy Greeks from 
Sybarla about the year B. C. 600. The ancient name ot Fotii- 
donia CoHy "f Neptuns) Bnfflciently indicates its Greek origin. 
After the coaquest of Fynhas, Poseidonia feU into the hands of 
the Romans, B. B. 273, vho aent a colony thither and ühanged 
the name to Picatnm. The proapeiity of the Greek cily naa nov 
gone, althoDgh, as ne are informed, an mnual festival aubse- 
quently look plare in conunemoratlon of the Greek origin, ccatoma 
and laoguage of the inhabitanta, The town graduolly feil to 
decay and aa eariy as the reign of AugQBtns was notoiioua for 
ItB utihealthy air. Cbiistitnity took root here at an early period. 
"Wben the Saiacena devaatated Fajslttm in the 9th Fent. , the tn- 
habiUnts fled with their bisbop to the neighbooring beighia and 
there fonnded Caparcio Vavkio. The deaerted town was in the 
lllh «ent. deprived by Robert Guiscard of it» monaments »n* 
ecalptures, and remalned in tbia desolate conditfün for many 
centorieB, tili in modern tlmes attention was again directed to 
the antiquitiee still remaining. Thoae who appieciate the simple 
majeaty of Greek archltecttira ihauld endeavout, if posalhle, be- 
fore quitting Kaptea, to pay a ylsit to the temples of PiFitum. 
These, however, are the aole attractlon; Postum conliins a rol- 
serable tavetn , a desolate giowlh of thorns and weeda , occaaio- 
nally Infealed by snakea and scorpions, and a poar, \l\-CQti&'ä.a'n&& 
Population who suffer much from tevei. T\ie m»W\a. '!tt»s\<ii\e&. 
hy Ibe eoUection ot stsgnant yAta and Üie watie n^ tiiVA-iAÄiti 
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in the entire tract along the coast between this point and Batti- 
paglia, has been somewhat dimlnished by the improvements of 
the last few years. 

The ancient Town-walls, forming an irregulär pentagon, on 
the river Salso, not far from the coast, about 2 M. in circum- 
ference, constructed of blocks of travertine, are almost entirely 
preserved: also a gate on the £. side towards the mountains, 
with two bas-reliefs on the key-stones representing dolphins and 
sirens. Outside the latter, fragments of an aqueduct, pavement 
of the road and several towers. Without the N. gate, by which 
the town is entered from Salerno, was a Street of tombs. Seve- 
ral of these, which have been opened, contained Greek weapons; 
in one of them examined in 1854 were found flne mural pain- 
tings: warriors taking leave of their friends. The objects ddsco- 
vered in the course of the excavations, which are still continued, 
are to be seen in the Yilla Belletti. 

The Temples at Psstum (custodian 11.) of ancient Greek 
construction , are, with the sihgle exception of those at Athens, 
the finest extant monuments of this description. They are three 
in number. The largest and most beautiful is that in the centre, 
the 80-called "'^Templ« of Veptime, 66V2 Y^^' ^^ length, 26^^rds. 
in width. At each extremity are 6 massive, fluted Doric co- 
lumns, 28 ft. in height; on each side 12, in all 36 colamns of 
7 ft. in diameter, all well-preserved. In the interior of the 
Cella are two series of 8 columns each (about 6 ft. in diameter), 
with a second row of smaller columns above, which supported 
the roof. The latter are preserved on one side only. The stone 
is a species of travertine, to which age has imparted a mellow 
tone. It contains fossil reeds and aquatic plants. The whole 
was once covered with stucco, in order to conceal the imper- 
fections of the stone. The temple was a hypxthron, i. e. , the 
cella, where the Image stood, was uncovered. The proportions 
of the symmetrically tapering columns, whether viewed from the 
vicinity or from a distance, are perfect. This temple, as its entire 
character betokens, is one of the most ancient specimens of 
Greek art. Photographs, modeis etc. may easily be procured. A 
stone basis in front of the £. fa^de probably appertained to a 
large sacrificial altar. 

To the S. of the latter, towards the river Silarus, rises the 
second temple, the so-calied "'Basilioa (a misnomer), of more 
recent origin, but also of great antiquity. It is 6OV3 yds. in 
length, 27 yds. in width, and its 50 coluinns are each 6 ft. ia 
diameter, but the proportions of the whole are less majestic than 
tAose of tbe temple of Neptune.

Between the Utter and (he Temple of Neptnna a tew frag- 
ments of Roman bnildings have been diacoveisd, a Thtutre and 
Amphitheutrt , it is believed. The latter U lutertectad by tba 
road. A Komao TempU was also diacoveied here in 1830. Thase, 
however, aie inaigiilSoant compared wilb the ruins Jibaye mentia- 
ned. Ül the "rose-gardens" of Pcstum praieed by Roman poets 
no traceg lurw eiiat. The tem|>lea are notr adorned with a Imn- 
rianl growth of ferna and acaathus, auimated by the chirping of 
grasjhoppers and the rustling of lizaids, 

A walk OQ the town-wall, e. g. fram the S. gate ta thot to- 
-warJa Salerno, will neue bettec than a close itiapection to coiivey 
an idea of the impoaing grandeur of Ihese veoeiable ruins. Tbe 
tinesl general »view of the temples is obtained from tbe tetraee 
of tbe Hrst tower to Ihe E. of the road, on the S. side of the 
ti)wn-wa.ll. The maraby pouds which the Salao forma iiear the 
wallä are a favoarlte resort of buffaloes. 

The district beyond Piestum in this direi?tio!i !s unattractive. 
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of the coast are occupied by massive square watch-towers, ereeted ander 
Charles V. as a protection against pirates, now converted into dwdlings. 
Thia route is of superior attraction to that from Castellamare to Sorrento. 

From Salerno the road ascends and near Yietri (p. 147) tra- 
verses the valley by means of a stone Tiaduct. It then descends 
to the Marina di Vietri , where to the 1. in. the 8ea rise the two 
conical rocks / due FrateUi. On the height to the r. Batto. 
Then the flshlng-village of Citaray extending along the bottom of 
a narrow ravine and picturesquely situated, frequently mentioned 
in connection with the in^asions of the Saiacens as the flrst place 
where they settled. The road now ascends to the Gnardia hooie 
on the summit of Capo Tumolo, whence (the carriage should be 
quitted) a beautifol prospect, embracing the coast on both sidesy 
then descends by Capo d'Orso, where the fleet of Charles V. wa» 
defeated by Filippino Doria, to the small town of 

Xaioxiy at the issne of the Yal Tramonti (see above), with 
terraced lemon-plantations , at the base of the ruined monastery 
of Camaldoli della Avvocata (fonnded in 1485). Still higher ai» 
sitnated the mins of the ancient Castle of 8. Nicola, of whieb 
the Piccolomini were the last proprietors. The road now slightly 
ascends to the next village of Minori; then Atrani and Amalfiy. 
all nearly contiguons. 

lOxioriy most beantifulli situated , once the arsenal of Axnalfl,. 
snrrounded by lemon*plantations, a clean little village, lies at the 
month of the sometimes impetuons Reginolo. 

Atrani is situated at the issue of a ravine, on each aide of 
which the houses rise picturesquely. The church of Salvatore di 
Biretto contains interesting monoments of the doges of Amalfl and 
others of the Saracen period. Above Atrani Stands the village of 
Pontone; farther on, Raveüo on the 1. Near Pontone is the 
house where in 1620 Masaniello (i. e. Tommaso Aniello, son of 
Cecco d'Amalfi and Antonia Gargano) is said to have been bom, 
who on July 7th, 1647 headed a formidable insurrection at Naple» 
against the Spaniards, but, after a short period of success, feil 
into a species of insanity and on July 17th was shot in the pul* 
plt of a church by one of his former adherents. The composer 
Auber dramatized these events. 

A lofty rocky eminence, on which the extensive ruins of ^b» 

Castle of Pontone are situated, separates Atrani from Amalfl,

AmalB, nhlch had UDce contalned «1,000 lohab., now aleadilT 
declined, jmd at Ihe present day has a popalatLon of 7ÜO0 only, who are 
prineJpalLr eugaged In the manunictuFe of paper, aoap and niaccaroitl. Tbe 
lown clalmi to be Ihe hirthplice i>( a certaln Fla^o Otoja, vho ia atleged 
lo have iDvented Ihe compaie lirre in 1302, bul the ilDry ii rery 
doubtful. 

Fiom tbe Marina a sbort atieet leads past the Albergo dei 
Cappar«iiii to tbe small Piutsu , on tbe r. eide of «hieb the caihe' 
dial Stands. It may also be reacbed by tbe Steps to the i, of the 
fonDlain on the Marina, which lead to the entrance adjoining tbe 
crypt (aee below). 

Tbe ' CaUedralt 8. Andrea, approacbed from the Piazza by a 
broad llight of stone Steps (to the 1. the police-office) , is still, 
notwjthstanding modern alteiatious, a tetnarkably iiiteresting struc~ 
tare of the llth cent. in tbe Norman style. A spatious veetibule 
in front, reeting on 7 antique columns from Fieatimi, baving be- 
come insecuie, was removed in 1865. 

opoG Seri ju^ilt pro reJemptlone anloie tute Panlaleo 
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tbe 12 Apoatles and a Madonna of more recent date. Tbe campanile, with 
its 4 stories, was erected in 1276. 

The * Capuchin Monastery, founded in 1212 by Cardinal Pietro 
€apuano for monks of the Cistercian order, is situated ^4 hr. 
^alk from the town, to the W. , buüt into a hoUow of the rock, 
400 ft. above the sea. From 1583 to 1815 it belonged to the 
€apuchins, who have again tenanted It slnce 1850. It contains 
Ane cloisters, a charming veranda and magnificent points of view. 
A spaclous grotto to the 1., in front of the monastery, serves as 
<a Calvary, or series of devotlonal stations. Here the attendant 
Oapiichin (I/2 — 1 1.) usually offers the visitor a draught of wine 
■and takes his leave. The route to the monastery leads from the 
market -place by a dark lane to the r. opposite the cathedral; 
■ascends a fllght *of steps partially covered ; passing the insignifl- 
cant looking maccaroni-manufactory , then continues for a short 
distance on the same level and flnally ascends by steps to the 
gaXe (if shut, visitors knock). 

A cool and pleasant *walk may be taken in the narrow mill- 
Talley (ValU de* Molini), IV2 M. in length, containing 16 paper- 
mills deriving their motive power from the brook, situated in the 
rear of Amalfl (from the Piazza in a straight direction W. to a 
gate-way, beyond which the valley is entered. The steps, which 
■ascend to the r. by the gate , lead to Scala, 2 hrs. walk, see 
p. 155; guide necessary). On the r. rise lofty cliffs, the sammit 
of which is crowned by the ruins of the Castello Pontone. The 
Single tower dates from the time of queen Johanna. — Five 
Tillages appertain to Amalfl : Pogelora , Paatinn , Lene , Vettica 
Minore and Tovere, all situated to the W. of the town in a 
district which produces an abundant supply of wine, oil and fruit. 
The coast is overgrown with the aloe and cactus opuntia. 

'^Bavello, an ancient and celebrated town in a lofty Situation, is the 
most attractive point in the neighbourhood of Amalfl. Ascent 1)|4 hr., with 
guide (2—31., p. 153^ donkey 21.). The views are charming, and an op- 
portunity of inspecting the Moorish style of architecture is e^joyed. The 
route is by Atrani; theace a somewhat steep ascent by steps. The town, 
which in the zenith of its prosperity possessed 13 churches, 4 monasteriea, 
numeroua palaces uid a popuiation of 36,000, is now a mere village. The 
traveller first reaches tlM9 "Cathedral, founded in the llth cent., with 
modemized interior. The bronze-doors, with numerous representations of 
saints, date from 1179. The magnificent ^Ambo, in marble, decorated with 
roosaics, was founded in 1272. It rests on 6 cobimns supported by lions. 
Inscription : "Nicolaus de Fogia marmorarius hoc opus fecit". Opposite to 
it is the polpit, in a simpler style, with a representation of Jonah swallowed 
by the whale. In the choir the episcopal throne, adomed with mosaica. 
On the I. the Cappella di S. Pantaleune, containing the blood of the saint. 
In the Sacristy a Madonna by Andrea Sabattini of Salerno. 

The "Palazzo Rufalo, now tbe property of an English gentleman, a 
^tructuTB in tho Saracenic style of the 12Ui cent., was once occupied by 
-Pope Adrian IV., King Charles II. and Eoberl Üie W\&e. In. tbe centre is

Farther off, to the I., at 
the base of the mountain slope, is situated Conea^ consisting of a üew 
scattered houses, where the long Punta di Conca extends into the sea. Then 
by a steep and unshaded path in 1(2 hr. to S. Lazaro^ a fort with a small 
garrison; the terrace beneath commands a strikingly beautiful prospeet ot 
the luxuriant coast as far as Positano (p. 155), to the Yi. Monte S» Jnff€l^ 
(p. 138). From the fort the path is shiaded by walnut and cherry-trees aa 
far as Ägerola (in one of the last houses to the r. wine of an inferior 
quality may be obtained). Thence i|2 hr. to the culminating point, S. Amgelo 
a Ouiday partly through wood.

The E. districts of Italy, to the 8. of Ancona, have, until very recently, 

been entirely beyond the reach of the ordinary traveller. Moreover the W. 

coast is by far the richer and more picturesque, as well as more replete with 

historical intereat. The E. districts can boast of no such names as thoae 

of Rome, Xaples, Florence etc., but they are not devoid of attraction and 

have been endowed by nature with a conaiderable share of the ^fls she 

has so bounteously lavished on other parta of Italy. The Apennlnes rising 

at a Short distance from the coast send forth a seriea of parallel ramiflcatiODa, 

forming an equai number of parallel Valleys, whose communication with 

the extemal world is maintained by means of the coaat to which Uiey 

descend. The shores are flat and monotonoua and destitute of good har- . 

bonn. The eatuaries of the small rivers afford but scanty protection to the 

ressels of tbe coasting trade. Even at Ancona the pTomlnent M, Conero 

MJone rendera tbe anchorage tolerable.

greatly resemble their Neapolitan neighbours in manners and 

appearance. 

Stat. 8. Benedetto (tolerable inn), a small sea-coast town. 

Ascoli CLocanda delV Aquila)^ the ancient Aseulum Pieenum^ with 
12.000 inhab., seat of a bishop and capital of a province, is situated in the 
fertile valley of the Tronto^ 21 H. from the Station (dilig. twice daily in 
3i|2 hrs., fare l'jal.)- The road ascends on the N. side of the valley and 
Grosses to the 8. side where the town lies. The valley is here contracted 
and enclosed by lofty mountains. To the N. rises the jagged M. della 
Ascensione, to the W. the Sibilla^ more towards the 8. the FHzzo di 8ew. 
Mountain roads lead hence by Norcia to Spoleto^ others through the Valleys 
of the Velino and Aterno to Aquila (p. 173) and the interior of the Abmzzi. 
Ascoli, an ancient town in an important Situation, the capital of the tribe 
of Picentines, took a prominent part in the Social war against Rome and 
was captured and destroyed by Pompey. Interesting remnants of the ancient 
wall, a bridge, and a "gate at the W. end of the town. The town-hall con- 
tains a few inscriptions, and other relics are encountered in other parta of 
the town, e. g. insignificant vestiges of a theatre and amphitheatre. The 
architecture of the churches and palaces dates principally from a period 
prior to the Renaissance, and contributes materially to the pleasing aspect 
of the town, which is indeed the most attractive on the entire E. coaat. 
The "Cathedral is said to have been founded by Constantine on the Site of 
a temple of Hercules. The original substnicture is still recognisable. A 
chapel to the r. in the interior contains good pictures by Crivelli. 

Beyond S. Benedetto the line crosses the Tronto, the ancient 
Truentus^ formerly the boundary between the States of the Church 
and the kingdom of Naples. 

Stat. Tortoreto, then GiuUanova, a dirty village on the height, 
41/2 M. from the coast, erected in the 15th cent. by the inhabi- 
tants of the ancient Castnim Novum on the Tordino , named 
8. Flaviano at that period. 

Teramo, the ancient Interamna, capital of the province Abruzzo ultra I., 
eeat of a bishop, with 10,000 inhab., is 16'|2 M. distant (post-omnibus 2 1., 
one-horse carr. 5 1., in 2>|2— 3 hrs.), situated on the 1. bank of the Tordino. 
The Gothic cathedral is now modernized. The valley commands a suc- 
cession of fine views of the imposrng Gran Sasso. The town contains several 
inns, the best in the Piazza, where the Cafä d'ItcUia is also situated. 

The ascent of the Gran Sasso or Monte Corno (9208 ft.) may best be 
undertaken from this point. (As this district is very rarely visited by 
travellers, letters of recommendation to a resident are highly desirable.) 
The previous night is spent at the village of Isola, 14 M. from Teramo, 
situated on the road to Aquila (p. 173), at the foot of the mountain, whidi 
is ascended thence partly with mules and partly on foot. The character of 
the scenery resembles that of the Alps. 

A new road ascends the valley of the Vomano to Aquila (comp. p. 172). 

The line now crosses the Tordino , the ancient Batinus , then 

the Vomano (Vomarms).

Beyond 
thie, a mountain-spur projacis into the sea. aiid the trsla passes 
throngh 3 ahoct tunnels. Beyond the thlrd the fort of Orlona 
becomeä visible nn the I. Aiiother tnnnel, then slat. Orlon/x. The 
town(Ciipreca; Cafd in the Piaiza), ^/f M. distant fiom the atatioo, 
the ancient OHon, capital of the Fr»iitanl, Is now colerabty dean 
and well-buill place wIth 10,000 inhab. It lies on a piomontory 
In an elevated Position; on tbe shore below a «mall maiina. 
Beaiitlfal rlews towuds the S. as fai as the Panta di Fmna 
(see below), especially of the ancient and dilapidated fort. The 
architectnie of the cathedial should be inspected. Ortana is the 
only EDitable resting-place on the long journey between Aueona 
and Foggia. 

Bejond Ottona anolher lunnel; two biooiis are erossed, then 
stat. S. Vito ChieUno ; three more tunnels , beyond which a flne 
View of the peninsula terminating in the Punta di Penna. Slat. 
Foesae-aia; l'/* M. Inland lies Landano, the ancient Aniirn,u.m, 
with 14,000 inhab., capital of the most populous district of Ihe 
proviDce /tSrusto Citahm. 

The Sangro, Lat. Sangni», is crossed. Stat. rorino di Sangra. 
Three tunnels; then, on an oüve-clad eminence on ihe r., Vntlo 
becomes liaible, 1 H. distant from the Station. 

Taito (^tucanda dl Cafteüo, outside the gate; those in the 
town dirty; Cyß Kaslonalt) , the ancietit Higlonlum , -«V* a. 
jopulation of 12,000, lies high and Eommanäs ftiie -rtfe-«* as, im 
M the Tremfti isJands (p. 160) and Monte GatgaTio. T:\wi «.toÄi 
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cathedral with Gothic fa^ade bears a memorial tablet to Geneial 
. ^Gailo Antonio Manhes distruttore de' briganti primo cittadino 
del Yasto^', date 1810. A small museum in the town-hall contains 
inscriptions and other relics found here. The environs, rieh in 
olive plantations, are still infested by banditti. 

The line crosses the Trigno, Lat. Triniua. Stat. Temoli 
(^Venezia, in the suburbs), a fortress close to the sea, with me- 
disval walls, excessively dirty. Gharming prospect of the Majella 
and Abrnzzi. The cathedral, with Gothic fa^de, contains a 
number of quaintly decorated saints. 

From Termoli diligences and omnibus daily to Haddaloni (p. 11) on the 
Borne and ll^aplea railway, fare 15 1. Distance 120 M., accomplished in 
about 24 hrs., with a Short halt at Campobasso. The flrst half of tiie ronte 
ifl monotonous. The flrst important place is (21 M.) Larino (Loc. di Agostino 
Milano), situated in a valley, near the ruins of the ancient Larinum. The 
road continues to ascend through a bleak district. Campobauo (two toler« 
able inns), 35 H. farther, capital of the province of Molise, is a place 
of some importance. The steel wares manufactured here eigoy a hi^ 
reputation. 

From Campobasso to Maddaloni 63 M., diligence in 9 hrs. The road, 
after traversing the mountain ridge, descends into the valley of the TVimaro. 
The country becomes more attractive. Post-stat. Sepino; the town lies 
isj« M. higher. About 2i|4 H. from this point are situated the eztenaive 
ruins of the ancient Saepinum^ now AlUlia. 14 H. farther, at a shwt dis- 
tance to the 1. of the road, is the village of PonUlandolfo^ the inhabitants 
of which in 1861 cruelly and treacherously assassinated 86 Italian soldiers 
and 4 carabineers, whom they had received with apparent hospitality and 
induced to lay down their arms. General Cialdini caused the troopt to take 
a summary and sanguinary revenge. Then the village of Ouardia 8. Fra- 
mondi. The road now descends to the beautifol valley of the Catort, which 
it crosses by an iron bridge. The river is then skirted for a considerabie 
distance, then the VolturnOy of which the Calore is a tributary. Fine views 
of the Valley, overtopped by the Matese Mts.^ which culminate in Jf. Mlütto 
(6520 ft.)' The road then quits the river, tums towards the S., paases 
Dueentola^ and enters the valley of Haddaloni. The aqueduct under whidi 
it passes is 2i|s M. from the town. 

The Tremiti Islands, the mythological InsuLae Diomedeae, the 
largest of which is 8. Domenico, lie 6 M. to the N.E. of Termoli. 
They now serve, as in ancient times, as places of conflnement. 

Beyond Termoli the country becomes less attractive. The Bifemo, 
Lat. Tifemus, is crossed; then stations Campomarino and Chieuti. 
Beyond the Tortore, the ancient Trento, stat. Ripalta is reached. 
In this neighbourhood, June 15th, 1053, the Normans conqnered 
and captured Pope Leo IX. and then, falling on their knees, 
implored his blessing. Leo relenting imparted it, and subseqnenüy 
conferred Apulia, Galabria and Sicily on the brothers Humfired 
and Robert Guiscard, a grant which was ultimately fraught with 
so important consequences for Rome and the papal throne, as 
well as for the Normans. To the N.E. is the Logo di Leaina, 
which communicates with the sea. The line now proceeds Inland,

Durlng the 
Stimmer the Oocks gnie among the moontains, and In October 
retuin to the piain by three great loutej (Trattuie delle Pecora], 
These gieat migration», during which hundieds of flocks niay be 
encountered in one day, date from the Roman perlad. Alphonio I.,

paatuces amounted to 4'/2 mülioti st the riose of the iäth cent.

About 3 M. distant from Foggia, tu the >. . are situated the 
stanty remnaiita of the anoient town of Arpi or Argyrifi. founded 
actotding to tradition by Diomedes, Bubaequently superseded bj 
Foggia.

Stat. Orla; then Cerignola, vtiih 17,242 inhab., an unintez^ 
esting town with a poor inn. The piain around is richly ^ti- 
vated, but entiiely destitute of trees, which usually occapy so 
important a place in the agriculture of Italy and render the land- 
scape less monotonous. Cotton-plantations begin here. Stat. 
Trimtbpoli. The line then Grosses the Ofanio^ the ancient Auß" 
diu, the last river of any importance on the £. coast, and reaches 
the pictnresquely situated seaport-town of 

Barletta (26,474 inhab.), containing well-bnilt houses and 
chorches , where in 1259 king Manfred held the lirst tonmament 
ever "witnessed in this district, in honour of Baldnin II., last Latin 
Emperor of Constantinople , then on a visit at the Italian court. 
The market-place is adorned with a bronze statue 14 ft. in height, 
Said to represent the Emp. Heradius (according to others Theo- 
dosiiis). and to have been fonnd in the sea. In the wars between 
Louis XII. and Ferdinand the Gatholic, ■ Rarletta was defended tn 
1503 by Gonsalvo da Gordova and besieged by the Duke of Ne- 
mours. In Order to terminate the prolonged contest of that period 
between the French and the Italians a combat took place in tbe 
Ticinity (between Andria and Corato) between 13 on either tide 
of the most valiant knights of each nation, condncted by Colonna, 
and Bayard '*sans peur et sans reproche". At the flrst Charge 
seren of the French knights feil, but the survivors defended 
themselves with such bravery that after a conflict of 6 brs. the 
combutants were obliged to relinquish the fleld, leaving the question 
still undecided. For es.cursion8 in the neighbourhood, light two» 
wheeled cars, resembling the Neapolitan corricoli, but here termed 
sciarriate, may be hired for 1 piastre (about 5 1. 30 c.) per day. 

Oanota {Albergo Oenghi, tolerable), with 10,000 inhab., on the tAope of 
an cminence, commanded by a ruined Castle, lies 14 M. inland. Of the 
ancient Cantisium^ founded by Diomedes, a gate (Porta Varrense, on the 
road to Cerignola), ruins of an extensive amphitheatre and other relict fitill 
exist. In the tombs of the vicinity numeruus painted vases, golden tri»* 
kets etc. have been discovered. The principal church of S. Sabine^ with 
several small donies , contains a pulpit and eepiscopal throne in marÜe 
and several antique colomna. In an adiacent court Stands the tonnb of 
Bohemund , son of Rob. Ooiscard , one of Tasso*« heroes. Extensive oliv«- 
plantations in the neighbourhood, which, like the entire district of Apnllaf 
aleo yields excellent wine. About 1^2 M. to the X. of Canosa, towards the 
coast, some ruins are seen on the r. bank of the Ofanto, which mark the 
Site of Cannae in Apulia, where the Bomans sustaiaed their signal defeat 
of B. C. 216. Here in 1019 an Apulian and Lombard army under the Nor- 
msn Ißnagot were conqaered by the troop« of the Greek prefect Bolanuf. 
/b JOBS Csnnse waa taken and deetroyed by Uobeil Q[i;^Meax&.

The prosperous town ot Fasano (11,022 inhab.) is the flret in 
the Terra d'Oiranio. Then Osiuni, with 15,392 inhab. Stat. 
8. Viio, and flnally 

Brindiii (H6UI d' Orient j near the harbour; Hotel d^ÄngUterre), 
the ancient BrerUesion or Brundisium^ 8ignif>ing Stag's head," an 
allusion to the fonn of the harbour which encloses the town in 
two arms. This once popolous seaport, the usual point of em- 
barcation for Greece (Dyrrachium) and the East, founded accordiug 
to tradition by Gretans from Cnossus, or according to others by 
iCtolians under Diomedes, is now a small fortifled town, seat of 
a bishop, and since 1845 a free port. The extensive and excel- 
lent harbour is undergoing improvement. Near it are remains of 
a temple of Neptune. The surronnding district is fertile and well 
cnltivated, but unhealthy, owing to the deposit of mud in the 
harbour and the conseqnent formation of marshes in the enTi'rons. 
The Castello with Its massive round towers was founded by the 
emp. Frederick II. and strengthened by Charles V. The remar- 
kably picturesqne remains of a circular church, ¥rith colonnades 
and decorated with frescoes, are still preserved. In the Cathedral 
the nuptials of Frederick II. with Jolantha took place in 1225. 
Interesting reminiscences of ancient times are connected with the 
name of this town, which at a very early period was coloaized 
by Tarentines and B. C. 245 became subject to Rome. Here 
terminated the Via Appia. Horace describes in his Sat. I. 5 his 
journey by this route from Rome to Brundisium in the train of 
Maecenas, who wished to be present at the conclusion of a neiw 
alliance between Augustus and Antony at Tarentom. 

Brundisium was the birthplace of the tragic poet Pacavius, 

and here Virgil died, B. C. 19, on his return from Ghreece. In 

the middle ages its harbour frequently aiforded shelter to the fleets 

of the crusaders, but it subsequently feil to decay, especlally tfter 

its destruction by Louis of Hungary in 1348 and the fearfnl earth- 

quake of 1458, which buried the greater number of the inbabi- 

tants in the ruins. Brindisi possesses a public librar>-, presented 

by a bishop de Leo, a native of the place. The vessels of the 

Austrian "Lloyd^ Company toach at Brindisi on their route to Corfti 

and Patrag; so also the gOTemment-ftteamei« oiv ^IVa ^m«^<& \i^\ii 

Aneona to Mesaina^ which proceed heue© Y)^ Coilu mA Q«»l\^\\, 



to Brtndhi.

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some columns which once appertained to a temple of Mercury, 
which stood near the vlllage of S. Nicola, in the vicinity of the 
town. The ancient mosaics in the church were much injmed by 
the hoofa of the Torkish horses which were stabled in tke tacred 
edülce. In a chapel are preserved the bones of many of the 111- 
fated victims of the Turkish onslaught. 

From the ramparts of the Castle in favourable weatber the 
coast of Epirus with its lofty mountains is yisible. Communi- 
cation with Corfu is maintained by means of «nudl boats and 
sailing yessels. 

A road in the vicinity of the sea leads to (9^2 M.) the pro- 
montory of Leuca by Muro (to the r.) and Castro , situated on 
a rocky eminence by the sea and therefore supposed to be iden- 
tical with the Caatrum Minervae, that point of Italy which, ae- 
cordiiig to Virgil, was first beheld by i£neas; then through a 
successiou of gardens and vineyards to Tricase, 172 M. from the 
sea, AUssano, MontesardOy Patü and flnally iS. Maria di Leuca, 
a village on the site of the ancient Leuca, not far from the pro- 
montory of Leuca or Finisterra. This is the Promontorium la- 
pyghim of the ancients, the extreme point of Apnlia, comman- 
ding a noble prospect. In flne weather the lofty Acroceimanlan 
mountains of Albania can be distingnished. 

In retnrning the traveller may vary the route by proceeding 
by Patii , Presicce , Vggento , the ancient Lxentum , an episeopal 
residence, and Taviano to Gallipoli, a distance of 32V2 M. 



18. From Ancona to Haples by Pescara, PopbU, 
Solmona and through the Ahrozzi. 

Of the principal routes which conncct the E. with the W. districta of 
Italy, traversing the mountains of the interior, this is one of the raore 
freqnented and, for thoae proceeding southwards, the most direct. Rail- 
way from Ancona tu Peacara in 5 hrs. (express in 4 hraOi farea 16 1. 
10 c, 11 1. 25 c, 81. 5 c. From Pescara tu Caianiello on the Rome and 
Xaples line, a diatance of 117 H., D illgence daily in 34 hrs.; fare 341. 
60 c. (Oface at Naples in the Str. S. Brigida 15.) From Caianiello to Kapka 
Railway in 3 hrs.; fare« 81. 80 c., 71. 5 c., 5 1. 30 c. 

Tliis route traverses scenery of the most imposing character and aifords 
an admirable opportunity to the traveller of forming some acquaintaaee 
with these remarkably interesting diatricts of Italy. The dangeroua puints 
are guarded by the military. As far aa Solmona the country hma been 
entirely freed from banditti. The latter portion of the route, however, is 
still regarded as unsafe; but the traveller need be under no apprehensions, 
as the diligence is accompanied by an esccnt. 

A railway, which to some extent coincide« with thia route, is in course 
of constructiun from Pescara to Ceprano on the Liris, passing by Chieti, 
Popoll, SolmoDB and the Lago di Fucino ; theoce by the Valley of the liria 
fo tbe Rome and Naplea line.

Farther on, to the r. lies the important vlllage of Pratolea, 
Passing the ancieat cathedial of 8. Panfilo, the traTeller shoitly 
reaches 

Solmona (1500 ft., t^o poor inns), the anclent Sulmo of the 
Psligni j birthplace of Ovid , who was much attacbed to this hi» 
"cool home, abonndlng In watei^ as he terms it. The town is 
pictnresquely situated, being commanded on two sldes by moun- 
tains, and contains several buildings remarkable for their mediaeval 
architecture. The fa^ade of the handsome *Totm Hall of the 
16th cent. Is adorned with statues of popes. Among other edi- 
fices, the palace of Baron Tabassl, in a side-street, and the 
fa^des of the churches of 8. Francesco d'AssUi and 8. Maria 
dtlla Tomba, though injnred by the earthquake of 1803, deserve 
examiuation. 

From Solmona to Castel di Sangro (see below) 2572 V- ; two* 
horse carr. 12 1. The road traverses the piain as far as (d^/yH.) 
Pettorano and then ascends by long windings to Bocca VaUoscuroy 
a TÜlage situated in a rocky ravine. BeantifuI retrospects of the 
Valley of Solmona. After a farther ascent the culminating point 
(4000 ft.) of the road is attained, the Piano di CinquemipUn , a 
table-land enclosed by monntains and of the extent indicated by 
the name. In winter it is fteqnently impassable for several con- 
secutive months, and in snmmer the temperature is generally low. 
Beyond this piain the road Inclines to the 1. and Bivisondoli be- 
comes visible. Then to the r. past RoccarasOf abont 2^4 M. 
beyond which the road descends by long windings to the Valley 
of the Sangro, the ancient 8angru8. The vlllage to the 1. is Rocea 
Cinquemiglia. The river is then crossed to 

CMtel di iftBgxe (Hotel de Commerce in the Piazza), ou the 
r. bank of the broad and impetuous Sangro, plcturesqnely situated 
at the foot of lofty monntains. With the exception of the old 
church of 8. Nicola by the bridge and the rains of a Castle, the 
place contains no objects of Interest. -» Dlligence hence every 
evening to (35 M.) Lanciano (p. 159).

The Tillages from which the stations 
derive their nameS) are all sitaated on the smnmits of hi^ 
mountains on both sides of the deep and narrow yalley of the 
Cervaro, or Volle di Bovino, 

From Savignano to 8. Spirito passengers are conveyed by Om- 
nibus (3^2 ^* < s^ P* 169), which at flrst mn 1 hr. on the 
former post-road from Foggia to Ariano (p. 13), then, toming to 
the r., throngh a wild and monntainous conntry, traverse a high 
monntaln ridge to the railway-station of 8. Spirito. A long tiu- 
nel Is next passed; then stat. Montecalvo; on a high mountain 
to the 1. the town of the same name (6400 inhab.). Fast stat. 
Apice the valley of the Calore is entered, which is twice crossed 
by well-büilt stone bridges. Stat. PonU'VaUntino ; then 

Ben6T«nto (^Locanda di Oaeta, in the Piazza, dirty), sitaated 
on an eminence, enclosed by the two rivers Sabato and Calore^ 
capitai of the former papal province (pop. 16,484), with narrow 
and dirty streets, which, however, are gradually undergoing im- 
provement. 

Beneventum, according to tradition founded by Diomedes, or by the 8on 
of Ulysses and Circe , was originally termed Maleventum^ an Inauroidous 
name which was changed when it became a Roman colony B. G. 20o, and 
eventually one of the most important places in S. Italy. It waa aituated 
on the Via Appia. In the 6th cent. A. D. Beneventum became tbe aeat of 
a power ful Lombard duchy. In the llth cent. the emperor Henry HI. 
eeded it to the popc Leo IX., since which period it has belonged tO'JMme, 
with the exception of the short-lived sovereignty of Kapoleon I., who gran- 
ted it to Talleyrand. 

* Trajuns Triumphal Arch, or porta (turea, dating from A. D. 
114, is one of the most beautifui and best preserved Roman 
structures in fi^. Italy. It now serves as a tpwn-gate. . It con> 
sists of a lofty marble arch with Gorinthian pillars, covered with 
rieh bas-reliefs representing the Dacian wars of the emperor and 
his apotheosis. 

Interesting walk along the Town Walls, which, as well as the 
town itself, contain numerous relics of antiqnity. The CcaiUe, 
E. of the town, erected in the 12th cent., is occupied by the 
government Offices and a prison. 

The ♦ Cathedral , dating from the 12th cent. , is a beautifui 
ediflce in the Lombard-Saracen style. In firont of it Stands a 
small Egyptian obelisk of red granite, covered with hieroglypUes, 
which once appertained to a temple of Isis, whose worship, to- 
gether with that of other oriental deities, was introduced here 
dnring the latter period of paganism. Built into the walls of the 
«Jock-tower is a bas*relief of Qreek marble, representing the Galy- 
doniin boar decked tot the sacrlftee.

The lin« enters into the broad and fertile Valley of the VoU 
tumo, which is crosted tt flnt tbove, then below tbe junctloa 
of the Galore. Stet. Du^tnta; on the JsclerOy 2 M. farther np 
8. Agata dt* GoÜ is situated, on the site of the ancient Saticola. 
The pass between S. Agata and Mojano U deemed by some to 
be the Caudiae Forks, as the locality agreea better with Livy's 
description than the pass near Axpaja (p. 111 Stat. Valle; the 
railway ascends, passes under the centre arch of the PorUi dtUa 
Valle (p. 11), whose turrets are seen on the r. skirting the 
Monte Tabnnio, and descends to Mdddaloni (p. 11) and Cutrta 
(p. 10). 

From Caserta to Naples the line traverses the riebest and most 
bighly cultivated part of the Terra di Lavoro. The last Station» 
are Marciatäae, Aversa (p. 24), 8. Antimo, FraUü'Grumo and 
Catoria. To the 1. gllmpses of Yesuvius are occasionaüy obtained 
between the trees. Arrival at Kaplet (central Station) see p. 25. 



14. From Temi to Haples by Aquila and throngh 

the AbnuEzi. 

This route, replete with picturesque 8cenery, traverges tbe mouBtaiaoüft 
district in the interior of Italy. From Popoli H coincideB with B. 18 aii4 
like the latter terminatet at Caianiello on the Rone and Naples line. 
Di«tance about 168 M., traversed daily by Corriere, more rapid and comr 
fortable and in every respect preferable to the private diligences. On fhe 
completion of the network of railways now in the courae of conatractic«, 
this remarkably intereating ronte wiJl probebly be visited by nnmeroua 
travellera. I^om Terni, a Station on the Borne and Ancona line, the 
railway reute will proceed by Eieti and Aquila to Popoli , correaponding 
with tne preaent route, where it will unite with the line destined to coik 
nect Pcscara, Popoli, the Lago di Fucino and Isoletta. 

The road ascends ftom Terni to the heights whence the water- 

falls of the Yelino (yisited from Papigno, in the ravine to the 1.} 

descend and, remaining on the 1. bank of the river, traverses a. 

mountainous and wooded district. "^'here it reaches the plain 

of Bieti, it describes a long curve at the foot of the heighta 

(a shorter footpath , available in dry weather only , . intersects the 

piain in a straight direction), as far as the point where the monn* 

tains approach the river. Here the Yelino is crossed by the Ponte 

di Terria , whexe it is joined by the Turano to the 1. , and the 

road proeeeds on the r. bank to Rieti, 3 M. distant. 

Another road, aoroeyrhat longer, but Air more pictureaque, diverges from 

the height, where Üie waterfalla are aituated, t(» the 1. and croasea to the r.

From Biet: the ruad winds upwaids thiough a picturesgut 
(tistrlcl In tbe valle; of the Velino to Antrodaco, 20 M. distant, 
Near Caiotta di üiifUI Is an eminence, termed Ltita, TiCb trace« 
ef veTf anclent fortlflcatlons , said to have once been the capltal 
of the fabied Aborigines. CMth Dueidt, 53/, H. from Rieii. 
foundad In 1308 by Bobart, Duke of CaUhria, was fonnerly the 
fnntiei'toiTn of the Netpolltati dominion«. The formet frontier 
lay hatwaen thla and Rletl. The tracl betveen thU point and 
Aiitrodoco U remarkablf pictaresque; the moontains sre clothed 
with forest, thelr lowar »lopaä with vlneyards and olivas. In the 
»alley, 4'/ä M. from Civitt Dncale, are situated the BnlphatBotii 
Springs of Bagnl di Prittnui, the aneiant Aquse CutillEe, ragtilarly 
frequenied by Ve^pasian and the place of hl8 death, A. D. 79. 
The Poito dl Laliffnana, tbe andent Larvi Cutiliat, was by Vattd 
regarded as the central point ("nmbillcu»'"] ot ItiVs- TVe awt^VDX 
Tis Salara here «scended the '»Uay of Öib \e\\r,o \i^ h.w 
jltr/', tbe Roman Hndrit

AfUrodoco, L»t. Jnterocrea, most picturesquely situated oa tbe 
Yelino, is comm&nded on the N. £. by the lofty Monte Caho; 
OD the height the ruined Castle of the Vitelll. The road to Aquüa, 
20 M. distant, leads throogh a narrow pass, enclosed by moan- 
tain and forest, frequently defended with suecess in warlike 
periods. The scenery is remarkably beautifol the whole -way. 

^Qila (2250 ft.) (*Locanda dtl Sole, in the Piazza del Palazzo; 
geveral caf^s in the Gorso), foauded by the Emp. Frederick II. aa 
a check on papal encroachments , is the capital of the piovinoe 
Abrnzzo Ultra II., with a population of 16,000, spacious streeta 
and handsoroe palaces, the most attractive and interesting town 
in these districts. It lies high (whence the freshness of the at- 
mosphere), and is commanded by the Gran Sasso dltalia (p. 158), 
which rises abruptly to a height of 6000 ft. 

From the Piazza del Palazzo, on the 1. side of which is the 
post-offlce, the Strada del Princ. Umberto to the r. leads to the 
Corso, by which in a straight direction the church of S. Bemardino 
di Siena is reached. The fagade was executed with great airtistie 
taste in 1525 — 42 by Cola deW Amairice. In the interior, to the 
r. , the "'moniiment of the saint, decorated with arabesques and 
sculpture, executed by SUvestro Salviati in 1505. 

From S. Bernardino the traveller descends a flight of steps 
and , passing throogh the Porta di Collemaggio to the 1, , arrivea 
at the opposite (5 min.) monastery of 8. Maria di ColUmaggio. 
The * fa^de , inlaid with coloured marble , consists of 3 portal» 
and 3 corresponding wheel-windows. The niches of the principal 
portal contain several statuettes of saints. Contigaous to the church 
is an ancient and remarkably small clock-tower. The interior 
gorgeously modern. To the. 1. the Chapel of CeUstine (closed). 
Gelestine V. was elected pope in 1294. His life and acts have 
been represented in a series of pictures by the Gelestine monk 
Ruier, a pupil of Rubens. 

The handsome * Tonm Hall in the Gorso Vittorio Emanuele 
contains, in the passage and on the walls of the stair-case, a 
valuable collection of Roman inscriptions , also a number of por- 
traits of celebrated natives of the place who acted a prominent 
part in the history of Italy in the 16th and 17th centuries. Se- 
veral pictures here of the old Aquilan school, most of them i«- 
stored, will interest the connoisseur of art. 

The * PaUu&o Torres (below the Piazza Grande) contains * 

picture-gallery with an admirable *portrait of Gardinal Torres by 

DomemcfUno; Stoning of St. Stephen by the same master, on 

copper ; Eucharist, by Tttion, on marble. The palace DragonetU also

Railway journey from Naples to Vietri, see p. 145. Thence 
to Pastena by omnibus. From the road a cbamdng yiew of the 
Bay of Salemo ia enjoyed to the r. Then the viUages of Pattena 
ScitmOy PonUcaytumo aiid BaUipaglia (p. 149), whence two high 
roads diverge, one to Calabria (R. 1<), the other to Paeitam 
(p. 149) on the coast. 

Eboll (the best Locanda is sitoated on the high road, aboat 
^00 paces outside the town ; in the town, Alhergo dtl ßorreniino), 
a small town on the slope of the mountain, with ancient chateau, 
property of the Principe of Angri, commands a beautifol prospect 
of the sea, the oak-forest of Persano, the towns at the base of 
M. Alburno, the temples of Psstnm and the valley of the Sele 
(Silarus). 

The high road from Eboli to Potenza (56 M.) coincides with 
the Calabrian route aa far as (23 M.) AuUUa. It crosses the bioad 
and impetuoos Sele 47j M. from Eboli, ascenda throogh a aome- 
what bleak district (magniflcent retrospects of the piain of Paestum 
and Salemo), turns to the r. near Postiglione, and leads to La 
Duchessa and Lo Scorzo, the common halting-place of the vetta- 
rloi, with a tolerable inn, 14 M. from Eboli. The mountain 
Albumu8, visible the whole way, according to Yirgil ^green with 
holm-oaks", interposes itself between the sea and the piain which 
extends from Lo Scorzo to Aiüetta. The small town lies on an 
emineuce clothed with \ines and forest, near the river Negro^ 
Lat. Tanager, which is crossed by the road. Here the effects of 
the fearful earthquake of 1857 begin to be lecognized in the di- 
lapidated church, and fallen houses, a catastrophe which entirely 
aimlhilated a nomber of towns and villages in the Basilicata and 
occasioned a loss of upwards of 32,000 lives. In the district of 
Sala alone and in the valley of the Diano 13,230 persona perished, 
and 27,150 more died from exposnre, starvation and cold. As 
late as March 1858, 120,000 individuals were still without shelter. 
(Every evening, on the arrival of the Corriere, a dilig. runs to 
Potenza in 9 hrs. ; fare 9 1.). 

The road to Potenza diverges to the 1. near Auletta, crosses 
the Landro , a tributary of the Sele, and traverses an extremely 
picturesqne district as far as Vietri di Potenza (believed to be 
the Campi VetertSy where B. C. 242 the proconsul Tiberius Sem- 
pronlus Gracchus, according to Liyy, 25, 16, feil a victim to hU 
premature confldence in the Lucanian Flavus); then acrosa the 
river Mamo ; to the 1. the beautifully sitaated Pirtmo , almost 
entirely destroyed by the earthquake. The road now gradually 
Mscends to the riöge of Monte Foi and thence descends to

Hoiace mentious it >s the "ApuUan Vultur'', for it for- 
med Ibe boundary between Lucania and ApuUa at tbat period. 
Calsbila entended hence in a S.E. direetiuii to the lapygian or 
Satenllnian promontory, tbe modern Capo di Leacai and S.W. 
the land of the Bruttil , as fu as tbe Sicilian stralts. Since tbe 
mlddle ages, honever, the lalter diatrict hss been termed Calabrli, 
whilst the ancient Calabria is now tbe Terra di Otranlo.

The circuisference of 
the mountain is about 35 M. 

A road leads ftom Melfl £. to (15 M. , bridle-path, a pleasant 
route, 7 M. only) Y«nota (tii?o miserable inns), the ancient Ve- 
nusiüj colonized by the Romans after the Samnite war, now a 
small episcopal town, picturesquely situated on the slope of Monte 
Yulture, not far from the small river Fiumara, the ''pauper'aqu» 
Daunus^ of Horace (Od. III. 30, 11), and near the more coo* 
siderable OfantOy Lat. Aufidus. It is commanded by the massive 
ruins of the Castle of Pirro del Blazo of the 15th cent. , and the 
abbey and church of 8. Trinith, consecrated by Pope Nicholas II. 
in 1058, containing the tombs of the founder Robert Goiscard 
and bis flrst wife Aberarda, mother of Bohemund. Frescoes of 
the 13th and 14th cent. have recently been discovered in the 
church. The three principal chapels are still distinctly recognised. 
The nave is 76 paces in breadth. The handsome court contain« 
numerous inscriptions , columns and other relics of an amphi* 
theatre, the scanty remains of which are in the neighbourhood. «-* 
Near Venosa, on the road to the Fiumara, Jewish catacombs were 
discovered in 1853, containing inscriptions in Hebrew, Latin and 
Greek. History also records that Jews were numerous here in the 
4th and oth centuries. An ancient network structure, of which 
a few fragments stUl exist, is termed the Caaa di Oratio. Horacty 
son of a freedman, was born at Venusia, Dec. 8th, B.C. 65, and 
there received his elementary education, after which his father 
accompanied him to Rome in Order to procuze him better In- 
struction. He frequently mentions the ^far resounding Aufidus^' 
in his poems, as well as the villages in the vicinity (Od. III. 
4, 14), such as the lofty Acherontia, now Acerensaj 9 M. to the 
S.E., the woods o{ Bantia^ N. of the latter, now Abbndia de' Banziy 
near Genzano, aud the fertile meadows of the low-lying FeretUmm 
(probably Foreruad), Near PalatsiO, 6 M. to the £. of Venosa, to 
the r. of the road to Spinazzola, rises an abundant spring, now 
called Fontana Grande, believed to be identical with the Fon$ 
Bandusiae so highly praised by Horace (Od. HI. 13). 

On the wooded heights between Venusia and Bantia, B. C, 208, 
M. Claud. Marcellus, the gallant conqueror of Syracuse and the 
flrst to arrest the tide of HannibaVs success (at Nola, 215), fett 
into an ambuseade and perished. 

LavelLOj where king Conrad died in 1254, lies 9V2 M. to the 
JV. of Venosa, beyoiid the wooded slopes of the Monte Yulture.

The atisets uf the uwii are narrow uid gloomy, and althuugh

resort uf the gieat, tbu place "wLere Jupiter vouchsafea long Springs and 
Short Winter» and the laxuriant vines of the pleasing Aulun vie with the 
Falernian", and whither he invites bis friend Septimius to retire with him, 
in Order that they may spend the evening of their lives together among 
these "deliphtful hills''*(Od. II. 6). In the middle ages Tarentum was the 
residence of Prince Bohemund, son of Robert Guiscard, who took part in 
the first Crusade. — The fine old silver coins of Tarentum may be pur- 
chased here at a moderate price. 

Of the ancieiit Tarentum the fragmeiits of a theatre, a circus 
aiid several temples still exist. An aqueduct, still in use, resting 
oii arches, is said to have been coustructed by the Greek em- 
peror Nicephorus I. in 803. Opposite to Taranto lie the two 
flat Islands <S. Pietro and S. Paolo ^ the ancient Choerades. They 
are now oocupied by fortiflcations for the defence of the harbour 
and a convent. 

The honey and fruit produced in the vicinity of Taranto bear 
a high reputation. Even the date-palms here bear fruit, although 
it does not generally become thoroughly matured. In the district 
between Taranto, Brindisi and Otranto is found the poisonous 
tarantula spider, the sting of which produces convulsions and 
delirium. A populär delusion exists that these Symptoms are 
counteracted by music and dancing. 

From Taranto to Lecce (p. 165) düig. daily in 9 hrs., trarersing 
an unattractive district, and passing the towns of S. Giorgio^ Sawfy Man- 
duria (an old place with 7000 inhab.) and Campt.

The Calabrian Peninsnla. 

Calabria is rarely visited by travellers. It abounds in beautifui scenery \ 
but the length of the joumey, the indifference of the inns and the insecu' 
rity of the roads, which h&s of late increased, at present deter all but the 
most enterprising. After the completion of tiie nctwork of railways pro- 
jected for S. Italy these inconveniences will cease to exist. The line is 
now completed as far as Eboli, from which the dlatance to Keggio is 327 M. 
The joumey is performed by the Gorriere in 75 hrs. ; fare 631. 75 c. 
There are, however, three seats only, which are always engaged in advance, 
so that passengers cannot expect to be taken up at an intervening Station. 
Diligence as far as Auletta, see p. 175. Vetturini from Salerno require 
12 days: hotel-expenses had better be included in the contract. 

From Naples by railway to Eboli and thence to Auletta, 
see Fl. 15.

farther, lies PaduUi, below which are tbe diätorte«! ruins of the

At CaaulnaOKO the ascent commencea and 7 M. farlher th« 
Olher aide of the mounlain is reaclied. Then airrosa the rivulet 
Tnrchinn to Lngonegro , halting-place of the Tetturln' . li miall 
tovn in a ^ild aitnatlon, snnDunded by lofty mountains. Hera 
in 1806 the French gained s. vietory ovet the Neapolitans, «ner 
-whlrh they conimitted the most savage e^eesse«. 

Tbe road iiow winds through datt and profound rB»inas, pasa- 
ing to tbe I, by llie Luga di Strani , the ancient l^riu Sig<T, 
near the gorges vrhete the Sinno, the Sirig of the ancients, takes 
its tise. The neit village, Lauria, lies at the haae of a lofty 
monntain . opposite the huge mass of Monte Sirino, aiid lur-- 
Tounded by ^neyarda. Then Cantdlttfio , lising on an emtiience 
aboye the Lm, Lat. Laos, surtounded by dense noods. Tbe nejt 
■riUage ia 

aatOiid&, -whete the vetturiui usuaDy pass the third night. 
The province of Calabria Cilra I» npw entered and the long anfl 
desolate table-land of Camfri Tenene traversed. vhere in 1806 th§ 
Keapolitans lled befote the French general Regnier. The roail 
then winda dOwnwarda and paaaeä through the narrow Valley at 
the base of Montt FoUino fB&TÖ ft.), oa the W. side of nfaiuh 
Uarano. the aneient Mufanum, is pictuteaquely sitnated. 

Tbe town "f CMtrOTilUTi (9'/s M.'), Bltnit«! mi mv *n\\v«i\<*. 
svirotindeii by lofty inniintains, with an MiKietvV ^ntmmv tn'i'Äft, 
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is ricxt reached. The vetturini iiow usually turn to the r. (9^2 ^0 
to tlie extreniely picturesque Catfano, commanded by an ancient 
Castle on a lofty rock and possessing warm batbs. The Castle 
affords a magniücent view of the Valleys of the CoseiU and Crati, 
the Sybaris and Crathis of the ancients. The picturesque Roman 
Torre di Milo is believed to be the tower from which the stone 
was thrown vhich caused the death of T. Annius Milo. when 
he was engaged in besieging the town of Ccmi in behalf of 
Pompey. 

The uoast of the Gulf of Taranto was once studded with numerous 
and prosperuus Oreek colonies, aiid the entire district bore the appellation 
of Magna O'raecia. Of the splendour, wealth and eivilisation of that period, 
lM>wever, l)ut scanty vestiges now exist. The art and refinement of the 
middle ages did not penetrate tlius far. The distance from Cassano to Ta- 
ranto is ahout 1()3 M. ThiA district possesses no regulär high-roads, the 
Substitutes for which are bridle-paths or iield-roads, accessible to light car^ 
riages only. The inns are miserable bcyond description. A railway aloBg 
the coast from Taranto to Reggio is projected. 

From Catsano the Ciano is crosscd and FvancavUla reached; then by 
(19 M.) Trebfsacci and along the coast to Roseto^ Noeara and (36 M.) Rocea 
Imperiale. The SinnOy ancient 8iH$ is now crossed and beautifol woods of 
myrtles, arbutus and lentiscus are traversed. The next village is /W»eoro, 
near which the Greek town of JJeraclea^ foundcd in 432, was situated, 
where PyiTlius, li. C. 280, by means of bis elepbants gained bis first Tictory 
over the Komaus. At Luce^ in the vicinity, the celebrated bronae Tabnla 
Heracleensis (Lex Julia Municipalis), now in the museum of Kaples, was 
discovered in 1753. The river Agri^ ancient Actris is now crossed, then the 
SaUnidrella, and beyond Torre a Mare (28 M. from Rocca Imperiale) the 
piain bctween the rivers ßasenfo and ßradano i» reached. Ilere the Site of 
the ancient and celebrated Greek city of Ketapoatum is indicated by La 
Tavola de' J*aladim\ the ruins of a Doric temple, of which 15 columns are 
still Standing, situated on an eminencc lij? M. from the sea. Here the great 
philosopber Pythagoras died, B. C. 497, in bis 90th year. His tenets, 
bowover, long survived bim in the eitles of Magna Greccia, especially at 
Metapontum, Tarentum and Crot(m. When in 332 Alexander of Epirus 
crossed to Italy, Metapontum allied itself with bim. So also in the 2nd 
Punic war the town espoused the cause of Hannilwl, a policy which prored 
its destruction \ and a few centuries later, in the time of Pausanias in tbe 
2nd Cent, of our era, Metapontum was a mere beap of ruins. The road 
then crosses the river Lato and traverse» a long tract of level ground tili it 
reacbes Taranto. 

The most iuteresting portion of the Calabrian coast is from Cassano 

to Catanzaro, a distance of 126 M. The traveller may then retum by the 

main road which lies morc Inland and near the W. side of the peninsuJa. 

Tbe route along the coast from Catanzaro to Keggio is 159 M. in length. 

From Cassano the road descends to the valley of the Coseile^ ancient JSybari$^ 

wbich is crossed near its junction with the Crati (t'rathit). On the piain, 

to the I., the once so prosperous and wealthy Sybaris, founded by Achseans 

and Trcezenians B. C. 720, destroyed by the inbabitants of Croton in 510, is 

Mid to bave been situated. About 6 M. distont from this spot (near Ter- 

ranuova) u few insignificant ruins indicate tbe site of Thurü^ colony of 

the fugitiye Sybarites, to wbich, B. C. 443, the Athenians sent a colony, 

accompanied by the bistorian Herodotus. In consequence of the legislation

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wLich projects into the sea. The village oi StaliUi on the promontory coin- 
mands a magnificent view. At Scylaceum Caasiodorus, the private secretary 
of Tlieodoric the Great, was bornand after the death of his master retired 
to a monasterj' here founded by hiinself, where he composed several leamed 
works and died in 560, at the age of nearly 100 years. In this district, 
between Cotrone and Squillace, July 13th, 982, the Emp. Otho II. was con- 
quered by the Arabs who had come over from Sicily and had been defeated 
by the cniperor at Colonne, S. of Cotrone. With the utmost difficulty he 
elFected his escape by boat to Rossano where he waa joined by the Empres» 
Teophano. The emperor did not long survive the disastrous consequences 
of this defeat and died atRome Dec. 7th, 983, where he was interred in the 
chnrch of St. Peter. The coast-road by Montauro^ Soverato^ Badolato and 
Stito is often precipitous and generally monotonous. 

Xear StilOy 7 M. from the coast and 35 M. from Squillace, iron- works 
of some importance are situated. The river Alaro is helieved to be the 
Sagrus of the ancients, where 13,000 Crotonians were signally defeated by 
10,000 Locrians. On it is situated Castelvetere^ on the site of the ancient 
Achtcan Caulonia^ where Pythagoras sought refuge after his expulsion from 
Croton. Then by Rocella tb 

Gerace, an episcopal town, 65 M. from Squillace, situated on the slope 
of a lofty buttress of the Apennines, where wine and silk are produced, 
This town rose from the ruins ol the once celebrated Locrian colony Loeri 
Epizephyvii^ founded B. C. 683, furnished with an admirable code of law» 
by Zaleucus in 664, and extoUed by Pindar and Demosthenes for ita wealth 
and love of art. Until recently, when the site was converted into an 
orange- garden, the ruins of the town could be distinguished near Tarre dt 
Gernce. 

11 Passo del Mercante^ a mountain path, leads from Gerace through 
beautiful woods and over the lofty Aspromonte to Ccualnuova, whenee the 
high road to Gioia or Seminara may be reached, about 42 M. distant. The 
culminating point commands a strikingly picturesque view of both seas; 
in descending the eye rests on the bay of Gioia and the distant Lipari 
Islands. 

From Gerace to the promontory of Spartivento^ the Promontorium Her- 
culis of the ancients, 33 M., a bridle-path only without special intereat^ 
which then tums to the If.W., keeping the coast and mountains of SieUy 
in view, and leads to the Capo delV Armi^ 26 M. farther, the Promontorium 
Leucopetrae, regarded by the ancients as the extremity of the Apennines. 
Here, B. C. 44, after the murder of Ciesar, Cicero landed, having been 
driven back liy contrarj- winds whilst attempting to escape to Greece, and 
was induced by Citizens of Rhegium to proceed to Velia, where he me* 
Brutus. From the Capo deir Armi to Reggio 14 M. 

From Castrovillari the high road traverses a well-cultivated 
district, throügh Cammarata, SpezzcmOy Tarsia and Ritorto, skirt- 
ing the river Craii and crossing several of its tributaries, in the 
bed of one of which, the Busenio, Alaric, king of the Goths was 
interred in 410, and reaches Cosenzai the Consentia of the an- 
cients, once principal city of the Bruttii, now capital of the pro- 
vince Calabria Citra and archiepiscopal residence, containing well- 
built houses and palaces of wealthy landed-proprietors and manu- 
facturers. The Busento.divides the town into two portions, of which 
the Upper is the more important. 

The Cathedral contains the tomb of Louis in. of Anjou, who

TiMs. The road tben deäcenda Into the rartne of Ihe Savulo, 
Lat. Snbutti» , which it crosees by a wooden bridge; it then as- 
eends Lt Crofelle di Agrifotio, a pTscipftous lidge of tbe Apenninea 
and leads by Ctirpansimo , Coraci, Artna Bianra »Dil throiigh ra- 
vines and forest to the lotty Iown of Tiriolo, 33 M. fnitn Jio- 
gliano, situated on the cnlminating poinC belween the ('oriice, 
nhich falls into the bay of Sqnillace, and the Lamulo , ileaceud- 
Ing to tbe bay of S. Eutemia, the ancient Shaa Terinaeus. Near 
Tiriolo , a iiame ptobably deiived from the Ager Ttiuriantu, nn- 
merous ultlqDitiea, coins etc. have beeu fouud. Hent too in 1460 
a btonze tablet (now in the imperial collectiDiL at Vjeiuu) wu 
dlieoyered, bearing tbe decree ot the Senate agaiiist the Bacchi- 
nalia of tbe year H. C. 186, mentioned by I.ivy (39, iS].

The road to Iteggio traveraes the chain of hiUä, then <Toa!<as 
the iomalo, the r. bauk of which it skicta for 4 M., comniandillg 
nearly tbe whole way a »lew of the bayg ot Squillace and S. Eufar 
mia, which are hero not more tlian 13 M. apart. 

Then by Cosjno Chlriaca acrosa the piain of Miiida, yrhete 
in 1806 the English amiliaries ot the Bourboos under Sir John 
Stuart defealed the Fiench nndei Regniei and drove them out af 
Calabria. The lOad ieada aciosa the tertile but somewhst marshy 
piain by FmncaviUa W I'om Masdea, 28 M. ftom T:\Ao\o. YhÖ«« 
<o the r. lies FiiiQ, a small town on flie coast t?. 'Klt^ -wteia

tlie steamers from Naples touch. A bridle-path, frequently in a 
bad State, leads hence by the coast to Tropea, an episcopal 
town beautifuUy situated on the coast, in the Ticinity of Capo 
Vaticano. whence Stromboli and the Lipari Islands (R. 37) may 
be visited 

The road proceeds, running parallel wlth the coast, to the 
elevated 

Monteleone« 42 M. from Tiriolo, wlth an ancient Castle erected 
by Frederick II. , principal town of the district , much damaged 
by the earthquake of 1783. A road leading N. to the coast (2 M.) 
passes through the village of Bivona , on the site of the ancient 
Hipponium, subsequently the Roman colony Vibo VaUntia, de- 
stroyed by the Saracens in 983. The road now traverses a hilly 
district to the (9^2 M.) venerable episcopal town of Xil^tOy once 
the favourite residence of Count Roger of Sicily, whose son king 
Roger was born here. The ruins of the abbey of S. Trinitä founded 
by him are still seen, where his remains and those of his flrst 
wife Eremberga formerly reposed in two sarcophagi, now in the 
museum at Naples. 

The mountains of Sicily, especially the snmmit of iEtna, bound 
the horizon. 

From Blileto a mountain-path leads E. to the (5 hrs.) grand ruins of 
tkc once celebrated monasten* of Santo Stefano del Boseo^ situated in * 
lonely valley ut the foot of the Apennines. Kear the village of Scriamo^ 
in the vicinity, are the extensive mins of the Dominican monastery of 
S. Domenico Soriano^ also destroyed by the earthquake of 1788; and, on 
the farther side of the low ridge of Monte Astore^ the remains of the Cer- 
tosa, in which in 1093 St. Bruno established his austere order of Carthu- 
sians and where in 1101 he died and was interred. 

From Mileto the road gradually descends from the helghts 
which bound the bay of Gioja on the N. and at (97-2 M.) Botano 
enters the province of Calabria Ultra I. The picturesquely situated 
town was destroyed by the earthquake of 1783, which in many 
places left yawning chasms and openings. The piain is then tra- 
versed to Gioja j on the coast to the r., a desolate looking place, 
the most extensive depot of oil in Lower Italy. On account of 
the prevalence of malaria here, the workmen always spend the 
night at Palmi. The Marro is then crossed, a river celebrated for 
its fish , the ancient Metaurus , in the seven streams of which 
Orestes, persecuted by the Furies, is said to have washed away 
the pollution of his matricide. The seven streams may still be 
recognised in the vicinity of Oppido , on the W. slope of the 
Aspromonte, which is believed to occupy the site of the ancient 
Mamertum. The effects of the earthquake of 1783 were especially 
riolent in tbis /leighbourhood. The eaitVi open^ \iv mwv^- ^\Ä.<iftÄ, 
swaUowing up bouses and ftlling np »eventiV TtWe^a. 
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On the coast to the r. , not far from the high road, UM. 
Crom Rosarno, on a cliif whlch rises perpendicnlarly from the 
sea, is situated the slngolarly pictnresque town of 

Palmi (no good inn), the capital of the district (10,000 in- 
hab.), surrounded by orange and olive plantations and comman- 
ding magniflcent views of the Faro, the fort of Scilla, the town 
and harbour of Messina and the majestic JEtnh in the background. 
The N. coast of Sicily is visible as far as Melazzo; towards the 
sea Stromboli and the Lipari Islands; to the N. the bay of 
Oioja as far as Capo Vaticano. Seminaraj destroyed in 1783, 
^1/2 M. to the S. E. of Palmi, was the scene of two important 
conflicts. In 1495 the French army eonquered that of king 
Ferdinand II. under Gonsalvo da Cordova, and on April 2 ist, 
1503, the French were conqnered on nearly the same spot by 
the Spaniards under Ugo de Cardona, one of Gonsalvo's most able 
^nerals. 

The road now traverses chestnut and olive plantations, aifor- 
ding a successlon of flne views of the sea and the coast, to 
Bagnara (Loc. della Stella, tolerable accommodation for the night), 
celebrated for the beauty of its women, and Scilla , J2 M. from 
Palmi, the ancient Scylla^ the Castle of which rising on a narrow 
promontory commands the town. The silk and wine produced at 
Scilla enjoy a high reputation. Numerous sword-flsh (jpesce spata) 
Are caught here in July. The castle, once the seat of the prin- 
«es of Scilla , a branch of the Rufo family , was. occupied by the 
English after the battle of Maida and defended during 18 months, 
ontil 1808, against the French. 

The rock of Scylla, represented in Homers Odyssey as a 
roaring and voracious sea-monster, is depicted by the poets in 
conjunction with the opposite Charybdis , on account of the dan- 
gers encountered here by mariners, as a beautiful virgin above 
and a monster with the body of a wolf and tail of a dolphin be- 
neath. Of these terrors little is heard at the present day, 
although the currents in the straits are still very rapid. It is, 
however, now believed that the Charyhdis of the ancients is by 
no means exactly opposite to the whirlpool of Scylla, as the 
saying "incidis in Scyllam, cupiens vitare Charybdim" appears to 
indicate, but without the harbour of Messina, 7V2 ^- ^^^^ Scilla, 
at the point now called Garofalo. 

On the morning of Feb. 5th, 1783, an earthquake almost 
entirely overthrew the town of Scilla together with the castle, 
whilst the inhabitants fled to the sea. Towards evening a second 
shock rent the promontory asunder and c%.\i&fe^ VVä. 'sä.vw nä -t^afc 
with such impetuosity that 1500 ^etsQiv^ ^fefv"^<fe\ V^ \^^'^\sss^'^ 
and the ruins of the town weie \a\^ uwöiet ^^le^. 
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The distance from the Castle of Scilla to the promoiitory of 
Faro, the ancient Pelorum, between vhich the strait lies, is about 
21/4 M. The passage to Messina is most convenienüy effected 
from the beautifully situated Villa S. Giovanni ^ to the S. of the 
Puiita del Pezzo, 14 M. from Scilla. From that point a char- 
ming road, skirting the coast and traversing gardens of oranges, 
pomegranates , palms and aloes , leads by the villages of Gallico, 
Arco and S. Caterina to (91/2 M.) 

Beggplo [Albergo Vittoria, Corso Garibaldi; Cafe Garibaldi and 
Europa; Traitoria Lomharda^ in a side-street of the Corso), the 
ancient Rhegium, originally an Eubcean colony founded B. 0. 723 
by fugitive Messenians and which soon rose to prosperity, now 
the capital of the province Calabria Ultra I, and an archiepis- 
copal residence with a population of 15,692, or with the surronn- 
ding villages 30,577. The town with its spacious streets rises 
from the sea to the beautiful hüls in the rear, studded with 
numerous and handsome villas. Nothing can surpass the Singular 
beauty of the environs and the view of the Sicilian coast, espe- 
cially in the e\ening when the sun sets behind the mountains 
near Messina. The distance from the cathedral of Keggio to 
the lighthouse of Messina is about 42/3 M. The supposition that 
Sicily was once connected with the mainland was prevalent at 
a very early period and is borne out by modern geological in- 
vestigations. 

Reggio was almost entirely overthrowu by the earthquake of 
1783 and therefore wears a modern aspect, to which the previous 
history of the town has also contributed. It was Ürst destroyed 
by the Romans, then in 549 by the Goth Totila, in 918 by the 
Saracens, in 1005 by the Pisans, in 1060 by Robert Guiscard, 
then by Frederick Barbarossa, and flnally in 1552 and 1597 by 
the Turks. The cathedral contains nothing of importance. 

In the rear (jf Reggio rises the imposing and forest-clad AspromonUy 
the W. extremity ot the ränge which in ancient times bore the name of 
Silla; the highest point is the Montalto (6300 ft.). Tlie suinmit is over- 
grown with beech-trees, the slopes partly with pines. Here, in the "vici- 
nity of Reggio, Garibaldi was wounded and taken prisoner by the Italian 
troops nnder Pallavicini, Aug. 29th, 1862. The ascent, which is somewhat 
arduous, is best undertaken Arom Scilla. 

Between Reggio and Messina steaniboat communication twice daily, fare

in the Piazza Vittorio Emanuele. 

The constniction of a railway from Reggio to Taranto is in progress, 
on the completion of which another line is intended to skirt the W. coast, 
from Reggio in the direction of Palmi and Monteleone^ in ccmnection with 
the Naples and Salerno line.

Thus the entire tour, performed on a mule 
would occupy 30—32 davä, and embrace the complete circuit of the island, 
i. c, exclusive of the indentations of the coast, about 535 M. For the sake 
of variety, however, tl»e traveller will prefer to avail himself of other con- 
veyances when an opportunity ofFers. From Palermo to Messina by land 
in 4—5 days, or direct by railway and steamboat in 18 hrs. ; thence *(if the 
latter modc of performing the joumey be selected) to Melazzo and Patti 
(Tyndaris) and back in 3 days, to Taoruiina 1, to Catania 1, Catania and 
^tna 3, to Syracuse 1, at Syracuse 2 days. By steamboat in 18 hrs. to 
Girgenti, where 1—2 days should be spent.' Thence by diligence in 20 hrs. 
to Palermo, or on a mule in 2 days by Sciacca and Selinunto to Castel- 
vetrano. Then in 2 days by Calataflmi (Segesta), or, if Harsala and Tra- 
pani be included, in 4 days to Palermo by diligence or on a mule. A slight 
acquaintance with the interior may be obtained on a diligence joumey of 
20 hrs. from Palermo to Girgenti. Or a joumey of 22 hrs. from Palermo 
to Castrogiovanni (Enna), thence either by the main road to Catania by 
Aderuu, or in 1 day by Piazza (Lacus Pei^usa) to Caltagiroue and thence 
in 1 day to Catania by diligence. An approximately exhaustive tour cannot 
be accomplished in Icss thau a montli. 

The great majority of travellers proceed to Sicily via Naples. Steam- 
boats of the Messageries Imperiales, however, Start from Marseilles for Mes- 
sina several times weekly (on Saturday evenings regularly)^ to Palermo 
direct every 10 days. From Genoa to Palermo one steamer weekly touching 
at Leghorn only. From Naples to Messina and Palermo steamers almost 
daily. The best boat<< are the French (Mess. Imp.), which go to Messina 
every Monday moming; of the others the larger vessels of the Peirano- 
Danovaro Co. are prcferable to those of the Florio. From Brindisi to Mes- 
sina once weekly. Messina is in weekly correspondence with the East, also 
with Malta. To Sardinia and Tunis from Palermo every fortnifkt. 



Geography and Statistics. 

Sicily iSicilia^ Sikelia^ Trinacria^ Triquetra in ancient times) is the 
largest island in the Mediterranean. Its area, according to the most recent 
measurements, amounts to 29,240 sq. kilometres, i.e.- about 11,410 Engl, 
sq. M. The form of the island is an irregulär triangle, the W. angle of 
which is the promontory of Lilyhaeum^ or Capo di Boeo^ near Marsala, the 
N.E. angle the promontory of Pelorum. {Capo del Faro) nearest the main- 
land, the S.E. angle the promontory of Paehynum {Capo Passaro'). The N. 
coast is 200, the E. 135 and the S.W. 177 Engl. M. in length. 

The island is mountainous. Three different ranges must be distin- 
guished. (1). The principal chain, a ramification from the Apennines, 
skirting the K. coast of the island, begins with the Faro di Messina and 
at iirst runs parallel to the E. coast, the Montes Keptunii or Pelorian Mts. 
of antiquity. The highest point is the Dinnamari^ near Messina, 2906 ft. ; 
other summits are the JSeuderi near All, 2284 ft. and the Monte Venera near 
Taormina 2736 ft. From the Pitzo di Bonavi^ not far from the latter, the 
ränge tums to the W. and now bears the name of Nebrode. Diodorus Si- 
culus also calls them the Hereean Mts. The highest point of this portion 
of the chain is the Pizxo di Palermo (5930 ft.), S. of Cefalu. Here they 
are sometimes iermed the Madonian Mts. Farther on, to the W. of Termini, 
the watershed which the ränge has thus far formed Mtween the African and 
lonjan seaa is interrupted and the mountains become detached and isolated.

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Tlio Population ot' the island aecording to the extremely inaccurate 
census of Jan. Ist^ 1862, amounts to 2,391,8(3, i. e. on an average 20G on 
1 Engl. sq. M. Out of 1000 inhab. about 88 only can read and write , IQ 
read and write imperfectly and 902 are totally uneducated (1864). National 
schouls are now, however, everywhere established and the tuwna poMess 
c<miniercial (scuola tecnica) and grammar schools. Palermo, Catania and 
Messina even boast of tiniversities, but tlie two latter are very insigniücant. 
Public libraries (in addition to those of tlie universities) are established at 
Palermo (two), Trapani and Syracuse. The Institution and endowment of 
national libraries has been commenced in several other places, e. g. at 
Termini. Monastic libraries of considerablc extent are to be found 
at Catania (S. Niccolo), San llartino near Palermo and llessina (Sal- 
vatore dei Greci). "^Palermo, ^Syracuse, Catania and Messina i>osseas 
inuseums. 

The island was formerly dividcd into three distriets, dating from the 
Saracen period to the beginning of the present Century. Val (Wel&ia) di 
Demone, the N.E. portion; Val di Noto, the S.E. ; Val di Mazzara, the 
S.W. Since 1817 it has been divided into 7 prefectures: 1. Palermo, with 
584,929 inhab.: 2. Trapani, with 214,981-, 3. Girgenti, with 263,880; 4. Calta- 
nisetta, with 223,178; 6. Catania, with 450,460; 6. Siracusa, with 209,613; 
7. 3Ie?sina, with 394,761. 

The principal towns (Statements of population excluflivü of a^joininic 
villages) are: Palermo with 167,625 inhab., Messina 62,124. Catania 64,921, 
Modica 27,449, Trapani 26^334, Termini 25,780, Acireale 24,151 and Calta- 
^irone 22,015. Of the 12o towns in the kingdom of Italy which contain 
above 10,000 Inhal), upwards of one-quarter belong to Sicäy. This is ex- 
plained by the fact, that in consequence of the constant war» of the middle 
ages, the predatory incursions of barbarians and the insecure State of the 
cuuntry, the peasantry were prevented from living in villaget and have 
therefore mainly contributed to swell the population of the towns. The 
island possesses a number of good harbours on the E. coast, especial^ those 
of 31essina, Agosta and Syracuse. The harbour of Catania is ossäre. On 
the S. coast the vessels in the sulphur-trade lie in the roads of Terranova, 
Licata and Girgenti. The harbour of Marsala is shallow, that of Trapani 
i» better. The new harbour at Palermo has been formed by the con- 
strnction of the molo. That of Melazzo is excellent. 



Historical Notice. 

1. Politioal Hiitory. 

Aecording to the traditions of Ancient Greek marinera, 

Sicily was once inhabited by Cyclopes, Gigantes, Lotophagi, Lsestry- 

gones etc., whom Sicilian histraians have endeavoured to dasaify into 

iron-workers, farmer«, gardeners etc. The most ancient people who in- 

liabited Sicily were the Sicaniy emigrants from Iberia. They are believed 

by Humboldt to have been of Basque, by others of Celtic origin. They 

inhabited the vicinity of JEtoA until compelled by earthquakes and erup- 

tions to quit it for the more seeure S.W. angle of the island, where within 

the limits of the historical period Hykkara {Carini)^ a free Sieanian town 

was situated.

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mastcr of tho Island. But its decline dates from this period. It was re- 
peatedly devastated by thc interminable wars with the Anjous of Kaples, 
and the nijbilit}' attained tu such pdwcr as tu render systematic adminis- 
tration ou thc part of the govemmeut impossible. When in 1410 Sicily be- 
came an appanage of the kingdoms of Naples and Spain , it still retained a 
semblance of independence in its continued frcedom of Internal adminis- 
tration. But this very privilege proved prejudicial to it, whilst its external 
defence agaiust the barbariaus was neglected. Kot tili 1812 was Sicily res- 
cued froiu the condition of a purely medieeval feudal State, but oiüy to 
experience once more (1815—1860) the cvils of a despotic government. The 
foUowing is a chronological sketch of the histoiy of this period of 6 cen- 
turies :

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(^irefk cliorus hy the introtluction uf the epude between the Strophe and 
antiStrophe. Altch^lut re^iided long in Sicily, where he died (456) and wa» 
interred at Gela. Pindar ^ Sappho and Alcaeus also enjoyed the hospitality 
of Sicily and sang the praisus of the victories of her aons in Olympia. <Sft- 
nionides composed appropriate lines for the gift dedicated to the gods by 
Oelon aftcr tlic hattle of Himera in 480. Pkormis , an officer of Gelen at 
Svracusc, whu invented nirtvcable scenes. Epicharmus in 480, S&phron in 
4^ and Xenarehu* in 460 were distinguished in the composition of come- 
dies. Nothing is more characteristic of the Sicilian enthusiasm for art than 
the 8tory that the Syracusans once 8et several Athenian prisoners, who were 
iangiiishing in the latomise (or quarries in which captives were condemned 
to labour), at libcrty , liecause they knew how to recite the verses of Eori- 
pides with ^athos. Even during the decline of the Greek prosperity in Si- 
cily tlie national poetical bias was still pre-eminent. and at this period gave 
birth to a uew descriptiun of poetr>'. the idyls. in which their inventor 
Theocritus of Syracusc was unsurpassed , and which oven in modern time» 
have tViund numerous adniirers. 

Tlie Sicilians have ncver manifcsted much capacity for philosophical 
i-t'search, although not entirely without taste for studies of this nature. Py- 
thagoras found followers hcre. Xcnophanes of Elea, whosc philosophy con- 
tributod so greatly to the dcvelopment of the idea of a SniMreme Being 
among the (^reeks , died in Syracuse at an advanced age. Plato thrice vi- 
(iited Syracuse. Bnt the most illnstrious thinker who was a native of Sicily 
was Empedoeles of Acragas, distinguished as a natural philoaopher, and also 
as a practical statesman , physician , architect and orator. Tne names of a 
numlter of cclcbrated physicians are recorded : Pautanias^ Aerotiy Heroäietu, 
Menecrates. The distinguished Celsus was also a Sicilian, bom at Centoripe. 
Eminent historians were : Antiochu*^ Philiitus of Syracuse, Timaeu» of Tao(r- 
mina , Dicaearchu» of Messana and the learned Diodoru* (Sieuhu) of Agy- 
riuni. who wrote bis celebrated Bibliothcca Historica in the re^ of Augostus.. 
The most brilliant of tlie numerous orators were Corcu and 7%itiai^ teacher 
of Isocrates, Gorgias and Lysias (Gorgias, the celebrated Greek aopbist and 
orator, was a native of Leontinoi , and Lysias was the son of a Symcusan).. 
Among the mathematicians and mechanicians Archimedes was the moet dis- 
tinguished. A'icetas of Syracuse was the first who taught that the eartk 
moved and the sun remained stationary. Of theoretical musicians Arittoxemu 
of Selinus, the inventor of the anapeestic rythm. deserves mention. 

The Boman-Byzantine supremacy gave the death-blow to the intellec- 
tual activity of the Sicilians. The'soldier who slew Archimedes may be 
regarded as symbolical of this epoch. No architectural remains, save a few 
amphitheatres, theatres and aqueducts. date from this period. The rapacity 
of Verres and other govemors despoiled the Island of innumerable treasure» 
of art. Xew works were not undertaken. The Christians possessed no 
churches but employed the catacombs for sacred purposes. A Single Byzan- 
tine church of small dimensions near Malvagna alone remains from thi» 
period. A proof of the abjcct condition to which Sicily had sunk is the 
circumstance that down to a late period of the Musselman supremacy not a 
Single author of cmincnce arose , although innumerable monks and priest« 
resided in the Island. 7%eophanes Cerameus (842) and Petrus Siculus^ the 
historian of the Manicheeans, ahme dcservc menüon. The wandering Sam 
Himeon of Syracuse died at Treves. 

The Mohammedans were the ftrst to infuse new life into the island. 
They enriched the architectural art with new forms of construction and de- 
coration (pointed arch) , and although no perfect specimens of their worka 
arc preserved (the Cuba, Zisa etc. were altered during the Norman period), 
yet the influence they exercised on mediseval architectore is still distinctly 
recognised. The Arabians also inaugurated a new era in history and geo- 
graphy, and under king Buggiero the first mediseval geographer EdrUi com- 
pJeted bis great work (Ifusbat-ul-Muscht&k). Among the Vohammedan Ki- 
sfdes (poetf) /bn-Bamdi» was the most conapicuovis. Kt\ Acn€Vo^*ä. \fc»fc\^ \ä 
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oanni Eoangelisia and Salvatoro di Blcui form a series of historians of the 
last Century who whould have done credit to any nation. The art of poetry 
also revived and found its most talented repreaentative in the poet of na- 
ture Oiovanni Meli of Palenno (d. 1810). His anacreontic songs in the na- 
tional dialect were universally populär even befure they appeared in a prin- 
ted form. Among the most distinguished scientific men of the present Cen- 
tury may 1>e mcntioned the naturalist and literary historian Domenieo Seinäy 
the astronomer Piazzi (bom , however , in the Val TeIHna in V, Italy) , the 
brothers Oemarello , the patriotic historian Giuseppe Lt^farina etc. , whilst 
at the present day the island boasts of many eminent savants. 

In the histoT}' of music modern Sicily occupies a lese distinguished Po- 
sition than in the other arts. Bellmi^ however (b. at Catania 1802, d. near 
Paris 1835) , is justly admired for the beauty and sweetness of his nielody. 
Lablache and Pasta were also Sidlians, natives of Palermo. 

For the study of the history of the island and the dialect , which is 
characterized by the frequent elision of consonants , transposition of letters 
and inccssant use of the half mute vowels o and ti , the following works 
may bc recommended : Giuseppe Biundi , Disionario Siciliano-Italiano ; Pa- 
lermo, 1847 , 4 vols.

It has already (p. 33) been ob- 
served that the Italian mail-steamers toucb altemately at the principal pla- 
ces on the coast ; those to Messina stop at Paola (p. 203), Pizzo (p. 204) and 
Reggio (p. 187), which alTords a pleasant variety, especially as the vessels 
generally skirt the coast ; but the time occupied is about ijsrd more. The 
boats of* the Messageries Imperiales (p. 83) go direct only. 

On the direct passage, as on that to Palermo (p. 304), the vessels usu- 
ally pass on the W. aide of Capri ; on the indirect, to the E. of Capri, bet- 
ween that island and the promontory of Sorrento, where an exquisite survey 
of the bays of Naples and Salerno is enjoyed.

The steamboat rounds Capo Zambrone. (8 p. m.) Tropea, 
an ancient episcopal town in a delightful Situation, the dimate 
of which is much extolled. To the 8. the Cag^ VaUetmo with 
its lighthouse projects far into the sea. In the bay lies ßfieotera, 
which suffered greatly by the earthquake (p- 186) of 1783, near 
the influx of the Mesima. [At Qioja (p. 185) the pott-ioad from 
Naples to Keggio (p. 187) leads to the coast which it iktitB du- 
ring the rcmainder of the route (comp. p. 186)]. Soon aftei fhe 
harbour of Pizzo is quitted the Lipati Islands (R. 37) become 
visible to the W. ; Stromholi, with its continually smoking cratei, 
is the most conspicuous. Off Capo Vaticano the Sicflian moui- 
tains suddenly appear. 

Palmif Bagnara and ScUUi, see p. 186. The A$promonU

que appearance from this side. The Strait of Messma is now 
entered, during the day a most animated scene.

Segelta th'yeata> is one of the most andent toitna in Ihe 
island and not of Greek angin , in conaequence of which it waa 
incesaantly enga^ed in war with the Otaek inhabitatits of the 
neighbourhovKl, although in tha coiuae of centoriee ita antire 
aspect had become Helleiiic. Tha Greaks enlertained the con»ii;tioli 
that tlie EgesCans wete desceuded from the Trojans, who aetcled 
here naar the warm Springs oC the Scamandei fFinmc Giggeraj, 
and had comblned with the Elymi so as to form a distinct peopla. 
Döring the Roman peiiod the tradition acrordingly arose that the 
town was founded by .^aeaa.

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of Agathocles^ but the tyrant on bis retum from an expcdition against 
Carthage massacred the ill-fated inhabitants on the banks of the Scamander 
in Order to appropriate their treasures, whilst others were sold as slaves. 
The town was then named Diceeopolis. During the first punic war the in- 
habitants allied themselves wlth the Romans and changed the name of their 
town from Egesta (egestas) to Segesta. The Romans, actuated by a sen- 
timent of veneration for the ancient Trojan traditions, accorded some as- 
sistance. Verres despoiled the town of the bronze statue of Demeter, whicb 
had once been carried off by the Carthaginians and restored by Scipio 
Africanus. The ruins still in existence are the following: 

The ** TempU without the town , situated on an eminence 
above the Torrente Pispisa, a peripteros-hexastylos of 36 columns, 
was never completed. The columns are therefore unfluted, jthe 
Steps of the basement unflnished and the cella not commenced. 
In other respects it is one of the best preserved Doric temples 
in Sicily and Its simple but majestic outlines in this desolate 
spot are profoundly impressive. Length, incl. the steps, 190 ft., 
width 82 ft. , height of columns with capitals 28 ft. and thick- 
ness 5Y2 f*'> intercolumnia 8 ft. in width. The architraves were 
beginning to give way and were therefore secured where necessary 
wlth iron rods in 1865. From the temple the traveller ascends 
by the custodian's house to the summit of M. Barhaxo , the site 
of the town itself, and enters the Theatre, commanding a magni- 
flcent vlew: in the direction of the stage rises M. Inice in the 
background , farther to the 1. M. Sparagio , to the r. is the so- 
called Bosco di Calatafimi and lower down in the Valley of the 
Scamander (Gaggera) the remains of the Thermae Segestanae, sup- 
plied by four diflferent warm Springs which are passed on the 
route to Alcamo. The diameter of the theatre, which is hewn in 
the rock, is 195 ft., of the entire stage 86 ft. and of the orchestia 
52 ft. The twentieth row of seats adjoining the prsßcinctio (or 
barrier between the different tiers) is furnished with backs. A 
few fragments of houses with Roman and Greek mosaic pavements 
have recently been excavated. 

In returning from the temple the traveller 'obtains a view of 
the battle-fleld (indicated by Grosses), where Garibaldi obtained the 
decisive victory of May 15th, 1860. 

Those who proceed to Castelvetrano traverse the valley between 
Calatafimi and Vita, from which Garibaldi directed his attack on 
the 3000 Neapolitans posted on the heights ander Landy. This 
route from Calatafimi to Castelvetrano (27 M. , 6 1. 45 c. by 
diligence) is monotonous and historically uninteresting. 4 M. Vita ; 
41/2 M. Salemi , a town with 12,000 inhab. , commanded by a 
ruined Castle. The district is monotonous, but becomes more attrac- 
tive as the road approaches

Hfs deivices nuy, howevec. »aiily 
be dispensed nith, A sapply of refteähments should ha Ukeii Cot 
the Journey. 

**Bslinni, possesslug the gisudeat luiaed teuipleb in Eiuope^ 
was foanded in 650 oi 628 by colonlsta from Megaia liybjffia 
linder Pammilus, and vis the mo^t western eettlement of the 
Heltenes in Sicpy. On an eiuiuence by the ^ea, lOO It, in height 
tu the E, of tbe liver Selinus (Madiuni), Pammilus eieoted the 
Acropolis, behind which, more liilandj the town itäelf lay. Ou 
tbe oppoKite hill, separaled by a snampy Valley fGorgo dl Colont), 
the credit of drainiiig which ig Baid to hava been due to the 
philoiopliei EmpedoFles, the Keapolis waa founded in the 6th 
Cent. The Selinnntiuis neie stDi engaged in the conattactlou of the 
temples of the lalter irhen Haonihal Gisgon destroyed the town 
In 409. Tlie coriflicts between the Sellnunlians and Egestanä, 
«hose dominlons were contigoous, affoided the Athenianä a pra- 
text fOT iillerfeiUlg in the aifairä of ^kDy and erentually led to 
the destmctioD of the towo. Hannibs! attacked it with 100,000 
Dien. Selp from S^Tacuse came too late. 16,000 inliahitautE weis 
put to tlie aword and 5900 canied oft to Afrioa aä captivas. 
2Ö00 onty eSected theic est^ape to Atragae. From that blow Sellnua 
nevec recovared. Hetmociateä, the eiiled Syracusan patriot, foun- 
ded a colony bere in 40T, bat undeT the Corthaginian supieniacy 
it never »ttainad to proaparity. In the flrat Punic war it was 
jlnally dastroyed. As tha disttict is anheallhy in BummeT the tonn 
liaB since tliat period CBmained deserted. The templeä alone wera 
not entirely abandoned, for in the eaily ChclBtiaii period «dl« 
veie fonned between the buttraGsea and occnpied as dweliin^. 
The Mohammedans tarmed the place Halä-tl-Asnam or 'Vlllägo 
of the Idols", and here they opposed the aCtacks of King Robbt, 
It cannot he exsclly detennined when the töVomiis wm6 a^et- 
thrown.

(111/4 M.) TnpULi (^ Albfrgo lUUe Cinque TorrI, in the Largo 
S. Nlceolo, ilso i iHBtauranti 'Leon d'Oro, Strada Niiova, near 
the gate, R. 11., dimicr not eupplkd; Cafft JttV Vnit-i llal-, 
Corao), Drtpanon, i>r^nna^sickle, so i»tled from the foizn of 
the peniDBula, now the eeat of a prefect and biähop, wlth 28,334 
inhabitantä. In anoiont timea it was the harbour of Eryi (Mte. 
8. Giulianu), bnt was convertad into a fortress by HamUcar Barca 
abont the year 260 and peopled nlth the itihabitanC« of Eiyi. 
In 249 the Carthaginlan admiial Adbeibsl defeaCed the Boman 
fleet ander the conetil Publias Clnudiiis ofT the haibouc, and in 
242 Drepana was besleged by tha consul Lutatins Catnlua. whose 
principal head-qnatlers were in the Island of Columbaria (C'olum- 
baia}. Oq this occasion the Caithagiulan Qeet, laden ivitb etoiea 
and on its ronte ftom Maritimo to FaWgnana, was completely 
annlbilated , March 24], In gight of the tonn, a deni^ive vlctory 
which Cermlnaled the AiEt Punic war. Dniing the Romaa periud 
the töwn was of Hllle importance. lo the iniddla ages it flour- 
iahed aa a royal resldence. lu the ..Eiieid of Tirgil Anchiseä la 
repreaented aa baTing died here, and .^neaa as haring inslituted 
games to bia fathei'a memory. The island de&cilbed as the goal 
in the boat-tace Is now calied Ailnello. Aoother tradition la that 
John of Proolda formed the congpiracy againat t'harleB of Anjoo 
on tbe Seagtio dtl Mal Cnnaigllo. It is, bowever, an bistorical 
fact that Petar of Anagon, toQobing here, Aug. 20th. 1282, wben 
on bis retutn fjom Afrika with hia flaet, was bailed aä the 
BBviour of the town. 

With Ihe exception of a few media^val sirnctutoa , tts^aiA. 
cüiiUins few objeotä of inlerest. It pos&e=se& a gnji^'a' 
lovnäed by the PTespolitan miniater oi ■wat Vai4e\\\ 
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this place. The Lyceiim, to the r. in the Corso, contains a nat. 
bist, collection and a picture-gallery (1/2 !•)• The Caihedral of S. 
Lorenzo, on the r. side of the Corso, possesses a Crucifixion by 
Van JJyck (in the 4tb chap. on the r.). 

A walk to the Torre de' Legni is recommended. The route 
thither is from the gate towards the sea, at the extremity of the 
Corso, inclining sligbtly to the r. — Well-executed Ornaments in 
coral and alabaster may be purchased at Trapani (coral, Michele 
Marceca; pietra dura, Carlo Guida; alabaster, Francesco Marino), 

A very attractive excursion of half-a-day, which should on no 
account be omitted, may be made to Mte. S. Giuliano from Tra- 
pani. The traveller must either ride or walk (to the summit in 
2Y2 Jirs. ; donkeys and mules at the gate, 2 — 2V2 !• ; attendant 
1/2-1 l.j. 

* Monte San GiolianOi the Kryx of antiquity, is an isolated 
mountain, 2041 ft. in height, on the summit of which a town 
with 10,542 inhab. is situated (* Trattoria of Andrea Rixzo), The 
road traverses the piain which the traveller has already crossed 
on the reute to Trapani, and where ^neas celebrated bis games. 
The modern water-conduit supplies the town. To the r. the church 
of the celebrated Madonna di Trapani, erected in 1332. Here 
the road dlverges, from which pedestrians may ascend by a steep 
footpath to the 1. The precipitous slopes are in some places 
beautifully clothed with wood; midway the small but fertile Piano 
dei Cappuccini , to the r. of which rises the rock Petrale, 1. La 
Cintaria. At the entrance to the town Stands the cathedrid, from 
the campanile of which a flne view may be enjoyed. The interior, 
restored in 1565, contains an ancient fountain-coping of almost 
transparent marble. The traveller now ascends through the town 
to the ivy-clad Castle (two towers of which are used as a prison, 
porter 30 c). The rugged, rocky eminence on which it Stands 
commands a noble prospect of the land and sea. To the W. 
Trapani at the spectatofs feet and the -^gaean Islands : Maretimo 
(ancient Hiera) the most distant, to the 1. Favignana (^gusa) 
nearer, r. Levanzo (Phorbantia) , all of which have since the 
middle of the 17th cent. been the property of the Genoese 
family of Pallavicini. Towards the S. Stretches the fertile piain of 
the ooast, with Paceco, the "town of cucumbers"; in the back- 
ground Marsala. Towards the E. tower the mountains of S. Vito 
(from W. to E. Sparagio, Laccie, Saughe, Santa Bannaba, Rocca 
aj)ä Corvo), and the conical peninsula of Cofano extends into the 
sea^ wbich bounds three sides of the mountain. In winter Cape 
Bon in Africa is occasionally "visWAe, tYve Island of Pantellaria 
Cp. 220) frequently. In spring t^e entiie öÄatdtt ^\ VJcä \ft^\. ^1 
^Ae spectatOT is clothed with the moat Vaxvaiwvt Nfex^xa^. 
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The sole remslns of the temple or Tenua are the foundatlous 
n-ithii] Ihe preoiiicta o( the oastla, the so-called Ponte del DiaTolo 
and the "fountaiu of Venua" in the cBstle-garfen , a-n ancieiit re- 
senoir, 4 yds. in width, 8 yds. in length. Of the walla of the 
sacred rity of Tenus conaideiable poitions still esist beoealh the 
pieseiit wall, between tlie gates of Tiapani and La Spada, con- 
alstiiig of huge blocts In layers of eqiial heigfat. The wall was 
defeiided by 11 ti)Ti'ers st uiiequal intelvals. The enCrance to tlie 
tOH[i wflä ohviously between Ihe Monla di Ooartiere and the Porta 
la Spada, where in Ihe inlerior of the lown the walU of the ap- 
proach call he traced tovards tbe i. Theee walla aie unqueetioii- 
ably of Tury great antiqiiity, altbough it cannot now be ascertained 
by «hat nation they were erected. The lown it«elf, of whiuh 
Hamilcar Barca once took posaeaslon, lay loner down on the tahle- 
land to the W. , immediately ahove Trapaiit, but no trace of it 
now exlsta.

No carriage-road, tbe journey must therefore be perfonned on horse- 
back or on foot (2 days). Ist Day. By Selinunto to Sciacca 28 M. — 2nd 
Day. To Girgenti, a fatiguing ride of 38*|2 M. No tolerable quarters for 
tbe nigbt are to be found betwecn Sciacca and Molo di Girgenti, tbe barboor, 
3»|4 M. from tbe town. Parts of tbe route are attractive, and in 1866 tbe 
joumcy was considered safe. If mules can be engaged on reasonable terms 
at Palermo for tbe entire route, considerable annoyance at Castelvetrano 
will probably be avoided. For four borses and two attendants from Castel- 
vetrano 12 piastres (61 1. 20 c.) and 1 piastre gratuity bave recently been 
demanded. For tbree mules or borses witb attendant from Castelvetrano to 
Sciacca 3 piastres (15 1. 30 c.)i witb additional fec, are cbarged. A boat 
may generally be found &t Selinunto to convey travellers to Sciacca (4 1.)» 
but cannot be reckoned upon witb certainty. Tbe Syracuse steamboat 
toucbes at Sciacca (landing or embarcation 1 1.) once weekly, an agreeable 
conveyance to Gii^enti if it sbould bappen to suit tbe traveller's con« 
venience. 

If Castelvetrano be quitted sufflciently early in the morning, 
it is possible in one day to ride by the ruins of Selinus to Sciacca 
(28 M. ; by the direct route from Castelvetrano 25 M.). From the 
Acropolis the traveller in this case again crosses to the Neapolis, 
traverses wheat-fields and vineyards and reaches the Fiume Belici 
(ancient Hypsas), which is crossed by boat. The route then lies 
partly across the sand of the coast, partly through poorly cultivated 
land to Sciacca. The town of Menfrici (Sicil. Memü), with 10,000 
inhab., lies a few miles to the I. Near this town the stones, out 
of which the Metopae of Selinus were hewn, appear to have 
been quarried. 

Sciacca (La Pace, clean and cheap), with 15,000 inhab., is 
situated on an abrupt eminence on the coast. Here the Thermae 
Selinuntinae of antiquity were situated. At Sciacca Tommaso Fazello 
(d. 1570), the father of Sicilian history was born. For the sake, 
it is Said, of acquiring an illustrious countryman, he describes 
Agathocles, the tyrant of Syracuse, as a native of Sciacca, where- 
as it is known that he was born at Thermae Himerenses (Termini). 
In the middle ages the town was a place of considerable im- 
portance, being under royal and not merely baronial supremacy. 
Powerful nobles, however, also resided here, the ruins of whose 
Castles are still to be seen in the town; the most extensive of 
these are on the E. side of the town-wall. Here rise the ruins 
of the Castles of the families of Luna and Perollo , whose feuds, 
the so-called Casi di Sciacca, disturbed the tranquillity of the town 
for an entire Century (1410 — 1529), a fact which serves to convey 
an idea of the condition of medisBval Sicily. The Cat?iedral vras 
founded by Julietta, the daughter of Roger I. The flnest view is 
aflforded by the tower of S. MichtU. The Casa Starepinto and 
^ajfa Triolo are interesting specimens of mediaeval architecture.

Models of 
the temples may be purchased of Gerlando Aletto (Piano del Barone). 
Diligence to Palermo daily (except Sat.)? also to Catania via Caltanisetta 
and Castrogiovanni. 

Girgenti, the most richly endowed bishopric of Sicily, the seat 
of a prefect and the milltary head-qnarters of the district, con* 
tains a popuIation of 15,925 (wlth suburbs 17,194). It has re- 
cently been furuished with a water-conduit , partially constructed 
with the remnants of an ancient aqueduct. The four gates of the 
town are : Porta del Molo , del Ponte , Biheria and Panitteri^ 
11/2 day suffices for the Inspection of the principal objects of 
interest. 

Acragat {yh^aya^),, "the most beautiful city of the mortals" acoording 
to Pindar, was founded by colonists from Gela in 582 (see p. 242). The 
Doric Bettlers, natives of Crete, introduced the worship of Athene of Lindoa 
and also that of Zeus Atabyrios , i. e. the Moloch of Mt. Tabor. When a 
temple had been erected to Zeus Polieus , "the founder of cities" , Phalaris, 
the founder , usurped the supreme power and ruled from 564 to 549 , when 
he was deposed by the Eumenides Telemachus , and an oligarchy of 60 
years now commenced. Phalaris had sacrificed human victims to Zeus Ata- 
byrios in red-hot bulls of metal. This practice , in addition to his tjrranni- 
cal govemment, rendered him odious to the Greeks. In 488 Theron sub- 
verted the oligarchy and extended the dominions of Acragas as far as the 
N. coast where he conquercd Himera. Allied with his son-in-Iaw Qelon, 
the tjrrant of Syracuse, he conquered the Carthaginians at Himera 480 (p. 257)» 
after which he devoted his attention to the improvement of Acragas. The 
tüwn stood on a hill 922 ft. in height, descending precipitously on the N. 
side and sloping gently towards the coast on the S. , bounded by the two 
rivers Acragag (S. Biagio) and Hyp»<u (Drago). It consisted of two parts : 
the Aeropolis to the 1., where the modern town is situated , erroneously cal- 
led Camicus by many , where the temple of Zeus Polyeus stood \ and the 
Rock of Athene to the r. , with the ancient town extending downward* 
towards the sea, by the walls of which the ruined temples now stand. 
Besides these there was also a Neapolis (Plutarch), which was probably Uie 
seaport-town. Prisoners of war (of whora many of the Citizens possessed aa 
many as 500) were compelled to excavate the subterranean canals, the tem- 
ples were also erected at that period and a large fish-pond constructed. This 
was the climax of the prosperity of Acragas. Therun's successors subse- 
(pient to 472 were in every respect his inferiors. They were at length bik 
nished and from Acragas a democratic revolution spread throughout Üia 
whole of Sicily. The Constitution , however , established by Empedoeles afc 
Acragas appears to have been of a mixed character. The wealth of the 
Citizens was cnormous. ''They built,^ it has bccn said of them, "as if they 
expected to live for ever." The popuIation has been stated at 800,000, but 
probably did not exceed i|4th of that number. After the eity had remained. 
neutral during the war between Athens and Syracuse , it succumbed in 406 
fo the Carthaginian generals Hamilcar and ■^mi\co auÄ. \Xvft treachery of ita 
own leaders. The inhabitants fled during ttie tv\0v\, to Gfe\«k. ^VxaWtQ twi- 
fied the City to be piundwed and the work.X o« «t\.

The travellei now proceeds to the so-called *• TemjiU of Jhtip 
Lacinia (Pi. 3), which is said to haye contained the palnting of 
JcuD, executed by Zeniis from the flve most beautifnl virgina 
of Acragaa as modeU. The temple ia magniflcently altuated at the 
point where the town-wall, which conslats of huge maasea of 
nwk, turns from E. to S. The approach,i few min. walk N. of 
the temple , by wbich the descent to Fiame S. Biagio Is tnade.

The incisions for beams are almost all of later origin. Stairs in 
the Corners of the wall of the cella ascend to the summit. 

On the 1. of the road, between this and the foUowing temple, 
is the Grotta de' Frangipani , a dome-shaped tomb hewn in the 
rock, containing numerous separate loculi. 

Not far from the temple of Concord are the ruins of the so- 
called Temple of Hercules (PI. 10), a peripteros-hexastylos of 38 
columns. Regarded in a diflferent light it was an amphiprostylos- 
hypaethros. Fragments of the entablature, with remains of painting, 
are preserved in the museum at Palermo. It is said to have con- 
tained the celebrated painting of Alcmene by Zeuxis. From this 
temple the infamous Verres attempted to steal the statae of 
Hercules by night, but the workmen employed by him were driven 
away by the pious Agrigent.nes. Adjoining the temple is the Porta 
Aurea (PI. 11), the town-gate towards the harbour, by which in 
210 the Romans entered the town. A road to the Molo leads 
through this gate. Within the walls, about 10 min. walk from 
the gate, is the Norman church of S. Niccolb (PI. 25); near it 
a tolerable osteria. The neighbouring Oratorium of Phalaris (PI. 21), 
probably once a small Sacellum , was afterwards converted into 
a Norman chapel. The adjoining Panitteri gardeu contains the 
Corinthian entablature of an ancient circular building and remains 
of statues. 

To the 1. , outside the gate , is the so-called Tomb of Theron 
(PI. 12), which , like the temple of Castor and Poilux and tho 
Oratorium of Phalaris , is of later Greek origin. According te 
Serradifalco, it is a cenotaph of the Roman period (?). In a house 
between the Tomb of Theron and the coufluence of the Acragas 
and Hypsas, where during the siege the army of t^ie Romans was 
posted, are preserved the fragments of an ancient ediüce which 
appears to have been a "templum in antis". As a Temple of 
/Esculapius (PI. 13), containing the celebrated statue of Apollo 
by Myron, once stood here, it is believed by some to have been 
identical with the above. 

Beyond the Porta Aurea are situated the ruins of the ** Temple 
of Zeus (PI. 15), which was never completed. This vast structure, 
extolled by Polybius and described by Diodorus, was erected 
between 480 and 400. It was a pseudo-peripteros-hypsthros with 
37 huge half-columns , 6 at the entrance , 7 at the E. extremity 
and 12 on each side, each 20 ft. in circumference , with flutings 
broad enough to admit of a man standing in them, and the same 
numher of pilasters in the interior. In the walls of the cella, 
altbough uncertain where , stood the coVossal T^Umoues or Atlan- 
tes, one of which has been reconstiucted , a.u^ mfe;i%\Ä^^ *II^ i\.. 
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^r Tliey sre aupposed lo liave beeii siluatBii «bove Iha pilaäletä as 
bearers of tbe tialjeation.

The latter usually Starts from the Molo 
at midnight, reaches Licata at 5 a. m. (at each of these places a halt of 
1—2 hrs.), and Syracuse at 5 p. m. ; fare in the cabin 3(^|3 1. (incl. early 
breakfast and d^jeuner at 10 o'clock). — The coast-route requires A^ji—ö 
davs: Ist. Palma, 13 M. (or Licata, 24i|2 M.); 2nd. Terranova, 28 M. (Vit- 
toria 33i|2 M.); 3rd. Hodica, 34iJ2 V. (Palazsolo Siij« M.); 4th. Palazzolo 
17 M. (Syracuse 28 M.) 5 5th. Syracuse 28 M. — From Vittoria a carriage- 
road and diligence-communication (18 1. 90 c.) to Syracuse, by Kagusa, Ko- 
dica and Noto, 78*14 M. Also from Palazzolo dfligence (6 1. 60 c.) to Syra- 
cuse, 271 12 M. Private conveyances are more easily prociired at Vittoria 
and Modica than at Palazzolo. In order to avoid a long and fatiguing ride, 
as well as an unattractive and often unsafe portion of the route , the tra- 
veller should if possible avai^ himself of the steamer from Girgenti to Ter- 
ranova. Travellers at Syracuse may without undertaking the above route 
Visit the most interesting parts of it (Palazzolo, Val' d'Ispica etc.) in 3 days. 
— From Girgenti to Licata 34 1. were recently paid for 4 horses, one sumpter- 
horse and two attendants; for the same number from Licata to Terranova 
25 1. Boat from Licata to Terranova also 25 1. , 5 1. of which were expen- 
ded on the necessary certificate of health, which the boatman procures ; the 
voyage should be commenced at an early hour, as the wind frequently rises 
towards noon. Hule from Terranova to Vittoria 5 1. and fee. 

The road from Girgenti to Palma (13 M.) descends from the 
Acropolis into the anclent clty, intersects the valley of the S. 
Biagio and ascemds to the table-Iand, on which, on a height to 
the 1. , Favoura (13,000 inhab.) is situated, wlth a plcturesque 
Castle of the Chiaramonti of the 14th cent. On the summit of a 
hill farther to the 1. rises Naro (10,253 inhab.), also possessing 
a Castle of the Chiaramonte famlly. Traversing pasture-land, with- 
in a few miles from the sea which is concealed by a low chain 
of hüls , the traveller soon enters the fertile valley of Palma. 
The town contains nothing to arrest the trayeller, and a halt is 
seldom made here unless for the night ( Vittoria , landlord 
Nicolo Sortino). 

From Palma the road traverses a beautifol valley with gigantic 
almond-trees (the almonds of Palma are the flnest in Sicily) and 
leads to Licata, situated on the Fiume Salso, the anclent Himera 
Meridionalia. 

(IIV2 M.) Lioata (La BeUa Sixilia, in the principal street), 
popul. 14,338, occuples the site of the town which, after the 
destruction of Gela in 280, the Tyrant Phlntias of Acragas erected 
and named after himself. It lies at the base of a hill, Poggio di 
S. Angdo^ termed Exvofjtog by the Greeks, because Phalaris once 
sacriflced hls human vlctims here. 

It was an ancient PhGenician-GarihagiiiiMi toxlVfikRÄVX'ötk.^ ^«rvsssasÄ-^ 
tbe Cartbagini&ns during their war with Agattxoc\QB Vü ^V^^ yi\ÄaX. ^QQ&^a»Kt

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was posted on M. della Quardia on the opposite aide of the river. Agatho- 
cles was conquered chiefly through the skill of the Balearic slingers. Here 
in 2ÖQ Regulus, before his expedition to Africa, conquered the Carthaginian 
fleet in one of the greatest naval battles on record, in which not fewer than 
300,000 men were engaged. Carthalo , favoured by a storm , deströyed a 
large fleet of Roman transports on this coast in 249. 

Licata (Alicata) is the most important commercial town on 
the S. coast of Sicily. Extensive sulphur-export. One of the 
principal flrms (e. g. Messrs. Legier) may be applied to by the 
traveller in case of emergency. 

The road from Licata to Terranova (17 M.) traverses a ste- 
rile district, at one time skirting the coast. at another separated 
from it by hüls. As far as the Castle of Falconara, a modern 
residence of Baron Bordinaro , wheat-flelds are traversed and the 
road is bordered with large aloes. High above Falconara rises 
Butera, a town with 5000 inhab. In 853 it was besieged by the 
Saracens for 5 months before it succumbed, and it was one of 
their latest Sicilian possessions, which they retained tili 1089. 
The next cultivated tract which is reached is near Terranova, 
the Campi Qeloi of Virgü. The piain here is chiefly planted 
vrith cotton. The height on the r. immediately before Terranova 
is reached (Capo Soprano) was the ancient Necropolis, wheie 
numerous vases have recently been found. 

Terranova (Domenico OuttiUa , in the Corso ; Fenice ; charges 
at both according to agreement), a seaport-town with 11,000 inhab., 
founded by the Emp. Frederick II., intersected by the long Corso 
from W. to S. , contains little to interest the traveller. Sig. 
Carlo Navarra possesses a collection of flne ancient vases fonnd 
in the neighbourhood. 

Near Terranova are the remains of Gela, where the dramatist 
^schylus died, B. C. 456. 

Oela, founded in 690 by a Dorian colony under Antiphemus of Rhodes 

and Entimus of Crete , so rapidly attained to prosperity that in 582 it was 

itself in a position to send forth a colony to found Acragas. After an 

aristocratic form of govemment , Hippocrates obtained the supreme power. 

Under his rule Gela rose to the culminating point of its prosperity (498— 

491). His successor Gelon transferred the seat of govemment of the Deino- 

menides to Syracuse, carrying with him one-half of the population of Gela. 

The remainder he left under the rule of his brother Hiero. In 406 Gela 

was captured and deströyed by the Carthaginians under Hamilcar. The 

description given by Diodorus (XIII.) proves that the town lay to the E. 

of Terranova , beyond the Fiume of Terranova or Gela. The remains of a 

Doric temple are still Standing about 1/2 M. to the E. of the town (Piazza 

del molino a vento)^ 300 paces farther is the river. Here stood the temple 

of Apollo , whose celebrated statue was sent by Hamilcar to Tyre, where it 

was found by Alexander the Great. Here the camp of the Carthaginians was 

pitched. Timoieon re-erected the town and populated it with colonists.

Heie was aituated the celebiaCed fountain of Diana, the watei 
of which retuaed to mingle with wine when drawn by women of 
Bollied reputition. Beyond Comlso the road asuends, boidered 
witb large carob-trees, Co Che harren lable-land, destitute of ehsde. 
Deacendiog to the vjley, the traveller perceivas to the 1. 

(13 M.] Eagusa (poor inns , the best aC Ragusa Infer.], a 
couiitry-town with 21,000 iaJiab. , most romantically sfloated, 
probably tbe ancieut Hybln Htrata. It condiats of RagUBa Supe- 
liore and Inferiore, each poaBassing its own adminiatration , posl- 
offlce etc. The «hole ot the surronndine diatriot is the property 
of Baron Arezzo di Donnafugata, who poseeases a cotton-spinning 
manufscCory here. The neigbbonilng rocka contain nniiierous 
grottoes. Count Bernardo Cabrera (d. 1423), who boldly attempted 

to posseas himself of tbe ' " 

chnrch of the Capuchins. 
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(91/4 M.) Modica (13 M. from Comiso) (Loc. BeUa ItaUa, 
with good trattoria ; Locanda of Maestro Oiorgio , near the Sotto 
Prefettura; Locanda Nuova etc.), the capital (27,449 inhab.) of 
the ancient county of that name, is situated in a locky vaUey, 
consisting of two ravines which unite in the towu. The height 
between the two Valleys affords a survey of the three different 
arms of the town, which itself contains nothing worthy of 
mention. 

From Modica by the Val d'Iapica to PaUxaolo a journey of 
one day (2 mules 15 1. , and 1 1. for the attendant), which 
should be commenced at sunrise; provisions necessary. It is not 
necessary, as the guides sometimes assert, to return from the Yal 
d'Ispica to Modica, in Order to proceed to Palazzolo; nor can this 
Circuit be easily accomplished in a Single day. The read from 
Modica to Spaccafomo is quitted beyond the road which desoends 
to Scicli and the traveller proceeds to the 1. by a rough road 
to the (6 M.) remarkable and picturesque * Val d^Iapicüf & rocky 
ravine 6 M. in length, in the limestone rock of which subterra- 
nean dwellings and tombs have been discovered. 

The banks of the Mediterranean must have been peopled during a pre- 
historical period by a race who excavated their dwellings in the rocks and 
deposited their dead in rocky niches (didieri). Cavems of this description 
have been discovered in Sardinia, the Balearic Islands, in the Cyrenaica 
and in Etruria. Thcy occur in Sicily in considerable numbers in ihe S.E. 
angle of the Island only, between Terranova and Syracuse 5 a few, however, 
have been found near Caltabelotta (diSan Cono) and between Bronte and 
Maletto dei Giganti. They may perhaps be attributed to the Sicanians. 
At Sparano^ a spot between Koto and Palazzolo, a Dmidical relic, er a 
species of Celtic d'ö)Mg lias been discovered, which appears to favour the 
view that the Sicanians were of Celtic origin. The grottoes of the Val 
d'Ispica are the most numerous and present the greatest variety. Some bf 
them manifestly served as habitations. They either consist of different 
stories, connected in the interior by circular apertures, or of Single Chambers, 
the entrances to which in the rock are more than the height of a man 
above the ground. Bings hewn in stone which are seen here probably 
served some purpose of domestic economy. Other archeeologists believe theae 
grottoes merely to have constituted the Kecropolis of some ancient city, 
and not to have been employed as dwellings until late in the Christian 
period. 

At the N.E. issue of the valley rises the so-called CasteUo 
d'Ispica, a rock completely honeycombed by grottoes. Others 
deserving mention are the SpeUmca Orossa, Orotta del Corvo and 
del Vento. About 10 min. from the entrance, about half-way up 
the hill on the 1., Stands a house where wlne may be procured. 
Near it a rocky path ascends to the bridle-path which leads to 

Palazzolo Acreide (Locanxda CentraU)^ one of the most inte- 
resting towns of Sicily, with 10,000 inhab. The custodian fiai- 
vatore AfoneUi (fee 2—3 1.) keeps ihe keya of the theatre etc.

Noto {Aquila dVro^ opp. the Dominican raonasterj', to the r., tolerable^ 
Villa di Roma)^ a pleasant and wealthy town with 13,O0Q inliab., contains 
handsome palaces of the provincial aristocracy. The fertile district of^ 
which this is the principal town comprises an area of 70 sq. M. The 
present town was founded in 1703 near the site of Netum^ which was 
destroyed by an eartbqnake in 1693, and had been founded by the Sikelian 
prince Ducetius (about 450) on the site of a still more ancient town. Traces 
of the latter existcd as late as the 16th cent. between Noto and Palaszolo, 
in the vicinity of the spot where Count Ruggiero founded the JElenedictine 
abbey of S. Lucia (Bauli). Of the second Noto the ruins are stiU visible, 
»U M". from the present town. 4 M. to the S. of Noto, between the rivcrs 
Falconara (Asinaros) and Telluro {Heloros\ Stands La Pizzuta^ a fragment of 
a Greek column, about 30 ft. in height. It is said to be a remnant of the 
inonument erected by the Syracusans in the bed of the Asinarus aftet the 
sanguinary defeat of the Athenians under Nicias (July, 413). 

An excursion may bc made from Noto by a camage-road to (16 M.) 
Pacchino and the rugged promontory of Passero iPachynum) with ita Is- 
lands, harbours (Porto d' Ulisse, Porto Palo), tunny-fisheries (tonnare) uid 
the remains of the ancient city of Helorus on the 1. bank of the river, 
now called Stampaci. In ancient times the Via Helora led from Helorus 
to Syracuse. 

From Noto the road leads to Avola (11,000 inhab.), where almond-trees 
and the sugar-cane flourish, skirts the piain of the coast and crossing the 
river Cassibile (ancient Cacyparis), on the banks of which Demosthenes 
and 6000 Athenians sustained a defeat in 413, leads to Syracuse. To the r. 
is Seen the Great Harbour, 1. the remains of the columns of the Olym- 
pieion. The road skirts the r. side of the harbour, passing a lai'ge heap of 
recds used by the potters, who have exercised their craft here since the 
time of Dionysius I. When after the battle of Gela Dionysius penetrated 
into the city by night and usurped the govemment he here destroyed the 
gate of Achradina by piling up and setting fire to bundles of the reeds 
which he found in the vicinity.

The projected railway will here turn to the E. The 
mountain to the r. is the Pizzo di 8utera, on the snmmit of 
whlch Stands a town with 3000 inhab. and a rnined Castle. This 
town was called SoÜr by the Arabians in 860, a name belleved 
to be identical with JS^cjttjq. Others conjecture it to be Oamicue, 
where Dsedalus erected a Castle for Cocains. The Mne across the 
river is employed in transmitting the mail-bags when the stream 
is so swolien as to be impassable for the diligence Itself. The 
road now winds upwards to the lofty 

(14 M.) Casteltermini (Locanda of Luigi Livorsi), a town with 
7000 inhab., who are chiefly engaged in the culture of the fertile 
environs. These who ride, here leave Casteltermini to the 1. and 
ascend through the Passo Fonduto by the course of the Fiume 
di S. Pietro. 

(13 M.) S. Giovanni di Cammarata, post- Station for Cam-^ 
marata, situated on the hill to the 1. (10,000 inhab.). To the 
1. opens the beautiful basin of CastronuovOj of which a channing 
view is enjoyed. Extensive quarries of variegated marble were 
worked here in ancient times. From the Case di Pan^intOy 
where the frontiers of the provinces of Girgenti, Caltanisetta and 
Palermo converge, the road ascends more rapidly, until near 
Lercara it attains the culminating point between the lonian and 
Tyrrhenian seas. 

(12 M.) Lercara (Locanda d'Italia, on the 1. side of the street 
near the post-offlce, bad), a town of evil reputation with 8000 in- 
habitants ; in the vicinity are the most northern sulphur-mines of 
the Island. From this point the road descends until it reaches 
the great trunk-road (see p. 250) at Mangonaro. 

From Palermo to Sciacca byCorleone(71 AT.). The read ia 
not yet entirely completed and is traversed by a diligence as far as Corleone 
only. As it presents few objects of interest either in a natural or historical 
point of view, the following plight Sketch will sufflce. Palermo is quitted 
by the Porta Nuova, the Largo deU' Indipendenza crosscd and the Strada 
Pisani followed , which leads to the LunaÜc Asylum and Grosses the Oreto. 
The road then ascends to Parco, where William II. oncc possessed his ex- 
tensive hunting preserves. Thence Garibaldi accomplished his celebrated 
(letour round the mountains towards the E., whilst «General v. Mecheln with 
his Swiss troops pursued the Sicilian piciotti as far as Corleono. The view 
of Palermo from the height abovc Parco is one of the most magnificent in 
Sicily. Piano dei Greci (9 M.), an Albanian colony, establisfaed in 14^, i» 
next reached. The pecularities of tlie language and customs of the town 
are gradually becoming extinct; the inhabitants are notorious for their 
predatory propensities. The road then ascends a long and dreary Valley. 
7/7 front the mountain-ridge of Busambra lies in an oblique direetion, with

Albanian colonies (^Piano dei Grtci, Palanzo Adriano^ Contessa 
are the others) which have been established here since 1482. 
The Arabic name of the village is Menztl - Juasuf (village of Jo- 
seph). The road now skirts the Fiumt di 8. Lionardo , which 
falls into the sea near Termini, and leads to the bridge of 

(772 M.) Vicari, below the town (4000 inhab.) of that name. 
In the fort of Vicari Giovanni di S. Remigio, the French gover- 
nor of the island, who had fled hither after the Sicü. Vespers, 
was besieged by the inhabitants of Palermo who had pursued him, 
and put to death. At the solitary post- Station of Mangoncaro, 
191/2 M. from Palermo, the road divides. To the r. ascends the 
Via Lercara to Girgenti, to the 1. the Via delle Montagne leads 
to Catania. The post -Station of 

(71/2 M.) Alia (4000 inhab.), which Kes on an abrupt height 
to the 1., is situated below the town, beyond which a dreary, un- 
inhabited district is traversed as far as the post-station La Gulfa. 
This tract of land belongs almost exclusively to the Principe Til- 
larosa. Thence to the small town of 

(71/2 M.) Vallalunga (5000 inhab.). The country becomes 
wilder. To the r. towers the Monte Campanaro , in the back- 
ground the Madonian Mts. The Fiumicello , an affluent of the 
Platanij is now crossed and the base of the Monte Mimiano skir- 
ted on the 1., beyond which lies the solitary post-station of 

(III/4 M.) Landrh. The road then ascends the Monte Mtecini, 
and in the distance , beyond vast flelds of wheat , the indented 
peaks of Castrogiovanni and Calascibetta become visible. This view 
is one of the most extensive in the interior of the island. 

(71/2 M.) S. Caterina is a small and miserable town, the inns 
of which none but the diligence-conductors consider tolerable. The 
road to Caltanisetta and Girgenti (R. 26) diverges here. Between 
S. Caterina and 

(11 1/4 M.) Villarosa flows the Fiume Salso (Himera meridiona- 
lisj. If the river is swollen the diligence proceeds no farther, 
but is occasionally dragged across with the aid of the "Maranguni", 
the powerful, semi-nude custodians of the ford (fee in this case 
expected). Villarosa is a pleasant lookin g town ; valuable sulphur- 
mines in the vicinity. Thence to the solitary post-station 

(iOV4 M.) Misericordia. 

The railway from Palermo to Catania (155 M.) will ascend to

The town is ddit in b moat dilapidated coiiditluii and unmbera 
14,084 inbabiUnts in poor circtunstatioes. Tbe fertility df the 
soll is greatlj Inferior to what it was in ancient times, when 
densB forests, broohs and taliea conierted Ihia diatrict into a 
tuxuriant garden, wtieTe Ihe hounds, it ia aaid , ioat the acent of 
their game amld the IragTanc« of the flawera, and tbe delds j^eided 
a hnndredfold. 

Not a vestige is now laft of tbe celebrited tenjplea of Demeter 
(Ceresj and Proaeipiiie. The former is suppoäed to have alood 
irheTB tbe ruins of the CAStle of Fiederick II. aie aitaated, at (he 
E. extremity of the plateao. The lemple of Peiaepbone is seen 
on the Monte Snlvo , neai tbe coni'ent of the Padri KIfoimati. 
The ■vien la ooe uf the Öneat in Sicily: the spectatoc ataiids at 
the central point of the Island (Enna was termed tbe '^mbilicua'' 
of Sicily). Towards the E. toven the pyraniiii of ^tna; to the 
N. two mountain-chains , r»niifii»tions of the Nebrodi; towards 
N.\.E. -Monte Artesiiio (3731 ft.) beyond the hill of Calaacibetts. 
On tbe Upper Prolongation of the taCter lie Leoiiforte and 9. Fi- 
lippo. Between the two , mote in tbe bachgrouiid , Txoina 
(3401 ft.). Mute towards the E. Centorti. Ivi tu BiAeiiAift 
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basin towards N.N.W. , on a precipitous ridge between Monte 
Artesino and the Madonian Mts. , Petralia Soprana and Ganci. 
To the N.W. , S. Calogero near Termini is vlsible; to the W. 
the Pizzo di Cammarata and to the S. the Herajan Mts. The 
small town of Calascibetta (5500 inhabitants ) , situated on 
another isolated mountain (2407 ft.) to the N. , was founded 
In 1080. 

From Misericordia (p. 250) the road descends into the valley 
of the Diiiaino (Chrysas) and again ascends to 

(11^4 M.) Leon forte (Ca.U to the 1. as the town is entered). 
Here a road diverges to Nicosia, an episcopal town of an entirely 
mediaeval aspect with a Lombard population, and Termini (p. 256). 
The Castle of Asaro (Assorus, a Sikelian town) remains on the 1. 
and the road leads by Nissoria into the valley of the Fiume SälsOy 
an affluent of the Simeto. Here is situated 

(8Y2 M.) 8. Filippo d*Argirb , now an insigniflcant place with 
7500 inhab. , but one of the most ancient Sikelian cities in 
the island (Agyrium). The historian Diodorus gives an acconnt 
of this his native town, and relates how Hercules visited it in the 
course of his wanderings with Jolaus and was here worshipped. 
It appears from this tbat a PhcBnician colony existed here at a 
very remote period. Timoleon colonized the town in 339 and 
erected an agora, temple and handsome theatre,| of which not a 
trace remains. St. Philip , whose festival is here celebrated on 
May Ist, has long superseded Hercules as the guardian deity of 
the place. Beautiful fragments of marble are ftrequently found in 
the vicinity. The road leads hence to 

(91/2 M.) Regalbuto. In the valley below lies Qagliano^ the 
coramandant of which Montaner di Sosa in 1300 lured the French 
under the Count of Brienne into an ambuscade, so that 300 
French knights, "I Cavalieri della Morte" were captured or put to 
the sword. High above Gagliano lies Troina (3451 ft.), the most 
elevated of the more considerable towns of Sicily (9500 inhab.). 
This was one of the flrst towns of which in 1062 the Normans 
obtained possession. Here in 1063 Roger de Hautevllle with hi» 
heroic wife Giuditta (Judith of Evroult) conquered the rebellious 
inhabitants and 5000 Saracens with a chosen band of 300 war- 
riors. The Normans were so needy at that period that Roger and 
Judith are said to have possessed only a Single mantle. The 
bishopric founded here was transferred to Messina in 1087. The 
Basilian monastery was founded by Roger. The first abbot wa» 
his brother-in-law Robert of Evroult. In the Matrice S. Maria 
traces of the ancient Norman structure may be distinguished. 

To the r. on an abrupt eminence abo\e the valley of the Si- 
^eto rises Centorbi (Albergo della Pace, in t\ie ^\axxÄ, nctj ^qqiV

&om the period of the Servile war, From the J%nC< and Ftyitdaeo 
de' Maccaroni tbe Toad ascends to (2'/« M.) the loweat terrace of

Fragmeotä of thls 
atructure, prubahly o( the cella , are shown in the gaiden of Ssl' 
vatore Palermo at a place called CarttUemi, on the i. outatde of 
the towD. Tbis woi tbe central point (Tom wbicb Timoleon e«- 
tended hla power, öfter be had conqneied HIcetaa of Syracuse 
near Schittno between Patemö and Ademfl. — An exouraion to 
Centoibi (ll'/4 '^0 ^1'' ^^i^k may be accompliabed henoe in one 
day, if tbe traveller starts at an eariy boiir fmule V/i—3'lt 1.), 
The road now deacenda from Adernö to the town of 

(^ M,) Bianeavllla, wflh 10,000 inhabitanta, aome of wbom 
are uf Albanlan origin. The best cotton of Sleily TeceiTaa iti 
name from thia place. Tben 
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(8V2 M.) S. Maria di Licodia, near which the town of Etna, 
founded by Hiero, on which occasion -^schylus composed his tra- 
gedy At AUvaloi, is said to have stood. Between Licodia and 
Paternö, on the r., 1 M. below Licodia, is the commencement of 
the Roman aqueduct to Catania. 

(11/4 M.) Paternö {Locanda di Sicilia, tolerable; Alhergo della 
Fenice, with cafe, clean), on the site of the former Sikelian town 
of Hyhla Minor ^ founded by Roger I., who in 1073 eiected the 
Castle above the town, now contains 14,000 inhabitants who be- 
long almost exclusively to the working classes, the landed pro- 
prietors having retired to Catania to escape the malaria which 
prevails here. The square tower of the castle, like those of 
Adernö and Motta, is now employed as a prison. Around this 
stronghold on the hill the former town was situated, where now 
the Matrice, Cathedral and Capuchin and Franciscan monasteries 
(flne view of the Valley) alone stand. 

Hybla became completely Heilenized at so early a period that 
it was the only Sikelian town which did not participate in the 
insurrection against the Greeks in 450 under Ducetius. In 415 
the territory of the town was devastated by the Athenlans. The 
ancient road between Catania and Centuripae passed by Paternö. 
Two arches of the bridge over the Simeto are still standing. 
^tna was flrst ascended from this point in ancient times. In 
the Contrada di Bella Cortina, in the direction of the mountain, 
remains of baths have been discovered. In the vicinity is the 
Qroiio del Fracasso through which an impetuous subterranean 
stream flows. To the N.E. of Paternö, on the slopes of JBtna, 
lies the town of Belpasso (9000 inhab.), destroyed by an eruption 
in 1669 and subsequently re-erected on a new site (Mezzocampo). 
Here the air was found to be unhealthy, in consequence of whidi 
the inhabitants qnitted the place and re-buüt their town on its 
original site, where it now Stands. By making a circuit round 
the Monti Rossi the traveller may from this point reach Nicolosi 
(p. 283), whence iEtna is most conveniently ascended. 

Before the descent is made to Misterbianco, the last town be- 
fore Catania is reached, a road diverges to the r. to Motta Santa 
Anastasia , a town with a castle situated on a precipitous basaltlc 
cone, rising above the Piano di Catania (beautiful view). In the 
tower of this castle Bernardo Cabrera (comp. p. 243), the supreme 
judge of Sicily, was conflned by the aristocratic party in 1410 
and treated with great cruelty. From Motta the high road may 
be regained near Misterbianco if the valley to the r. be traversed. 
To the 1. before the main road is reached, near Erbe Blanche, 
are seen the fragments of a Roman bvnlding aud a few hundred 
^eet fartber the remains of baths, caMed Damusi. 
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(IOV4 M,J Miölerbüineo, a town with 5000 iiibab., was destrnyed 
in 1669. To tha r. MonlecanlUh , the S.E. erntet ot tlie Mtna 
gioup, lises abave the piain. Croaaing the lava-stream of 1869 
and passing tlirougli the Porta dtl Fortitio , the traveller now

Altfaough this road lias been iu i»rocess of construction for upwards of 
a Century, it is not yet completed. In 1730 Charles III. formed the plan 
üf constructing a netwürk of roads tbroughout the entire island, and com- 
menced with the road from Palermo to Termini. But the nobility, dreacUng 
the refiult which might ensue from the facilities of communication thus 
afforded to the peasantry, found means to prevent the execuüon of the 
project. A Century later the work was recommenced, but notwithstanding 
the energetic measures of govemment the road is now com^eted only from 
Palermo to (58 M.) Finale (Cefalü) and from Hessina to (iS M.) S. Agata. 
The joumey from Cefalü to (42 M.) S. Agata must therefore be performed 
on horseback. Entire distance 165 H. Railwav to Termini (comp. p. 218), 
3 trains daily in l^jz br. (fares 4 1. 15, 2 1. 90, 2 1. 10 c), in correspondence 
with which a diligence and periodica run to Cefalü (22iJ2 M.). The steamers 
between Palermo and Messina touch once weekly at Cefalü, S. Stefano, 
Melazzo and Lipari. Diligence from S. Agata to Messina. ()n horseback 
the joumey occupies 7 days, if a visit to Termini, Himera and Tyndsris be 
eontemplatied, but it is preferable to employ the public conveyances if pos- 
sible. By railway to Termini, and on the same day on horseback to Cefalü. 
Thence to S. Stefano dl Camastra 1 day, S. Agata 1, Patti 1, Melazso i, 
Messina 1 day. By leaving S. Stefano early in the morning and proceeding 
from S. Agata by carrlage, the traveller may without losing much reach 
Patti the same day. This entire route is one of the most attractive in 
Sicily. 

The road from Palermo to Termini intersects the fruitfol piain 
of the coast and leads to the Bagaria (see environs of Palenno, 
p. 2J8). The railway proceeds thence between the mountains 
and the sea, passing through several small tunnels and running 
parallel to the road. To the 1. on the mountain (14 M. from 
Palermo) AltaviUa, possessing one of the earliest Norman churches, 
founded by Robert Guiscard in 1277, the so-called La Chiesaasa. 
Several tonnare (apparatus for the capture of the tunny-flsh) are 
observed in the sea. When in May a red flag is hoisted near 
them, this is a signal that a shoal is approaching or has entered 
the nets, soon after which the slaughter commences. Between 
Träbia (3000 inhab.), to the 1., and Termini a tunnel is passed 
through and the Fiume 8. Lionardo crossed. 

(22 V2 M.) Termini (Locanda Minerva, on the E. slope of the 
mountain; Nobile Locanda deüa Fenice, with trattoria, near the 
town-gate), popul. 25,780, situated on the summit and two sides 
of a promontory, presents an nninviting appearance to travellers 
Coming from Palermo. The resldence sof the nobility are exdu- 
sively in the upper part of the town; on the E. side those of the 
mercantile portion of the Community. The maccaroni (pasta) of 
Termini is considered the best in Sicily. 

Termini (^Thermae Himerenses), probably the site of an ancient 

PhcBnician settlementj was founded in 407 after the destruction of 

Himera by the Carthaginians, wlio mÄintameöi \\ifem%^Vife^ Vet^ ^Sl 



they wcre oipflled by tlie Romain in 3Ü2. Uiider the Uomsn 
enpremacy Che towii pioepered, ini) during the iniddle agas was a 
place uf coiisideTable importance. The kttaclc of Kabeit of Nsple^ 
on Sicily in 1338 eipanded itä fnry in ™in agaüist the walls ul 
the etrongbnld of Termini, \>hich nu destroyed in lä6(J. 

Among the antlqollies may he mentloned the foundatloiis of i 
RomsB atruirture In the Tilla della GiCtB in the Piano dl S, Oio- 
vannl above the towii , nhence a Qdb vlen is enjoyed^ «tso cmfa 
and baths (T), yecently eitavated , and the remtins of an imphi- 
theatie. The A^a Cornelia, a Romaa aqueducC, S.E. of the 
tuwu, was destroyed In 1438. Tlie ruina from Bnieat'i downmids 
deserve a Visit od accnunt of the remaikabie fertility of the soil 
in tbeii viciaity. Tbe IJeea üontaina a conectloii of atitiijultleB, 
camprielng some flne tsms, moat of them found in the nelgh- 
1>Darbood (the key is tept by Sig. S. Clofklo, the tihrarlan of the 
niusemn}. The Sindaco Baiou Janelll also posaesaes a coUectlon, 
to ithicb travellerg sie leadlly admitted. Giuseppe dl Qlorgl U 
a Tendor of antlqiiities. NiccolQ Palmieri, the SicHian polltical 
economiät md historiaii, was born at Termini and was inlerred in 
the Chiaa dtl Monte. The i)ath-estobUshment, on the K. slde of 
the monnUin, is weU Ulted up snd supplied with chilybäate a; 
well as Bulphureous watei (1080 FahrO- Plndar extola the hathä 
Of Thennie Himerensea. 

On a locky alope abovo tbe Fiume 8. LiDnurdo , 4 M. froni 
Tennini, lies the town of Caecamo fJOOO iiihah.). Beautiful 
ptQspßct. The AfonW San Culogtra (1803 ft.), all abrupt cune 
cummanding a magailicent vlew, ia asceuded thence. The roail 
to Cefalü sklrts tbe base of thii mountftin, Iraversiiig the fertile 
piain of the coast. Boyond the mouiitalu the diatiict hecomes 
bucen and destltote of trees and ia, u its aa^ect betokena, len- 
dered luihealthy by malaila. Tbe road cioases the Valley of tbe 
Fitime Tarto and soon reachea Bunfomelio , a solitary f^miiionse, 

The houses on the 1. stand an the ruina of a Doric temple 
whirh haia not yet been excavaCed. On the jieight to the r. lay 
ffiiMra, the miift «eatem town of the Oreeka In SiHly, birth- 
placa (ibout fJ30) of Stealchorus, originally called Tiaisa, the per- 
(ectet of ihe Greet ehoma. If tha abrnpt hilla, overgiown with 
Eomaeh, he ascended, a tahle-land is leached whioh giadually slo- 
pes downward fiom the amaU town of La Sif/noTu. To the E. 
flowa the HimtT<i Ecptentrionalii or Fimnt Grande: on the W. a 
small Valley', in wbich tomba have been discDvered, Bepacatea the 
town from the plateau. To the N. the hilla desoend precipitously 
to the piain of the coagl; oo thie side tlie town was defended by 
massive witle. It w-ai fonnded in 648 by Zanclietins , uii. 
thelr behalf one of the greatest batfles ever lougVt \i-^ Ö*o Ort 
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took place when in 480 Gelon and Theron surprised the Oartha- 
ginian Hamilcar, who was engaged in besieging the town, and 
annihilated bis army. He bimself sougbt a voluntary death in the 
sacriflcial Are, in order to appease the wrath of the gods. The 
battle was probably earlier tban that of Salamis, although Greek 
historians have stated that botb were fought on the same day. In 
409, however, Hannibal Gisgon, grandson of Hamilcar, conquered 
the town and razed It to the ground, after the greater number 
of the inhabitants had abandoned it by night. No attempt to le- 
erect it has since been made. 

In the Valley of the Fiume Orande, which with the Fiume Salto 
bisects the Island and has frequently formed a political frontier 
(ander the Romans and under Frederick II.}, the railway is now 
in process of construction towards the S., along the 1. arm of the 
river, as far as the vicinity of Lercara^ where it penetrates the 
Nebrodi by a tunnel and descends by the San Pletro. By the r. 
arm of the river the road ascends to Nicoaia (p. 2ö2). 

Beyond the Fiume Salsa the straight and monotonoos load tra- 
verses a district in which malaria prevails (the traveilei shonld 
beware of falling asleep). Then to the r. beautiful gUmpseg of 
the flssured Valleys of the Madonia Mta. near Roccella. Farther 
up in the valley traversed by the brook lies CoUesano , a town 
which possesses remnants of walls and buildings of an unknown 
period. To the r. in the angle of the mountain basis rises the 
Pizzo di Mofera (4408 ft.), 1. the Pizto di PaUrmo (5510 ft.). 
Below Lascari and Oratteri and flnally below Gibümannaj i. e. the 
manna-mountain , the road leads through a beautiful, cultivated 
district to Gefalii. In tl^e vicinity considerable quantities of manna 
are obtained from the exudations of the manna -tree (flraxinoB 
ornus). 

(22Y2 M.) Cetalt (Locanda in the market-place without sign, 
to the r. when seen j^om the cathedral, in the palace of Baion 
S. Anastasio, tolerable; * Trattorta opposite), Cephaloediumy a thri- 
ving town of 10,855 inhabitants, who are engaged in commerce, 
navigation and the sardine flshery, is situated at the base of a 
harren promontory which rises abruptly from the sea on the 8. 
side and on whidi the ancient town stood. The limestone roek, 
consisting almost entirely of fossils, which towers above the town, 
bears the fragments of a mediaeval stronghold and the reuLains <^ 
one of those polygonal structures usually termed Pelasgic. This 
appears to have been a species of treasury, to which during the 
Roman period a vault was added and subsequently converted into 
a Christian place of worship. The summit commands a magni- 
£cent prospect of the N. coast and the lofty mouutains. 

The town was taken in 397 in tkie -^«.1% \^^tve,«i!k DV^nYsins I. 
snd Carthage, Occasional mention \ä ina^^<& ol NX. Vft. ^<fc '^^umä 
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perlud. In 037 it wab uiieuucesafiilly besieget! by tbe Atabiaus, 
but capturad by thero in 858. When in U29 King Kogat w«b 
returjiing fiom Naples and bis rassal nnt, in inimiiient daiiger of 
•liipivrack , be is said to faave vowed lo erect a cfaurvh to Christ 
and tbe Apoetlas ou tbe spot trhere be sbould be psrmitled to 
land. Tfae Teesei was driven sebore at Ceralü aod he accoidingly 
bare cominenced the conetiuction of ■ huidsome catbedra]. Tbe 
document reUtiiig to the foundatioii , dating bom 1145, »hieb ie 
still preaeried in the episeopal ari:hlYeB, i^ontains bowever do 
allusion to the above eircumatance. 

The * Cathtdriä. , a noble monument of Koiuian architeotura, 
lies to tbe W. of the pTamontory, and aiouiid it tbe modern town 
has Eprung up. Two imposiiig toveis of four stociea flank the 
fa^ade and are connected liy a eolonnada, recalling the huge to- 
-nera of St. Etienne at Caen eiectad by WilUam the Gouqueroi. 
Tbe «alla of tfae colonuade nera enliiely roverad vrith mosaice, 
representing tbe instiumentalily of Kogei and bis Buitceasora 1q 
the conatruclion of the ediUce. Of these uo taoB now esiate. 
Tbe W. entrance ie coaval with the foundatioii. Tbe portal ia of 
uniqne coDstiactiou. The apaes are eilemally decorated , tbe le- 
mainder of the eiterioi is piain. The ebnrrh, buUt in the form 
of a Latin cross, poaseaeea a nave, two aisilea and threa apseij 
nave double tbe Kidth o( the aiales. Lengtb 330,_width 90 ft. 
The pointed vaulting of tbe nave and aislea Is aapportad by 15 
columjie of granite and 1 of cipoltine. Tfae *Mo»aies In the tii- 
bune are the most ancient and perfect in Slcily, and most reseinble 
those preserred in tfae monasteriea an Mt. Athos. Tbe beautifnily 
eNecuted figuie of the Saviour was completed in 1148. A number 
of Qtber flgnies, Mary with four aicbangela, piophets and saint«, 
appear from their selection to have been tha work of Gieek artlsts. 
Tito of the sarcopfasgi of poiphyry now in tfae cathedial of Palermo 
once stood in tbe tiansepts. Fiedeiick 11. eaaaed theiu to lie 
transfeired to ?alenno in 1300, dnring the abaence of the bishop 
OioTonni on a mission to the aultan of Daoiaacua. 0[i the return 
of the lattei be indignantly excommunicated the emperor foc thfs 
aet of spoliation, but was subiequently appeased by a grant of 
laiid. Tha flne Clolsters adjolning the church are aimilac to thoae 
at Monreale, bnt in an inferior Etata Of preservation. 

The heira of the late Baron Mandratlaca poeaeaa a amalt eol- 
leetion of anti^nltiee whicb embraces alniost all tbe objerts of 
inteiest found In the Island of Liparl. 

The load from Cefalä to (ll«/« M.) Finale an tbe Fiumt di 
PoUinn, the ancient flfonuh«, ia now completed, The amall town 
af Pollina [237Ö ft.) ia belieyed to be the ancient Apollonia nhich 
Timoleon dtlivereii from Its Tyrant Leptinea. ^M

The ro*d to Melaizo (iß/^ M. from Patti) no« aseenda. The 
promontory to the 1. with the Pkso di Mtmgib (Mimtt Glatt) waa 
formerly the aite of the town of ü^ndATÜ (emall locanda on the 
road-slde), one of the latest Greelt colooiea in Siuily, founded 
In 396 by Dionysius 1. with Locriana and Peloponucsian Mosae- 
nians. It 90on rose to proapeiity, at an eady period became 
allied to TimotDOii anil remained faitbfuJ to the Romana dnrinl; 
the Puiilc wars. It waa therefore favoured by the Romans and 
attaiiied to great power and nealth. Ita iiitiabitanta were the 
tlrst who opposed Verrea and eiigaged Cicero as their tepreaen- 
tative. Diiilng the Christlaii p«nad it bei^ame the neal of a bishop. 
The exact date of its de^ttuiitiou is uiikuowu. Defure the time of 
Pliny h BBiall portien of the town was preulpltated into the Bea 
by a kndallp. The piomontory, rlelng 650 ft. abuve the eea, con- 
aists of gtaiiite, gceiss and above theae a stiatam of limestone. 
The sommlt ia occDpied by the church of Smiia Marin (Madonna 
Nera), Itemsins of a theatre and two mosaic pavemeuts haie 
been preierved. The internal dlsmeler of the theatre ia 201 ft., 
OTchestra 77 fi. ; the cavea is dlrided into 9 cunel, and contains 
27 tieiB of seatä. Several atalues of lioman workma&sAiT^ ^^^>^)b 
here are now in (he museum of Palermo. 
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Beneath tbe extremity of Ca^o Tindaro is the StalactiU Orotto 
of Fata Donnavilla , popularly supposed to be the bannt of a 
fairy who kidnaps young brides on tbeir weddlng-nigbt and wbo 
is believed to be identical witb the Fata (fairy) Morgana. The 
curious may reach the entrance of the grotto by being lowered 
over the cliff with ropes. 

The ascent of the proinontory is amply compensated 'for by 
the magniflcent *vieiy of the sea, Melazzo, the Lipari Islands, the 
Neptunian Mts., the conical Pizzo di Tripi on which Abacaennm, 
now Noara, lies, and JEtna. 

Guide to the ruins necessary; custodian. Qaettmo SedotU. 
Baron Sciacca has recently caused new excavations to be made. 

The road then descends to the bay of Olivieri, between Tyn- 
daris and Melazzo. The fertile piain is traversed by a nnmber 
of torrents which frequently prove very destructive. Tbe laigest 
of these are the Olivieri , Arangia , Crancoita , Salica and dell" 
Arancij on which the sulphur-baths of Termini di Castro are 
situated. Beyond these the wealthy towns of Barcellona and Posza 
di Grotta are reached. Here, on the Longanus, Hiero of Syiacuse 
defeated the Mamertines in 270. Then the Fiumara Oonkmc, 
Landro and 8. Lucia. The road now divides, to the r. direct to 
Messina, to the 1. through the vast vineyards of the Neapolitan 
ex-minister Cassisi (formerly property of the Order of St. John) 
to Melazzo. The Emperor Frederick II. once possessed an exten- 
sive park for game here. According to Homer the herds of Helios 
were here pastured. 

MelasBO (Locanda deUa Villa Nuova, in the principal stieet, 
pretty good), with 12,000 Inhab., the ancient Mylae, was founded 
at a very early period by colonists from Messana-Zancle , who in 
648 quitted the settlement and proceeded to Himera. The terri- 
tory remained subject to the Messenians, until Laches in 427 
made it over to the inhabitants of Rhegium. In 394, however, 
the Messenians again posse><;ed themselves of the town and after 
it had been destroyed by Agathocles re-erected it. Here in 260 
Duilius gained the flrst naval victory of the Romans, having by. 
means of his boarding-bridges converted the naval into a spedes 
of land-conflict. No ancient remains have been discovered here, 
as in the middle ages Melazzo was frequently altered and repeat- 
edly besieged. The castle in front of which the town is situated 
was erected by Charles V. , restored in 1643 and resisted the 
Sieges it sustained from the Duc de Vivonne in 1675 and during 
the Spanish war of succession. When Garibaldi was about to take 
Messina in 1860 he was here obliged to disable the Neapolitan

^e attacked Bosco on July 20tli and dtove \i\m \i%.ÖL VcvXä» \Xä

Ftom Melazzo to Messins aO'/a M. The road travetaea tbe 
plaiü of the cuBst to Spudafora. In the bay to the !. the fleot of 
SeKtng Pompeius waa «iDlliiJated by Agrippa. On the heights to 
the r. Btands S. Pielro (Sampiari), 8ioil. Monfortt , and higher 
OQ the mountain, an s summit suTiDunded by prenipitoua diffs, 
the small town of Bameita , in which tbe Chtistiana maiiitained 
themselves tili 965. From Spadafoca the road aacends lo DiTiiela, 
Baciiia (Sicil. Balisa) and Otsso , where the Saracena tamained 
UQtil a Iste period. The luiiiiiant fertility ol tbe Halde soon dl- 
minUhea, and tha zone of the heatb and grass, with vhich tbe 
piecipitODB slopea of the Neptunian Mts. sre dathed, ia leached. 
Tbe aummit, the so-calisd TtUgToph oi CoUe di San Rfao 
(1502 ft.], commands a liew of the atrait of Mesaina; to the 1. 
the Faio, opposite to it Scilla in Calabria, then on a pnijecllng 
angle S. Qiovanni, nunieroua villages, and farther to tbe r. Reg' 
gio. The foreats of the lofty Aapiomonte occupy a large portion 
af the Calabiian penluaula. In fh>iit of the apectator axtenda the 
aickle [ZancleJ ot the harbonr of Mesaina; the road deacend» tO 
a prqfound and ainnons ravine, thiough nhich the gate of the 
town ia reached in 1 hi. 

Walkers o[ riders may desoend from tfae siunnilt by a preci- 
pitous footpath to the plctnresquu ruina of the Norman cunvent 
of 3. Maria ddin Stola ot dtUa ValU:, oonimonly Calied Abb,.diaaa. 
Portioiia of the chureh, e. g. the W. porUl, date from the 13tb 
Cent. William II. and Conatsiitine endowed the cbnrcli mnniSvently. 
Wheii Peter of Artagoo with the beautlful Mathilde .Uaimo-Srjletta 
was on hla returu to Mesaina, the siege of whfch had juat been 
rstaed by Charles of Anjou, the Inhsbitanta and their gaüast 
eonunandant Alaltno recelied him here with eiery demnngtcatioii 
of Joy (Oct. 2nd, i'im). After the plagae of 1347 the nnns 
ramoved to the town , henceforlh employlng tbe conTent *s « 
tatm-bnilding only. Thla was prohibitad by the Council of Trent, 
in roiiseqiience of whicb the coDVBnt feU to deoay and la now 
a eoDiplele roiB In a desolate altuatioD, but an object uf iuteraat 
to arcbitecta and artlsts. Measlua, see p. 21>4. 

Frnni Termini a road tnveraos tbs interlor of Uie Island In LronfsrU, 
but la unly pHÜslly cciinpisted. Thii was tbe ruule uauaU; ^anuvA \(<t 
tbe Arahlans on Ihclr piL'daK^ry incuislona Inlo ttei vnVeti.n ftom^iNimDn. 
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It has also frequently been traversed by tbe Greeks and Normans and bas 
been tbe scene uf many a sanguinary encounter. Tbe road ascends by tbc 
Fiume Torto to CerdOy crosses tbe moantain and descends to tbe Valley of 
tbe Fiume Grande and tbe small towns of Sclafani (marble aarcopbagua in 
tbe cbnrcb) and CcUtavuturo (18 M. from Termini). Tbe latter ia of Sara- 
cenic origin {^Kalat-Abi-Thaw^ and was taken by Hoger I. wbo granted it 
to bis daugbter Hatbilde. It now contains 4500 inhab. Tbe roaid attcends 
tbence to Polizti, situated on a lofty rock C2CKK) ft.), & town fortifled by 
Roger L and of considerable importance in tbe middle ages. On tbe moun- 
tain wbicb is crosscd bence to (6 M.) Petralia^ rise tbe Himera Meridionaiis 
(Fiuiite SaUo) and tbe Himera SepJ^ntrionalU {Fiume Grctnde^y wbicb tbe 
ancients believed to pofisess one source in common. Fetralia SoUama and 
Soprana are two country-towns in a fertile district witb imposing moun- 
tainous environs, occupying tbe site of tbe ancient Petrcea. To tbe 8., on 
tbe mountain-ridge, ßuonpietro and Älimena. Tbe latter waa conqaered by 
tbe Saracens in 843 and is probably tbe ancient Hemichara. From Pctralia 
tbe road traverses a lofty mountain-ridge to (6 M.) Gängig a town witb 
10,535 inbab., tbe ancient Sikclian Enguium^ originally a Cretan, i. e. a 
Phoenician colony, wbere in Cicero's time a celebrated temple of Magna 
Mater (or Ascbera), despoiled by Verres, was situated, One of tbe best 
Sicilian painters of tbe 17tb cent., known as Lo Zoppo (tbe lame), was also 
surnauied ''di Gangi'^. Tbe bridle-patb leads bence tbrough a fertile tract 
to (9 M.) Sperlinga^ wbicb alone in 1282 sbowed partiall ty to tbe Frencb, 
wbonce tbe saying '^(^uod Siculis placuit sola Sperlinga negavit"; tbence to 
(3 M.) Nicosia , witb a population of 14,251 wbo still eniploy tbe Lombard 
dialect, a town of an entirely mediseval aspect, regarded as more bebind 
tbe age tban any otber in Sicily. Tbe rOad tben passes in tbe vicinity of 
Rocca di Sarno , wbere tbe brave Norman Serlo perisbed tbroagb treacbery, 
and leads to Leon/orte (p. 252). 



30. Messina. 

Arrival. Tbe vessels ancbor in tbe barbour off Fort 8. Salvadore. T» 
tbe £. are situated tbe extensive Lazzaretto, wbere quarantine is performed, 
and tbe citadel, between wbicb tbe Protestant cemetery lies. To tbe W. 
stretcbes tbe city itself. Near tbe ccntre of tbe lattcr Stands tbe Sanitu 
(PI. 11), a small building on tbe water's edge to wbicb tbe passenger is 
conveyed by small boat (ij« 1. \ witb lu^age 1 1.). Here, in accordauce witji 
tbe local regulations tbe name and nationality of tbe traveller are enquired, 
after wbicb tbe luggage is superflcially examined by tbe civic custom-bouse 
official. 

Hotels. La Vittöria (PI. a), B. 2»|2 1. and upwards, A. 1, B. 1% 
D. 4, beer 1 1., acqua gelata 15 c.) La Trinacria (PI. b), similar prices. 
Neitber of tbese boteis, wbicb are entered from tbe Str. Garibaldi, are 
desirable for a prolonged stay. ^Albergo diVenezia, of tbe second 
class, witb trattoria, B. 2, A »{2 1. ^ Hotel des Etrangers. Tbe follow- 
ing ease mobligiate may be recommended : Hotel de TEurope, abovc 
tbe Office of tbe Messageries Imperiales (PI. c), mucb frequented; Hotel 
di Londra, nearly opposite tbe tbeatre, in tbe Str. Garibaldi. Adjacent 
to tbe latter a good trattoria, tbe so-called Veneziano. 

Best ices in tbe Caf^ Peloro in tbe Corso, Piazza Annunziata, and 
Cafe of tbe Teatro Vittorio Emanuele, Str. Garibaldi. 

In tbe Flora or Villa (PI. 2), a public garden adjoining tbe cburcb 
of S. Giovanni and tbe Palazzo Reale, entered from tbe Str. Garibaldi, a 
band plays 4 times a week in tbe cvening during üie summer, in winter on 
Sunday hftemoons only.

MeMitia, the largest commercial tuwn In Sicily, js magnlS' 
<;enl1y sitaated on the stiait of that name (Fbto Strttto di Meiihui) 
lietween lofty mouiitaiaä. Population, accucding to the Uat oensus, 
62,024;. with the lillagsB (uasali) whiali foim the suburbs, 103,324. 
The harbonr, formed by a peninsuU in the shape of a wickle, in 
1807 was etiteted by 635 Btearaboats , 1167 sailiug vasads and 
aboat 2000 coaBting tradere, «hilst in 1S64 by 1242 e(«amerx, 
166S sailing ind 3425 coastine veaECb. The sggce^te tonnage 
bad ftom 1Ö57 to 1864 iDcteased ftom 535,839 to l,006,38ü. 
1'he town is ou the whnle well boilt and poaae^es several h4Dd- 
some Etreets. Nnmeioos vessels \ie in the harbour. along which 
Ihe monotonouG Palazitata uitenils. Preitausly to the earthqiube 
(if 1783 the hoases vere constructed of the same height and 
aocording to the aacne plan; they were atterwaids parliall^ 
eiected in tbe same mannei. Pacallel to tliB \\a.t\n& luu« äie 
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Garibaldi , beyond which is the Str. Corso , and the Stiada dei 
Monasteri , still farther from tbe quay , fomis a fourth parallel 
Street. Tbe transverse streets afford tbe most cbarming glimpses 
of tbe sea and tbe opposite coast of Calabria. 

Hessina has experienced namerous vicissitudes. It was founded by 
Cumsean pirates and Chalcidians ander Pereieres and Cratsemenes in 7ä2 
on the Site of a Sikelian town, which the inhabitants named Zanele (i. e. 
sickle) from the peculiar form of the harbour, and was goremed by the 
laws of Charondas. Here, too, the conflicts of the people with tbe roling 
powers flnally resulted in the establishment of a tyranny. About 493, f^- 
tives from Samos and Miletus, by the advice of Anaxilas of Bhegium, took 
possession of the defenceless city. Shortly afterwards he establisbed him- 
self there and emigrants from all quarters, especially Messenians from the 
Peloponnesus, settled in tbe city and gave it the name of Met»ana. Anaxilas 
maintained his supremacy throughout all the vicissitudes of the town unül 
Lis death in 477. His sons, however, retained possession of the supreme 
power tili 461 only, when the original Constitution of the town was revived. 
Messana participated in the wars against Ducetius and subsequently took 
the part of the Acragantines against Syracuse, with whicb it afterwards 
united against Leontinoi and the Athenians. To the latter, however, it was 
compelled to surrender in 427. In the great Athenian and Syraeusan.war 
Messana remained neutral. It then engaged in a conflict with Dionyains, 
bat without decisive result owing to the disunion occasioned by pariy-spirit. 
In 396 the town was taken and entirely destroyed by the Caribaginian 
Himilco; a few only of the inhabitants effected their escape to tbe monn- 
tains. Diony$ius speedily rebuilt tbe town, whence he proceeded to conquer 
the not far distant Rhegium. After a variety of changes the Carthaginians 
gained possession of the place, hut were expelled by Timoleon. In the 
cüntests with Agathocles it again took the side of the Carthaginians, whofc 
niercenarics , the Mamertines (i. e. sons of Mars), treacherously possessed 
theroselves of it and maintained it against Pyrrhus. Hiero II. of Syracuse 
succeeded in reducing it. But the fruit« of his victory on tbe Longanus 
in 270 were reaped by Hannibal^ wbo seized the Castle of Messana. 
Against him the Mamertines called in the aid of the Romans, and thus the 
first Punic war arosc. When it was invesled by the Syracusans an0 Car- 
thaginians, the siege was raised by Appius Claudius and it tbenceforth 
became a Roman town, bcing afterwards regarded with especial favour by 
its new masters and even by Verres. In tbe war betwcen Octavian and 
Sextus Pompeius it was taken and plundered by the soldiers of the former. 
Augustus then established a colony there and Messina continued to be a 
place of great importance, although not exercising so decisive an influence 
r»n the fates of Sicily as Syracuse and Lilybseum. Tbe Saracens conquered 
the town in 842, and it subsequently became tbe first Norman eonquest 
The Crusades, which did not leave Sicily unaflfected, contributed to the 
rapid increase of the prosperity of the town. In 1189, indeed, it suffered 
from an attack of Richard Coeur de Lion who with Philip Augustus wintered 

. there, but from that period also tbe great Privileges date, which down to 
1678 rendcred it a species of free-town and head-quarters of the national 
antagonism to foreign rule. In 1282 it was in vain besieged by Charles of 
Anjou. The braver}' of its commandant Alaimo and the courage of IMna 
and Chiarenza at a critical moment saved the town and the Island. Tbe 
Citizens of Messina bave repeatedly manifested a cbaractcr of heroic con- 
stancy. Towards the close of the 15tb cent. tbe town enjoyed the utmost 
prosperity, but its iealousy of Palermo eventually paved the way for its 
downfall. In the loth cent. the Emp. Charles V. showed great favour to 
Messina and presented it with gifte such as feil to the lot of few other

The best enrvey of the tovn, «verlogfalng the Carceri, n»y be 
nude ftom the garden oF the advocate H. ^anto de Cola, where 
tbe Manieitiiie rastle is said once tu have stood and the recoBiDii 
of the Norman csdtle of MatUj/rifime or Rocai lltitlfnnia are still 
Esen. The moiuitain or the Capuchius, N. of the town, and Che 
Piawa 'of S. Gregoriü, aä wel! as many of the highur pOints in 
the town, also command Bne views. The aspect of the town froni 
Ihe harhouT in the morntng \s striliingly beaiiitiful. 

In coDsequence ut the numeious Dalnmities nhich Messt iia 
has äUStained at the haud of man ond from iiBlilral phenomena, 
it fonUina fewer tbüci of antiqnity thnn «ny other towo "in 
Sicily, The nniveraity-muaeum eontaina the fr»e™entä of a few 
Inaoriptions." 

The *CaUiodial or WaiTice jTl. 1) Is of Norman origin, «om- 
meuced \u 1098, and conipleted under Roger II. In 12&4 It was 
damaged by a conflagiation, having taken Sre dnriug tbe celebra- 
tEon of tha obsequies of Cound IV. In 1ÖÖ9 the summit of tbe 
campaiiile was detCroyed by Are and in 1783 almoat the entire 
ediOce wag orerthrown by the earthquake. so thaC but little of the 
DCigiul «huTch retnaitis. Its form is that of a Latin cross, 2ä8ft. 
in length, and acroas the traniepts 138 ft. in width. The old 
vampanjle. which ia aud to have reaembled that of St. Mark at 
Tenice, was totally deetroyod by the earthquake of 17S3i a secand. 
by which it was repl^ced, waa temoved in I8öfi. and two new 
towera hnve in itä atead been eretted over tbe apaea. 

Tbe U^teful pntrant-e-fatade datea fcom the Uth eent. The 
26 columiis of gra[iite are ^aid to liave oiico beluliged Xa the Ubin^Vf. 
ot Neplone on Ihe Fan>, 
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The high-altar is sumptaous but devoid of taste; 3,825,000 lire are aaid 
to havc been expended on it in 1628. Tbe receptacle in the interior is 
supposed to contain tbe celebrated epistle of the Madonna della Letten, 
which in the year 42 the Virgin Mary is alleged to have sent to the citiseBS 
by St. Paul, and in honour of which great festivals are still celebrated 
( June 3rd). This, like several other documents, has been proved to be a 
turgery of the well known Constantine Lascaris (d. 1501). The sarcophagus 
by the waU of the choir, to the r. near the high-altar, eommemorates tbe 
Emperor Conrad IV. whose remains were bumed. The sarcophagus on the 
oppnsite side, to the 1., contains the remains of Alphonso the QeBeroos 
(d. 14^), and another those of Queen Antonia, wldow of Frederick IIL et , 
Arragun. The mosaics in the apse, of Christ with the Virgin, St. John a&d 
the archangels Gabriel and Michael, also a Madonna in trono on the 1. aad 
St. John on the r., were executed during the reign of Frederick. II. and the 
archbishopric of Guidotto (d. 1333). Tbe most interesting monument which 
the church contains is that of the archbishop Guidobaldo by Qregori» da 
Siena^ in the transcpt to the r. Two marble slabs in the nave, to Uie 1. by 
the Organ, enumerate tbe Privileges granted to the city by Henry VI. Above 
tbem was formerly a painting representing Henry VI., Constance and thehr 
son Frederick II. The pcdestal of the vcssel for holy water, by the side- 
entrance to the 1., bears a Greek inscription, according to which it once 
supported a votive oifering to iEsculapius and Hygeia, the guardian deities 
(if the town. 

Adjacent to the chnrch Stands the süperb FountaSm of Mon- 
torsoli , adorned with statues of the Nile , Ebro , Tiber and the 
brock Camaro near Messina, with a number of basreliefs. 

S. Maria dei Catalani (PI. 5), at the S. extremity of the Str. 
Garibaldi, is another interesting church, the oldest in Messina of 
the Norman period. A temple of Neptune and subsequentiy a 
mosque are said once to have occupied the same site. Over the 
door a Saracenic inscription. The columns are antique. 

The church of S. Francesco d^Assisi (PI. 3) in the Boccetta, 
erected in the 13th cent. , contains an ancient sarcophagus with 
the Kape of Proserpine. In order to exhibit it, the sacristan re- 
moves the wooden partition behind the high-altar. — In tbe 
audience-chamber of the monastery of S. Gregorio, to the r. of 
the church-door, are preserved 5 pictures by Antonello da Messina. 

The Üniversity TPl. 13) contains a library with several valu- 
able MSS. (on the Ist fioor) and other collections, accessible daily 
91/2 — ^ o'clock. The picture-gallery^ with two works attributed to 
Ant. da Messina j is insignificant. In the Museum (1. on the ground- 
floor) are several Greek inscriptions from Taormina, a colosstl 
Statue in bronze of Ferdinand n. by Tenerani (placed here after 
the expulsion of the Bourbons), and sarcophagi (custodian to be 
found at the library, fee 1/2— 1 l-)- — The PaLaxso di Cittä (PI. 3), 
or town-haU, was erected in 1806 — 29 by the architect Giaeomo 
Minutoli. — The Teatro Vittorio EmanutU (PI. 12), with marble 
sculptures by Kosario Zagari, the handsomest in Sicily, was opened 
j/j i8ö2. — The Dogana Stands on t^e aite oi t\iQ totmei ^ace^ 
in wbich Emp. Frederick II. and othiei moii«c\i% ohcä t«s&^^. 
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In the Bciiedktirie chutth of S. MaddaUnn (PI. 4) a fearfnl 
itmggle tDok place in Sept., 1848, between Massiiiinns and the 
invading Sniea troop9. The ruina on the load to Oantesaa date 
from the aatne period. 

On the heighia above tJje town rise the twD farts of Oinsugti 
ta the 8. and CrnttUaecio to the N. They nere erected in I&IO. 
hut CasteUaMLD had In aoeieut tlmes already beeil the slte of a 
fortiees. The ridge In fiont of Oonzaga, towsrds tbe town . ia the 
jtfons ühnlädicue, on irbkh Hieio II. pftfihed bis camp In Q6I 
and Cbsrles of Anjou established bi» bead-quarters lu 1382. The 
Tom deile Vittorle opposlte was du tbst occssion the point against 
-nhich the attacka were coiieentiated. In 18G1 Oialdlni bombatded 
the citaclel flom this point. Fioin the peninsnla, beyoad the ettadel 
(by boat ftoni the t.aiairetto, 50 o.} a flne view Is obtained of 
Calabria and Of the Mty with the mountains in the background. 
The bighest peah to tbe 1. of Messin> ia the öinnomori (2910 ft.}: 
somenhat to the r, of the town rises Manie Cirrio. 

At tbe base of tbe billa «hieb rise abcuptly fiom Ihs sea a road 
leade to the .Furo, the most noctbern promontoiy of Siaily [T'/j M. 
from Measiua, a drive of 1'/^ hrs. ^ tare for the eienrBion 5 1. 
95 c. , toll äO c. ; agreemelit as to dnratlon of ftay advlsable]. 
Meesina is quitted by the N. eitremicy of tha Marina, tha Tülas 
of AI Rinr/o aie paased, and tbe Basilian monaetery of Salvatore 
dei Oreci reacbed. It was founded by Roger I. and erected on tb^ 
extiemity of tbe peninaula of the barbonr, but traosferred to ils 
present site in 1540; it ia now disaalved, and its library closed. 
The Tiew of Calabria becomea more striking aa the stisit con- 
tracta. The tiaveller then paaees nnder tbe colonnade of tbe church 
of La Orotta, eaid to atand on the aite of a temple of Diana, 
arrives at tbe flsbing-village of Puee and then at the two aalt- 
water lakes Fimiun;, ouiinetted with the sea by canalä, in whii:h 
a ceiebrated tenipJe of Neptone once atood. The flabing village of 
Foto (Traltoria Peloro]) apraug up at the beginning of the present 
centniy, wben tbe £ngliab «onatructed eutreuchmenle bere and 
on tbe heighia in Order to prevent tbe Trench nnder Murat, who 
-were posted on tbe appoaite Coast, from Unding in Sicily. The 
Btrait, at the narrowest part, is 3400 yds. in width. The fornierly 
garriaoned ligbthouae should be aacended for the sake of tbe "view ; 
the custodian, bowever, ia raiely to be met with during tbe day, 
in which caae the anbatiuctore, alao commanding a flne prospect, 
may be aacended. To the E.N.E. the precipitons rockä of Scilla, 
to the 1. Bagnam, then Monte S. Elia, a lofty mnunUin-Tidge 
Bnnnounted by a small chapel. To the 1. below tbe promontory gilt- 
iera Palnii, bejond whieb is tbe bay of Gioja and the CegQ Vitt.- 
eano stretchiiig far out xo the W. Fatthet N . a\iä IS ."« . -Che XA^iltv 
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Islands and the open sea. Accordiug to the legend of the Qreek 
mariners Scylla lay opposite to Charybdis, whence the proverb: 
'Incidls in Scyllam cupiens vitare Charybdin." Charybdis is now 
believed to have been the term applied to the strong currents 
(rema, ^ev/ua) which sweep round this coast on a change of tide. 
The principal of these are off the village of Faro and near the 
small lighthouse at the extremity of the ''sickle" of Messina. The 
latter is termed the Garofalo (carnation) on account of its circular 
form. Into this species of whirlpool the diver Cola Pesce of 
Catania precipitated himself during the reign of Frederick II. , an 
incident on which Schiller based one of his ballads. 

Besides the visit to Faro and the Telegraph (p. 263), the 
traveller may make an interesting excursion to Reggio in Calabria 
(p. 188), to which a steamer crosses twice daily. If the wind 
be favourable, Villa S. Giovanni may also be reached by small 
boat in 1 hr. A beautiful excursion of 1 Y2 ^^Y ^^y ^^ undertaken 
to Scill<i, Bagnara, Palmi and Monte S. Elia, which appears to 
form the termination of the strait towards the N. A carr. 
(«bout 15 1.) should be taken from Reggio to Bagnara (Locanda 
della Stella), where the night may be spent. The traveller should 
then Start before sunrise by boat for Palmi and ascend the Monte 
S. Elia, the *view from which rivals the celebrated prospect fh)m 
Camaldoli. Thence by the carriage-road (the short-cuts, which are 
apt to mislead, had better be avoided) on foot in about 3 hrs., 
through plantations of beautiful chestnuts, back to Bagnara, whence 
the traveller may return by his own carriage or other conyeyance 
to Reggio, or in favourable weather proceed to Messina by boat. 
The summit of Aspromonie may best be attained from Scilla, a 
beautiful walk through the forest, but more fatiguing than the 
ascent of uEtna. The district has always been regarded as safe. 



31. From Messina to Catania. 

a. Bailway vi& Taomiinay Oiarre and Aci^Seale. 

60 M. From Messina to Catania (and thence to Lentini and SyracuMJ) 
the high road is one of the best in Sicily, but has been deprived of its 
importance since the opening of the railway in 1867. Two direct tniU 
daily (a third runs to Oiardini only) in 3>|e hrs., fares 10 1. 50, 7 1. 40, 6 1. 
30 c.', to Giardini (Taormina) in 1>|4 hr., fares 51. 35, 31. 75, 2 1. 70 c. ^ 
A periodica, however, still runs between Aci Reale and Catania, see p. 276. 
A steamboat also plies 3 times weekly between Messina and Catania, see 
p. 265. 

The railway, with numerous tunnels and bridges, skirts the coaat and 

commandß beauüful glimpses of the charming district. Half-a-da^ suffleea 

for a Visit to Taormina. The traveUer Ib Tecommended to start from Mes-

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The traveller who arrives here before sunset should proceed 
to the theatre and place himself on the steps in front of the 
custodian's house. To the r. , immediately at his feet, lies the 
well-preserved theatre, to the 1. rises the majestic pyramid of 
iEtna. In the foreground to the 1. , in the valley of the Cantara, 
the mountaius of Castiglione, then the mountain-peaks and rocky 
8ummits in the rear of the theatre from 1. to r., flrst La Maestra, 
S. Maria della Rocca (hermitage), the fort of Taormina, beyond it 
the precipitous mountain of Mola and the still higher, Monte 
Venere or Venerella (2737 ft.) ; where the latter descends to the 
N. is the rocky peak of Lapa, and then to the 1. the not far 
distant and abrupt M. Zirreto with its marble quarries beyond 
the Fiumara. The view, however, is flner in the moming, when 
the sun rises over Calabria (in winter from the sea), tinges the 
snowy summit of ^tna, and then imparts a golden hne to the 
rocky peaks above the theatre. During a prolonged stay the tra- 
veDer will enjoy an opportunity of observing a variety of the 
roost beautifnl elfects of light and shade. 

The mountain-chain bounding the ^tna-group on the N., and 
forming nearly a right angle with the Montes Neptunii which 
skirt the E. coast, culminates in 4 snmmits towards the sea. 
The highest of these is the Monte Venere (see above), then Mola 
(1477 ft.), the Castle of Taormina and the buttress on which the 
theatre Stands. 

The casUe was formerly the Acropolis of JottromeNtum, which was 
founded by the Siculi after the dcstruction of l^axoe in 403 under Dionysius, 
who granted them the necessary land. They, however, soon renounced 
their allegiance to him and joined the Carthaginians, and Dionysiua besieged 
their tuwn in vain. On the restoration of peace he accordingly established 
a new colony in the town, and in 358 Androinachus, father of the historian 
Timeeus who was bom here, transferred the remainder of the population of 
Naxos to Tauronienium. Timoleon, who landcd on the rocks below the 
town, was wanuly supported by'the inhabitants, but aiter his death dis- 
cussions arose. They united with the Carthaginians against Agathoclcs, for 
which that tyrant afterwards chastiscd them. After his death the town 
käme into the power of Tyndarion, 'who invited Pyrrhus to Sicily and 
eaused him to land near Taurooienium (278). When the Bomans eonduded 
a peace with Hiero II. of Syracuse the town came into their possession and 
enjoyed a long period of tranquillity. A number of the slaves established 
themselves here dnring the first Servile war and offered a long and obstinate 
reaistance. As the town, being an ally of Rome, had declared in favour of 
Sextus Pompeius and thus occasioned great embarrassment to Octavian, it 
afterwards experienced the effects of his wrath, and was peopled by a new 
cokony. In the time of Strabo it was a place of cons&dcrable importance. 
Its strong Position long enabled the inhabitants to ward off the attacks of 
the Saraccns, who in 869 besieged it unsuecessfolly. Bnt on Aug. Ist, 902, 
it was taken by tlie blood-thirsty .Ibrahim-ibn-Ahmed, after the garrison 
had sallied forth and been conquered on the coast. Mola, too, was cap- 
iured by the Udors, the entire population massacred and the town bumed. 
me Adherenta of the bishop Proeopiua^ whose heart the savage Ibrahim 
was on the point of devouring, were «rtaranfled %avÄ XsxsmeiÄ. öu \j\» cxsTMi^.

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Tbe tovn conUing uchllectural monuments of all ige«. The 
Hiieat ot Ihese 19 the ^Thtalre on the S. !lde of tbe mountiin 
above ihe town. The custoJian, Fraaceeco Strauari (l I.), geoenMy 
tn be fouiid in bis hut at the entrance, is a well-infotmed man. 
flTie trayeller who «ontempUtea a visil to the theatre in tbe 
morning in onJer to see Ihe sunriae slMuld not omit to procore 
the key on the previoua evening). The theatre, of Greek origin, 
wa9 remodelled duriiig the Roman period. Accoiding to an in- 
anrlption on tbe raad-side, il waa destroyed by tbe S^araceni, 
whilat in reallty i( owes ita Tuin to the Duca di 8. StefaDO, iibo 
employed its nnarble oniaiaenls in de<:orating hia palace. lu 1748 
it was partiaüy restored. It ia hewn in the rock in a aemi-cironlar 
form, and bonnded on two sides only by Uoman masonry. The 
greateM diameter ia 338 ft. , that of the orcbestia 122 ft. The 
etage, after that of Aspendoa in Pamphylis, ia one of the beat- 
preeeived in axititence. In the posterior wail are observed the 
three doora of the atage, iu each apsce between «hieb are three 
□ichea. and on each aide ■ nicbe for a statoe. Tbe atage Itaelf 
ia narrow, as in Oteefe (heatres wheie the oicheatra occopied tbe 
greater apace, The eTairt poaition of the tbymela (or raiaed plal- 
tDim for tbe choir) cannot now be determined, Beneath tbe stage 
is sltaated a Taalted canal for water. The preclse object of tbe 
aperturea In the pro»cenium Is unknown, probably connected with 
the macMnery of the theatre. Festal procesaions advanced to the 
atage from the »aulted halls on eaoh aide. The adjoining smsUer 
apartmenta probably aened as diessingrooms. Tbe seata for tbe 
spectatore were divldud tnto 9 cunei. The 34 nichea on the Upper 
pHBcinctionea irere probably occnpied by aounding boards. Corre- 
aponding with the remafns of tba 34 colnmna are 45 pilastres 
along tbe central wall. Above tbese arches tbe woioen are be- 
lieted to faave sat, afCer tbe aeparation ot the spectators iccording 
to sei tntroduced by Ccaar, The bnilding has been constructed 
with such acoustlc aacceas, that every word apoken on the stage 
ia dijtinctiy audible st the tarther eitreniity. — Adjotuing t' 
piazza by tbe entrance to tbe town from the N, 
Niamachia of the Koman period is pieeeiied, 
l ÄuoiKta. IMy III. ad. Editii 
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been an establishment for baths. The fragments are seen in tbe 
Giardino del Capitolo. Of flve Roman reservoirs one only (Lo 
Stagnone), beneath the castle-hill, is in a good State of preser- 
vation. 

Beyond the N. town-gate is situated the chnrch of 8t. PancraSy 
obviously the cella of a Greek temple (prostylos). 

Mediffival structures which merit examination are the Casa 
Corvßja, at the N. entrance to the town; the Palazzo of the 
Duca di 8. Stefano with vaults for baths, at the Porta Catania; 
above all the Badia Vecchia on the S.E. slope of the castle-hiU. 

To Mola a beautiful walk of ^^4 hr. The town is quitted by 
the N. gate and the water-conduit foUowed until the ascent com- 
mences. The view of the mountains, the sea and the ravines is 
strikingly beautiful. Guide unnecessary. (Trattoria of Giuseppe 
Gulotti, by the Matrichiesa.) The view from the ruins of the 
fort (key obtained for a trifiing gratuity) is imposing. In return- 
ing the traveller should follow the ridge, which to the r. des- 
cends to the Fiumara deUa Decima and to the. 1. to tbe Tor- 
rente di Fontana Vecchia, ascending in the direction of the Castle 
of Taormina. Beneath the almond-trees is the entrance to the 
Castle, whence the view is not inferior. The traveller may then 
descend to the S.E. between the mountain and the hermitage 
(Madonna deUa Rocca) by a winding path which terminates near 
the inn. A view is also obtained from the Castle of the site of 
Naxoa , the earliest Greek colony in SicUy , founded by Theocles 
in 735. It is now occupied by a lemon-plantation, situated be- 
tween the influx of the Gantara and the bay on which Giardini 
lies. The altar of Apollo Archagetes, on which the Greeks were 
wont to offer sacriflces when about to consult the oracle of Delphi, 
stood between the river and Taormina. Naxos was sul^ugated by 
Hiero I. of Syracuse in 476 but soon regained its liberty and 
espoused the cause of Athens, whose general Nicias wintered in 
the town in 415 — 14. It was destroyed by Dionysius in 403. 

Beyond Giardini the railway traverses the lava-streams of MtUM^ 
On the most northem of these Stands the so-called Castello di 
8chi80y on the site of the ancient Naxos. The Cantara, the andent 
Acesines or Onobalas, is crossed. Comtara is an Arabic word 
signifying a bridge. The SicUians call the river and the bridge 
by which the high road crosses it Calatapiano, after the town of 
that name situated to the r. This district is rendered unhealthy 
by malaria. The lava-stream which descended by the Fiume Freddo, 
between this point aod the Ponte della Disgraxia, prevented B. G. 
396 the Carthaginian general Himilco after the destruction of Mes- 
ßAna from proceeding direct to Syracuse, and compelled him to 
marcb round tbe mountain to the ül. Heie, too, the road now

The railway now approaches the sea; neai Stat. Aci Gastello, 
the tFaTefler perceifea to the 1. the se'en Seogli dt' Cielopi ot 
Faraglioni, the rocka which the blinded Ptdyphemas horled »fWr 
the patient Ulysses. To the S. of the fsofa d'AH, the largest 
of the islanda , rises tbe most pictutesque rock , about 200 ft. iu 
heigbt and 2000 ft. in ciccumfereace. It coneista of coliunuar 
bneatt, in which beautlful cryatalE are fonnd, and is covered with 
a hard stntun of liineetane containing numeroui fossil ahelli. 
The coast is here lofty and has risai 40 ft. within the U,A te» .

b. Bj TaormiBa, Piedimonte and Ademö. 

Tbis route is one of Ute nuost beautifui in Sicily and is especiailly re- 
comiuended tu those whu bave received their first Impression of iEtna from 
tlie E. Distance 63 M., i. e. from the Bivio Hinissale where the main read 
is quitted. From Taormina U> Giardini 2 M., to Miniasale (Ponte delU 
Disirrazia) 5>j2f U> Piedimonte 3, to Linguaglossa 4, to Bandaxao lO*/« M., 
Mliere the night is passed. Thence to Bronte 10, to Ademö II1/4 M. It is, 
however, preferable to proceed to Piedimonte by railway. Or fbe valley of 
the Cantara may be aseended on horseback, by a road' not yet practieabJe 
for carriages, as far as FrancaviHa, whence Bandazzo is reached vü Mojo. 
DisUnce also 241I2 M. 

The road from Giardini (p. 271) to Ademö (p. 253) Is the 
old military route from Palermo and the interior to Messina. It 
was traversed by Himilco in 396, by Timoleon in 344, by Charles Y. 
in 1534 etc. Piedimonte is a thriving town, but possesses no 
tolerable inn (Caf€ d'Italia and the adjacent Caaino dei Nobüi 
afTord refreshments). From Linguaglos$a (*L'Etna) the traveDer 
may ride in 3^2 ^n- across flelds and through pine-forest to the 
craters of the eraption of 1865. Mule 7V2— ^ !•} guide IV2 1- 
gratuity. Castiglionej to the r. of Lingnaglossa, produces the best 
»Sicilian hazel-nuts. The road to Randazzo intersects extensive 
nut-plantations. A short distance beyond Lingnaglossa a more 
uninterrupted view is obtained of the valley of the Cantara and 
the chain of the lofty Nebrodi, at the point where the mountains 
of Castiglione are quitted. To the r. of the 181 st mflestone the 
Iava-4itream of 1809 is observed. Near the hamlet of Malvagna^ 
on the 1. bank of the Cantara, Stands a small Byzantine chapel, 
the only one in Sicily which has survived the Saracenic period, 
an interestiug objeet to architects. In this vicinity probably lay 
the town of TUia mentioned by Cicero. The village of ilfo^o, not 
far off, Stands near the most N. crater of the i£tna region. 

Bandaaio (Locanda di San Martino; hocamda Nuova), a town 

of completely medisval aspect (population 8000), founded by a 

Lombard colony, was surnamed Etnea by Frederick II., being the 

nearest town to the crater of the volcano (12 M.) and yet nefver 

deatroyed by an eraption.

In winter the penetrating 
N.E. winds prevail for a short period only. Excellent wine, :especially the 
Benedettino Bianco from the nunnery in the Corso. 

From Catania to Messina twu trains daily, a third to Giardini only, see 
p. 270. Diligence to Lentini and Syracuse see p. 288. Dilig. twice diüly to 
Paternö (71. 40 c.) and Adernö (2 1.), starting from the "Rilievo", a gide- 
street of the Str. Garibaldi; also to Caltagirone (p. 255) daily except 
Wednesdays. 

Catania {Kdravit) is after Palermo the most populons city 
in the Island of Sicily (64,921 inhab.). It is sitnated on the 
coast and possesses a molo, constmcted at a great expense, but 
the harbour is so unsafe that even the mail-steamers cannot enter 
during a violent Slrocco. 

Tbe visitor will easily become familiär with the topography 
of Catania (comp.

Catanla U iiovr a piovincial capita] aiid lesidence of ■ biahop, 
■iid contaiiu a univeisity fPl. S) of tlie sscond duB, which, 
however, posaeaaea b valuable collectlon of apecimeas of Dstnral 
hiätory (Gifleni Cabloet), Bomc inteiestilig aiitiquicles ind a coii- 
giderable librtry. The town earries on an animated trade in the 
products of this rieh district ; aulphor, cottoii, wine, grain, linaeed, 
ilmonds etc. Döring the soninier two uaigoea of Enov froiii .iStna, 
from which a porljon of tbe episcopal raveunea are derived, ace 
sent weekly to Malta. The wealth of the tonn, and eBpeoially of 
the nobOity who poaseaa eatates in the neighlraurbood , ia proved 
by the peraeverlng re-erectian. netwithatanding the dieaatera 
occaaloned by numerona earthiiuakeB, of the spacloua palaces (e.g. 
tho^e of the Ptlncipt Biicari on the qnay, of the Murehae San 
Oiuüimo oppoatte the uuiveielty, of the prince Girraci, biron 
BTurii-Bnieii etc.), the sumptnoueneas of the equipagea on the 
□couicn of pnblic and ecclesiastlcal festitals and by the entire 
aspect of the town, which is i[i mauy lespecta the cleanest and 
moat attractive in SlcUy. The feativala of Süt. Agala, the patrooeaa 
of (he cl(y. aie lelebrated with the utmoat pomp on Brd — 5th 
Feb. and 18th— 2lBt Ang. The traveller who ig at CaUnla on 
May lOtb sboold not omlt to visit Trc CiHagne, the teiti^ii of 
which ia attended by almoat the entire papQlatlon of the town 
and envliona. 

TTiMcifi In Tau. nvD jFara (Clcr (bcy hi^ rnnnaed nanu, aiuin n>H In pm- 
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wars of the Doric colonies against the Cbaicidian. Iliero I. took the town 
in 476 and transplanted the inliabitants to Syracuse and Leontinoi , among 
whom was the celebrated Eleatic philosopher Äenophanes, re-popülating it 
with Syraeusans and Peloponnesians and changing its name to ^tna. In 
461, however, the new in truders were expelled and in the Athenian and 
Syracusan war Catana became the Athenian head-quarters. Dionysiu» there- 
fore again destroyed the town in 403 and fonnded a new jEtna in the 
vicinity, which he peopled with Camnanian mcrcenaries. After the na-val 
victory of the Cyclojpian islands in daß Catana feil into the hands of the 
Carthaginians, and in 339 was delivered by Timoleon &om the tyrant 
Mamereu». It was one of the flrst Sicilian towns of which the Romans took 
possession and nnder their sway became one of the most populous in tlw 
island. Jiarcellu* undertook extensive improvements, but great daniage was 
occasioned during the Servile wars -and the civil war between Sextus Pom- 
peius and Oetavian. The latter introduced a new colony into the town. 
During the early pari of the middle ages Catania was a place of suhor- 
dinate significancc. It was wrested from the (fotfu by Belüarius^ plundered 
by the Saracens, conqucred and strongly f(n-tifled by the Nonnans, but in 
1169 almost totally overthmwn by an carthquake. Towards the clnse of 
that Century it declared in favourOf king Tanered and was in eonsequence 
taken by jthe troops of Henry VI. undcr Henry o/ Kallenthin and rased to 
the ground. Again restored and in 1232 provided by Frederick 11. with the 
fortress of Roeea Orsina (W. of the hurbour), it subsequently flourished 
under the Arragon sovereigns of the 14th cent. who generally resided here, 
but owing to the feebleness of the govemnient was exposed to numerous 
Sieges. In 1444 Alphonso here founded the first Sicilian university, and 
since that datc Catania has been regarded as the literary roetropoUs of the 
Island. Besides the insignificaut contests of modern tinies (April 1849* May 
1>S60), the town has been the scene of the most calamitous natural phenc- 
mena, which have materlally retarded its progrcss. On Ifarch Sth, 1609 a 
fearful eruption of Mt. iEtna took place; the Monti Rosai were upheaved 
and an arm of the lava-stream was precipitated in the direction of the 
town. The pious inhabitants, however, succeeded in averting its course hy 
extending the veil of St. Agatha towards it , in eonsequence of which fhe 
stream took a W. direction near the Benedictine monastery and deaeended 
into the sea S.W. of the town , partially filling up the harbour. An earth- 
quake in 1693 , by which the entire island was affected , proved especially 
destructive to Catania and the present town has been erected since that date. 

Half-a-day sufflces for a visit to the principal attractions of 
Catania. As the custodiaii of the Greek theatre Is also entrusted 
with the supervision of the other antiquities of the town. these 
points should be visited flrst (fee about 2 1., for the objects of 
Interest within the walls). 

The fragments of the Greek-Boman *TlLeatre (Str. Fllippina 
or Salita del Teatro Greco, No. 21, to the 1., PI. b. It is reached 
by traversing the Gorso, ascending the Largo S. Francesco past 
the church, and following the flrst transverse street to the 1.} 
are chlefly beneath the foundations of the ground, and some por- 
tions of It can only be vlsited by torchlight. The Roman structore 
was erected on the foundations of the Greek; diameter 300 ft., 
orchestra 90 ft. It contalned two praecinctiones and 9 cunel. 
The pillars of the fa^ade of the cathedral were derlved from the 
tbeatre , with the materials of which Rogercaused the church to 
be erected. Here Alciblades pTObabVy \L&i«.T\|^ed the assembled 
CktAnj'ans in 415.

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phagas is conveyed througb tbe clty daring tke Febraary festival 
by men in wbite robes, accompanied by tbe Senate. Tbe womeii 
on tbese occasions cover tbeir faces so as to leave one eye oniy 
visible and amnse tbemselves by sallies of wit directed against 
tbe male population. Tbe Sacristy to tbe 1. contains a fresco of 
tbe eruption of 1669 by Mignemi. — Tbe fountain in front of 
tbe catbedral, with an elepbant bearing an Egyptian Obelisk of 
granite, probably once served as a meta (or goal) in a circns. 

Anotber object of Interest is tbe portal of tbe cbnrcb of Santo 
CarMTB (PI. 3), at tbe N.W. end of tbe Piazza Stesicorea, of 
Oreek-Norman arcbitecture. Tbe small marble statue in a sitting 
posture is supposed to be tiiat of tbe £mp. Frederick ü. In tbe 
interior is preserved an impress of tbe foot of St. Agatba in iava. 

Tbe *BenedMine Monaatery of San Kicola is after tbat of 
Mafra in Portugal probably tbe most imposing monastic Institution 
in Europe. Tbe cburcb witb tbe nnflnisbed fa^e is tbe most 
spacious in Sicily. Tbe organ by Donato del Piano is one of tbe 
flnest in Enrope. Tbe monastery, formerly sitnated at S. Nicola 
d' Arena, near Nicolosi, was transferred to its present site in 1518. 
In 1669 tbe lava-stream bere tnrned aside, bnt in 1693 tbe mo- 
nastery was destroyed by tbe eartbquake. Tbe present ediflce was 
subsequently erected and retenanted in 1735. It possesses irwo 
spacious courts witb double corridors in tbe centre. Tbe *garden 
at tbe back commands a most süperb view. Since tbe suppression 
of tbe monastery tbe abbot-arcbbisbop and a few monks oDly now 
reside bere ; tbere were formerly 40 monks and tbe same number 
of novices, all members of noble farailies. Library and museum 
insigniflcant. The visitor enters tbe gateway to tbe 1. of tbe cburcb 
and Grosses tbe court to a staircase leading to tbe dwelling of tbe 
custodian, wbo sbows tbe monastery, museum and library. 

Tbe botanical garden of tbe university in tbe Strada Stesicorea, 
laid out and superintended by tbe Benedictine M. Fornabene, 
deserves a visit. Anetber public garden, formerly termed AI 
Laberinto, bas recently been opened bere and will probably be 
eonverted into a zoological garden. A visit sbould also be paid to 
tbe Amenanus, wbich flows beneatb tbe lava of 1669 and empties 
Itself into tbe barbour, by descending by tbe Strada delle Botte 
d'Acqua (Gambazita) to tbe N.W. of S. Benedetto.

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Mount iEtiia, Sicilian MongibeUo (ftom monte and djebel, the 
Arabic for mountain), commonly termed ^11 MonttP^ is the loftlest 
volcano in Europe, as well as the highest mountain in Italy. 
Height 10,849 Engl. £t.; principal points: Nicolosi 2270 ft., the 
Monti Rossi 2721 ft. , Casa del Bosco 4216 ft. ; snow-houses at 
the base of the Montagnuolo, the W. extremity of the Serra del 
Solflzio, 6930 ft.; Casa Inglese 9662 ft. ; Torre del Filogofo, ou 
the verge of the Val di Bove, 9500 ft. iEtna is usually divided 
into three zones of Vegetation. The first extends as far as Nicolosi, 
the so-called Piemontese or Coltivata , which yields the iisual Si- 
cilian products. Yines, however, are occasionally seen at a height 
of 4000 ft. The next zone is the Boscosa or Nemorosa, extending 
to 7000 ft. and subdivided into two regions. The lower of these 
(2200 — 3700 ft.) is clothed chiefly with oaks and chestnuts, abo^e 
which are copper-beeches (fagus sylvatica) and birches (betula alba 
and betula Etnensis). On the N.E. side where extensive pine- 
forests are situated, plnes (plnus silvestris; Sicil. zappinu) grow 
to a height of 7200 ft. The highest region, from 7000 ft. to the 
summit, is almost entirely destitute of Vegetation, a circumstauce 
due to the scarcity of water and the frequent changes in the 
surface of th« soll. About 40 species of plants only are here 
fouud^ aniong which are the barberry, juuiper, viola gracilis, 
saponaria depressa. Within the last 2000 ft. 5 phanerogamous 
species only flourish : senecio Etnensis , anthemis Etnensis , Ro- 
bertsia taraxacoides (these three peculiar to ^tna), tanacetum 
vulgare and astragulus Siculus, which last grows in tufts of 
3 — 4 ft. in diameter. The senecio Etnensis is found as high as 
the vicinity of the crater, several hundred feet above the Casa 
Inglese. Not a trace of animal life can be detected ou the higher 
portion of the mountain. The black silent waste, glittering in the 
sunshine produces an Impression seldom forgotten by those who 
witness it. On the lower parts of the mountain, wolves, as well 
as hares, rabbits and a few wild boars, are the usual objects of 
the chase. -<Etna is clothed with 14 different forests, which, how- 
ever, do not present any definite line of demarcation. Ferns (espe- 
cially the pteris aquilina) frequently take the place of underwood. 
The densest forests are the Boschi della Cerrila and di LingtAa- 
glosaa on the N.E. side, which however suffered greatly from the 
eruption of 1865. As late as the 16th cent. Impenetrable forests 
extended from the summit down to the valley of the Cantara, and 
Cardinal Bembo extols the beauty of the groves of plane-trees. 
About the beginning of the last Century about Ya^d of the entire 
E. coast of the Island was still overgrown with forest.

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below which to the S. the snow-reeeptacles are situated. To the 
north this ridge descends perpendicularly to a deptb of 2 — 3000 ft. 
to the Yal di Bove, round which the traveller proceeds by the 
Piano del Lago after a short but precipitous portion of the asoeiit. 
As the Caia Ingleie is approached the mules begin to show signs 
of fatigue and impatience to reach their destination. This house, 
almost indispensable to the climber of ^Etna, -was erected by order 
of several English officers at the beginning of the present ceiitsry 
during the occupation of Sicily. After au existeoce of 50 years 
the hut had suffered eonsiderably from the pressure of the aaow 
and was repaired in 1862 on the occasion of the visit of the 
crown-prince Humbert of Italy. From Nicolosi thus far 6 — 7 hrs. 
After having reposed here and partaken of some refreshment, the 
traveUer commences the ascent of the crater, the most arduous 
portion of the expedltion. The height appears ineonsiderable, bat 
uearly 1200 ft. have still to be ascended. The Walking on the 
ashes, yielding at every step, on the lower part of the oone, 
which, as is the case with most craters, rises at an angie of 40^, 
is somewhat laborious. About midway the firm rock is reached and 
the ascent becomes easler. 

In ^/^ hr. the verge of the Crater, the form of which ondei- 
goes constant alteration, is attained. At one time it consists of 
a Single profound abyss, 2 — 3 M. in circumference, at another it 
is divided by a barrier into two parts, one of which only emits 
smoke. The summit itself is usually altered by every eruption. 
This was in 1861 on the £. side, in 1864 on the W., and even 
the ancients expressed their belief that the crater sank to some 
e\tent after every eruption. After a short pause the highest 
peak is easily ascended, as the surface is soft. From this spot 
the sunrise, a spectacle of indescribable grandeur, should be wit- 
nessed. The summit is illuminated by the moniing twilight whilst 
all below is enveloped in profound obscurity. The sun still re- 
poses in the sea, which occasionally presents the appearance of 
a lofty bank of clouds, the horizon being eonsiderably more ele- 
vated than the spectator is prepared for. For some time pni]^ 
clouds have indicated the poiut where the sun is about to appear. 
Suddenly a ray of light flits across the surface of the water, gn- 
dually changing to a golden streak and a convex lens, the lomvt 
part of which shimmers in an intense purple. The beaming disk 
then slowly emerges. The mountains of Oalabria still cast their 
long shadows on the sea; the summit of i£tna alone is illumi- 
nated. The light gradually descends to the lower portions of ^e 
mountain and the shadow which the vast pyiamid casts over the 
Island to the W, increases. The outlines of the cone and Its 
summit are distincÜy recognised, loin^ik^ «^ cä(2\<^%a%V Uosoeiet 
triaagle on the gurface of tbe Island.

yersed on foot. Before the piain of Nicolosl is reached, the 
monastery of 8.

It was 
founded in 11Ö6 by Simon Count of Policastro, nephew of 
Roger I. 

Instead of returnlng to Catania, the tiaveller may prefer to 
procecd from Nicolosi to Taormina by Pcdara Via Grande and 
Aci Reale and thence by the high road to Giardini (p. 271).

8 1. 50 c. Steamboat 3 times weekly in 4 hra.: fares 15 I. and 71. 60 c. 
Disenibarcation 85 c. Carriage with two horses 40—45 I. and fee; the dri- 
vers should be distinctly directed to perfonn the joumey in one dayj other- 
wise they spend the night at Lentini. — Unless antiquarian researdk be the 
traveller's object , the steamboat is the preferable conreyance. — The lail- 
way from Catania to Lentini is now nearly completed. Beyond Lentini the 
works are at present suspcnded. 

The road from Catania intersects in a straight dlrection the 
Piano di Catania, the Campi Laestrygonii , which Cicero extols 
as the '^uberrima pars Sicilia)". They are still regarded as the 
granary of Sicily and the principal cotton-district of the island. 
Carriages are ferried across the Giarretta, the river which is for- 
med by the Simeto (Symaethus) on the 1. and the Guma Lvnga, 
In Winter the entire piain is frequently under water and the road 
impassable. Malaria prevails in the lower parts in summer. The 
hills by which the road ascends to Lentini afford a strikingly 
beautiful view of iEtna. The road then descends to the valley 
of the Fiume San Lionardo (ancient Pantacyas); to the 1. of its 
influx is situated the so-called Pantano , a marshy pond frequen- 
ted by innumerable water-fowls in winter. The Lake of Lentim 
(Biviere di Lentini), which is seen glittering in the background 
to the r. , also affords abundant spoil to the sportsman or the 
angler. This lake, the most considerable in Sicily, is asmdly 
swollen in winter, whilst its exhaktions in summer poison the 
atmosphere (Xentini therefore to be avoided as a resting- place 
for the night). Its circamference yaries from 10 to 14 M. accor- 
ding to the height of the water.

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teral plateau, so named by the Syracusans, ag we are informed by Thucy- 
dides, from being "above the ^city". At tbe time of the Athenian siege this 
point was as yet unconnected' with the city, althongh not left unguarded. 
The Athenians took it by stonn, constructed Ldbdahm^ an intrenchment ob 
the N. aide, and erected a wall extending from the harbour Trogilus in a 
curve round Achradina, Tyche and the Temenites to the great harbour. The 
merit of surrounding these four districts of the city by a City-wall , con- 
structed of huge blocks of stone, is due to Dionysiui I. The ILnortion was 
probably erected about 402. Within 20 days, it is said, 60,000 workmen 
with 6000 yoke of oxen constructed a portion of the wall 90 stadia (Sij« M.) 
in length. The entire work, however, was not completed tili 885. The 
whole of the enclosed space could not have been occupied by houses. The 
number of fountains alone enables us now to form some idea of the extent 
to which it was so occupied. Two vast aqueducts supplied the city, one 
of which was fed by the Buttigliara , an affluent of the Anapus , situated 
at a great elevation among the mountains , and conveyed the water by 
subterranean passages, several miles in length, to the level of the Epipolse. 
It is tliere seen flowing near the summit uncovered, after which it is 
precipitated from the height near the theatre and finally empties itself 
into the harbour. The other aqueduct descends from Monte CrimiH^ the 
Thymbris of Theocritus, and also ascends to the level of the Epipolse, 
afler which it skirts the 'S. city-wall , sending forth several branches S. 
to the Achradina. It then tums to the S. , proceeding along the coast, 
descends beneath the small harbour and finally emerges as Arethu$a on the 
island. Since the earthquake of 1169 its water has been salt. During 
calm weather in winter the spot may be distinguished in the small har- 
bour where the water wells upwards ft-om below, under which the damaged 
portion of the aqueduct lies. The course of this remarkable Channel is 
traced by means of the numerous rectangular apertures hewn in the rocky 
plateau, in which, far below, fiuwing water is detected. As these openings 
(spiragli) do not occur in a large space between the Epipole and fhe 
other parts of the town , that space was probably uninhabited. The Athe- 
nians , as is well known , cut off the supply of one aqueduct. Hie point 
where this was ,'effected is said to be recognisable between Euryalus and 
Belvedere. The space on the plateau which is now partially occupied by 
buildings is termed Terracati. 

The traveller, having acquired some idea of the Situation and extent of 
the city, will now peruse a sketch of its history with greater interest. 

Syracuse was founded in 734 by Corinthians under Arehia* on the island 
of Ortygia, where a PhoBnician settlement had probably been established at 
an earlier period. The Sikelian inhabitants were rcduced to the condition 
of sei i's, and compelled to cultivate the soll. The govemment was condac- 
ted by the aristocracy , the descendants of the founders, who were termed 
Oamares. Owing to the fertility of the soll the colony rapidly attained to 
prosperity, and within 70 years after its establishment founded Acrse (Palac- 
zolo) and Enna (Castrogiovanni) , and 20 years later Casmente. Camarina 
was founded in 599. The final issue of the contests carried on with varying 
success between the nobles and the people was, that Oelan in 484 extended 
bis supremacy from Gela to Syracuse, and transferred bis residence thither. 
He contributed in every respect to the aggrandizement of the city, and, after 
he had in conjunction with Theron conquered the Carthaginians at Himera 
in 480, the golden era of the Greek supremacy in Sicily commenced. During 
a long series of years the fortunes of the entire island were now intimately 
connected with Syracuse. Oelon who reigned for 7 years only, was revered 
as a god after his death. He was succeeded by bis broUier Biero I. whose 
rule was characterized by the samc energy and fortune. Hiero in alliance 
rrJth CumsB defeated the Etruscans , the greatest naval power of the Medi- 
terraneaD of tbit period ; at his court j&schylus , Pindar , Simonides , Epi- 
ebaraiuB, Sopbron and Bacchylides flouriaheA. ktter ^ t«\^ oi IQ -^«ars

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until hia death by poison in 289. He was a talented monarch but a cha- 
lacteristic exampie of the moral depr&vity of the Greeks of bis time, cruel, 
faithless and füll of fantastic scbemes. Wbilst he was engaged in besieging 
Carthage, Hamilcar att&cked S>Tacu8e (310), but unsuccessfuUy. On the 
death of Agathocles the repnblican form of govemment was rc-established, 
but in 288 Hiceta* usurped the tyranny. Bis murderers Thoenno and Sostra* 
tus in vited PyrrAu« ofEpirus, son-in-law of Agathocles , from Italy, whu 
reigned for two years. On bis departure the general Hiero IL became king, 
who in clf>se alliance with the Romans raised Syracuse for a second time tu 
a brief period of prosperity (275—216). During bis reign bucolic poetrj- arose. 
Tbe Code of Hiero was long the legal Standard for the whole of Sicily. Under 
bis auspices was constructed the large and magniflcent vessel which was 
adorned by illustrations from tbe Uiad. Pap^Tus is also believed to have 
been at tbis period introduced into Syracuse from Egypt. Hieronymus , the 
foUowing monarch , allied himself with the Carthaginiaos , and atter bis as- 
sassination the city was held by anti-Roman agent^. It was therefore besie- 
ged by Nareellus in 214—212, and was defended against bis attacks on the 
K. and from the sea by tbe celebrated engineer Archimede». During the 
celebration of a festival lOÜO of the bravest Romans scaled the waiJs of 
T}'che (by the so-called Catenaecia on the Trogilus) and, proceeding along 
tbe sumniit , captured Hexapylon , which bad been erected by Dionysius. 
Tyehe^ Neapoln and the Epipolae thus feil into the bands of Slarcellus, but 
the Island and the Achradina wcre not yet overcome. Wbilst he M-as at- 
tacking the Achradina in its entire lengtb on the W. the besieged quittcd 
tbe Island in order to aid in repelling the attack. This contingency was an- 
ticipated by a traitor who introduced the crew of a Roman vessel into the 
town by means of the Arethusa and conducted them to Achradina. The 
city was plundered and Arehiniedes slain by a soldier who did not know 
bim. In order to reduce tbe city's power of resistance, Marcellus caused 
the Island, which since the erection of Achradina had l>een connected with 
the mainland, to bc again separated and united by a bridge only, at the 
same time forbidding the SjTacusans tu inhabit it. Thus terniinated the 
glor>' of S>Tacuse, the greatest and most powerful of Hellenic cities. 

After tbe enormous booty, comprising valuable works of art, had been 
conveyed to Rome , Syracjsne sank to the condition of a Roman provincial 
town. In Cicero's time, indeed, it was the "largest uf Greek and the most 
beautiful of all cities", but it was so reduced by the civil war between 
Pompey and Octavian that the lattcr, on bis accession to the throne, found 
it necessary to re-people it with a new colony. The Apostle Paul spent 
three days at Syracuse on bis joumey to Rome, and, although he did not 
found a Christian Community there, it is certain that Christianity was esta- 
blished in tbe city at a very early period. According to tradition St. Peter 
is Said to have sent S. Marcian ' hither in tbe year 41. for the purpose of 
promulgating the doctrines of Christianity. As early äs 278 Syracuse was 
plundered by a band of Franks who had escaped from captivityon the sho- 
res of tbe Black Sea. Belisariu» took tbe place in 535 and madc it tbe ca- 
pital of the Island, and Constantius in 663—68 even transferred the seat of 
govemment tbither. One year later it was plundered by Abd-Allah-ibn-Kais. 
When in 828 the Byzantine general Euphemius invited the Saracens to Si- 
cily, they arrived at Syracuse and pitched their camp in the Latomise, 
commanded by Asat-ihn-Farät , but were soon compelled to raise tbe siege. 
In 878 tbe city at last succumbed to Ihrahim-ibn-Ahmed after a siege of 9 
montbs. Tbe monk Theodosius gives an appalling account of the distress of 
tbe besieged and the ferocity of the Victors. Tbe spoil which they here ob- 
tained was greater than that yielded by any other conquest. Since that pe- 
riod Syracuse has been a place of little importance. With the aid of the 
l^ormans it was again taken by the Byzantine general JUaniace»^ but was 
soon recaptured by the Saracens , whose leader Ibrahim ibn-Thimna subse- 
quently iuvited the A'ofmans to Sicüy. lu 1085 \\ie \KUet Viok Syracuse and

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interest. Above the museum is a Library containing 9000 vols. 
and a few MSS., open 10 — 12 o'clock. 

The Via Aretusa leads from the S. angle of the Piazza del 
Duomo to the rountain of Arethnsa, of mythological celebrity. 
Arethusa, pursued hither from Elis by the hunter Alpheus, is 
Said to have been metamorphosed by Diana into a fountain. The 
Greeks may have discovered and so named a natural spring on 
the rocky island, but this fountain, which still pours an abundant 
stream into Its basin (restored and embelllshed with papyrus- 
plants), is most probably supplied by one of the remarkable 
water-conduits leadlng from the Achradina beneath the sroall har- 
bour. Numerous other shafts of these conduits are also observed 
in the island, e. g. the Pozw di 8. Filippo. The gate to the 
fountain is opened by the custodian (5 soldi) for those who desire 
to inspect it more closely. 

The ruins of the temple in the Casa Santoro , in the Vico di 
S. Paolo , are usually regarded as those of a Tomple of Xkiftiuu 
(key at the shoemaker's opposite, 5 soldi). Recent excavations 
have here disclosed the remains of a highly remarkable Greek 
temple, a peripteral hexastyle of unusual length, which must ha^e 
been flanked by at least 19 (!) columns on each side. An in* 
scription, on the highest step of the basement, unfortunately 
mutilated, is supposed to refer to the foundation of the edlflce. 
The town also contains a number of other relics of antiquity of 
inferior interest. Among the remnants of mediaeval architectare 
the * Palazzo Montalto (Str. S. Giacomo and Vicolo Montalto) 
especially deserves mention. The Castle on the S.E. extremlty 
of the island contains a Gothic portal, to visit which a permission 
from the commandant is requisite. 

Ancient Syracuae. 

Quitting the gate of the town and following the road, the 
traveller reaches (1/4 M.) a circular space from which three roada 
diverge: 1. to Noto, in a straight direction to Floridia and Palaz- 
zolo; that to the r. divides a short distance farther, r. to the 
Cappuccini (p. 301), 1. to Oatania. The main road leading N. di- 
vides the ancient city into two nearly eqaal parts: on the E. (r.} 
lies the Achradina, ou the W. (1.) Neapolis and the Epipolse; to 
the N. Tyche. Those whose time permits should not omit to 
traverse this road towards evening as far as the N. extremity of 
the city (2^2 M.), in Order to enjoy a view of the sea and ^na ;.

The neighbouring 
Liilomln di S. i'cnerri , although leas interestjng, al^o merlts in- 
spection. 

FoUowlng the same road, sbout 200 yda. {iHIict öie Maiiäftm 
reacbes Ihe eilensive .4ra (key kept t.^ ttie caaloüan tA \X« 
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Latomie). It iä related of Hiero II. that he erected an altar, a 
Stadium (furlong) in longth, and this structure is probably the 
same, being 640 ft. in length and 74 ft. in width. Here, it is 
believed, the hecatombs of 450 oxen Trete sacrificed, which were 
annnally offered in commemoration of the expulslon of the tyrant 
Thrasybulus. 

Turning to the r. the road next leads beneath the aqueduct 
to the **Oreek Theatre. This was the largest Greek structure 
of the kind, after those of Müetus and Megalopolis, and was 
erected between 480 and 406. It is hewn in the rock in a 
nearly semicircular form, 486 ft. in diameter. Distinct traces of 
the 46 tiers of seats are still visible, and it is estimated that 
15 more must have extended as far as the summit of the ex.- 
cavation. The 9 cunei were intersected by a broad and a narrow 
praecinctio, on the former of which various Greek inscriptions 
are seen, recording the names of King Hiero, and the Queens 
Philistis and Nereis, and of Zeus Olympius, from whom the 
appeilations of the different compartments were derived. Philistis 
was, as is supposed, the second wife of Hiero I., and Nereis Ms 
daughter-in-law. The eleven lower grades only were covered with 
marble. Above the theatre is the Nymphaeum ^ a grotto into 
which two water-conduits issue. Epitaphs were formerly inserted 
In the surrounding walls. To the N. is the entrance to the last 
sinuosity of the Ear of Dionysius (see above). 

From the Nymphaeum the rock -hewn Street of the Tombs di- 
-verges. In the sides are numerous cavities and tomb- Chambers, 
all of which have been despoiled of their contents and decorations. 
The traveller should follow this route to the summit of the pla- 
teau, and then proceed to the 1. along the aqueduct in the di- 
rection of an extensive, uncompleted ediflce. Beyond the latter 
a broad and rugged bridle-path is foUowed to the 1.: it soon 
dwindles to a niere footpath and leads (generally skirting the an- 
cient conduit) in 11/4 hr. to the fort of Euryalus. To the 1. 
in the piain lay the Roman Neapolis, with the sumptuous temples 
of Demeter and Persephone , erected by Gelon in 480 with the 
proceeds of spoil taken from the Carthaginians. In the height 
which is now traversed were situated the ancient Neapoli$ and 
Temenites. Within the latter stood the Temenos of Apollo, with 
a Statue of the god, which Verres attempted to carry off, and 
which was subsequently conveyed to Rome by Tiberins. About 
2 M. farther the traveller crosses the walls which appertained to 
the Epipolae , situated on the higher ground on the r. , and on 
am'ving at the W. extremity of the city ascends to the Fort of

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city was besieged. Here in 493 Hippocrates of Gela established 
bis head-qaarters. Duriiig the Athenian war tbe Syracusans had 
fortiäed It and sarrounded it with a PoUchne, or small fortifled 
towD. Here, in 396, Himilco pitched Ms camp, and Hamilcar in 
310 and Marcellus in 213 succeeded in establisbing themseives. 
The marshes of Lysimelia and Syrdka, to the W. of the great 
harbour, howe\rer, rendered the position destructive to the besie- 
gers. In the vicinity of the Olympieum were situated the sumptuous 
monuments of Gelon and bis wife Damarata. 

In calm weatber a pleasant excursion by boat (1^2 — 2 !•) may 
be made to the caverns in the rocky coast of Achradina, situated 
near the small harbour, beyond the rocky islets Due Fratelli. The 
nearest of these is the Grotta di Netttmo, beyond which are several 
others in the coast as far as Capo Panayia.

The steamers of tbe Florio Co. afford a convenient opportunity of yisi" 
ting the island of Malta from Syracuse. They start unce weekly at 10 p. m. 
(Mondays), reach Malta about 6 a. m. (Tuesdays), and quit the island again 
at 5 p. m. Beturn-ticketd at a reduced rate. Fare to or from the ateamer 
1 8. — The forenoon shüuld be devoted to the town (harbour, cathedral, 
and palace of the govemor), after which the visitor is recommended to drive 
to Cittä Vecchia (p. SOÖ), about 7 M. distant (calessc, a kind of gig, there 
and back 4—5 1.). — Besides the above reute there is no regulär steamboat 
Service from Malta except to Alexandria and Gibraltar (for England). Com- 
munication with Tunis is rare , except by means of sailing vessels , which 
proceed Üiither to procure car^es of cattle and other live stock. IMstance 
about 210 M., fare according to agreement (in one case 20 1. and 1 I. per 
day for food were paid). The voyage occupies about tbree days and is of 
course far from an epjoyable undertaking. 

The group of the Islands of Malta^ Gozzo and Comino lies 56 
M. to the S. of the coast of Sicily, 170 M. from the S. extre- 
mity of Italy, and 184 M. from the African coast. Latitude of 
La Valetta, the capital, 350 54', longitude 140 31'. Malta i» 
12 M. in circumference ; with Gozzo it has an area of 114 sq. 
M. and a population of 144,868 souls, of whom about 10,000 
are English and foreigners. The climate is extremely bot (mean 
temperature in winter 570, in sammer 770 Fabr.). The island 
rises precipitoiuly from the sea in the form of a sterile rock and 
appears at flrst sight entirely destitute of Vegetation, the ields 
and gardens being endosed by lofty walls and terraces of stone. 
Through the indefatigable industry of the inhabitants the barren 
surface has been converted into luxuriantly fertile arable land, 
partly by tbe process of pulverising the upper Stratum of rock 
and partly by tbe importAtion of \egeta\Ae wÄL. T\xft -^Toduce yicl-

Tbe Harbaur on the S.E. lide, defended by Fort 
St. Eliiio and other batteriea, is regarded as almoat impieguable, 
The garrieoa consists of 'J— 3000 inen, beaides the ve&iwU lA-« 
stalioiied h«Te. The harbour, one of ÜiQ >]est on tXiB ^He&'ilwl 
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nean, 60 — 70 ft. deep and sheltered from the wind, exhibits a 
busy scene, in which various Oriental Clements are recognisable. 
The streets ascend precipitously from the quay, frequently by 
means of long flights of steps, and are far superior in cleanliness 
to those of other towns on the Mediterranean. The Str. Reale, 
extending from St. Elmo to the Porta Reale, a distance of 8/4 M., 
is the principal street. 

The cathedral of 8. Giovanni, dating from 1576, is richly de- 
corated and contains the monuments of Grand Masters and knights 
of the Maltese Order, grouped in accordance Avith their varioas 
nationalities. Ist Ghapel on the r. (del Grociflsso), Beheading of 
St. John, altar-piece by Mich. Angelo Caravaggio. 2nd Chap. r., 
Portuguese monuments, those of Manoel Pinto and the Grand 
Master Manoel de Vilhena, the latter entirely of bronze. 3rd 
Chap. , Spanish ; monuments of four Grand Masters , the largest 
those of Roccafeuil and N. Goloner. 4th Chap., Proven^als. 5th 
Chap. , della Vergine , richly decorated with silver ; the keys ot 
the town, taken from the Turks, are here preserved as trophies. 
— To the 1. of the principal entrance the bronze monument oC 
the Grand Master Marc Antonio Zondadario. Ist Chap. (or Sa- 
cristy) contains a few portraits. 2nd Chap., Austrians. 3rd Chap., 
Italians ; the pictures (St. Jerome and Mary Magdalene) attribated 
to Caravaggio. 4th Chap., Frenchmen; monuments of two Grand 
Masters and of Prince Louis Philippe of Orleans (d. 1808). 5th 
Chap. , Bavarians. A stair descends hence to a vault containing 
the sarcophagi of several Grand Masters, e. g. those of LTsle 
Adam, La Valette etc. 

The Palaoe of the 0ovemor contains a collection of pictnies 
(insigniflcant) and a number of interesting weapons and trophies of 
the period of the knights. — The Houses of the different natio- 
nalities (^Auberge de Provence, d^Auvergne, de France, d'Italie etc., 
the latter the flnest) have all undergone considerable change. — 
Ad^acent to the palace is the handsome building of the Library, 
comprising about 40,000 vols. and a few antiquities of the PhcB- 
nician and Roman periods found here. Pleasant WaUcs along the 
ramparts, which are adorned with numerous statues of Grand 
Masters and of English Governors. The best polnt of view is at 
the Baracca Nuova. The Botanic Garden is also a favourite 
place of resort. — On the E. side of the harbour is situated the 
older part of the town, termed the Borgo or Citth Vittoriosa, in- 
habited by the humbler classes. Farther distant is the Bwrtmüa 
or Citth Cospicua, with its new docks; flnally the Senglea or 
Isola. The entrance to the harbour is here commanded by the 
fort of RicasoU. 

An aqueduct, commeneed in i^iO, l\ie TWimeroua arches of 
wA/ch intersect the environs, snppUea t\i^ to^i^ '^^^ ^*Xäx.

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number of the inhabitants had become greatly reduced, Pentathlus, a Hera* 
clides like JRoIus , established on the island a colony of Cnidians and Rho- 
dians, wbo bad been unable to maintain themselves in tbe S.W. angle of 
Sicüy. Tbe new setUers cultivated tbe soll in common , and bramely defen* 
ded tbemselves against tbe attacks of tbe Etruscan pirates. 

Lipara, wbicb ei^joyed tbe friendsbip of Syracuse, was plundered by th« 
Atbenians. Tbe islands subsequently sufTered from tbe incursiona of tbe 
Cartbaginians. In 260 tbe Roman admiral Cnseus Cornelius Scii^o was sur- 
rounded in tbe barbour of Lipara and taken prisoner by tbe Carthaginiaas. 
Tbe Romans sent a colony tbitber, but in Cicero^s time the islands wäre only 
partially cultivated. Tbis was possibly owing to tbe convulsions of nature 
wbicb must bave occurred, B. C. 204, wben tbe island of Vulcanello was 
upbeaved from beneatb tbe sea. In the year B. C. 126 erupUons nnder 
water were also bere observed, destroying vast numbers of fish. In the 
middle ages tbe Saracens took possession of tbe island j but were expelled 
tbence by tbe Normans in tbe llth cent., and tbe Lipan group now became 
united with Sicil^. Duriof^ tbe wars of tbe 14th cent. between the SidHauft 
king and tbe Aigous of Naples , tbe islands cbanged bands according to the 
varying fortune of tbe respective belligerents. Alpbonso tbe Generous an- 
nexed tbem to Naples, but Ferdinand the Catholic united them fliMlJy with 
Sicily. In 1544 tbey were plundered by Haireddin Barbarossa and in 1783 
suffered greatly by the earthquake. 

1. Lipari» termed Melingunis in the most ancient times, is 
the largest and most productive of the Islands. Its circumfeienee 
is usually stated at 18 M. , but in reality is nearly double that 
number. The ancient town of the same name (JJnaga probably 
signifies ''the fertUe'') lay on an isolated rock on the E. coast of 
the island, where the fort is now situated, around whicb the fer- 
tUe slopes of cultivated Und lise in the form of an amphithe&tre 
towards Sant' Angelo , the highest mountain in the Island , .ex- 
tendlng in a spacious crescent between Monte Rosso on the N. 
and M. di Gtiardia on the S. In the centre of the plaia, between 
the fort and the ascent towards S. Angelo, on the site of tiie new 
episcopal palace, were once situated extensive ancient Bath», 
partially excavated at the beginning of the present centoiy, bat 
again filled up by the bishop Todaro, in order that they might 
not attract visitors. In this vicinity was situated the NecropolU, 
where Greek tombs are still found, bearing inscriptions on the 
basaltic tuff-stone, some of which are preserved in the seminary. 
The entire area is now called Diana, firom a temple to that god- 
dess which once stood here. The best collection of Liparian anti- 
quities is now in the possession of the heirs of Baron Mandralisca 
at Cefalü (p. 258). In Lipari itself the most experienced con- 
noisseur is probably the obliging M. Giuseppe Merconella, the 
notary. M. Torremuzza enumerates 23 different coins of Lipari. 
Population of the town about 10,000, of the island 20,000. A 
bishop with 32 canons has sine« 1400 presided over the diocese, 
which was formerly united with Patti. The secular administration 
is conducted by a delegate, subordinate to the prefect of Messina. 
Tlie town, erected aroond the fort, is of modern origin. The ca-

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liar hoUow reverberation prodnced by a heavy footstep shonld be 
observed) leads in 40 min. to the summit of the Tolcano, into 
'which the traveller may descend, especially during the prevalence 
of the Sirocco, when, like Stromboli, it emits less smoke. The 
greatest diameter of the crater is npwards of ^/^ M. The preci> 
pitous waUs on the E. , S. an<l W. are covered with yellow in- 
crustations of sulphur, and flames issne perpetually from a flssure 
in the S.£. corner, which, bowever, are more distinctly visible 
by night. Beautiful specimens of pink Sublimates of sulphur, pure 
alum, ammoniacal salts etc. may here be purchased of the work- 
men. After descending the traveUer should yisit a boillng-hot 
sulphur-spring, ^hich issues at the Porto di Ponente, a few paces 
from the shore, and then return to Lipari. (Provisions should be 
brought from Lipari, as nothing can be procured from the work- 
men of the manufactory, who live in cayes and subsist on bread 
and ricotta or goats' cheese, here termed frutte di mandra.) 

3. Isola delle Saline ( ^iövfiri=tvims^ Arabic Geziret Dindima) 
consists of the two cones of extinct volcanoes, Monte Vergine tp 
the N. and Monte Salvatore, also termed Malaspina ^ to the &.; 
whence the Greek appellation. The Island is extremely fertile, 
and the almost exclusive source of the celebrated Malmsey. It may 
be visited from Lipari on the same day as Vulcano. Its 4 villages 
contain about 5000 inhabitants. 

4. Filicuri (4>otvixovaay Arabic Oeziret Ficuda), to the W. 
of the latter, in ancient times clothed with palms, whence the 
Greek name, is now almost entirely uncultivated. 

5. Alicuri, called ^EQixotaa by the ancients, because clothed 
with furze only, is the loftiest of tht: Lipari Islands (2495 ft.). 
Circumference 7 M. Population 500 shepherds and fishermen. No 
tolerable landing-place. 

6. To the N.E. of Lipari is situated a small group of Islands, 
which were possibly once connected, as one of the remarkable 
eruptions recorded by Orosias and Pliny took place hete B. G. 
126. The largest of these is Panaxia ('Ixiaia), which the ancients 
did not reckon as one of the 7 iEolian Islands (instead of it they 
regarded the small island of Lisca Bianca^ or Evcivvjuog , as one 
of the 7), 8 M. from Lipari and almost entirely uncultivated. 
The island of Basiluzzo contains a few relics of antiquity. 

7. StromboU, N.E. of Lipari, named J^TQoyyvXrj on account 
of its circular form. The ancients regarded it as the seat of 
iEolus, for which Pliny gives the unsatisfactory reason, that the 
weatber coulä be foretold three days in advance from the smoke 

of the volcano. It is usually stated t\i&t Vulcano and Stromboli 
smoke most copioualy during the Sirocco , Wt tVfe \'^w!Äst.% ^\5l- 
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dangers, whieh would often prove fatal to strangers. The principal pre- 
cautiou tbey euiploy consists in wearing Aeeces, a usual costume of the 
Sardinian shepherds, who., to the no small surprise of travellers, present the 
appearance of being closely enveloped in für under the scorching rays of a 
June sun. Another great obstacle to the prosperity of Sardinia is the de- 
pIoral>Iy defcctive State of education, in which respect the island is far 
behind all the other provinces of Italy. Oat of lOOO inhabitants 911 are 
totally unable to read or write (in Lombardy 599, in Sicily 902). 

The Sardinians, with the exception of the inhabitants of Cagllari and 
Sassari, have as yet been little influenced by the modern advances of civili- 
sation, and in remote districts the traveller may imagine himself transferred 
tu a period several centuries earlier. The inhabitants, who are probably of 
the sanie race as the Corsicans and belong to the Iberian family, more 
resemble tlie Spaniards than the Italians in character, and this peculiarity 
was duubtlcss confirmed by the long duration uf the Spanish supremacy. 
Their demeanour is grave and dignified conipared with the vivacity of the 
Italians and exhibits a f^quent tendency to melancholy, harmonizlBg well 
with tlic sombre black and white of their national costume. The Ittter 
consists of a blouse of black cluth without sleeves {coleUu% black gaiters 
(borzayhinos), a black Phrygian cap (baretta)y white knee-breeches and white 
Shirt sleeves adorned on festive occasions with large and handsome gold 
bnttons. The long gun slung across the back is rarely discarded even by 
the peasants whilst engaged in agricultural pursuits, and a curved knife in 
a äheath of leather, frequently of the dimensiuns of a small sabre, com- 
pletes their equipment. The flerce and warlike disposition of the ancient 
Sardinians still manifests itself in the revengeful spirit of their descendants, 
which occasionally leads to deadly feuds and is a serious obstacle to the 
increase of the population. The number of assassinations is compnted at 
1000 annually. These faults, huwever, are to some extent counterbalanced 
by the Sterling virtues pcculiar to a primitive and untutored race, viz. their 
unwavering ftdelity to their sovereign, their chivalric senw of honoar and 
their hospitality. National poetr}' is carefully cultivated and is remarkable 
for its plaintive character. The language consists of a number of dialects, 
difFering widely in many of their roots; several of them closely resemble 
Spanish, or rather Latin (e. g. bona dies, good day). Strangers will find it 
utterly impossible to understand or make themselves understood anrwhere 
except in the larger towns. 

The antiquities of Sardinia are also in consunance with the other 
peculiarities of the countr}'. Those which date from the periods of the 
Carthaginian and Koman supremacy or from the middle ages are far in- 
ferior to tliose of Italy and Sicily. Unusual interest, however, attaches to 
the curious relics of a far more remote and even pre-historic epoch. These 
are the so-called Nuragghi or Soraghe^ fuund in no other district, except in 
the Balearic Islands, where they are termed Talapots. They are conical 
monuments with truncated summits, 30—60 ft. in height, 35~1(X) ft. in 
diametcr at the 1)a8e, constructed of unhewn blocks of st(mc without mor- 
tar. They are situated either on isolated eminences among the mountains 
or on artificial mounds on the plaints. They generally contain two ur three 
conically vaulted Chambers, one abovc the other, and a Spiral staircase con- 
structed in the thickness of the wall ascends to the upper stories. General 
La Marmora counted upwards of 3000 towers of this description, and their 
number is still vcry great, although the advance of agriculture has neces- 
sitated the removal of many of Iheni. A number of coigectures have been 
formed respecting the destination of these enigmatical structures, which 
have been variously represcnted as dwellings, temples and even as light- 
boiiseßC). ^6 juost common and probable supposition, however, is that 
they Are monumental tombs, erected by the aboriginal inhabitants of the 
isJanü, before tlie arrival of the PWmc\«&a «^xv^ OT«t%V%.

the traveller. The country will be found replete with attractions, bat the 
villages are generally dull and uninteresting and apparently totally excluded 
from all connection with the extemal world. 

Ste amboat Communication. a. From Leghorn once weekly 
direct to Cagliari, and once weekly along the E. coast, touching at the follg. 
statiuns : the island of Maddalena, Terranova (p. 319), Siniscola, Orosei, Tor- 
toli, Muravera and Cagliari, which is reached in 31 hrs. Also once woeklv 
direct to Portotorres (Sassari) in 30 hrs., and once to the same port via 
Bastia in Corsica in 35 hrs. — b. FromXaples to Cagliari once or twice 
monthly in 55 hrs. — c. From Palermo to Cagliari every fortnight in 
36 hrs. (61 1., incl. food). — d. From Tunis to Cagliari weekly (Wednes- 
days) in 18 hrs. (cabin 52i|2i steerage 37^2 1., incl. dinner). — e. From 
Ajaccio (and Marseilles) to Portotorres once weekly in 7 hrs. (261., incl. 
dinner). 

Of the more civilized nations of antiquity the Phoenicians from Car> 
thage were the earliest masters of the island. They founded several towns 
on the coaat, such as Caralis, the modern Cagliari, where they concen- 
trated the trafflc of the island. During their supremacy, and even during 
that of their successors the Romans, the interior of the island preserved it» 
independence to some extent. Traces of the Phoenician epoch are recogniMble 
in a few Punic inscriptions still extant, and especially in the innuBerable 
small idols of bronze, the distorted figures of which accord with the pecoliar 
character of the Phoenician religion. Scarabsei, or stones cut in tbe form 
of beetles and wom in rings, presenting a thoroughly Oriental appearancet 
are also frequently found, and doubtless belong to the same period. In 
B. C. 238, shortly after the Ist Punic War, Sardinia was >vrested from the 
Carthaginians by the Romans, who found it an invaluable acquisiüon on 
account of the productiveness of its fields and its mines. Criminals con- 
demned for grave ofTences and subsequently numerous Christians were com- 
pelled to work in these mines. The Romans themselves shunned the island 
as being unhealthy and imperfectly cultivated, whilst they manifested Httle 
partiality for the proud and independent spirit of the natives, which neither 
war nor persecution could entirely extinguish. Great numbers of the in- 
habitants were brrmght to Rome and sold as slaves at a merely nominal 
price, for even during servitude they maintained their indomitable character 
and forraed no very desirable acquisition to their purchasers (Sardi venales, 
'^as cheap as a Sardinian", was a Roman proverb). 

In 458 the Vandals made an expedition against Sardinia from Airica 
and conquered the island. Under Justinian, in 533, it was recaptured for 
the Eastern Empire. The weakness of the latter, combined with the un- 
remitting attacks of the Saracens, favoured the gradual rise of native princes, 
who recognised the pope as their patron and protector. When at lengtb 
the Arabians began to establish themselves permanently in the Island, 
John XVIII. preached a Crusade against the infidels, promising to bestow 
the island on those who should succeed in expelling them. This was effected 
by the united efforts of the Genoese and Pisans, and their rival claim$ were 
decided in favour of Pisa in 1025. The island was dividcd into four 
districts, Cagliari, Torres or Logudoro, Gallura and Arborea, which were 
presided over by "Giudici" or judges. Neither Genoa, however, renounced 
her Claim, nor the papal see its supremacy ^ and the Giudici, profiting by 
these dispntes, succeeded meanwhilc in establishing themselves as indepen- 
dent prince«, and governed the island in accordance with its national law» 
and custonis. In 1297 Boniface VIII. invested the kings of Arragon with 
.'-arüinia, and they, after protracted struirgles, succeeded in putting down the 
preieDsiojis of Genoa, as well as those of Pisa. The most distinguished of 
iAe native princea waa the Giudichessa Eleonora of Arborea (d. 1404), wbose 
rontests with ArragoD and whose code of \aw6^ lYife "Carta de Logu" (del 
JtiOffoJ, uttaincd f;reut Jocal celebritv.

The trayaller nest passes the Tom del EltfanU, erected in 
1307 by tbe Pisons, as the metriral inHcciptlan recucda, and reaulies 
the ÜMon CammiBO proinenade, '/*'■'. in length, comraaiiding 
channing Tlews of the liay and tlie momitains by which 11 Is 
bounded.

Jescends to the Caparhia MonatUry, wlthln the preeinets of vhich 
there are seTeral reservoiis hewn in the rock, «hieb once appar- 
tained te tbe ancient Eoiuan vatei^vorks. Opposite to tha iiiona- 
steiy Is situated tbe AmphitluatKi ths grealer aiia of which 
meaaures S&Vs >''<- 1 ^^^ other 79 yda. A natural depces^nn in 
the rock which here descenda towaidä the aea was tntnad to ae- 
count In its consCruction, and moät of the iows of seats are hewu 
in the rock, whilst the opeu S. extremity was ctosed by masonry. 
The rninons conditioo of tha siructure renders it evident that 
economy was the leading priiiciple iii it» erKction. This. the raost 
considerable ruin in Hardinia , nhen couipared with the magniS' 
cent ediflces of Italy and Southern France, theiefoie alfoids an 
addttional indication of the Buboidiiiate importance attached to the 
Island at that period. The bnilding has recently been e^trlcated 
fiom snperiucumbeijt heaps of earth and lubbish. Fartber to the 
W. in tbls rocky ridge theia ia a great number of anciatit graves. 
the mos! iiiteresting of which i» the RroHu dfUa Tipcra, near 
the high road , iu the Borgo di S. Avendtace, erected to AtiUik 
Poiaptilla and her hnsband, who dled ^ete m \iMi\<sVoie\«„ Vj 'öiws 
ebildren, as the long inscription in QteeV mA^.«™ -Jin»«* ■t^vs«*.- 
Tbe fiivirods of Cagliai\ ^«ifcti^. »Ä t\ia öia.t»R.'U6r«»^_ 
of a siiuthem Janil.

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but the town itself is rarely visited by fever even in summer. 
Here, as in Sicily and Africa, hedges of cactus form the usua) 
enclosure of the fields. The Campidnno di CaglUirij the extensive 
piain which Stretches hence to Oristano« is fertile and tolerably 
well peopled. In May, when on certain Sundays populär festivals 
are celebrated in honour of local saints, several of these villages 
deserve a visit (e. g. Quartu, the largest, to v^hich an omnibus 
runs daily), as an exceUent opportunity is thus obtained of obser- 
ving the costumes and manners of the people. 

Passing the church of Bonacria and the village of 8. Bartoh» 
meOj with an extensive penitentiary , the traveller arrives at the 
Promontory of 8, Eliüy about 3 M. distant. 

The S.E. angle of Sardinia is the wildest and least populated 
portion. Excursions towards the S.W. are the more interesting. 

To Pula 19 H. (by omnibus, see abovej or on horseback). The read 
intersects the Plaia^ a series of sandy Islands connected by numerous bridges 
and separating the Stagno di Cagliari from the sea. It passes Orrt, where 
there is a picturesqae country seat of the Harchese Villa Hermosa; thcn 
S. Pieiro Pula^ and past a ruined "nurrago" and a Roman aqueduct on the 
promontory of Pula (2^14 M.) to the church of 8. Eßsio^ occupying the Site 
of the ancient Ifora^ of which a few traces (a quay, the small theatre of 
La Leoniera etc.) are still visible. Pula possesses excellent spring-water and 
is therefore a favourite naval Station, where in 1804 Nelson spent a con- 
siderable time. 

There are numerous mines in the S.W. part of the Island, of which 
Igleaias is the principal town (38 H. from Cagliari ; dilig. daily, int^rieur 6, 
coupe 8 !.)• Picturesquely situated , it is an episcopal see with a cattie- 
dral of 1215, and possesses ancient walls and a Castle which was restored 
by the Arragonians. The town is surronnded by beautiful gardens. the 
finest of which belongs to the Dominicans. Near Monte Poni in the vicinity, 
1095 ft. above the sea-level, there is a very productive lead>mine. About 
12 M. farther along the coast, opposite the small Island of S. Pietro, is 
situated Porto Scuto^ a fishing village, where numerous tunny fish are 
captured. 

From Cagliari to Saiiari. 

The principal high road in the Island (strada centrale) leads from 
Cagliari to Porto Torres, the harbour of Sassari, a distance of 147 Engl. M. 
It was the first carriage-road in the island, commenced in 1822 and com- 
pleted in 7 years. Diligence from Cagliari to Sassari (in 26 hrs.) daily at 
noon ; coup<5 £ß, int^rieur 28 1. (to Kacomer 23 and 20 1., to Oristano coup^ 
14 1.). Omnibus (comp. p. 318) to Oristano 10 1. A railway was projected 
and commenced several years ago, but the works have been abandoned. 
The govemment was oMlged to yicld to the anxious desire of the Sardinians 
to possess a railway, but the eminent La Harmora, although flrom bis par- 
tiality to the island he did not oppose the proj< et, is said to have expressed 
bis opinion that the receipts of the line would not even sufflce to defVay 
tlic expenacB of the consumption of coal.|

The road passes a lake neai the B:iy a( OrUtaiio and next 
reaches (aO'/a M. from üras] 

Oiiituta (Loconiia Afura, iufsated by moaquitoea), a town 
■wich 6200 inhab. , situated on the Tim in a marshy locallty, 
founded in the lltb cent. by the inhabitantd of the aneient 
Thamt. Many (owera of the medifeial fortiScations are still 
Standing. The town is an archiepistopal see. The palace in vrhich 
the Giudlci of Atborea lesided is still poinled out. The apacioua 
cathedral of the ITth oent. contains seieral pictures by Marghi- 
notti, a modern Sardinian artiaC.

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the road then gradually ascends to the loftily situated (1890 ft. 
above the sea-level) town of Macomer (^Albergo NaztonaU ^ the 
best; Garibaldi; lUlia; Caffe Garibaldi), situated 29 »/s M. from 
Oristano on the slope of the mountains of the Cattna del Marghine, 
commanding distant vievs of the lofty Gennargeutu and the other 
peaks of the central chain. A number of Roman antiquities have 
been fonnd at Macomer, the site of the ancient Macopsiaa. Near 
the church are three ancient milestones, two of Vespasian and 
one of Sept. Severus , proving that a Roman road once passed in 
this direction. No district in Sardinia contains such a nnmber of 
nurraghi as the environs of Macomer. The Services of a guide 
will be found acceptable in exploring them; for, although sufA- 
ciently conspicnous, they are often difflcult of access owing to the 
rank grass and underwood by vhich they are surrounded. That 
of *S. Barbara y about 3/^ M. to the N. of the town, not far from 
the high road, deserves a visit on acconut of its excellent State 
of preservation. It is Square in form and surrounded by four small 
cones. Another monument of a similar description, termed Tamuli 
(possibly from "tumuli"), is about 3Y2 ^- ^ the W. of Macomer. 
It is a well preserved nurrhago, in which curious idols, beliered 
by La Marmora to be Phoenician, were discovered. At its base 
are 6 cones of stone , 4^2 ^' ^^ height , three of them with 
women's breasts. 

Macomer, being situated at the intersection of two roads, is 
one of the most animated points in the interior of the island. 
Dilig. daily by Sindia and 8uni to Bosa 3 1. ; also daily to 
Nuoro 8, coup^ 10 1. , and thence to Orosei on the £. coast. 
Omnibuses also mn from Macomer to Gagliari and Sassari (fares 
1/3 rd lower than those of the dilig.), but are by no means to be 
recommended. 

The mountain > passes through which the road from Macomer 

to Bonorva (IO72 M.) winds upwards to the lofty piain of La 

Campedda (2145 ft.) are frequently rendered impassable by snow 

in Winter, so that diligence passengers are compeiled to wait for 

several days at Macomer or Bonorva. The latter, with 5000 inhab. 

who are engaged in agriculture and the rearing of cattle, lies in 

a bleak locality, V/2M. to the r. of the road. A rocky district 

is next entered and a brook crossed. Near the latter are several 

grottoes in the limestone rock, once apparently inhabited. To the 

r. lies the lofty village of Giave. Then, 12^/4 M. from Bonorva,

Laconi ia an axcellent startiiig-point for a risit to the monn- 
tainons dislrivt of La Bmibogia, the wüdeBt portion of Sardlnfa, 
the inhabitanis of which boaat tbal they neier succumbed elthei 
to tbe Catthaginians or to the Romans. The eipedition requirei 
4—5 days. One or more guides shonld be engaged for the tour 
at Laconi, and a aupply of tood and blankeC» ahould be taken, 
as it niay be necessary to spend the night in a ahepherd's hut.

11/2 lir- tJi6 vessel is off the Capo deWArmi, the S.W. promon- 
tory of Calabria. To the N. rise the mountains of Sicily, ter- 
minated apparently by the noble pyramid of iEtna. The vessel 
then steers towards the £., skirting the coast of Calabria, the 
barren mountains of which continue visible for a considerable . 
time. On the second day the vessel is completely out of sight 
of land, but on the third (Wed.) the Cape of Messema (now Capo 
Gallo), with the Oenussae Islands (now Sapienza and Cäbrtra) in 
front of it, becomes visible. The steamboat then approaches the 
Sharp point of Cape Taenaron, now C. Maiapan (36 ö, 22', 58"), 
the most S. in Europe with the exception of Cape Tariffa in 
Spain (350, 59', 57"). The arid and stony peninsula which is 
terminated by this cape is the Afani, the home of the Mainotes 
80 often celebrated in song. A view is then disclosed of the 
broad Laconian Gulf, into which the Eurotas (now Iri) flows, 
whilst in the extreme distance the white heights of the Taygetos 
appear. The vessel next steers between Cape Malea (on the S. 
side of which there is a hermit's cell) and the Island of Cythera 
(now Cerigo), the seat of the most ancient worship of Venus. 
The bleak and abrupt coast, where on a solitary rock Münemhasia, 
in the vicinity of which Malmsy wine was originally produced, is 
visible, is now quitted, and the Islands of Spezzae and Hydra, 
lying in front of the district of Argolis, are approached. The in- 
habitants of these Islands distinguished themselves greatly in the 
Greek War of Liberation. On the r. rise several rocky islets belong- 
ing to the Cyclades, among them Falconera and Anti-Milos, The 
pyramidal peak of 8t. Elias (1634'), the highest mountain in the 
Island of jEgina, now soon becomes visible. On the r. lies the Is- 
land of Belbina, and beyond it the hilly promontory of Attica, 
Laurion with its ancient silver-mines , and the promontory of 
Sunion (now Cape Kolonnäs'). — The steamer now steers towards 
the Piraeus and the coast of Salamis with its numerous bays; on 
both sides the island appears to be connected with the n^ainland. 
The barren, rounded hill next visible in Attica, at flrst. greatly 
foreshortened , is Hymeitus (now Trelo-Vurn); in a straight di- 
rection Pames forms the N. boundary of the Attic piain. Above 
Salamis (now Kuluri) peeps the lofty summlt of the Oeraneia in 
Megaris. A low hiU extending into the sea, behind which a 
number of masts rise, now becomes visible. This is the Piratu», 
the hill a short distance Inland is Munychia (p. 359), and in front 
of it lies the Bay of Phaleron, the original harbour of Athens, 
Between Hymettus and Parnes the regulär shaped Pentelicon or 
Bn'lessus (now Penteli, p. 358) now appears. At this point the 
steamer commands a charming ♦\\ew ot JMiXiftiv%\ \iv t\ve centre 
*Aö AcropoliSf to the r. the monumeTit oi 'PYvWo^^.^^xä , Vi ^^ \. 
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the obsetvatory. The Urge, white biiUdirjg lo Ihr N. ot the Atro- 
polis is tbe Pakce, beyond wbicfa rises the L^(^ii6cIItu (now .tfl. 
8t. Gtorge. p. 3Öä). — As taon as tbe promontory of the Pirf ai 
tun been ronnded. the trmellei percalTes the rocky lalet of Fiyt' 
laltia, on which the Athenian 'haplites' under Aristides destroyed 
tbe Goner of tbe Peisiui srmy sfter the fiattle of Salamis, sitBal- 
ed in the nanow Etiait between Salsmla and tbe malnUnd, iieat 
the point where the battte laged most äercely. Un tbe bank op- 
paaite to tbe islsiid the ailvei throne of Xenes vis erected, 
wbeni.-e be witneBsed the defeat of his vast fleet (B. C. 480). An 
ani^tent monument to the r. in the ^trait leading Co tlie harbooi 
is termed the Tomb of Tbemiatocles, (p. 3ß9}; above it ie tbe 
moDimient oE Mianlls, the ^ctoriouE admiral in the waie of in- 
dependence. 

As soon a,i the steamer halta it la aunounded by ■ crowd of 
small boats, the propiietora of vhich noiaiJy endeaiour to srrei-t the 
attention of the passengers; at the saoie time the batel-touters 
push their way od board.

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Corta, the capital of the Island (25,000 inhab.) possesses an 
excellent harbour with brisk traflfic. If time pennits, the tra- 
veller should go on shore and "walk through the town ; the Strada 
Marina on the shore, in the S. suburb Castrides, is particularly 
attractive. The small Island r. of the entrance to the harbour is 
the quarantine Station, one of the best in Greece. 

When the steamer quits the harbour, the Albanian Mountains 
and the island remain in view. Before the S. point of Corfn 
(Capo Bianco) is reached, the little Islands of Paxo and Antipcao 
(together called Ila^ol by the ancients) become visible; the 
steamer usually stops at the former. The mainland, the coast 
of Epirus now recedes; here, at the mouth of the Ambracian 
Gulf, near Actium^ B. C. 30, Augustus laid the foundation to 
his monarchy by the victory gained by his fleet over Antony. The 
island of 8ta. Maura {AtvxaöCa) remains on the E. ; for a short 
time Ithaka is seen to the S., but is soon concealed by Cepha- 
lonia (^KHfttllr)v(a)^ the largest of the lonian Islands, whose W. 
coast is now skirted; the harbour is on the S. side in a deep 
bay, at the capital Argostoli. In the distance Zante (Zattwd-og) 
comes in sight, with the harbour of that name (where a prolonged 
stay is sometimes made). 

The steamer now takes a N. direction; opposite is the coast 
of the Peloponnesus, the piain of Elis. The entrance of the Gulf 
of Corinth is approached; 1. the coast of Aetolia, with MissO' 
longhij noted for its valiant though fruitless defence against Ibrahim 
Pacha in 1826. The next point where the steamer touches is Pa- 
tras (^IIccTQCii), an important commercial town (25,000 inhab.) 
with consulates of most of the European states, whence currants 
are largely exported. Farther on, the steamers sometimes stop 
at Naupactoa {Lepanto, celebrated for the naval victory of Don John 
of Au Stria in 1571) on the Locrian shore, and at Vostitsa {Atyiov) 
on the Peloponnesian. R. the summits of Erymanthus, frequently 
covered with snow, then those of Kyllene, 1. the heights of Par- 
nassus and Helicon ; the steamer skirts the coast of the Pelopon- 
nesus and stops at New Corinth^ erected about 3 M. N. of ancient 
Corinth after its total destruction by the eartbquake in 1858. Om- 
nibuses are here in waiting and convey travellers in ^^4 hr. to 
Kalamäki, pnrt of the way by a road constructed by the Austrian 
Lloyd. L. the high mountains of Megaris, Oerania (^FfQttveta) 
are seen; r. the ruins of the wall which once traversed the 
isthmus from sea to sea, and of the sliding road (Diolkos) for 
ships and goods running parallel to it. After a drive of 1/2 J*'«» 
at some distance from the road are the scanty remains of the 
Jstbmian Sanctuary j where the Isthmian games were once cele- 
brated in bonour of Poseidon. W^ieii tYie loaA daac^uds, Kala-

Ooatamea in great variety render a walk in the streets of Athens very 
entertaining to the stranger. The national Oreek, or rather Albanian, is 
the commonest. It consists of a high fes with long , blue tassel , a blue or 
red jacket with open sleeves and richly embroidered , a vest of similar 
description, shirt with wide and flowing sleeves, a leathern belt with ak. 
pouch for weapons, the white ^fustane]la\ short breeches, red gaiters and 
pointed red shoes. — Artisans , and especially the inhabitants of Üie Is- 
lands (yi^aiÄrr«*), wear a different -costuine of Turkish origin : high fez wom 
upright, Short dark-coloured jacket, red vest and short wide trousers of dark 
green or blue calico, calves with or without stockings, and shoes with 
buckles. The Gretan costuine is similar, but high boots are wom instead 
of shoes. In cold or wet weather a cloak with a hood {tamw), made of 
goats' hair, is wom by all classes. The women generally wear ^French' 
clothing, but sometim^s adom their heads with a fez with gold tassel. The- 
Albanian peasant- women alone still retain their national costume, con- 
sisting of a long petticoat embroidered on the sleeves and skirt, with a- 
Short white woollen d^ess above it; they ädom their hair and necks with 
chains of coins strung together. — Many flne figures and handsome faces- 
will be observed among the men, but the Oreek type of beauty appears en- 
tirely to have deserted the fair sex, especially in Attica, where intercours 
with foreign countries has altered . the character of the race. The ancient 
ideal is now to be sought for in a few of the remote mountain- Valleys alone.

Athens is sltnated (37^ 58' N. lat.) in the great piain of At- 
tica, which Is waterecl by the Cephissus, the only river of Attica. 
containing water In summer , and the Ilisnis , a brook flUed only 
it». wet weather. On the N. and N. W. the piain is bonnded by 
Püfnea and its spur J^galeiu; on the E. and S. E. by BrileantSy 
or Pentelicon, and Hymettus; on the S. and W. by the Saronic^ 
gnlf. In the centre of the piain rises a ränge of hüls, now 
termed Turco Vuni, runiiing from E. to W., and separating the- 
Valleys of the Cephissas and Ilissus; the highest of these is 
the Lycabettus (Mt. St. George). The latter is separated bx ^ 
broad depression from the AcropoW^ mVJ^. ^<fc k^^^"^^"^^^ '^'^^ "**" 
Tange of hüls /arther to theW. (t\ie PUVyp«p•p^»Ä w^ >\mäw«w^'^'^ 
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hüls of the Pnyx and the Nymphs, pp. 353, 354), which slope gra- 
diialiy towards the sea. 

The modern city lies in the above-mentioned depression and 
Stretches towards the piain of the Gephlssus, -whüst ancient Athens 
during the height of its prosperity comprised the S. side of the 
Acropolis and the hills to the W. Athens has never been entirely 
abandoned since its flrst foundation. Long after its political 
fall it continued to be frequented as a school of philosophy, 
and compared with other Greek towns enjoyed great prosperity. 
In the middle ages it was the seat of the Franconian dukes, who 
were at length superseded by the ' Turks. In modern times, 
«specially in the wars of independence , the city suffered so se- 
verely, that in 1835, "when the seat of Government was trans- 
ferred hither from Nauplia, it had dwindled down to a poor 
country-town , with about 300 houses, whilst it had once num- 
bered 150,000 inhabitants. The Piraßus had ceased to exist both 
in fact and in name. The harbour with a few flshermen's huts 
was termed Porto Leone^ from a lion which the Yenetians carried 
off in 1687 to adorn the Arsenal at Venice. Since that period, 
however, Athens has gradually become the most populous city 
(42,000 inhab.) in Greece. The harbour-town of Piraens, with 
6500 inhab., is rapidly increasing. Athens is indebted for its pre- 
sent thriving condition chiefly to its ancient prestige, its Situation 
not being favourable for the capital of modern Greece. Neither 
commerce nor manufactures flourish here, as the city lies off the 
great thoroughfare of trafflc, and Attica itself is unproductive. 
The fact of its being the seat of government and the focus of 
intellectual activity and modern culture now contributes mainly to 
its extension and development. 

The modern part of the city, planned principally by M. Sohau- 
bert, a German architect, is handsome and well-built, and resem- 
bles other towns of modern Europe. Two straight streets, inter- 
secting each other nearly in the centre of the town, constitute 
the Chief arteries of trafflc. One of these , the Hermes Street 
(Oöog 'EQfiov) beging at the palace square and extends N. to 
the railway Station, where, at the church of Agia Triada, it unites 
with the road to Piraßus. The other main street, that of jEoIus 
(O^og Al6kov\ Stretches from the 'Tower of the Winds', about 
the middle of the N. slope of the Acropolis, across the entire 
city, and is prolonged as the *ütoi IlnTiaalttg as far as the vil- 
lage of Patissia. The point of intersection of these streets, where 
the 'SlQitCtt 'EXldg caf^ is situated, and a part of the iEolus Street 
towards the S. form the favourite rendezvous of the male loungers 
^Z" Athens. Here, and in the adjoining bazaar, the greatest va- 
^ö<r of costumes will be obset^ed. ^\xm«ou% wx^ ^ttuous lanes 
^i^erge from these main streets , \)ut tYie tj*.^öÖL«t %\jäv\^ vj^W 
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Tenturing into these intricate purlieus. Tbe palace Square and 
the Place de la Concorde (IIXarfTtc rijg ^O/Ltofoiaf) form the nu- 
cleus of another network of streets towards the N. side of the city; 
the NfoTToXtg, or new town, consists of broad and straight streets 
planted with trees (Boulevards). The two *places' are connected 
by the Stadium Street (^üdog 2!TaöCov) and the üniversity Street 
(^Odog JI«%(7iiaTfifji(ov). In the forraer , when entered from the 
palace Square, the ßovXij , or house of the delegates, is situated 
on the 1.; then the Offices of the minister of finance, also on the 
i., with a pleasant, shady garden in the rear. On the r. of the 
latter the small church of St, Theodore^ one of the most ancient 
in Athens, and an interesting example of the Byzantine style. 
Farther on in the Stadium Street, on the r., is the post-öfßce 
(Taxv6QO(ueToi*') j and adjoining it the office of the Oreek «teom- 
boats. To the r. in the üniversity Street is situated the Rom. 
Cath. church^ then the eye ^ dispensary [otpx^aXfjioxofjLilov) ^ and 
the new Academy, now being constructed of Pentelic marble at 
the instance of Baron Sina ; adjacent to the latter is the Üniversity 
{^naveniüTrifjiiov^ designed by Hansen. 

The Üniversity, founded in 1837, and organized on the Ger- 
man System, possesses four faculties (theology, law, philosophy 
and medicine), which are taught by a stafT of professors and lec- 
turers. Connected with the üniversity are the observatory [aOTi- 
^oaxomlov) on the hill of the Nymphs , built and fltted up by 
Baron Sina, a pharmaceutic school, a library with 120,000 vols., 
a collection of coins, a cabinet of natural history and an ana- 
tomical museum. All these coUections are preserved within the 
precincts of the üniversity buildings. The number of students 
{(foiTrjTaQ is 1200, of professors, ordinary and extraordinary 
ijttXTixol xal ^XTttXToi xad-riyriTtt^ 60, of private lecturers (pff-tj- 
yrjTaf) 12. — Farther on in the same street, on the 1., is the 
richly endowed Arsakion, a girls' school, named after its founder 
lioaaxrjg, the only establishment of the kind in Greece. 

From the Place de la Concorde the Athene Street (^OcFoc ^^S^rj- 
vag") runs due S. , expanding about half-way into a neglected 
'place', on the 1. side of which there is a carriage-stand. On the 
T. is the Varvakion, a grammar-school named after its founder 
Bagßdxrig. It contains the * Collection of the Archaeological In- 
stitute (^uQ/atoXoyixfj ^t«i^/«), accessible Mond, and "Wed. 3 — 5 
o'clock (visitOTs knock at the gate to the r. on the ground-floor).

Be- 
tween these a toy, with Peleus and Thetis on one side, and Hercules and a 
sea-monster on the other. To the 1. of the entrance a remarkably fine 
''Lecythus, with violet drawing on a white ground^ on the r., near the 
door, well executed' terracottas , warriors in relief, in the middle trinket«, 
cbiefiy golden wreaths from Attic tombs. — In the antechamber : marbles, 
among them a large table with combats of wild beasts , and an interesting 
barbarian*a head. — In the adjoining room : later Oreek portrait-heads, most 
of them of president« of the old gsnunasia, Minotaur as fountain-figure, 
tomb-reliefs , a fine archaic torso from i£gina etc. — In the last room: 
painted terracottas, ancient toys and knicknacks, architectural fragments 
with traces of painting. — Small room opposite: Egyptian antiquities and 
weapons of the flint-period. 

Another roaid leads direct from the Place de la Concorde to 

the Piraeus (flne view of the sea by evening light); the Poly^ 

Uchnic, situated in this street, is about to be transferred to a 

handsome ediflce adjoining the site of the proposed Museum in 

the Patissia Street. — From the palace Square a boulevard leads 

S. to the Theseion, passing round the Acropolis. The above de- 

scription will enable the traveUer to find his way to all the prin- 

cipal points of interest. The natives, be it observed, very rarely 

appear to know the names of the streets. 

At a Very early period the farourable Situation of this pari of the plaio 
of Attica near the . sea, around a rock admirably adapted for the erection of 
a fortress, and watered by two rivers, one of which was never dry (a rarity 
in Oreece), attracted numerous setüers to the site of Athens. Of these some 
migrated from the coast-districts, others from Inland countries, and founded 
a nnmber of adjacent colonies. The more warlike settled on the Acropo- 
lis and its S. slopes , near the Phalerus , the ancient harbour of the city. 
The Union of these Settlements into one city {&(nv), and of the whole of 
Attica, originally consisting of 12 separate lordships, into a Single State 
{awoitii'ajM)^) , is said to hare been effected by Theseus, whilst the city 
derived its name from Athene, the tutelary deity of the fortress. From 
that period the numerous foundations in the rock to the W. of the Acro- 
polis , and the semicircular structure in the same neighbourhood , bounded 
by a massive wall of huge stones (Pelasgic construction) below and a pre- 
cipice of rock with projecting Square stones above (commonly termed the 
Pnyx, i. e. the Athenian place of assembly), are believed to date. The 
long period of six or seven centuries of peace enabled the State to pass 
gradually from the monarchical to ä more independent form of govemment. 
A^ter the death of Codrus (1066; the kings were superseded by responsible 
archons, at first elected for life, afterwards for ten years only, and at length 
superseded in their tum in 633 by nine annual archons. Solon in 594 
endeavoured to check this levelling democratic tendency by his salutary 
laws, according to which a certain census or fortune was a necessary quali- 
fication for the different Offices, and the political rights of the other classea 
of Citizens were definitely graduated (^timocracy^). Notwithstanding his 
efforts, however, he lived to see the supreme power usurped by the tyrant 
(i. e. sole govemor) Pisistratus, an ambitions man, but a mild ruler and & 
patron of art (560). Although twice banished hc succeeded in retaining 
the sovereignty tili his death, and bequeathed it to his two sons Hippias 
and Hipparchus. — Athens was indebted to the Pisistratides for a most 
brilliant development, and now began for the first time to display a taste 
for art and decoration. In the Valley to the 17. of the Areopagus, to the E. of 
tbe Theseioziy tbe market-place was founded ; the Acropolis, again the seat of 
the sovereigns aa H bad been in the «ar\\e6\ iperlod of Attic history , wu 
covered with sumptuoas edifices*, and the toxuaÄwÄox»» «^^ \\v% m«^iflcent

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field of Ghsoronea (338). After that period Athens never succeeded in re- 
covering her political importance. 

The material prosperity of the city, however, suffered little at flrst 
from this political decline. In the year of the Battle of Chceronea the fiu- 
gal administration of Lycurgus, a patriotic orator and patron of art, com- 
menced; and he succeeded in completing the theatre, coustructing the Sta- 
dium , and Alling the Piraeus with ships and equipments of war without 
impairing the finances of the State. As the city of the greatest poets of 
antiquity , and as the seat of the schools of philosophy founded by Plato, 
Aristotle and Zeno, Athens continued to flourish for centuries, owing her 
prestige mainly to her ancient glory. Reverence for her former greatness 
alone induced her conquerors to spare the city the füll humiliation of defeat, 
and even in the time of Hadrian (2nd cent. A. D.) Athens was indebted to 
this feeling for many handsome buildings and liberal grants. — The Mace- 
donian r^me altered the external aspect of the city but little. In 322 a 
M acedonian garrison was established on the hill of the Museum , and with 
its Support Demetrius of Phalerus govemed wisely (318 — 307). In 287 the 
Macedonians were expelled by a revolt, but returned soon afterwards, re- 
taining possessionj of the city until it became a member of the Achsean 
League. The supremacy of the Macedonians was followed by that of the 
Romans , which existed de /aeto^ notwithstanding their declaration (196) of 
the freedom of the whole of Greece, and de jure after the destruction of 
Corinth (146). After an insurrection of slaves (133) had ^proved most dis- 
astrous for Attica, Athens espoused the cause of Mithridates, and was there- 
fore besieged by Sulla and severely chastised (86). The Piraeus was de- 
stroyed on that occasion , never again to be restored to its ancient import- 
ance. Notwithstanding the favour shown by Athens to the cause of 
Pompey , and afterwards to that of Brutus , Caesar and Augustus were well 
disposed towards the city, and were imitated in this respect by the sub- 
sequent emperors of Rome. Her greatest patron was Hadrian (A. D. 117— 
138), who completed the Olympieum begun by the Pisistratides, founded the 
Hadrianopolis , a new quarter on the £. side of the city, and provided it 
with aqueducts. At the same period Herodes Atticus, a wealthy Athenian 
Citizen, erected the Odeum, which . derives its name from him, and provided 
the Stadium with marble seats. Thus down to this late era the external 
splendour of Athens continued to increase^ but a period of Stagnation suc- 
ceeded, and the gradual decline of the city soon commenced. Christianity 
was not established here tili the end of the 4th cent. after Christ, not- 
withstanding the preaching of St. Paul and the ^Christian edicts' of Con- 
stantine (312), Theudosius (396) and other emperors^ and the heathen tem- 
ples were not flnally converted into churches tili the 6th cent., at the close 
of which the schools of philosophy and the gywnasia , the last strongholds 
of heathenism , were closed by Justinian. — The repose of Athens was 
again rudely disturbed by the barbarian hordes who invaded Greece (A. D. 
263), and the city refortified, and in 267 it was captured by a band of He- 
ruli, Goths and other northmen. Resistance to these invaders was the last 
' effort of the Athenian arms. A dark and disastrous age succeeded. In the 
4th cent. the city was twice besieged by Alaric and the Ostrogoths, the 
coasts were plundered by Vandals , and the feebl« arm of the Byzantine 
emperors was unable to protect Greece against the incursions of the Bol- 
garians, the Sclavonians and Saracens, the first of whom established them- 
selves in every part of Greece. In 540 Athens is said to have been surround- 
ed by a new wall , and in 660 the £mp. Constans II. resided here , but for 
many centuries after that period the once glorious capital .of Greece is con- 
signed by history to complete oblivion. 

About the beginning of the 13th cent. Greece was nearly in the same 

conditioD as at the present day; the modern Greek language had been 

developed, &nd the combination of Ghreeki, Sclavonic and Albanian elements 

completed. — After the conquest of Con*\an\\tvop\fc \s^ the Latins (1204),

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excursions, the flrst of which may conveniently be accomplished 

by carriage. The palace Square, situated at the E. end of the 

Hermes Street, with an octagonal pavilion in the centre, and a 

quadrangular garden on the E. side, is bounded by the Palaee 

(t« «faxTop«), erected in 1834 — 38 from designs by Oaertner, 

and the private property of the ex-king Otho (d. 1867); the 

stipulated purchase-money has not yet been paid (garden, see 

p. 355). Turning to the r., the traveiler passes the Church of 

St. Nicomedes f founded in the 8th cent. by Irene, Empress of 

Byzantium, now employed as a Russian church (beneath it an in- 

teresting crypt, once a Roman bath). Farther on, to the r., is 

the English CUmroli , beyond -which the great Square of the 

^Olympieum (^Okvfxnulov) ^ or Temple of Zeus OlympiuSj is 

reached. At the extremity of the square, on an artiflcially re- 

stored piain, rise 16 columns. of the imposing structure. 

About the year B. C. 530 Pisistratus began to erect a sumptuous temple 
on a spot dedicated to religious rites from tiie earliest ages. The plan was 
entirely abandoned tili the year B. C. 174, when it was revired by King 
Antiochus III. of Syria , and ' the grand designs of his architect Cossatius 
were the marvel of the age. ^Templum unum in terrü inehoatum pro 
magnitudine deC, says Livy of this structure. Antiochus died without com- 
pleting it, and in 68 Sulla caused some of its columns to be conreyed to 
Kome. Augustus caused the work to be again resumed, and it was at length 
completed by Hadrian (A. D. 136). The statue of the emperor stood beside 
that of Zeus , a figure elaborately wrought in gold and ivory , and the pre- 
cincts of the temple are said to have been surrounded by a forest of statues 
of the vain-glorious monarch. On the W. and E. side of the temple respec- 
tively there were 10 columns , on the N. and S. sides 21 , the colonnades at 
the ends being triple, those at the sides double. When in a perfect State, 
therefore, the temple was enclosed by 120 Corinthian columns in all, each 
66' in height and 7' in diameter, exclusive of the 6 columns between the 
^antse* and the ^cella*. The entire structure was 375' long and ISO' yride^ 
and next to that of Ephesus is the laigest Greek temple extaht. 

Of the 16 columns still extant, most of them with the archi- 
trave, 13 belong to the S.E. angle, and 3 to the inner row of 
the S. side. The central column of the latter was overthrown 
by a gale in Oct. 1852. The capitals, of the already degenerating 
Corinthian Order, consist of two pieces, and are 10' in breadth at 
the top. On the architrave of two of the columns a arvlitrig, 
or ^hermit of the columns', constructed his aerial cell in the middle 
ages. The visitor may indulge in a cup of coffee beneath the co- 
lumns, and enjoy a süperb view of the Sinus Saronicus, iEgina and 
the coast of Argolis. 

The *6ate of Hadrian» still well preserved, forms the entrance 

from the W. to the precincts of the temple and the Hadrianopolis, 

or quarter of the city founded by Hadrian. The gateway is 22' 

in width; on each side two Corinthian columns project; on the W. 

side tbeir bases, and on the E. their architrave is still visible. 

Above the gäteway rises a second «toie^i. In the centre there

city led in this diiection. A fevr paces towaids tbe S., down the 
steep ilope of the precincts of the (emple (on the 1. aie the laat 
enbstnicCiires uf the terrace), bring the visitor to the celebiated 
spring CdWirrftoe (the 'baautifDlly flowing"), also teimed Ennen- 
krunoa (ihe 'nina-piped'') , from the conduits conatructed by Pisi- 
Btiatna. k mas9 of rock hece lies across the bed of the llissDS, 
which Is generally dry, and ■ atieamlet trinkling at its base feeda 
a sniill pond wheTe the wsslierwomen of Athens aie freqnenüy 
found pursuing tlieir prosaio mocatlons. 

Proceeding towaids the E. from the Olympienm, a[id passin); 
a small Island in the Ilissus, fotmeily the sitB of a shrine at De- 
meter, now oecnpled by a shady coffee-garden, the travellar crosaes 
the bed of the Ilissus and resches the Btodinm, foiinded by the 
orator Lycnrgus, B. C. 330. Of the seata of Penlellc maible 
wilh which il was fnrniabed by Hemdes AUiciis , A. D. UO, no 
traca now remains. Two rüde fragioents of wall, the onaltered 
foim of the Stadium, and a cutting tn Ihe rock at the S.E. cornei 
foi some unknown purposa are the sole ramnants of this once 
imposing attuctnte. Ao ancient stone bridge across the IlissuB 
here was taken down in 1769 by Ihe Turka , in Order to auppiy 
matarials for the town-walls, 

The visitoi should now return to the Olympienm, enter the 
modern Hadrian Straet fOiTo; 'ASfiiavoi} throagb the Arch of 
Hidrian and proceed in the direction of the Acropolis. The 'OSiis 
^lovvaov, the flrst street to the I., leads (paasing the KUvsäüan, 
(he ruins of an ancient ediflce in the wall on the r.^ lo a waate 
piece of grouiid adoined w!th the graceful choragic IbniilDeiit 
of Lyiier&tCl, popolariy ternied tbe Lanlim of Drmosthenes. On 
a aqaarc haseinent, 13' in height, rises a amall circular temple 
in marble, 22' in height, borne by 6 slendet Corinthian half- 
columns. The roof wlth the beaiitifol flowec «hirh adorns It, 
coustmcted of a Single atnne, was formeriy snrmounted by a tri- 
pod. The frieze represents the nietamorphosla of Tyirhenian 
pirates, who had attaoked IHonyans, Into dolphins , a Unaly con- 
oeived acene. Tbe inacription on tbe archltrue records that Ly- 
sicratea carried off the prize with a choms of bo)s, B. C. 333. 
The »ictors in the Dionyaian competitions received a tripod aa i 
prine, which they »fterwards eiliibited to the pubfe , i-ai fti» 
— ' waa destined for that purposo. t^ie momiwifeiA tWisÄ 

Ilaly III. ad. Edilion. I"!. 
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for many years in the court of the Freuch Capuchin monastery, 
where Byron once took up his quarters in it for the night. 

The Boulevard may be regained hence hy the 'OSog BtQüiVof 
(opposite the military hospital); but the ascent thither by the 
dirty *Oöog zliovvaov is shorter. At the end of the houses , at 
the point where the Odeum of Perides once stood , a pleasing 
view is obtained of the palace and its garden , Hymettus , Pen- 
telicon and the Lycabettus ; the large grotto on the r. appertained 
to the Eleusinium. Beyond the abrupt S.E. angle of the rock 
Stands the *Tlieatre of Dionysns, which is reached at the level 
of the broad passage encircling it (ßidC(Ofia). Above, on the r., 
rise two columns , which once bore vietorious tripods ; beneath is 
a grotto, now dedicated to 'Our Lady of the Golden Grotto', 
whence the remains of the choragic monument of Thrasylliis, de- 
stroyed by a bombardment in 1827, are visible. The rows of 
seats are only preserved in the lower part of the theatre, which 
was excavated in 1862; the most interesting is the lowest tier 
for the priests, constructed of marble, with the seat for the priest 
of Dionysus in the middle. After having long been content to 
employ wooden scaffoldings, the Athenians founded a stone theatre 
B. C. ÖOO, but it remained unflnished tili the time of Lycurgus 
(p. 337). Frequent alterations were made at subsequent periods, 
especially by the Emp. Hadrian , and again by the Archon Phae- 
drus in the 3rd cent. after Christ. The stage with the semi- 
circular orchestra in front of it was the portion chiefly altered, 
so that little probably now remains of that on which iEschylns, 
Sophocles and Euripides exhibited their dramas. The theatre is 
divided intp 13 settions (x€()yJdes) j one for each of the 13 
'Phylae' or tribes, and could contain upwards of 30,000 spec- 
tators. The wall of the stage is adorned with good reliefs and 
stooping Sileni as supporters. — The theatre lay in the sacred 
district of Dionysus, to whose temple the foundations in the rear 
of the stage probably belonged. Here, too, Stands the circular 
*altaT of Dionysus, which was formerly in the orchestra. 

On the W. side of the theatre is situated the Stoa, erected 

by Eumenes IL, king of Pergamum, but subsequently built over 

by Frank and Turkish walls. Near it is the *Odeum of Herodet 

Atticiis, also termed the Odeum of Begilla^ that being the name 

of the wife of Herodes, to whose memory it was erected (B. C. 140). 

The fa^ade is constructed in the Roman circular style, and in the E. 

and W. wings portions of all the three storeys are preserved. A niche 

by the W. entrance (keys kept by an invalid in the wooden hut) 

contains a statue of a magißtrate. Here, too, only the lower part 

of the tiers of seats , "Which 'weie co\ete^ ^\t\i ^feu\,^l\ß marble,

patt is (tivided into five, the upper part fnlp ten eectiona by 
laeaua of flights of stepa. The thaatre wgs eapaTile of conUining 
6000 spocUtoTS, SDd VHS covereil by s magnillcent roof. The 
Btage, whk'h waa approaclied by fl*e aleps fiom tlie oichestra, is 
still well preserved. The apertures in front ar it belanged to the 
appiratua by oieans of niiich , according lo the aiicient ayalein, 
tbe cDiiaia was diopped at Ehe begiiiiiing of the sueue. The 
Odeum appeara to liave been bomed donu at au eariy psriod, 
and afterwards to have secved aa an outworfc of the AcropoHs. 
In 1807 the ruins were eicavated. Tlie ligbt-colouied line an 
Ihe euerioi shows the extent id wMvh it vaa formorly buried. 
A white mstble slab here 19 to the memory of the ' philhellenist' 
Fabvier, who was coumandatit dniins tbe datence af the AcfO- 
poliä in 1827. 

FoUoning the W. wall of the Udeum the visitor uau now leach 
the Acropolis from thls point; bnt it U preferable ta heep to the 
carriage-road , and to diverge to the r. by the watthmsn's hooaa 
oppoiite to the moaumeat of Fhilopappua on theMneeion, AhODt 
half-way up, to the 1. of the path , is situated the Anopagu 
C-^gfios näyos, 'Hill of Ares'), a wild maas of rock which stUl 
retaiiis its ancient name. The 16 stepa are those nhioh the 
judges of the Aieopagus, the faighest judklal tribunBl at Athens, 
ascended to theii □octuraal sessions. The two apaued on tÄe 
summit affotded the sule, aiid somewhat limited acoommodatioii (or 
JudgBS, prOBacuiOra and defendanta. "Kine view henire over the 
rity and the plain. In Che piolbuiic! and gloomy ravine at the 
base of the abrupt preoipii»^ on the N. was situated the shiine 
of the Etlnyea or Enmenideä. Thls was the Bcene of jEsetylna' 
tragedy of that tlame. 

A few p^ces higher up tho slope is the entrance to the Aoco- 
polia teimed Che 'Beute', after it« dibcoverer. a Frenubnan of 
that name. Down to 1852 It waa completely bnitt oier by bastions. 
The gate in its presont form, composed of fragmeata of oldei 
slrueturea, iä not earlier- tban tbe 3rd cent. of oor era, but the 
lo» towers at the sides are ancient, »nd thia was doubtless an 
appioauh to the Propylxa. Thls entrance ia tiow always cloied, 
aud the vUitor muat proceed fsTlhsr lo the 8. and paas thiough 
s Taolleil passage of modern constniction , corresponding howefer 
tn the old eauseway le-adiiig to tbe Acropolis. Vlaltors knock at 
the gate, anil are theu accompunied by the invalid soldier who 
admits them. Tht! firat objent of interest is a iiumber of reliefB 
and statuea to the 1., adjacenC to tbe watchmen'a huts. XhqiL, 
Oll ihe 1. Ihe laige *tomb of Phiasicleia; an archalc stati^Mfi^^

second door leads to the real precincts of the 

**Aeropolii. 

Passing round the wall -wbich supports the Temple of Nike, 
the visitor Stands before the Propylaeuntj the giand entrance to 
the Acropolis with its numerous temples, aptly termed by an an- 
cient orator a 'votive offering to the gods\ 

The Pelasgians, the traditionary aboriginal inhabitants of Attica, are 
Said to hare levelled the upper part of the rock and rendered its sides more 
precipitous by artificial means , while they protected the only accessible en- 
trance on the W. side by an outwork with nine gates. The casüe then be- 
came the residence of the kings of Athens ; justice was administered at the 
gates of their palace, and the principal temples were in the vicinity. The 
courts of judicature and public Offices were afterwards transferred to the 
lower part of the city, while the Castle remained sacred to the gods. The 
Pisistratides alone of subsequent rulers took up their quarters here. They 
erected on the site of the Parthenon a temple of Athene, termed Hekatom- 
pedos or the 'hundred-footed* from its vast dimensions, and erected a more 
magnificent entrance to the Acropolis, both of which were destroyed by the 
Persians (480, 479). The K. wall was first restored by Themistocles, and its 
hasty construction is indicated by the fragments it contains of columns and 
beams belonging to the previous edifices. Cimon rebuilt the S. wall and 
the Temple of Nike in a more splendid style. Pericles, however, conceived 
the idea of restoring the temples of the gods , to whom Greece manifestly 
owed her preservation , and to erect imperishable memorials of the glory 
of Athens. Accordingly in 448 vast building Operations were commenced 
on the Acropolis under the superintendence of Fhidias and a staff of the most 
talented architects and sculptors. Within the incredibly short space of ten 
y^ars the Parthenon was completed, and the Propylsea were erected in 437— 
22. These structures were at the same time a marvel of architectural talent 
and the most exquisite taste, and stood almost uninjured tili the 18th cent. 
The highest point of the plateau (471' above the sea-level) was occupied by 
the Parthenon , i. e. the temple of the virgin (TUtif&ivoi) Athene , designed 
by the architects Callicrates and Ictinus, and it continued sacred to that 
goddess down to the 6th cent. of our era. It was then converted into a 
church dedicated to the virgin {d-eoröttoi), and in 1206 was constituted the 
Bom. (3ath. metropolitan church of Athens by the Franks. In 1459 the 
Parthenon became a Turkish mosque^ and after the unfortunate explosion 
caused by the Venetians in 1687 a smaller mosque was erected among the 
ruins. The Parthenon was discovered in tbis condition by Lord Elgin, the 
English ambassador, in 1801, who caused a number of the metopse, a con- 
siderable portion of the frieze, and the best statues of the two tympana to 
be carried off. The fragments that now remain are still the greatest Orna- 
ment of the Acropolis. — The Propylsea, erected by the architect Mnesicles 
in five years (43t — 32) consisted of a vast arched entrance-gateway, with 
two unequal wings, a masterpiece of inventive talent and perfect workman- 
ship, and regarded by the ancients as the gern of the Acropolis, superior 
even to the Parthenon itself. In the 13th cent. the Franks established the 
govemment Offices of the Ducby in the N. wing, and erected the ^Frank 
Tower' over the S. side. The Turkish Pacha afterwards resided here, until 
the central part of the structure was blown up in 1666. The various bastions 
wbicb concealed the columns were removed in 1834—36. — The Erechtheum, 
tite tbird important ruin of the Acropolis, comprised within its ample pre- 
cincta the moat ancient and venerable abtinea ot kv.\i«&%. Here Pallas Athene,

The ilight of Steps nhich «scended bence naa di- 
vided baif-way by a laiicliug, n pottion of wliich with its gutters 
stiil DGcupies its ariginal position, and «as tbe route talien by 
the greal Panathenean proceasions 10 tha siirninit of the Arjo- 
polia. The traces of the ancient Steps on the r. side indiuate 
that it Isy BOmenhaC higher ihan the modern. 

To Iba r. of the S. wing of the Propylica Stands the aiegant 
lonie •»Teinplo «f Athene Kylie ot Sjke AptoTM (i. e. 'of un- 
winged ViMOry', as it was ronUdently hoped (hat the goddesB woaid 
never forsalie the Athenians]. — Tbe ediflce was reconstructed by 
Gennsn architects in 183ä— 36 on its originai site, the fiagmenta 
haiing been raroTered from a TuTliiBh baBtion iato which Ihey had 
bean bniit. Tbia diminutive temple, 30' high, 20' wide, sbinds 
on a basemenl of 3 sleps; each fatida bas 4 lonic coinmna, 15' 
in height, 2' in tbickness , but there are none at the Eides (the

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Barbarians, but is of morc recent date than the Parthenon and the 
Propylaea. From the small flight of Steps to the W. end of the 
wall a balustrade of marble formerly stood : part of the relief which 
decorated it Is now preserved in the interior of the temple. — 
The •winged Nike, fastening her sandal, *two victories leading 
a bull to the sacriflce , and a flying Nike are all admirably exe- 
cuted. Magniftcent view of the sea, Aegina, and the coast of the 
Peloponnesüs as far as* Hydra. JEgeus is said to have thrown 
himself headlong from this point in despair, when he perceived 
the ship of Theseus returning from Crete with black sails, instead 
of white, as promised. 

The **Propyl8ea are now entered. The structure conslsts of 
three portions: the central gateway, and the two wings on the N. 
and S.- The gateway, 65' in width, consists of two colonnades, 
situated towards theW. and E. in front of the wall containing 
the gates themselves (nQonvkaia, i. e. what lies in front of the 
TTvXcd , or gates). Above each of these rose pediments on both 
sides, and each was borne by six Doric columns (33' high, 4^/4' 
thick), the intercolamniation between which, where the read 
passes through, is 14' in width, whilst the other columns are 
about 8' apart. The depth of the W. portico, rising boldly on a 
basement of four steps on the slope of the hill, is 48', and it 
was supported by two rows of slender lonic columns, three in 
each (37' high, 3^4' thick ; fragments of the capitals lie in the 
colonnade). The wall with the flve gates lies flve steps higher, 
the highest of which consists of bluish Eleusinian marble. The 
quadrangular apertures were formerly surrounded with rieh deco- 
rations ('antepagmenta') and closed by bronze gates. — The six 
columns of the E. colonnade are another step higher, and 25' dis- 
tant from the wall with the gates. The huge stone beams which 
spanned this wide space , as well as those which extended from 
the N. and S. walls of the W. portico to the lonic columns (some 
of them are seen reconstruoted of the fragments in the colonnade), 
are among the largest hewn stones in existence, and were uni- 
versally admired by the ancients. Even this approach to the 
Acropolis was profusely adoined with statues and reliefs, to which 
the three draped Graces, .executed by Socrates , and the Hermes 
Propylaeus belong. The striding limbs of a statue on the S. side 
of the Propyla'ä are supposed to be a fragment of the lattec. 
Architectural members, inscriptions and fragments of statues now 
lie here in confusion.

The marble slabs lying obllquely and projectilig froni the lolod- 
iiade, aud tbe remains aS a buildlng to the S., aa well as a bat- 
treaa oii the S. wall of the central atiucture, belonged lo tbe 
gateway of tliD Pisistratidss, Tbe wall of polygimal blorks here 
is a remnant of the aodeut Pelasgii^ fortreHS. 

PasaiQg thiough the Propytsa, the etraiiger ascends the gradnal 
slope nf the Acropolis, now a vaet fleld of ralns, pTesanting a pio- 
foundly Impieaaive aeene. Here the spectatoi shauld endeatoni to 
picture to bia mind the ImpOiinR Parthenon, riaitig above all (an 
the I.), the cbarming Eieehtbenni (on the 1.] with ita rieh sculp- 
(iire and brilliant colöuring, and the uumetous smaller shrlneBj 
then the profusioa of lotive offerings and the forest of etatass 
and groiips wbleb hera greeted the eye when tbe bronze gataa 
of Ihe Propylauk were opened to admlt the Panatbeniun procession. 
IIb nill then be enabied to appreciate the jnst pride of Aristo- 
phanes, when he eitlaims: 

'Oll lAuu, aar Alhmi, cioltl-arealhHt, öriiiimt. nwil (nrinJit rilr ■' ' 
The numerous sqnate depresaions in the rock, ot various aUes, 
all mark the spots where sotiye offerings were placed, whiUt the 
pedealal» spjitteced aboiit on every aide, wero on«B adorned with 
statoes. ThuB, adjoiiiing. the S. eolumn of tho E. colonnade, Is 
the basement of a atatue ot Athene Uygela (Athene aa tbe goddees 
of bealth), eieceled by tbe sculptoi Pycrbua, and erecled by Pe- 
Tidea to oomuiemorate the marvellous fact that the goddess had 
appeared lo him in a dream, and presoribed a remedy for a fa- 
vourite slave who had been injured during the building of the Pro- 
pyliea. The two laige pedestaLs near it perhaps belouged lo the boy 
with tbe cenaer, by Myron, a canteoiporary of Phidias, and to the 
Peraeua with tbe head of tbe Medusa, by Lycius. The potpen- 
diculu wall of rock on the r., near «hieb namaroas TOtwa Q«ct- 
plared, ooce bore the wall eivdoa\u% äie taCTBft ^te.'Kiw»»

of Artemis Brauronia (thus named after Brauron in Attica, the 
principal seat of her worship). The latter was approached at the 
E. extremity by several low steps, flanked with votive offerings, 
and the temple itself lay in the S.JS. portion of the enclosure. By 
the castle-wall, beyond the foundations of this temple, lie frag- 
ments of the fretted and painted ceiling of the Propylxa, together 
with numerous other relics. The most celebrated representation 
here was that of the mythical Trojan horse in bronze, by Stron- 
gylion, a contemporary of Phldias, the basement of which is among 
the ruins on the W. of the enclosure. A vertical cutting in the 
rock separates this sacred region from that of Athene Ergane (1. e. 
Athene as patroness of all kinds of work) to the E. A long base- 
ment in the latter once bore the statues of a whole family, exe- 
cuted by the celebrated Sthennls and Leochares. The statues 
were subsequently erroneously designated by inscriptions as those 
of Trajan , Germanicus and Drusus. The steps in the rock in 
front of the Parthenon were employed solely for the erection of 
Totive offerings. The levelled surface on the S. £. side of this 
terrace was the site of the temple of the goddess. 

A large basement on the opposite side, of which a few blocks 
are still extant, bore the colossal statue of Athene Promackus ('fore- 
most flghter'), a work of Phidias. It was 66' in height, in füll 
armour, and leaning on a lance, the gilded extremity of which 
formed a landmark to mariners as they approached Athens from 
Cape Sunion. Between this point and the temple the road ascend- 
ing from the Propylsea passed, its direction being indicated by 
traces of ruts and gutters in the rock; it then skirted the N. 
side of the Parthenon, in order to approach it from the £. side. 
The ** Parthenon (6 naQ&svtov) was intended to form the 
crowning feature of the Aeropolis, and to have this effect also 
when viewed from below. It is therefore situated at the N.E. 
angle, on the culminating point of the rocky plateau. On the 
summit of the rock a surface 275 ' long and 125 ' wide, on which 
the 'stylobates% a basement of marble, 6' in height, tose in S 
Steps, was formed by a Tast substructure ('sterobates') of porous 
stone, 20' in height on the S. side. The bases of the columns 
of the Parthenon were therefore nearly on a level with the sum- 
mit of the Propylffia. Guriously enough, these steps are slightly' 
convex, and not perfectly horizontal. The upper surface, 250' 
long and 111 ' wide, supported 8 columns at each extremity and 
17 at each side (the corner-columns being counted twice), in all 
46 columns, 37 ' high, 6^2 ' in diameter. On these columns rests 
the architrave, and above it the triglyphs, one of which is o\rer 
each cölurnUy and one over each intercolumnium. Between these 
were the metopeSj or intertignia, eacÄx ot 4^(^8<l. ft., 14 in number 
*t each extremity, 32 on each side, Va aÄ ^*^- 'Sas^ ts«^«^ 
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w»s adornerl witli a tepreaenlstion in hEgh relief, biit tlitse ttorkB 
uf art have been almoEt entlrely de^troyed, pirtly by eiposnre lu 
tbe elemeiit:«, and partly by reliu-huDteia. Those of Ihe £. ind 
W, aides, II nti Vbe N. Btid 1 an tbe S., atill occupy theii ori- 
ginal places ; 16 from the S. aide are now in Londnn, 1 in Paris, 
sDd 1 18 -ihnwn in Ihe Parthenon Itaelf. The metopes of the E. 
aide repreaeiit exploits of HerouleB and Thesen«, those which re- 
main on the N. aie sacriflcial acenea, all in a somewhat anatere 
style. Tbe combats of the Lapiibm and Centanrs on tbe W. and 
S. are more inioiated. The pediments (»(tu/irt«) rising over 
tbe E. and W. eilramitiBS , contained representations with nn- 
DierouB figures over life-slze, and perfectly detached (18 statues 
In the W. tympanum alone). Those atill eilant (moat of tbem 
in the Uritiab Muaeam) aie the flnest spet^lmena we possees of 
ancient art. On Ibe E. aide the miTaeulous birth of Athene fiom 
the bead of Zena wu represented. The sole remnants etil) here 
aie ivo heads in the angles, of tbe faorsea which drew tbe rtaing 
chariDt of the auu (He)iiia), «nd a heid of one nf the borses 
attached to Ihe deacending chariot of the luoon (Selene). Tbe 
tV. tympannm contained the Contest of Athene with Poseidon Tor 
the poaseBSion of Altica; the group of Hercules »nd Hebe is still 
in IIa original posilion. (^Peiaona not liable Xo giddinesa may as- 
cend the staireaae of the minaret and reich the statiies in tbe 
tympinnm.) Within the petistyle, between the projectiiig 'auts' 
of the ceUa, and two atepa highei, atuida on each slde i aeriea 
of 6 Doric columns (6 ' thick), forming on the E. aide the Pro- 
naoa or !ai<i»äe, aa In all the temples of the Olympian gods, and 
on the W. aide tbe Poaticum. The eilernal wall of Ibe cella 
and these two portieos waa crowned with a friede In basrelief 
(S'/j' higb, 575 ' long), representing the prepatation and arraiige- 
ment of (he greit qQsdriennial Panatheofflaii praceasion. A small 
portion is »tili in its original position on the S, aide of the 
postiuuin, and tbe entlre W. aide ia preserved [17 fragments are 
now oihlbited In the Parlbenon itaelf, and 275 ' of it are in 
London). In order to reallse tbe original magnificence of thia 
acuiptured decorstlon, the ppentator should bear in mind that it 
was ODce brilliaatly coloured and gilded , and that tbe atructure 
oonaiated of the beaulirul Pentelie marble. — The CtUa (Zixd;) 
itaelf waa divided into two uneqnal portions. In the K. portion, 
108' long. 69' broad, the Parthenon properly so called, or J7era- 
(oinp<ifo9, stood the gold and ivory atatue of Athene Partktno», 
W in beight, the inoät adniired work of Phidias. The nude por- 
tions were of ivory, tbe rest of ihe statite and tbe remoiable 
mantle of gold, -valued at 44 tUenta [a talent worth about 27Ö I.) 
The goddeas was represented staiidliig, holdlng a spear iti hec i\%\^^. 
band, and on her eitended lett i Victot^ fe^l^' \n V^\^\.-, \<-j ^»w 
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1. side rested her shield, on which a snake was entwined, and on 
lier head was a helmet adorned with sphynxes and grifflns. On 
the basement the birth of Pandora was represented, at the sides 
the combat of the LapithsB and Centaurs, in the inner circle of 
the shield the contest of the gods and the giants, and on the 
outer that oif the Athenians with the Amazons. At the sides 
were two rows of Doric columns (ß^/^' thick), 9 in each, termed 
vTiigdHa^ slight traces of which are still observable. The statue 
stood on a floor of massive blocks of stone. It has recently been 
questioned whether tMs sacied space was hypaethral (i. e. exposed 
to the open air) or not. In the W. part of the cella, the Opia- 
thodomos ('posterior part of the temple'), which was connected 
with the Hecatompedos by two small doors and supported by 4 
lonic columns, the treasury of the State was deposited. — When 
the Parthenon was .converted into a Christian place of worship, 
the entrance was transferred to the W., and a door made in the 
wall between the Opisthodomos and the Hecatompedos ; the columns 
of the interior were differently arranged, and an apse built out 
into the Pronaos. (Traces of Christian paintings on the W. wall.) 
The minaret in the posticum was afterwards added by the Turks. 
The building, however, had survived without material alteration 
until the catastrophe of 1687 converted it into a desolate ruin. 
Three columns on the N. side have been badly restored. 

To the 1. among the ruins in the interior is a small ^Museum. Pürticns 
of the frieze of the cella: "'equestrians , men leading Inills to the sacriHce, 
■3 men carrying pitchers, figures of gods who were believed to be present 
on solemn occasions. A *Metore. Fragments from the W. tympanum, par- 
ticularly a stooping "^statue supposed to represent Ares. On the X. and S. 
aide of the Parthenon the ruins lie in picturesque confusion. On the Steps 
on the N. side several fra'gments : *graceful dancing girl, a Pyrrhic dancer 
«tc. — Süperb prospect towards the 8. 

To the N. of the Parthenon is situated the ^^Ereckthenm, 
the external form of which is still distinctly traceable, but the 
internal arrangements have been completely concealed by sub- 
sequent alterations. Three vestibules (^TiQoffTaafig) led to the 
interior, which is 69 ' long and Ui ' wide. The variety exhibited 
In its architecture is a gieat charm of this temple. The E. 
colonnado, an ordinary proraos of six lonic columns (23' high, 
21/2' in diameter), one of which is preserved in the British Mu- 
seum, formed the entrance to the Temple of Athene Polias (i. e. 
'protectress of the city'), containing a sitting flgure of the goddess 
with the eternal larop. ' The N. prostasis has 4 lonic colomns in 
front, and lies 9' deeper.than the E. colonnade, while its columns 
aro 6" thicker and 3' higher. The two peculiar apertures below 
the prostasis are said to have been caused by the trident of Po- 
seidon when he caused the salt spring to flow by striking the 
rock. The weil -preserved *dooT Yieie \ftd. to a passage to the 
other templea (see above), lighted \)y .t^itöft muÄss^% VüUq^sqkmI

entrance to the iU-defended «tron^hold. At ■ subsequent peiiod 
the piieileeses of Athene descerided bjr thls door to the ahiine af 
AgraiÜHs balaw. A flight uf 11 Step» leads fiom Ihe E. coloniiade 
to the N. prostasis, 011 the N. gide Of the EreuhChenm. The S. 
portico iB tarmed the "•J/nU of tht CaryalUUa (the flgures 311p- 
poiting <he beams were simply termed xöpiti, ur maidens, by tbe 
Athenlans).. The stataes, somewliit eiceedin^ life-sizB. 3laiid on 
pedeatali ä' in height, uid bear ou thulr tieads ornatnenls te- 
aemblLJig <upitalä. Cecrops is Bald to have beeii intetied beneath 
this 'hall af Ihe maideii«'. Tbe serond Garyatide from the W. 
is all imitatiaii in tecracoLU, the original being in London. That 
staading back froni tbe otbera in tlie E. Beries nas resCored by 
the talanted German sculplor liuhüf. A tope haa beeu rudely 
plared round Ihe btoktu nect of the second from the E. The 
eilernal wall of tbe temple was adorned with s frieze, rapresenling

Tbe yiaitor should returii huuce 10 the Pattbenon. In traut 
of the M.E. angle of the temple is a fcagraeot of tha architnye 
of tha lonic at Gocinthian r.Ircular lemple of Ronu and Augustus. 
whicb the relioa slill eitant indicaCa to have been 36' in diameCar. 
Adjoiuing it, leiting an a Square baiement. Wo nude "(oraoe of 
boya, and a *head of Athene in the aneient style.

äome fiaguienU of oolumns have been disnovered. aoma of whioh 
inust have belonged to tbe attuctiire previoug lo that of Pericies, 
aa the oalcined siirfaces polnt Co its destnictlon by tire at (he 
instanee ot the Peraians, whilat otber» were inlendad to be em- 
ployed in tha new atnioture, but wäre reJected as faulty. — A 
moseDOi in cDurse of coDstrnDtion iu the vlolnlty irUl teiov b. ^t:- 
pository for all the smaller objecta ol iMciest. ^^■ *>e "*.. i\v^ 
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of the building is a qnadrangnlaT *pedestal, with Hephsestus, 
Athene, Dionysus and Hermes in relief. — The ancient foundation- 
Walls, which extend hence towards the E., belong to the Arsenal 
{axevoS-iixrj)^ founded by the orator Lycurgus in the 4th cent. 
B.C. — To the S. of the latter is a portion of the massive Wall 
of Cimonj exposed down to its foundation in the rock. At the 
E. end of the Acropolis, on the site of a former Turkish tower, 
Queen Amalia, consort of the ex-king Otho, caused a Belvedere 
to be erected, whence the best survey is obtained of the modern 
city and all its monuments. The most distant object are the 
columns of the Olympieum to the S. E. ; nearer, the arch of 
Hadrian ; on the E. slope the monument of Lysicrates. Immediately 
below the spectator rises the lofty metropolitan church, and ad- 
joining it the Mittle metropolis'. On the middle of the N. slope 
rises the ^Tower of the Winds', adjacent to which is the bazaar, 
where the stoa of Hadrian lay. To the extreme W. is the The- 
seum. Opposite is situated the Lycabettus, beyond it the gable- 
shaped Brilessos (Pentelicon) ; to the 1. Parnes with its buttress 
the ^galeus, in front of it the yalley of the Cephissus. 

The traveller who has engaged a carriage for these expe- 
ditions may now proceed to the Pnyx and the Thesenm (see 
below). 

The second excnrsion should also be made from the palace 
Square, which should be quitted towards the W. by the Hermes 
Street which terminates here. Beyond Wilberg's shop (r.) the 
Offices of the Minister of Education are reached on the 1., where 
a *collection of antiqnities is preserved. Evstratiadis , the Su- 
perintendent of the antiquities, by whom the collection has been 
arranged, also issues tickets to admit visitors to the Acropolis. — 
The cabinet by the door in the first room contains interesting 
^pinaces', or reliefs in terracotta, which were formerly hung up 
in the tombs, representing Phrixus with the ram, a *bull led to 
sacriflce etc. The cabinet on the 1. contains white lecythi, or 
vases, with funeral representations. — To the r. In the second 
room is a most accurate, but unfortunately not quite completed 
•copy of the gold and ivory statue of Athene in the. Parthenon. 
♦Relief of Nymphs, dancing to Pan's music, brought from Sparta. 
The other objects in the cabinets are chiefly vases, fragments and 
inscriptions. 

Farther W. a side-street to the 1. (*OcFoff EvnyyfXia/Liov) leads 

to the Ketropolitan Chmrcli (MrjTQonoXtg), a large modern struc- 

ture. It was erected, under the direction of fonr different archi- 

tects, in 1840—55, with the materials of 70 small churches and 

chapeJs, demolished in pursuance of a decree of 1840. The in- 

terior is sumptuouBf but destitute ol ta&tft. TVie «xterior, colouittd

All the archilecttital inouldinga 
and decoiations are also taken from ancient atructures. The Hat, 
iincDiith represenUtion of animala ig of Byzantlae workmanshlp. 
— The ruina of the ehurch of St Andrew [to the S., iti the 
'OJÖ; •l'ikoU/iti) alao reat on anciant foundaliona of marbla. A 
Seiapeum was probably gituated here in ancient (Imes. 

Uaturning hence to the Hermes Street, the visilor reachea the 
Kirptukarata chureh. a cooiplicated Byzantlne atructnie. Paa^ing 
round thls chiireh he neit proceeda to the point of iiitersBCtion o( 
the Hermea and jSoIus streets, anrl ascends the latter towards the 
AcropoUs. On the r, a Square with a modern founlain; than (r.) 
the huge Buhstructurea of the E. aide of the Gymnasium of 
Hadrian (p. 3öO), The Baiaar ie siluated hera and lowarda the 
N., and the eurions oriental scene ia best inspected in the tiarrow 
Street to the r. before the subatructures are reached. The seltera 
and artiaaos ait with vcoaaed legs in open bootha on both aidea af 
the Street. The red boots (jinoBr)(i) and 'fiislaoeDe' so generilly 
worn are aold here at maderate prices. At the end of the bazaar 
stand<i a moaqne ([om^f), iiayi used as a barrack, 

The ^olua Street neil leadä to the "Tower of the Wind» 
ijittoi Aiökov), uiore properly termed the Uoiologiuni of Androriicus 
Cyrrhestea. About tha year B. C. 100 it waa erecled by An- 
dronicuB front Cyrrhns in Syiia in order to compriae a wealhercock, 
a aun-dial, and a water-clock. The buildiog ia octagonal, with 
two portirA>9, each aupported by two columna, towards U.E. and 
N.W. respectively, and a apecies of tower towards the S. The 
dlametei of the whole is 29', each slde about 11' long, height 
42 '. The 8 sidea of the structure are turned towards the diffarent 
points of the compasa, and adorned with badly eiecuted reliefs 
on tha friede representing tbe varioua winda: N. Horeas, N.W. 
Scirion, W. Zephyraa , S.W. I.ibs , S. Notes, S.E. Eurua, E. 
Apeliotes, N.E. Caiciaa, The büilding waa once sormoiinted by 
a Triton , who pointed with hta staff to the quarter wk«nee the 
wind blaw. On the sidas, under the reliefä, trace»*"' '''e suii-dii.\. 
u the S. a^f*ntM.i\ei i w%\ft\ii. 
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supplied from the Clepsydra spring on the Acropolis by an aqueduct, 
of which several arches are still Standing. The water-clock, of which 
traces are observable on the ground, was fed from this cistern. 
— In the tower itself and the vicinity numerous antiquities are 
preserved. The custodian lives in the house with the dorne by 
the fountain to the r. ; this building, formerly a Turkish bath, 
contains easts of the sculptures from the Parthenon in the British 
Museum, and of the frieze of the temple of Apollo at Bassse. — 
In the Tower of the Winds, r. of the N.E. portico, is a tablet for 
keeping accounts; tombstone of Sosiphanes; '''torso of an Amazon. 
In the 3rd frame a pointed gravestone, in which a sitting woman, 
with work-basket (xdXa&og) behind her, is recognisable. On a 
tombstone an athlete, going to the palsestra with bis strigil. or 
'scraper', and phial of oil. — Outside, leaning against the N.W. 
portico, a tombstone representing children taking leave of their 
mother. 

This building stood in a space enclosed by columns, one of 
which with a portion of the architrave is preserved in the bar- 
rack-yard (a building with a dome). Adjoining this on the W. 
was another oblong space, terminating with the so-called Market 
Gate [IluXrj Tfjg ayoQccg^. Four I)oric columns, 4^/2' in diameter, 
29' in height, still support the architrave, triglyphs and a pedi- 
ment. The width of the central space indicates that the struc- 
ture was intended for a gateway. The corner- columns are ad- 
joined by antae. The inscription on the architrave records that 
the gate was dedicated to Athene at the expense of Jul. Giesar 
and Augustus. It was once surmounted by a statue of L. Caesar 
(d. A. .1). 2), grandson of Augustus. — This was the oil-market, 
as a long inscription in the rear of the gate regulating the sale 
of oil testiftes (dating from the time of Hadrian). 

About 250 paces farther W. are the sole relics still extant of 
the celebrated market-place of Athens, with its magnifleent halls, 
temples and statues. They belong to the Stoa erected by Attalus, 
king of Pergamus (about B. G. 175) at the N.E. end of the market, 
a structure 400' in length, with 21 doors, in front of which a 
long double row of c-olumns rose. The niins, however. are hardly 
now recognisable. — The market-place (tj ayoQcc tj iv K€Qttfji€tx(o) 
during the golden age of Athens extended towards the W., as far 
as the base of the hill of the Theseum, and towards the S. as 
far as the Areopagus , where the dirtiest quarter of the town is 
now situated. 

The traveller may now return hence towards the Market Gate, 

and before reaching it euter the street to the 1. (^O^og *y/()<ö>ff);

In tbe middje of Ihe Bnzaar risea the Ctatk Tower, preeented 
to the Atheniana by Lord Elgin as ■ (^onipEnsatiDU fot the soulp- 
tnrBä Moiovtd by bim from the Parthenon. Af its base, bahind 
the boothB, are three Rolumos anil au anla of one of tbe abovO' 
meiitloned temples. 

Pasaiiig the moeque and proceeding towarde the M., the tra- 
veller regatiis the Hermes Street. — Then to the 1. in thla street 
OS tat Mt the laut slde-street {'Otto; 4>i^f7i7ioi'} on tbe !. In a 
Waste piece of gronnd closed by a gute, on the 1. aide of tbe 
nsnow Btreec wbich tetminates opposlte the Church of Sl. FkOip, 
atand two elnitulat atatiies, teimed AtlaiLtea, Giants, et anake- 
footed monstera. Nothinx ia known of them eieept tbat they 
were evidently onoe employed as auppoTteis, 

Hence baik to the i:hurcfa , and then tO the I. towards the 
railwiy - Station . In a üonepicuoU'^ pofition above the latter 
Stands the 

"Theaenm (ßtjoiTov'), the beet - preserved edlflce of anciant 
Atheiia. If It be conecäy designated a temple of Theseaa, it Ie 
ptobably tbat wliich wa» erectod by Cimon, B. 0. 470, to the 
memory of Theseua, wko 14 said ta have appeaied at the Battle 
of Marathon [490] and to havä aided bia conntrymen tn gaiains 
the ilrtery. (The style of the ediflee iiidieates tbat it is oatb- 
siderably older Ihaii the Partbein>n.) Th\s Veto , ft« eqw^'OTot 
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of robbers and nionsters, was succeeded by St. George, the dragoii- 
slayer, to whom the temple was dedicated as a Christian church, 
A. D. 667. The apse which was then thrown out towards the 
£. destroyed the pronaos (the place where it was added is easily 
recognised in the Interior) and the two columns between the 
antae, and doors were made in the S., W. and N. walls. In 
183Ö the apse was removed, the space between the ant» walled 
up, and the church after having served as a hospital for a time, 
flnally converted into a museum and vaulted over. — The tym- 
pana once contained statues. On the front (£. end) there were 
10, on each side 4 metopes, 2^/4' broad, 2^2' high, beginning at 
the E. angle, executed in high relief ; all the others were painted 
only. The frieze did not encircle the entire cella, but the front 
of the pronaos only (towards the £.) extending over the peristyle, 
and the front of the posticum (towards the W., a broken Rom. 
sarcophagus here), but without extending over it. — All these 
sculptures, except those of the tympana, are still in their original 
places. The metopes of the E. front represent the exploits of 
Hercules: 1. (beginning from the S.) Hercules slays the Nemean 
lion ; 2. With the aid of lolaus he destroys the Lernsßan serpent ; 
4. He conquers the Erymanthian boar; 5. He carries off the 
horses of Diomede; 10. Hercules with the apples of the Hespe- 
rides. — N. side (beginning from the E.), achievements of Theseus: 
1. Theseus slays Periphetes; 2. Theseus and Creon; 3. Theseus and 
Sciron ; 4. Theseus slays the Crommyonian sow. — S. side (beginning 
from the E.): 1. Theseus flghts with the Minotaur; *2. He cap« 
tures the Marathonian bull; 3. Theseus and Cercyon; 4. Theseus 
and Procrustes (?). — The frieze on the E. side is divided by 
two groups of gods into three sections : 1. a prisoner being bound, 
r. a trophy erected; in the centre a wild struggie of men throw- 
ing stones, with armed warriors. The frieze of the W. side 
represents in 20 flgures the contests of the Lapithsß and Oentaurs : 
Theseus has already overcome his antagonist; on the 1., two 
Oentaurs crush G»neus to the earth. — The cella (44' long), 
before which were a pronaos (221/2' deep) from E. to W., and a 
posticum (18' deep) consisting of the prolonged walls of the 
cella and two columns on each side, is surrounded by a simple 
peristyle with 36 columns (372' thick, 21 ' high), 6 at each end, 
and 13 on each side. They rise on two marble Steps, and aie 
13' distant from the cella on the E. side, 11' on the W., and 
6' on the S. — Many of the marble beams which covered this 
peristyle are still preserved, and especially on theE. side there are 
a number of 'cassettes' (160 were necessary to cover the E. hall), 
which were perforated and covered with a slab above. The 
entire stracture ia 115' long and 49' wide. This well-preserved

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is believed to be the Pnyx, where the Athenians held their poHir 
tical assemblies, and the cube of stone has accordingly been termed 
the Oratof»' Stage (ßfjjua). Here it is probable that the Citizens 
listened to the stirring eloquence of a Perlcles, a Demosthenes etc. 
Several blocks at the E. end of the terraee have not been re- 
moved, but Operations for that purpose had evidently been begun. 
At the W. end is the commencement of a polygonal wall, con- 
sisting of two hiige blocks. S. of the Pnyx is a similar, hnt 
unexplained structure. On the N.W. side is a shattered cnbe of 
rock (altar), in front of it a surface bonnded on the S. by a 
cutting in the rock. Eine *panorama here of the entixe piain of 
the Cephissus and the sea. 

Farther S., on the r., beyond the small Church of 8t. De- 
metrius, is the so-called Tomb of Cimon^ afterwards the burial- 
place of a certain Zosimianus, as the inscription records. — Theo 
farther on, passing traces of the ancient walls on the ridge of 
the hill, the traveller reaches the ^Konument of FhilopappiUy 
whence the hill derives its name (forinerly termed Movaftov). 
The structure was begun about A. D. 110 as a monnment for the 
descendants of Antiochus IV., the last king of Gommagene in Asia 
Minor, forming a flat arch turned towards the N.E. (about 33' In 
width), over which rose three niches between four pillars. The 
5 layers of stone of the PiraBus are still preserved, above which 
are two-thirds of a relief : Triumph of Trajan, r. a fettered bar- 
barian, 1. magistrates. Then a Square niche and the central 
round niche with their pillars (of which the central alone is of 
the original height). According to the inscription, the statue In 
the niche on the 1. represented Antiochus, the son of king An- 
tiochus ; in the centre is Philopappus , the son of Epiphanes , a 
member of the same family. The entirely preserved column bears 
an inscription referring to a younger Antiochus Philopappus. The 
quadrangular space at the back was the bnrial-ground. 

This hill (425') commands a final *yiew of Athens and the 
piain. In the centre rises the Acropolis, which is admirably snr- 
veyed hence; at its base the Odeum of Herodes and the Theatre 
of Dionysus, farther r. the Gate of Hadrian and the columns of 
the Olympieuui, then the hüls of the Stadium and Hymettas. 
L. of the Acropolis are the Theseum and the Hill of the Nympbs, 
beyond them the Athenian piain, iEgalens and Parnes. Over the 
Acropolis peeps the Lycabettus and a part of Pentelicon (Bri- 
lessus); S. the Sinus Saronicus with its Islands and coasts. 

The traveller should descend directly hence, and turn to the 

1. to the three doorways in the perpendicularly hewn wall of rock. 

This is termed the Prison of Socrates^ consisting of three cham- 

bers hewn in the solid rock, of whick that in the centre was

Walka, The 'FeJace Gacden in Ehe reai Ol' the pakce, en- 
tiance oa tho 1., opeu 10 the public after 4 p; ni.. was lald out 
by (Jueen Amalia ou a waste and bariea plece of gruund , aud it 
now affords pleasant , shady walks, a great luxury in tceelesa 
Mheos. L. of the path, «lose to the entrance , an exteDsive 
Roman mosaii:, belonging to a bath. In the i^entre of the garden 
tbere ia a small pond, a den nlth a liouesa, and a vircular apane 
eontainiug ancient celics. The S. part of the garden is beautiful. 
It iMmtaina flne palm-trees , and commaads a pleaaing pioapeut 
towaide the Olympieum and the aea, especially from a block of 
lock at the S.E. corner, iiesc wbich tbere ia a Roman mosalo. 

The Fatisaia Slrcel, the Prolongation of the j^Ius Street, pre- 
aenta a buatling ecene after sunset. 

The LToabettiu (^UKrc^qtToc , 980' higii) commands a flne 
vien , extending to the Citbf ron in BcHotia aud the Geranea in 
Megaris . 

In Order to read tbe Colonos the Place de la Concorde is 
crussed, and the main streat to the W. followed. Then by the 
flrst Ininäverse streel 011 the r. ("OiTöi Siuxpäiou;') , keaping to 
the 1 until the houses ceaae. A fleld-path to the 1. then leada 
to the Hat hill distlnguished by two couspicuooa whil« tomb- 
atonea.

^o Eleutiiy now Lepsina, a very interesting excurgion. The traveller 
IMMscis the Agia TnB;da (aee abov^ and foUows the ''Saered Road' (fe^^tM}), 
on #hiGh the greitt iannnal procMiion of tbe Eleifttuiaai >niysteriit «»Baitti- 
ciently held. It was bounded on both aidee by tombstonea, traces of 
which are occasionally öbserved to wiihin a äiort distanee of Eleuais. On 
the 1. is the Botanical Garden (see above), beyond which the ''Olive Orove^ 
is soon entored. The oldest of its trees are aaid to -bave witnessed the 
culminating point of the prosperity of Athens. Demos Laeeiadaet the 
birthplace of Miltiades, once celebrated for the ezcellence of its radishes, 
was sitnated here. On the Arst arm of the insigniBcant Cephissus, the 
first fig-tree in Attica, that presented by Demeter to I^hytalua, is said to 
have been planted. Beyond the plantation the road .gradually ascends to 
the Paii of Daphni , which travefaes the nountain-range of uCgaleue (or 
Poikilon). The round hill before it is termed J/Qio* Elims from the chapel 
on its summit. ^o the 1. laythe Demoe Hermet; on the r., «Uttle farther, 
is the village of Oaidari. The tl^veller now balts «t the ^Daphni Monaa- 
t^Tr wbere tbe horaea are watered.
